Balance will most definitely be the byword in College Football 
this season as no fewer than 13 teams are considered legitimate 
contenders for national supremacy. 

From GAMEPLAN’s vantage point, it appears that Bobby Bow- 
den’s Florida State Seminoles have the horses to repeat as 
champs in '94. They lost a horde of key performers to graduation, 
but as my good friend Mike Warren told me recently, excellence 
perpetuates itself, and FSU’s football program is an excellent 
one. Which is why both Mike and | believe that most of State’s 
new Starters could (if not should!) be better than their immediate 
predecessors.

The Cornhuskers boast a dominating 
ground game powered by an outstanding offensive line; the 
Gators feature a potent aerial arm and a resourceful defense; and 
the Wildcats and Crimson Tide will be led into battle by rabid stop 
troops who are more destructive than the Berserkers of Eric the 
Red! 

Along with Nebraska, GAMEPLAN expects Colorado, Okla- 
homa and Kansas State to be the cream of the crop in the Big 
Eight.

In the Stat-Key Table, each team has three ratings: 
Power Rating (PR) 
Offensive Rating (OR) 
Defensive Rating (DR) 


These ratings allow the user to: 


|. Estimate the PROBABLE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
SCORES of opposing teams. 


The Power Rating of the lower rated team is deducted 
from the Power Rating of the higher rated team. The 
result is the number of points by which the higher 
rated team is expected to win. 


Example: Missouri Power Rating ............. 116 
Tulsa Power Rating ............... 113

ll. Get an Instant PrePlay of a game (estimate the 
PROBABLE SCORE of each of two opposing teams). 


The Offensive Rating of a given team, minus the 
Defensive Rating of its opponent, is the estimated 
score for the given team.

Tulsa Defensive Rating .............. 46

THE UPDATING PROCEDURE 


The Updating procedure is based on the variance (er- 
ror) between estimated and actual differences in scores 
(or how far off the estimates were from actual scores). 
Note that adjustment factors need not be taken into ac- 
count in updating the basic ratings. 


Updating is achieved with this easy to use chart 
(below). The chart shows the number of points to be ad- 
ded to or deducted from team ratings for a given 
variance between the estimated and actual difference 
in scores.

Note: There is less need for adjustment as the season progresses. It is 
recommended that the amount of adjustment be limited to a maximum 


of 3 points after the fifth game, and 2 points after the eighth game of the 
season for each team.

As we told you they would, the Gators ranked 
among the best teams in the land last season.

And now we're telling you 
that this team is more than capable of giving a 
repeat performance in 1994; in fact, the Gators 
may give the premier performance in all of Col- 
lege Football! 

Head Coach Steve Spurrier counts his bless- 
ings whenever he contemplates his quarterback 
situation, And well he should since Florida 
welcomes back the potent 1-2 punch of senior 
Terry Dean (6-2, 210) and soph Danny Wuerffel 
(6-2, 210), who led the '93 Gators to 11 school 
and seven SEC records a year ago, The Gators 
were one of only two teams to throw for more 
than 3,800 yards and have a back rush for better 
than 1,200 yards as they averaged a neat 476.6 
yards per game in total offense last season. 
Dean, who canned 59 percent of his passes, con- 
nected for 1,651 yards and 17 TDs against 10 in- 
terceptions, while Wuerffel threw for 2,230 
yards with a 58.2 percent completion rate, 22 
touchdowns and 10 INTs. 

As you might expect, the Florida receivers 
racked up substantial numbers a year ago, led by 
wideout Jack Jackson (5-9, 175, jr.), the team’s 
leading pass catcher with 51 receptions for 949 
yards, an 18.6-yard average and 11 TDs. 
Jackson also was among the nation’s leaders in 
kickoff runbacks with a 28.2-yard norm. Junior 
Chris Doering (6-4, 185) made 43 catches good 
for 553 yards and seven six-pointers, while 
senior Aubrey Hill (5-11, 175) had 23 catches for 
309 yards and four TDs. Candidates to fill the 
vacancy at tight end include soph Shawn Nunn 
(6-3, 250), and redshirt freshman Taras Ross 
(6-3, 245), 

Florida must replace the school’s all-time 
leading rusher, Erric Rhett, at tailback, but 
Coach Spurrier has a wealth of veterans and 
good-looking newcomers to get the job done. 
Rhett ran for 1,289 yards and 11 TDs a year ago. 
The most experienced returnee at tailback is 
junior Tony Davis (6-0, 210), who averaged 5.6 
yards in limited action a year ago. Soph Ter- 
rence Foy (5-9, 195) netted 7.4 yards per carry 
with two TD trots a year ago, while redshirt 
freshmen Tyrone Baker (5-9, 175) and Elijah 
Williams (5-10, 180) are also in the tailback pic- 
ture. Senior Chris Bilkie (6-2, 240) is the top can- 
didate to plug the hole at fullback, with sophs 
Dwayne Mobley (5-10, 220) and Jerome Evans 
(6-1, 230) also making strong bids for that 
assignment. 

The Gator blocking gang will be a solid unit 
this season, thanks to the return of seven of last 
year’s top 10 up front performers. Leading the 
charge again will be the tackle tandem of juniors 
Reggie Green (6-6, 300) and Jason Odom (6-5, 
300), both of whom have been starters since 
their true freshman seasons in 1992. Green last

year earned All-SEC honors while Odom was 
named to the second all-league unit. Senior 
David Swain (6-3, 270) has earned the starting 
center’s job, while junior Dean Golden (6-6, 
285) and sophs Donnie Young (6-3, 295) and 
Jeff Mitchell (6-5, 280) are the leading can- 
didates to move into the vacancies at the guard 
positions. Anthony Ingrassia (6-2, 300, sr.) and 
Kevin Johnson (6-3, 270, jr.) are solid backups 
at center, while All-America frosh redshirts Eric 
Johnson (6-6, 300) and Keith McMahon (6-6, 
300) could be the top backups at tackle. 

Florida went with a 4-4-3 look the last four 
years, but new defensive coordinator Bobby 
Pruett will install a 4-3-4 setup for this year. A 
trio of holdover starters from last fall return to 
the Gator forward wall, but the only loss is a big 
one as All-SEC tackle William Gaines had 11.5 
tackles for losses and 14 sacks last year. Senior 
Ellis Johnson (6-3, 285), who had 55 tackles, 
eight hits behind enemy lines and seven QB 
sacks, holds down the other tackle slot, with 
senior Henry McMillian (6-3, 280) and junior 
David Barnard (6-1, 295) getting the first shots 
at succeeding Gaines. Returning to protect the 
Florida flanks are senior Kevin Carter (6-6, 265) 
and junior Mark Campbell (6-3, 290), with 
juniors Johnie Church (6-3, 255) and Anthony 
Riggins (6-4, 225) plus soph Cameron Davis 
(6-4, 255) also available at DE. Carter totalled 59 
stops, five hits behind enemy lines and 6.5 sacks 
a year ago, while Campbell contributed five 
sacks, 

The new Gator defensive set calls for two in- 


side backers and a “‘nicklebacker,"’ with ex- 
Banditback Ben Hanks (6-2, 225, jr.) due to 
handle that assignment. Hanks had 83 tackles 
with six stops for negative yardage a year ago. 
Soph Darren Hambrick (6-2, 205), who had two 
pass picks in ’93, will back up Hanks. Junior 
Dexter Daniels (6-2, 240), who piled up 86 
tackles with one pass theft a year ago, has nailed 
down one inside backer berth, with senior Kevin 
Freeman (6-0, 2250, junior Matt Pearson (6-2, 
235) and soph James Bates (6-1, 220) competing 
for the other. 

Florida’s secondary crew returns intact and 
play in this critical area should be outstanding. 
Rhodes Scholar nominee Michael Gilmore (5-11, 
180, sr.), who picked off four enemy aerials a 
year ago, is the incumbent at free safety, where 
he’ll team once again with sophomore strong 
safety Lawrence Wright (6-1, 195). Wright had 
62 stops and two pass pickoffs a year ago. 
Three-year starter Larry Kennedy (5-10, 190, sr.) 
is back at one corner, with seniors Eddie Lake 
(5-10, 185) and Kedra Malone (5-8, 175) plus 
sophs Anthone Lott (5-9, 190) and Shea 
Showevers (5-11, 170) battling for playing time 
at the other cornerback post, Lott, the cousin of 
All-Pro safety Ronnie Lott, had three INTs in 
"93, 

As with most of the rest of the Florida grid 
squad, the kicking game will also be first class. 
All-America placekicker Judd Davis (6-1, 185) 
and All-SEC punter Shayne Edge (5-11, 175) 
both return for their senior campaigns. Last fall, 
Davis hit 51 of 53 PAT tries and 15 of 19 field 
goal attempts for 96 points, while Edge punted 
to a 42,7-yard average. Davis’ efforts were 
recognized at season’s end when he was awarded 
the Lou Groza placekicker of the year award. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Superior 
quarterbacking complemented by excellent run- 
ning backs and receivers, and a big, strong 
blocking corps will add up to another prolific, 
well-balanced attack for the Gators. And when 
their stop troops get the call to arms, they're 
gonna see to it that Florida’s foes won't get 
much through the air and very, very little on the 
ground. If the Gators survive road games 
against Tennessee and Florida State, there 
should be no stopping this team in its quest for 
an unblemished campaign.

The Volunteers can’t wait for the '94 cam- 

paign to kick off because they’re anxious to 

make amends for their poor showing against 

Penn State in the Citrus Bowl. And they have 
the weapons to do just that! 
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Offensively, the Vols will be led into battle by 
senior quarterback Jerry Colquitt (6-4, 210), a 
three-year letterman who's been patiently biding 
his time as the backup to standout Heath Shuler, 
the Heisman Trophy runnerup last year who 
opted to forego his final collegiate season for the 
NFL. Shuler leaves big shoes to be filled as he 
threw for 2,354 yards and 25 TDs against just 
seven interceptions a year ago. Colquitt put up 
numbers just as flashy as Shuler’s, albeit on a 
more limited basis. Colquitt completed 19 of 26 
aerials last year for four TDs as he appears ready 
to take over the signal calling job. Junior Todd 
Helton (6-1, 195) will back up Colquitt. 

Tennessee, which rebuilt its receiving corps 
last year, will do so again this season with senior 
Billy Williams (5-11, 180) the only returnee with 
much experience. Williams ran under 39 throws 
for 513 yards and five scores in ’93, Soph Joey 
Kent (6-1, 185) is looking for regular work after 
carrying his 10 receptions for a 20.9-yard 
average and five scores a year ago. Junior Nilo 
Silvan (5-9, 180) and redshirt frosh Cortney 
Epps (6-0, 190) are also on call at the wideouts, 
and so is an outstanding class of All-America 
freshman recruits that includes Anthony Hamp- 
ton (6-5, 210), Steve Johnson (5-11,180), Greg 
Kyler (6-1, 190), Marcus Nash (6-3, 195) and 
Maurice Staley (6-1, 200). 

There'll also be a battle royal at tailback 
where Tennessee will surely miss the talents of 
the graduated Charlie Garner, who ran for 1,161] 
yards and eight TDs a year ago. The chief com- 
batants for the job are seniors James ‘‘Little 
Man”’ Stewart (6-1, 220) and Aaron Hayden

Soph Eric Lane (6-0, 215), who averaged 7,4 
yards per try on 18 rushes, is also in the picture, 
along with classmate Jay Graham (6-0, 210). For 
those who don’t get the call at tailback, they 
could see some time at fullback where all- 
purpose veteran Mose Phillips (6-0, 235, sr.) is 
back on the job. The three-year letterman 
averaged 5.0 yards per rush a year ago with three 
scoring trips and also reeled in 21 aerials. 

Up front, the Tennessee blocking crew returns 
intact from a year ago, including at tight end 
where junior David Horn (6-4, 250) is the incum- 
bent. Sophs Scott Pfeiffer (6-4, 260) and John 
Sartelle (6-4, 245) are in the wings at TE, which 
in the recent past has drawn mostly blocking 
assignments. Otherwise, the veteran O-line 
comes in jumbo size with junior Bubba Miller 
(6-1, 295) at center, guards Kevin Mays (6-4, 
295, sr.) and Jeff Smith (6-3, 310, jr.) plus the 
tackle combo of juniors Jason Layman (6-5, 
300) and Leslie Ratliffe (6-7, 305). There’s ex- 
cellent depth as well, including Brent Gibson 
(6-4, 285, so.), Ralph Nelson (6-0, 290, so.), 
Trey Peterson (6-3, 275, jr.), and Mark Upton 
(6-3, 275, so.) plus incoming All-America frosh 
recruits Jarvis Reado (6-6, 295) and Will 
Newman (6-5, 300). Man, how'd you like to 
have to feed that crew?!? 

Over on the defensive side, Tennessee’s big- 
gest question mark is the forward wall where 
there’s nary a returning regular from a year ago. 
Veterans looking to fill the vacancies at the ter- 
minals are juniors Shane Burton (6-5, 275) and 
Steve White (6-2, 260), with their primary com- 
petition for regular work expected to come from 
incoming freshman All-Americans Mercedes 
Hamilton (6-4, 280) and Diron Robinson (6-4, 
250). First in line to plug the holes at the defen- 
sive tackle positions are lettermen Cory Stone 
(6-2, 285, sr.) and Leland Taylor (6-3, 305, so.), 
with soph Richard Howard (6-6, 315) also in 
contention after playing both offense and 
defense in the past. 

The Volunteers haye an abundance of skilled 
linebackers and overall this unit’s play should be 
outstanding, but there is a need to find a leader 
to replace graduated middle backer Reggie In- 
gram. Junior Scott Galyon (6-2, 235) will get the 
first shot at filling that big gap, while senior 
three-year letter winner Ben Talley (6-3, 240) is 
back on duty at one outside spot.Talley had 87 
tackles, four sacks and seven stops behind 
enemy lines a year ago. Junior George Kidd (6-1, 
225), who’s seen some starting assignments in 
the past, is ready to take over the other OLB 
post, but he'll have to fend off challenges from 
Jesse Sanders (5-11, 225, jr.) and Quincy 
Prigmore (6-1, 235, jr.). Also making bids for 
game time are veterans John Emery (6-2, 255, 
so.), Nick Jester (6-0, 210, jr.) and Jesse Sanders 
(5-11, 225, jr.), along with incoming JUCO A-A 
Craig King (6-1, 245, jr.) and All-America frosh 
recruit Jeff Coleman (6-4, 240), 


The Tennessee secondary is flush with return- 
ing regulars from a year ago. Senior three-year 
letter winner Ronald Davis (5-11, 200) and 
junior DeRon Jenkins (5-11, 170) will again pro- 
tect the corners, with junior Jason Parker (6-0, 
195) and soph Raymond Austin (5-11, 185) the 
incumbents at free safety and strong safety, 
respectively. Jenkins rang up five interceptions 
and four fumble recoveries last year, while 
Parker paced the deep zoners in tackles with 61 
and also had four pass pickoffs, The reserve 
contingent in the Vol secondary includes Shawn 
Summers (5-8, 190, jr.), Shane Begnaud (6-1, 
190, so.), Tori Noel (6-0, 185, so.) and James 
Smith (6-0, 180, jr.), an incoming JUCO A-A. 

Coach Phil Fulmer can take comfort that his 
kicking game is in excellent condition with the 
return of placement specialist John Becksvoort 
(6-1, 180, sr.) and punter Tom Hutton (6-1, 195, 
sr.), both three-year lettermen, Becksvoort ac- 
counted for 95 points a year ago as he made all 
59 of his PAT tries and 12 of 13 field goal at- 
tempts, while Hutton punted for a 39.6-yard 
average. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Despite los- 
ing superb quarterback Heath Shuler, all-star 
running back Charlie Garner and both starting 
wide receivers, Tennessee’s high-octane attack 
will again be operating on all cylinders. A big, 
strong blocking corps which returns intact will 
team with a horde of talented skill position per- 
formers to ensure that this unit comes very close 
to equalling last year’s output of 480 yards and 
43 points per game.

A generous defense and an impotent ground 
game combined to muzzle the Bulldogs last fall 
as they suffered through what would be only 
their second losing season in 16 years! But don’t 
expect a repeat performance from this team in 
94; in fact, you should expect a lot of success 
between the Hedges because the Dogs appear to 
be loaded for bear — and Gators, and Tigers, 
and Wildcats, and — well, you get the picture. 

Georgia’s opponents will think they got fram- 
ed when senior quarterback Eric Zeier (6-2, 210) 
gets through with ’em. Zeier was the Big Dog on 
campus last year when he led the attack to nearly 
323 yards per game up top. Zeier holds virtually 
all the Dog passing records and in "93 set 11 SEC 
marks with his aerial wizardry. The All-America 
candidate a year ago connected on 63,3 percent 
of his passes (269 of 425) for 3,525 yards and 24 
TDs against just seven interceptions. 

Ready to resume his role as Zeier’s number 
one target is junior flanker Brice Hunter (6-0, 
200), an All-SEC and Soph All-America choice a 
year ago as he pulled down 76 throws for 970 
yards and nine TDs. His 76 grabs was the most 
by an SEC wideout. Hunter will be backstopped 
this year at flanker by incoming JUCO All- 
American Gilbert Grantlin (6-1, 180, jr.), a 
speedster who’s also an outstanding kick 
returner. At split end, three-year letterman Jeff 
Thomas (6-2, 195, sr.) is the incumbent, with 
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(5-6-0) 


very capable assitance from classmate Hason 
Graham (5-11, 170). Thomas had 39 catches for 
469 yards and one score a year ago, while 
Graham averaged 19.4 yards on his 36 grabs, 
five of which he turned into touchdowns, one an 
80-yard beauty. Georgia’s tight ends are mainly 
used as blockers, and the Dogs have a capable 
pair of senior lettermen doing that job in James 
Warner (6-4, 240) and Maurice Harrell (6-3, 
240). 

When the Bulldogs run the pigskin, the man 
most often getting the call is scatback Terrell 
Davis (6-1, 215, sr.), who averaged nearly five 
yards per trip as he totalled 824 yards with five 
TDs for the season. He'll get support from soph- 
omore Sterling Boyd (5-11, 190) and three-year 
letterman Bill Montgomery (6-0, 190, sr.). A 
pair of sophomores, Marisa Simpson (5-11, 225) 
and Derrington Abnar (6-1, 235), are dueling for 
Starting rights at the running back post. Pressing 
them hard for game time will be incoming 
JUCO transfer Larry Bowie (6-0, 220) and 
Atlanta product George Lombard (6-0, 195), a 
frosh recruit with A-A credentials. Lombard rip- 
ped for 1,526 yards and 18 TDs as a high school 
senior. 

Making it all happen up front will be a veteran 
blocking contingent that returns four regulars 
from a year ago. At center, junior David Weeks 
(6-6, 270) and senior Scott Brownholtz (6-3, 270) 
Share starting assignments, while three-year vet 
Steve Roberts (6-3, 280, sr.) and Troy Stark (6-6, 
270, jr.) are the incumbents at the guards. Soph 
Adam Meadows (6-7, 270) is the holdover at one 
tackle, with redshirt freshman Antonio Fleming 
(6-4, 285) and junior Chad Chosewood (6-7, 
290) battling to fill the vacancy at the other 
tackle. Letter winner Paul Taylor (6-5, 285, jr.) 
and sophomore Resty Beadles (6-3, 285) will see 
plenty of game time at guard, while incoming 
JUCO All-American Allen Weathers (6-6, 295) 
could beat out Fleming and Chosewood for 
regular rights at tackle, 

On the other side of the scrimmage line, 
Georgia simply has to do much better this year if 
the Dogs are to make any moves in the SEC. 
And with seven holdover starters, the “‘D”’ 
should be stronger than last year’s gang that 
allowed the enemy 197.4 yards per game over- 
land plus nearly 185 yards per outing overhead. 
Up front, the trench crew will be bolstered by a 
pair of ex-starters who both sat out last fall’s ac- 
tion with injuries. Senior three-year letterman 
Travis Jones (6-3, 260) is expected to pick up 
right where he left off at defensive tackle, while 
junior Jeff Kaiser (6-4, 275) could win starting 
rights again at nose guard. Kaiser will battle 
soph Walter Rouse (6-4, 285) for the job in the 
middle, while Jones will most likely be paired 
with senior Matt Storm (6-6, 295), the incum- 
bent at the other DT who had 73 stops and six 
sacks a year ago, Veterans DeShay McKever 
(6-2, 265, jr.) and soph Herman Bell (6-3, 260) 
will be pushed hard for game time in relief of the 
starters by incoming freshman All-Americans 
Cletidus Hunt (6-4, 275) and Paul Snellings (6-4, 
265). 

The leader of the Dogs’ second line of defense 
is junior inside backer Randall Godfrey (6-3, 
230), an All-SEC selection last year when he led 
Georgia in tackles with 114. Leading the 
dogfight for the other ILB spot are '93 co- 
regular Whit Marshall (6-2, 235, jr.) and senior 
Damon Ward (6-1, 245), a starter in '92 who sat 
out last fall’s action. Also in the picture are 
sophs Marcus Williams (6-1, 215) and Bryan 
Jones (6-0, 215), along with incoming JC A-A

The secondary shapes up as a veteran crew 
with three regulars from last year’s grid wars 
back on the job -- cornerback Charles Pledger 
(6-0, 175, sr.), strong safety Buster Owens (6-0, 
200, jr.) and senior free safety Ralph Thompson 
(6-1, 200). Pledger’s eight tipped passes last 
season was a Bulldog best, as was Owens’ three 
INTs. Thompson registered two pass pickoffs. 
Senior Carlos Yancy (6-2, 190) has won the 
other starting cornerback job, with soph Robert 
Edwards (6-2, 205) and outstanding frosh 
recruits Armin Love (6-1, 190) and Emmett Mit- 
chell (6-1, 190) forming a strong relief crew at 
the corners. Senior three-year letterman Will 
Muschamp (6-0, 190) will back up Owens at 
strong safety, With soph Corey Johnson (5-11,

(6-1, 300) and senior Vincent Simpson (6-4, 275), 
while soph Maynard Caldwell (6-0, 240) will see 
plenty of game time at defensive end. 

Junior James Flowers (6-2, 245) is the only 
returnee to the Gamecock linebacking con- 
tingent from a year ago, but junior Hank Camp- 
bell (6-0, 230) was a starter in *92 before an in- 
jury cancelled his 93 campaign.

Richardson (5-10, 170), while the combatants to 
fill the vacancy at free safety include sophs

The line on the Wildcats can be found in a 
simple mathematical equation called addition by 
subtraction. What we’re trying to tell you is that 
Head Coach Bill Curry appears to have conjured 
up replacements that are better than their 
graduated predecessors. And that could equal a 
winning campaign for the Cats this season. 
There are several new faces in Kentucky’s 
quarterback picture, and all of them look more 
than good enough to fill the shoes of Pookie 
Jones (6-1, 200) if he decides to pass up his 
senior year on the gridiron in favor of a baseball 
career. A year ago, Jones moved to second on 
the Kentucky total offense list as he passed for 
1,071 yards and eight touchdowns while running 
for 288 yards and six more scores. If Jones 
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chooses the diamond instead of the gridiron, 
soph Jeff Speedy (6-2, 190) and redshirt 
freshmen Matt Hobbie (5-11, 180) and Billy 
Jack Haskins (5-11, 190) will be gunning for the 
job, but we’re betting that JUCO transfer Eric 
Gray (6-4, 220, jr.) will get the starting call. Gray 
ran and passed for a combined 2,593 yards and 
31 TDs his last year in junior college. 

Kentucky bid adieu to four of its top five 
receivers from a year ago, and developing, 
capable replacements is a priority for Coach 
Curry. Senior Randy Wyatt (5-10, 170), who 
played in the backfield last year and made 13 
catches, moves to the outside and will handle the 
split end duties, while sophs Jaysuma Simms 
(5-10, 170) and Isaac Curtis III (6-4, 205) will 
battle for starting rights at flanker. Also in the 
mix is senior Clyde Rudolph (5-7, 175), the two- 
time SEC indoor 200-meter champion who miss- 
ed spring drills while participating in track, The 
battle to fill the vacancy at tight end includes 
senior three-year letterman Corey Reeves (6-3, 
240) and soph Chris Davis (6-7, 280), 

Kentucky is expecting Very big things from in- 
coming JUCO transfer Damon Carter (6-2, 220, 
jr.), a junior college teammate of QB Gray who 
is expected to start at halfback from day one. 
Carter ran for 3,230 yards and 42 TDs during his 
two years in junior college. He’ll line up in the 
backfield with soph Moe Williams (6-2, 205), the 
SEC's leading returning ball toter who rang up 
928 yards, a 5.7-yard average and five TDs last 
season as he earned Freshman All-America 
honors. Also available is good-looking young- 
ster Donnell Gordon (6-0, 185, so.). Senior 
three-year vet Damon Hood (6-2, 230) returns as 
the Wildcat fullback after rushing for 367 yards 
and three touchdowns a year ago. 

Senior three-year letterman Mark Askin (6-5, 
295) is the lone holdover from last year’s offen- 
sive line contingent, and he’ll again handle work 
at one of the tackles, Senior Aaron Purdie (6-4, 
275), who had five starts in 93, has earned the 
first string nod at the other tackle, with junior 
Andy Britt (64, 270) and redshirt frosh Rob 
Reynolds (6-6, 285) providing backup assistance. 
Senior Dan Caruthers (6-4, 265) has nailed down 
the center’s job, while junior Barry Jones (6-5, 
295) is a sure thing at one guard post. The other 
guard regular will be either junior Trent DiGiuro 
(6-2, 280) or redshirt freshman John Schlarman 
(6-2, 280), 

Kentucky's defense showed a bit of improve- 
ment last season, but if that’s to continue, a host 
of new faces will have to get the job done. In the 
forward wall, senior end Howard Carter (6-4, 
245) and three-year vel Robert Stinson (6-4, 285, 
sr.) at tackle are holdover starters. Senior Robert 
Harris (6-4, 245) and sophs Chris Ward (6-5, 
255) and Jeff Tanner (6-3, 225) gained a lot of 
experience last year at the terminals, while senior 
three-year letterman Roger Sullivan (6-3, 270) 
and junior Mike Schlegel (6-4, 250) are conten- 
ding to fill the vacancy at the other tackle.

perienced support at the safety posts. Both of

The Commodores were in a boat with only 
one oar last season as they had absolutely no 
passing attack to help their respectable ground 
game. The overall result of that situation was an 
offense that sputtered more often than not, and 
a very good defense that was done in because of 
too much overtime. And that’s why the Com- 
modores sank to the bottom of the SEC. 

Head Coach Gerry DiNardo will attempt to 
elevate his team’s fortunes by rebuilding 
Vandy's blocking corps and strengthening its 
aerial arm. Soph Ronnie Gordon (6-1, 185), who 
ran for four TDs but completed just 40 of 98 
passes for 400 yards, no TDs and four intercep- 
tions, started the last four games of ’93, but his 
job is far from safe. Making the strongest 
challenge for first string rights is JUCO transer 
Ed DeMasa (5-11, 170, jr.), who owns a strong 
passing arm and is determined to take over the 
job. 

With a passing game that netted just 49.6 
yards per game without a TD pass in "93, the 
Vandy receivers were on vacation most of the 
year. Split end Kenny Simon (6-0, 195, jr.) top- 
ped the pass catchers with 15 receptions for 166 
yards, while wingback Eric Lewis (6-0, 210, sr.) 
had a half dozen grabs. Juniors Sanférd Ware 
(5-10, 190) and Gabe Banks (6-0, 185) are 
backups at wide receiver, While junior Robert 
Couch (6-6, 290) is the incumbent at tight end. 
Couch could be moved to the offensive line 
where he’s played guard and tackle in the past, 
leaving the TE post to soph Jason Tomicheck 
(6-5, 260) and junior Bryon Koepke (6-4, 250). 

Handling the majority of the ground gaining 
chores this season will be the tailback duo of 
Cliff Deese (5-8, 180, jr.) and soph Jermaine 
Johnson (5-7, 180), who ran for a combined 522 
yards and four scores as reserves last season.

The Crimson Tide didn't successfully defend 
their National Championship last year, but 
Head Coach Gene Stallings thinks his charges 
will rank among the top contenders for that 
coveted prize this season. For that to happen, 
however, Alabama will have to rebuild its offen- 
sive line and play with more consistency than it 
did in 1993. 

Expected to be a steadying influence for this 
team is senior quarterback Jay Barker (6-3, 210), 
who was a bit off his feed last fall when he com- 
pleted 98 of 171 passes for 1,525 yards, four 
touchdowns and seven interceptions. Barker will 
again be supported by junior Brian Burgdorf 
(6-2, 190), whose '93 stats show a 57,1 comple- 
tion percentage with three scoring throws. 

The Tide loses last year’s regulars at the wide 
receiver berths, but Coach Stallings has a cadre 
of veterans with which to fill in the blanks. 
Junior Curtis Brown (6-3, 190), a starter in ’92 
who sat out last year’s action, is most likely to 
earn the starting job at split end, but junior 
Chad Key (6-4, 215) is very much in that picture 
after serving as a co-regular and making 17 cat- 
ches last year. At flanker, junior Toderick 
Malone (6-0, 185) saw some regular duty last 
season and averaged a slick 30.2 yards on his 
nine receptions with two scoring catches. At 
tight end, Tony Johnson (6-5, 250) is the incum- 
bent returning for his junior campaign after 
making a dozen catches with one score a year 
ago. 

A pair of three-year letter-winning seniors, 
tailback Sherman Williams (5-10, 195) and full- 
back Tarrant Lynch (6-1, 225), will pace what 
should be a strong *bama ground game. Last 
year’s stats paint a pretty picture for Sherman 
Williams (sorry!) as he pounded out 738 yards 
with nine TDs. Lynch added 276 yards and three 
scores along with 19 catches, two of which went 
for *bama touchdowns. Soph Brian Steger (6-3, 
210), who rushed for 270 yards and two TDs at 
5.4 yards a clip last fall, will back up Williams, 
with soph Taurus Turner (6-2, 200) to play in 
relief of fullback Lynch. 

If there’s a question mark on the offensive 
side for this year’s Crimson Tide, it’s the for- 
ward wall where senior three-year letterman Jon 
Stevenson (6-3, 280) at guard is the lone 
holdover from last season's starting blocking 
crew. Junior Maurice Belser (6-2, 290), who’s 
started at times in the past, should fill the vacan- 
cy at the other guard post, with soph Jeremy 
Pennington (6-3, 275) also seeking those duties. 
At center, soph John Causey (6-1, 265) is pen- 
cilled in as this year’s regular, while senior three- 
year veteran Joey Harville (6-5, 290) has ap- 
parently won starting rights at one tackle. Bid- 
ding for the other OT responsibilities are ex- 
guard Pete DiMario (6-5, 275, so.) and Kareem 
MeNeal (6-5, 290, jr.). Coach Stallings will also 
be looking at redshirt freshmen Joel Holliday 
(6-4, 280), Chris Jordan (6-6, 290) and Will 
Friend (6-3, 275) in his efforts to rebuild the 
O-line. 

Over on the stop side, seven returning starters 
from last year’s super tough **D’’ should insure 
that Alabama will again be formidable. So

what's new! Last year’s Tide stoppers yielded a 
miserly 258.7 yards per game to enemy attacks. 
In the forward wall, senior three-year letterman 
Elverett Brown (6-5, 270) is the only returning 
starter, with another three-year vet, Dameian 
Jeffries (6-4, 275), due to join Brown as *bama’s 
starting defensive ends this time out. There are, 
however, a host of talented performers ready to 
do their things protecting the 'bama flanks, in- 
cluding juniors Kendrick Burton (6-6, 290) and 
Bryan Thornton (6-7, 285) plus sophs Ozell 
Powell (6-5, 280) and Kelvin Moore (6-3, 245). 
Junior Shannon Brown (6-5, 265) is slated to 
take over at nose tackle if he can fend off the 
challenges of former offensive guard Laron 
White (6-2, 275, so.) and incoming JUCO AIll- 
American Matt Parker (6-4, 275, jr.). 

There’s also a plethora of talent at linebacker, 
where soph Darrell Blackburn (6-4, 230) holds 
over at one outside berth and senior three-year 
letterman Michael Rogers (6-1, 235) is the in- 
cumbent at an inside post. Rogers posted 72 
tackles, eight stops behind enemy lines and two 
sacks a year ago. First in line to fill the vacancy 
at the other ILB position is soph Tyrell Buckner 
(6-1, 235) with juniors John Walters (6-2, 225) 
and Jeff Torrence (6-1, 230) plus soph Lamont 
Floyd (6-2, 240) also in the fray for playing time. 
Principal combatants to fill the vacant OLB 
berth are senior three-year letter winner Will 
Brown (6-1, 215) and senior Andre Royal (6-2, 
220), both of whom have started in the past. 
Brown, in fact, was second on last year’s squad 
with five QB sacks. A trio of sophomores -- Fer- 
nando Davis (6-3, 230), Ralph Staten (6-3, 205) 
and John Tanks (6-4, 230) — will push hard for 
game time at outside backer. 

The Alabama secondary is a solid, stingy ag- 
gregation featuring a trio of senior holdover 
regulars from a year ago, Tommy Johnson 
(5-10, 180) at one cornerback, free safety Willie

Gaston (5-11, 185) and strong safety Sam Shade 
(6-1, 190). Johnson, a three-year letterman, and 
Gaston each had four pass pickoffs a year ago, 
while Shade, another three-year letter winner, 
was number two on the *bama tackle charts with 
73 stops and also registered a pair of INTs and 
five stops for negative yardage. Soph Cedric 
Samuel (5-9, 170) is due to move into the vacan- 
cy at the corner opposite Johnson. Senior 
Mickey Conn (5-10, 175), junor Tracy High 
(5-9, 175) and JUCO A-A Brad Ford (5-10, 175, 
jr.) are the talented backup contingent at corner- 
back, while the safety reservists include soph 
Blair Canale (6-3, 200), junior Eric Turner (6-1, 
200) and senior Danny Davis (6-2, 215). 

Rounding out a very strong *bama club is the 
outstanding kicking duo of placement specialist 
Michael Proctor (5-11, 185, jr.) and punter 
Bryne Diehl (6-3, 215, sr.). Proctor put 97 points 
on the board for ’*bama a year ago as he canned 
all 31 of his PAT tries and 22 of 29 field goal at- 
tempts, while Diehl posted a neat 43.6-yard 
average on his punts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Despite the 
loss of two outstanding wideouts (the explosive 
David Palmer and Kevin Lee), Alabama boasts a 
legion of talented skill position people. Which is 
why we expect the Tide offense to be just as pro- 
ductive as it was last year -- provided, of course, 
that the rebuilt blocking corps proves to be a 
first class escort service. We believe it will, and 
we also believe that Alabama’s brutal defense, 
which is anchored by a superior linebacking 
unit, will be even stingier than last year’s miserly 
gang. Simply stated, this team impresses us as 
being good enough to go all the way this year!

Auburn uses its tight ends 
mostly for blocking, and they’ve got two stan- 
douts in that regard in juniors Andy Fuller (6-2, 
255) and Derrick Dorn (6-4, 220), although 
Dorn did made a dozen receptions a year ago.

Auburn's other major loss on the offensive 
side is at tailback where James Bostic has 
departed after rushing for 1,205 yards, a 
6.1-yard average and 12 TDs in 93. Junior 
Stephen Davis (6-2, 225) will move up to the first 
string after running for 480 yards, a 5.5-yard 
average and three scores last fall. Junior 
Roymon Malcolm (6-3, 235), who averaged 7.5 
yards per carry in limited action, is also looking 
for time at tailback, as is incoming frosh recruit 
Fred Beasley (6-2, 200), a prep All-American 
who ran for a total of 3,894 yards and 92 touch- 
downs as a schoolboy! There's also a battle go- 
ing on at fullback, where the competitors include 
letterman Harold Morrow (5-11, 205, jr.) and 
frosh recruits Kevin McLeod (6-2, 225) and Dale 
Terrell (6-1, 225). 

All-SEC center Shannon Roubique (6-1, 280, 
jr.) is the leader of the Tiger offensive line, 
which returns just one other starter from last 
fall, guard Jason Taylor (6-0, 300, jr.), Soph 
Leonard Thomas (6-1, 285) is the leading can- 
didate to fill the vacancy at the other guard, 
while sophs Willie Anderson (6-6, 320) and John 
Franklin (6-9, 295) are pencilled in as the suc- 
cessors at the tackle positions. Senior Brian 
Osborn (6-5, 295) and soph Jim Roe (6-5, 305) 
will also be heard from at tackle. 

The Auburn defense will be a veteran unit 
with 10 returning regulars aboard for the ’94 
campaign. The Tiger front four will be an all- 
senior cast, with Willie Whitehead (6-5 255) and 
Alonzo Etheridge (6-4, 270) at the ends and 
Mike Pelton (6-2, 285) and Gary Walker (6-3, 
280) manning the tackle posts. Pelton was the 
big play guy up front last year with 73 tackles, 
nine hits for negative yardage, five sacks and 
two fumble recoveries. Whitehead added 63 
tackles, six hits behind enemy lines and three 
sacks, while Walker was credited with 61 stops, 
six tackles for losses, five sacks and two fumble 
recoveries. Junior Andre Miller (6-2, 250) and 
soph Myron Burton (6-5, 275) are proven 
reserves at DE, while junior Ramon Luster (6-1, 
285) and Ricardo Walker (6-1, 275, so.) will 
work in relief at defensive tackle. 

Auburn’s 1-2-3 tacklers from a year ago will 
again man the three linebacking posts, with 
Jason Miska (6-2, 210, jr.) in the middle, flank- 
ed by strong sider Anthony Harris (6-2, 230, jr.) 
and Terry Solomon (6-1, 230, jr.) on the weak 
side. Last fall, Miska had 125 tackles, including 
four hits for minus yardage and two sacks; Har- 
ris made 123 stops with eight hits behind enemy 
lines, seven sacks and an interception; and 
Solomon added 77 tackles. The backer reserve 
crew includes senior Joe Frazier (6-0, 225), sophs 
Derrick Robinson (6-2, 230) and Marcellus 
Mostella (6-3, 220) plus redshirt freshman 
LaDerrick Odom (6-2, 230), 

All four starters from a year ago return in the 
Tiger secondary, which should be very, very 
tough indeed this season. Junior Calvin Jackson

tackles and four INTs, one of which he ran back 
for a score; Jackson registered 52 tackles, 18 
pass deflections and carried one of his two pass 
pickoffs for an Auburn six-pointer; while 
Mounds made 61 hits and had one pass theft. 
And to make matters even better in the deep 
zone, 1992's defensive MVP, senior Fred Smith 
(5-8, 195), is back on the job after sitting out all 
of last year with a knee injury. 

The Auburn defense will also feature the All- 
America talents of punter Terry Daniel (6-1, 
230), who last year led the SEC with a 46.9-yard 
average. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The strength 
of this team is a yeteran defense with great depth 
that’s tough to run on and even tougher to pass 
against. On the attack side, Auburn boasts an 
experienced receiving corps and an offensive line 
that’s very young but extremely talented.

And from 
GAMEPLAN’s vantage point, it appears he'll 
have both! 
At the critical QB slot, sophs Derrick Taite 
(6-4, 195) and Rodney Hudson (6-0, 190) are the 


principal contenders. Both are excellent runners 
but unproven as passers. Taite served as the 
backup to Todd Jordan last year, while Hudson 
played as a true freshman in ’92 before redshir- 
ting last year. 

There’s no lack of proven ability in the receiy- 
ing contingent, where junior veterans Chris 
Jones (6-3, 205) and Bernard Euell (5-10, 180) 
are holdover starters at the wide receiver posts.

The 
redshirt freshman missed most of last year's ac- 
tion recuperating from a broken foot. 

All five starters return to the offensive line, a 
unit that will be experienced and huge, the 
starters averaging 313 pounds from tackle to 
tackle! Junior Brian Anderson (6-5, 285) is the 
“shrimp’’ in the middle, with Melvin Hayes 
(6-6, 320, sr.) and Jason Wisner (6-3, 330, sr.) at 
the guards. Soph Henry McCann (6-6, 315) and 
senior Jesse James (6-5, 315) are again manning 
the tackle posts, Seasoned reservists on call for 
O-line duty include Dan Hoover (6-5, 265, so.), 
Brian Wright (6-5, 300, jr.), Purvis Hunt (6-4, 
340, sr.), Hugh Ballard (6-5, 300, jr.) and Matt 
Caldwell (6-6, 300, jr.). 

Mississippi State will make a major change in 
its defensive set this season, switching from a 
“Fifty” look to a four-man front. With the 
change, there'll be a mad scramble for starting 
assignments, but DE Wesley Leasy (6-3, 240, sr.) 
and DT Jimmie Myles (6-2, 285, sr.) are 
holdover regulars from a year ago who seem 
assured of first string status again. Leasy had 79 
tackles, four stops for negative yardage, three 
sacks and two pass thefts in "93. Sophs Michael 
Lindsey (6-1, 260) and Brent Smith (6-6, 300) are 
first in line to claim the vacancies at end and 
tackle, respectively, but the list of challengers for 
game time includes redshirt freshman James 
Grier (6-6, 315), soph Colby McCullough (6-4, 
255), junior Derrick Cagins (6-4, 240) and 
JUCO transfers Torrence Jackson (6-4, 280, jr.), 
Raymond Gee (6-5, 255, jr.), Koche Anderson 
(6-2, 280, so.), Al Cotton (6-6, 270, jr.) and 
Larry Williams (6-3, 275, jr.). 

The leader in the realigned linebacker crew 
will be soph Dwayne Curry (6-3, 240), an All-

The Hogs finished their °93 campaign in fine 
fashion as they defeated Tulsa and LSU to avoid 
recording a losing slate. This time around, Head 
Coach Danny Ford’s charges are confident 
they’ll post the school’s first winning record in 
five years. But they'll do so only if they can 
strengthen their aerial arm and successfully 
rebuild their linebacking corps. 

Striving (o author a more productive passing 
attack will be junior quarterback Barry Lunney 
(6-2, 190), last year’s regular who missed spring 
drills pitching for the Razorback baseball team. 
A year ago, Lunney tossed for 1,241 yards with 
six TDs and seven interceptions, while also runn- 
ing for two more scores. He'll get competition 
from three-year letterman Jason Allen (6-1, 200, 
sr.) and soph Mike Cherry (6-4, 220). 

Arkansas’ biggest playmaker of °93 returns in 
split end J.J. Meadors (5-6, 155, jr.), who finish- 
ed atop the pass catching chart with 28 grabs 
good for 429 yards, a 15.3-yard average and 
three scores. He also averaged 21.2 yards on 
kickoff returns. Three-year vet, Kotto Cotton 
(6-0, 190, sr.), will again be stationed at flanker 
where he had 11 grabs a year ago. Supporting 
the regulars at the wideouts will be soph James 
Perry (5-8, 175) and JUCO import Mike Higgins 
(6-3, 205, jr.). Succeeding standout tight end 
Kirk Botkin will be Carl Johnson (6-2, 240, sr.), 
who sat out last season, with junior Kevin Hile 
(6-3, 230) also in the TE picture. 

The Hogs will feature a strong corps of runn- 
ing backs, led by incumbents Oscar Malone (5-8, 
195, jr.) and Oscar Gray (6-2, 270,'sr.) at 
tailback and fullback, respectively. Malone was 
the Hogs’ leading ground gainer a year ago, net- 
ting 555 yards at 6.2 per carry with five scoring 
runs.

Ramon Okoli (6-4, 310), and sophs Scott Rivers 
(6-5, 265) and Carlos Showers (6-5, 280) will see 
game time as reserve tackles. 

Arkansas’ biggest loss on the defensive side is 
All-SEC end Henry Ford, a big play man who 
recorded an incredible 23 stops for minus yar- 
dage and 14 sacks a year ago. Doing their best to 
cover that loss are D-line incumbents Marcus 
Adair (6-3, 225, jr.) at end, tackle Vernon Wade 
(6-3, 270, sr.) and nose guard Junior Soli (6-1, 
290). Adair contributed 54 tackles, including 11 
hits behind enemy lines and seven sacks, last 
year, while Wade was credited with 10 stops for 
minus yardage and a pair of QB sacks. Juniors 
Waylon Wishon (6-0, 240) and Steve Conley 
(6-5, 220) are competing to fill Ford’s old spot at 
the other terminal, while senior Curtis Thomas 
(6-3, 270) and soph Geno Bell (6-2, 290) are the 
key backups at DT and NG, respectively. 

In the second line of defense, middle line- 
backer Mark Smith (6-3, 230, so.) has seen some 
regular duty in the past, but inexperience is the 
principal feature of the rest of the backer 
brigade. Candidates for the two linebacker 
vacancies include seniors Demetrius Smith (6-2, 
230) and Trent Knapp (6-0, 230), JUCO import 
Don Bray (6-2, 220, jr.), sophs Vincent Brad- 
ford (6-2, 225) and Anthony Hicks (6-2, 220), 
plus redshirt freshman Sam Brooks (5-11, 235). 

The Razorback secondary will be led by a cou- 
ple of all-star candidates, cornerback Dean 
Peevy (5-11, 185, sr.) and free safety Carl Kidd 
(6-1, 200, sr.). Peevy, who's beginning his third 
season as a regular, had a pair of pass thefts last 
fall, while Kidd racked up 53 tackles. Juniors 
Tracy Cantlope (5-10, 180) and Spencer Brown 
(5-11, 180) are knocking helmets to’ fill the 
vacancy at the other corner, with soph Lawrence 
Arnold (5-9, 185) also due to see some combat 
time at CB, Letter winners Mike Nunnerley (6-1, 
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205, jr.) and Del Delco (6-0, 210, jr.) are fighting 
for the first string rights at strong safety. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Razor- 
backs boast a lot of experience and a lot of talent 
at all the skill positions -- which should result in 
a better balanced and more productive attack 
than Arkansas fielded last season, especially if 
the rebuilt blocking corps performs as well as its 
1993 counterpart.

It’s hard to believe, but it’s been six years 
since the Tigers have posted a winning record, 
Given the rich tradition and history of LSU 
football, that’s almost a sacrilege! Which is why 
Head Coach Curley Hallman is committed to 
getting this team back on the plus side of .500. 
And Hallman may have the horses to do just 
that! 

On the subject of equines, a real 
thoroughbred will hit the LSU campus in 
August. His name is Josh Booty (6-3, 210), and 
he was considered by many to be the best 
quarterback in the prep ranks last fall when he 
completed 175 of 334 passes for 3,054 yards and 
43 touchdowns! A consensus All-American, 
Booty could easily wrest the starting signal call- 
ing job from last year’s regular, junior Jamie 
Howard (6-1, 205), who pitched for 1,319 yards 
and seven TDs but suffered a dozen intercep- 
tions. 

If Booty does get the call, he’ll have an ex- 
perienced and deep corps of receivers to play 
catch with, led by holdover regulars Sheddrick 
Wilson (6-1, 195, jr.) at flanker and split end 
Brett Bech (6-1, 190, sr.). Bech topped the Tiger 
receivers with 30 receptions for 429 yards and 
three scores a year ago, while Wilson had 15 cat- 
ches. Soph Eddie Kennison (6-0, 185), who was 
chosen to the Freshman AJI-SEC team and was 
among the nation’s leaders in kick runbacks in 
93, is a star of the future at wide receiver, last 
year hauling down 28 tosses for 466 yards and 
three TDs, Junior Chris Hill (6-5, 220) added 20 
catches and one score, while incoming JUCO 
transfer Eric Smith (5-11, 170, jr.) is a real 
burner who could win a starting job right away. 
Smith led the nation’s junior college players in 
receiving in '92 with 1,561 yards, but didn’t play 
last fall. At tight end, soph David LaFleur (6-6, 
265) is first in line fo fill the vacancy, but he'll 
have competition from soph Josh Bradley (6-7, 
235) and senior Jonny Fayard (6-4, 240), 

LSU’s leading ball toter from a year ago 
returns at tailback in the person of junior Jay 
Johnson (5-9, 190), who rushed for 558 yards at 
5.3 per carry with six TD runs in '93, Lettermen 
David Butler (5-9, 180, jr.) and Kevin Franklin 
(5-9, 160, so.) are also available for tailback 
assignments, with junior Robert Toomer (5-11, 
220) the incumbent at fullback. Toomer had 
four TD carries a year ago. 

Coach Hallman has some rebuilding to do in 
his offensive line, where three-year letterman 
Marcus Price (6-6, 310, sr.) at tackle and soph 
guard Ben Bordelon (6-5, 290) are the lone 
returnees from a year ago.

The Tiger secondary is stocked with veteran 
performers, including cornerback Tory James 
(6-2, 185, jr.), who paced last year’s deep 
defenders with four pass pickoffs. Senior three- 
year letterman Rodney Young (6-2, 205), who 
had two INTs a year ago, is the incumbent at the 
other corner, while another three-year vet, Ivory 
Hilliard (6-0, 190, sr.), is again stationed at his 
strong safety post. Hilliard registered 58 tackles, 
four sacks, seven tackles for losses and two pass 
thefts in "93. Junior Ryan Huffman (6-2, 205) is 
due to take over the free safety job, with let- 
termen Gary Pegues (5-8, 175, sr.), Denard 
Walker (6-1, 180, so.) and Talvi Crawford (5-11, 
200, sr.) comprising the secondary backup con- 
tingent. 

The Tigers have an added bonus in the 
placekicking department where junior Andre 
Lafleur (5-11, 180, jr.) was a semi-finalist for the 
Lou Groza Award a year ago.

Even with that fine 
record, Lafleur will be challenged by incoming 
freshman Wade Richey (6-3, 190), said to be the 
best kicking prospect in the nation, Richey may 
also be the Tigers’ punter this year after averag- 
ing nearly 49 yards per boot in high school. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: If the rebuilt 
blocking corps proves to be an effective escort 
service, LSU's offense will easily surpass its 1993 
output of 314 yards and 17 points per game.

And 
their anemic offense was the reason for their 
sub-.500 finish -- which is why Head Coach Billy 
Brewer is installing a more wide open attack this 
season. Such a move should produce positive 
results, but the Rebs may be a year or two away 
from challenging for SEC supremacy, 

Doing his best to see that the future is now for 
Ole Miss will be new quarterback Josh Nelson 
(6-3, 215, jr.), a JUCO transfer who put up 
some pretty good numbers as a prepster last year 
when he completed nearly 60 percent of his 
passes for 2,262 yards and 14 TDs. Soph Paul 
Head (6-0, 195) is also vying for the QB job. 

Nelson's primary target will likely be split end 
Roel! Preston (5-11, 180, sr.), who led the Rebs 
in pass catching a year ago with 35 receptions 
good for 455 yards and three scores. Ta’Boris 
Fisher (5-8, 165, so.), who had 13 grabs and two 
scoring catches, will also be a factor, as will 
juniors Joe Woods (5-9, 160) and LeMay 
Thomas (5-10, 175). Incoming JUCO transplant 
David Lloyd (6-2, 190) should see significant 
playing time right away at wideout. Senior three- 
year letterman Chris Turner (6-2, 245) is the in- 
cumbent at tight end, but he’ll be pushed hard 
for game time by Alabama transfer Kris 
Mangum (6-5, 260, so.). 

There'll be some new faces, albeit veteran 
ones, at the running back spots, where junior 
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Dou Innocent (6-1, 205) will take over at 
fullback and junior Mark Smith (5-9, 180) is in 
line to play tailback. Innocent was a co-regular 
in '92 who sat out last year’s action because of 
academic insufficiencies, while Smith rushed for 
300 yards last year at 5.4 yards per carry with 
one TD scamper. Senior Trafton Trotter (6-1, 
225) and junior Renard Brown (6-0, 220) are on 
call at fullback, with Mike Peters (5-9, 185, sr.) 
and LSU transfer Artie Moore (5-8, 180, so.) 
available for backup duty at tailback. 

Coach Brewer welcomes the return up front 
of senior tackle James Holcombe (6-2, 290), a 
starter in 92 who was forced to sit out last year 
due to a neck injury. Senior Ahmed Shahid (6-3, 
280) will be the regular at the other tackle, with 
seniors Jeff Miller (6-3, 300) and Woody 
Janssen (6-5, 285) providing letter-winning 
backup at OT. Chris May (6-2, 270, jr.) is the in- 
cumbent at one guard, with sophs Shannon Pro- 
vencher (6-0, 265) and David Evans (6-1, 290) 
plus redshirt freshman Jody Coulter (6-2, 270) 
bidding for the other guard spot. In the middle, 
soph Skip Joyce (6-1, 285) and junior Darrell 
Moncus (6-2, 275) both have starting experience 
at center. 

Ole Miss’s defense was the nation’s best a year 
ago, allowing the opposition just 234.6 yards per 
game. The loss of six starters from that excep- 
tional unit, however, has Coach Brewer in a 
rebuilding mode. In the defensive trenches, 
tackle Norman Hand (6-3, 300, sr.) is the lone 
returnee from a year ago. Soph David 
McGowan (6-2, 240) is due to start at the other 
DT slot, but outstanding redshirt freshman 
Devon Coburn (6-3, 250) will have something to 
say about that. At the terminals, senior three- 
year letterman Stacy Wilson (6-4, 245) has lock- 


ed up one spot, with classmate Sidney Car- 
michael (5-11, 230) due to open at the other 
flank. Senior Troy “‘Huck"’ Ferguson (6-0, 285) 
will be the Rebel middle guard. 

Ole Miss lost a lot of talent at linebacker, but 
senior three-year leterman Abdul Jackson (6-1, 
240) is back on duty at an inside post after 
leading the Rebs in tackles for the past two 
seasons. Jackson had 140 stops a year ago, tops 
in the SEC. Soph Kyle Wicker (6-1, 230) and 
JUCO transfer Kyron Motton (5-11, 210, jr.) are 
dueling for the other first string backer job, 

The Reb secondary shapes up as the strongest 
unit on the stop side with three incumbents from 
last year’s tough deep defense back in uniform -- 
cornerbacks Alundis Brice (5-11, 180, sr.)) and 
Derek Jones (5-9, 165, so.) plus strong safety 
Michael Lowery (6-1, 200, jr.). Brice, a three- 
year letterman, had 58 tackles, blocked a kick 
and returned two of his seven interceptions for 
Ole Miss scores. Lowery contributed 54 tackles 
and a pair of pass pickoffs. Senior Antonious 
Bonner (6-1, 190) has earned the free safety posi- 
tion, On call for relief work in the deep zones are 
soph Jon Desler (6-0, 170), junior Keith Camp- 
bell (5-10, 175), senior Jerry Graeber (5-11, 180) 
and JUCO imports Fred Thomas (5-11, 175, jr.) 
and John Knight (6-0, 180, jr.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: A new offen- 
sive scheme directed by JUCO sensation Nelson 
will undoubtedly give the Ole Miss attack force 
more clout than it had a year ago. It will not, 
however, be enough to completely offset the 
staggering graduation losses sustained by the Ole 
Miss defense, a unit which took no prisoners last 
season.

The Cardinals rewarded their faithful with a 
big campaign last year as they won nine games, 
including an 18-7 victory over Michigan State in 
the Liberty Bowl. But if they hope to do it again 
this year, they’ll have to do it with mirrors 
because 15 starters have walked the graduation 
plank, and we don’t see how brilliant Head 
Coach Howard Schnellenberger will be able to 
offset all those losses. 

The biggest loss is at quarterback where 
strong-armed chucker Jeff Brohm has picked up 
his sheepskin, Last year, Brohm tossed for 2,626 
yards and 20 TDs as Louisville averaged nearly 
266 yards per game up top. Junior Marty Lowe 
(6-1, 200) is the logical choice to step into 
Brohm’s big shoes after serving as his backup a 
year ago. Soph Jason Payne (6-3, 200) will give 
Lowe competition at QB. 

The Cardinal receiving crew was also hard hit 
by graduation fever, but last fall’s top pass cat- 
cher, tight end Jamie Asher (6-4, 240, sr.), is 
back on the job. Asher, a three-year letterman, 
had 52 catches good for 658 yards and three 
touchdowns. Another three-year vet, Shawn 
Jackson (6-1, 175, sr.), is due to step in at split 
end, but incoming JUCO All-American Coswell 
Sims (5-11, 170, jr.) is a strong bet to take the 
first string job away from him. At flanker, 
junoir Vertis McKinney (5-10, 170) takes over 
after serving as a reserve a year ago, 

The steadying influence in the Cardinal 
backfield will be incumbent fullback Chris Fitz- 
patrick (5-11, 220, sr.), another three-year per- 
former who ran for four touchdowns in ’93 and 
also recorded 17 catches. Junior Rod Strikland 
(5-11, 220) will play behind Fitzpatrick. Senior 
Anthony Shelman (6-3, 205) is due to fill the 
vacancy at halfback after finishing number two 
on the ground gaining list a year ago with 542 
yards and seven rushing TDs. Junior Calvin Arr- 
ington (5-11, 185) and soph Danny Patterson 
(5-11, 220) are also in the halfback picture. 

A trio of ’93 regulars return to the Cardinal 
offensive line — center Jason Stinson (64, 275, 
jr.) and the tackle combo of Roman Oben (6-4, 
275, jr.) and senior Jermaine Williams (6-4, 
285). Oben is an honors candidate who’s making 
a comeback after breaking his leg midway 
through last season. The leading candidates to 
fill the vacancies at the guard slots are soph 
Brenon Meadows (6-3, 260), junior Shawn Kries 
(5-11, 280) and senior Stephen Henchy (6-6, 
290). Incoming JUCO All-American Neal 
Glover (6-3, 295, jr.) will be heard from at 
tackle, 

When Louisville is on defense, everyone will 
be keeping an eye on cornerback Anthony 


(9-3-0) 
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Bridges (5-9, 175, sr.), a three-year letterman 
who earned All-America honors for his play a 
year ago. Bridges had 71 tackles with four hits 
for minus yardage and two sacks and was 
among the nation’s leading pass thiefs with 
seven pickoffs. Bridges returned two of his picks 
for touchdowns, one a 79-yard adventure and 
the other a 58-yard score. At the other corner, 
ex-wide receiver Samuel Madison (5-11, 170, so.) 
will plug the hole. He served part-time in the 
deep zones last season and had two INTs. Soph 
Tony Bethel (6-0, 170) will challenge for playing 
time at CB, Senior three-year vet Terry Quinn 
(6-0, 195) is the incumbent at strong safety where 
he had 64 tackles and six hits behind enemy lines 
last year, while sophs Rico Clark (5-10, 170) and 
Edward Pollock (6-0, 170) are doing battle to fill 
the vacancy at free safety. 

The Cardinal forward wall lost a couple of big 
play guys to graduation in DE Joe Johnson 
(eight tackles for losses, 17 sacks) and DT Jim 
Hanna (81 tackles, seven hits for minus yardage, 
eight sacks), with three-year letterman Kendall 
Brown (6-3, 260, sr.) the only regular returning 
from a year ago. Brown's likely DE partner will 
be soph Jay Fanning (6-4, 240), with junior 
Alton Jones (6-5, 270) and redshirt freshman 
Antonio Bradwell (6-3, 230) also bidding for the 
chance to protect Louisville’s flanks. Senior 
three-year letter winner Terrance Roscoe (6-3, 
270) is the most experienced of the contenders to 
fill the vacancies at defensive tackle, the others 
being junior Derrick Lillard (6-4, 280), senior 
Ron Alvarez (6-3, 290) and soph Jeryl Tyson 
(6-4, 275). 

Soph Tyrus McCloud (6-2, 220), junior 
Johnny Frost (6-2, 230) and senior three-year let- 
terman Marcus Hill (6-1, 225) are the choices to 
fill the vacancies at the linebacking positions. 
Frost registered 57 tackles last fall in a backup 
role. Also in the backer picture are soph Olante 
Watson (6-1, 220), who made 53 tackles and had 
three pass interceptions a year ago; senior An-

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Lest you've 
gotten the wrong impression from all the above, 
we believe Louisville will be a solid football team 
this year -- but we don’t believe the Cardinals 
will be as good as they were last season, Offen- 
sively, there’s no way they'll be able to fill 
Brohm’s big shoes at quarterback, and those 
staggering losses on defense will result in the 
stop troops being able to stop fewer people than 
they did last year. Look for the Cardinals to flirt 
with a winning record in '94, but don’t look for 
them to emulate their *93 achievements.

Defense has been the name of the game in re- 
cent years at Memphis State, and this season will 
be no different as the stop troops will have to 
hold the fort until Head Coach Chuck Stobart 
can rebuild his attack force. That, however, will 
be no easy task since nine offensive starters, in- 
cluding record-setting quarterback Steve Mat- 
thews, have been lost to graduation. 

Getting first crack at filling Matthews’ big 
shoes is 1993 two-game starter Tony Scarpino 
(6-3, 215, sr.), who completed 36 of 75 passes 
for 409 yards and four touchdowns. Breathing 
down Scarpino’s neck are talented sophomore 
Clifton Davis (5-10, 185) and A-A JUCO 
transfer Joe Borich (6-1, 195, jr.), who passed 
for 4,487 yards and 42 TDs in two seasons of 
junior college football. Which is why GAME- 
PLAN believes Borich will be under center for 
MSU when the opening whistle blows this fall. 

The big losses in the receiving corps are Isaac 
Bruce and Mac Cody, who combined to give 
Memphis State its best one-two combination in 
school history. There’s not an awful lot of ex- 
perience returning, but senior Mike Anderson 
(6-4, 195) did catch a dozen tosses a year ago, 
Others being counted on to fill those big holes at 
the wideouts include Ernest Keefer (6-0, 170, 
so.), Alvin Franklin (5-10, 170, jr.), Andre 
Woods (5-7, 160, so.) and JUCO transfer Ryan 
Roskelly (5-10, 175, jr.). Also in the picture is in- 
coming freshman Richie Floyd (6-1, 175). Last 
year's incumbent at tight end, Joel Peschke (6-5, 
230), is back for his junior year and he'll be 
backed up by Davis Marsh (6-4, 245, so.), a 
walk-on who played at defensive tackle a year 
ago, 

Also gone from the Tiger lineup are last year’s

played a lot of youngsters in anticipation of this 
year. Junior John Ludwiczak (6-3, 255) is due to 
take over at center, with sophs Daniel Gomez 
(6-6, 260), James Thomas (6-5, 270) and Josh 
Miller (6-2, 280) competing for the two guard 
spots. At tackle, soph Keith Setler (6-4, 300) and 
senior Robbie Quinn (6-3, 285) have earned the 
Starting nods. 

The Tiger defense also took a hard hit from 
graduation, but there’s six holdovers froma year 
ago around which to restructure the stoppers.

Lettermen looking 
to fill the two vacancies in the deep zones include 
Jimmie Beasley (5-9, 170, so.), Anthony Red- 
dick (5-11, 190, so.), Brett Whiddon (6-1, 200, 
sr.), Keith Spann (6-2, 190, so.), Cedric Miller 
(6-1, 200, so.), Fred Archie (5-10, 185, sr.), Scott 
Singler (5-10, 180, jr.) and Chris Smith (5-10, 
170, jr.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: A defense 
that will again be difficult to dent, especially up 
front, projects as the strength of this football 
team. Offensively, the Tigers will be very respec- 
table, especially when throwing the ball, but this 
unit needs a few games under its belt before it

A relatively punchless offense and an un- 
characteristically generous defense doomed the 
Golden Eagles to their worst showing in 60 years 
last season! As he prepares his charges for the 
1994 campaign, Head Coach Jeff Bower believes 
they'll be greatly improved and much more com- 
petitive. But, although GAMEPLAN shares 
Bower’s belief to a modest extent, we also 
believe that the Eagles are a year or two away 
from a return to the big time. 

Offensively, Coach Bower will look to three 
experienced veterans to do the job at the all- 
important quarterback position. Junior Kevin 
Bentley (6-2, 195) saw the most action a year 
ago, throwing for 911 yards and six TDs 
although he suffered 13 interceptions. Senior 
Tommy Waters (6-1, 210), a three-year letter- 
man who started in 1991 and ‘92 but played hurt 
all of last year, could retake the starting job. 
Also bidding for the fulltime assignment is 
senior Ricky Carroll (6-2, 180). 

The Eagles aerial wings were pretty much clip- 
ped last season as Southern Miss netted just 
136.5 yards per game up top. There is on hand, 
however, a cadre of experienced pass catchers, 
including 93 regulars Adam Kennedy (6-2, 190, 
jr.), Fred Brock (5-10, 180, jr.) and Ryan Pear- 
son (6-2, 190, so.), plus three-year letterman 
Mark Montgomery (6-1, 185, sr.). Brock topped 
the club in receiving last season with 20 catches 
for 309 yards and two scores, Pearson had 17 
receptions and two TDs, while Montgomery ad- 
ded 11 grabs and also scored two times. The new 
face at tight end will be either soph Larry Nor- 
ton (6-2, 240) or redshirt freshman Andy Webb 
(6-2, 245). 

Coach Bower is also looking for more produc- 
tion from the ground game, where again the 
Eagles will feature a seasoned cadre of ball 
toters. Juniors Chris Buckhalter (6-0, 195) and 
Myreon McKinney (5-11, 185) are the top bid- 
ders for the vacant tailback job. The pair com- 
bined for six overland touchdowns a year ago, 
while Buckhalter added 19 receptions and 
McKinney had 20. Their playing time could be 
limited this season, however, by a pair of 
outstanding frosh recruits, Harold Shaw (6-2, 
225) and Eric Booth (6-1, 195). Shaw earned 
high school A-A honors as he rushed for 1,603 
yards and 28 TDs his senior season, while blue 
chipper Booth totalled 1,250 yards rushing with 
23 scoring capers! 

Three senior performers will anchor play in 
the offensive line, center Kenny Ray (6-3, 285), 
guard Coty Jones (6-6, 275) and tackle Brent 
Duggins (6-5, 295), all holdover regulars from a 
year ago. Soph Rod Ollison (6-2, 275) is battling 
with frosh redshirt David Clemons (6-2, 265) for 
the opening at the other guard, while junior

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Jason Hall (6-3, 280) should win the fulltime 
assignment at the other tackle post. Hall 
originally signed to play for Oklahoma before 
deciding to go to junior college. Also in the 
tackle picture is soph Tim Metevia (6-6, 295). 

As noted earlier, defense wasn’t a Golden 
Eagle strongpoint last season, particularly 
agianst the pass where enemy aerialists riddled 
Southern Miss for nearly 269 yards per contest, 
The return of three starters from last season 
should help tighten up that part of the Eagle 
**D” this season. Soph Rod Thomas (6-2, 180) 
will again man a cornerback slot, with junior 
L.T. Gulley (5-11, 190) resuming duty at free 
safety and junior Melvin Ratliff (5-11, 185) once 
more posted at the strong safety position. Gulley 
had 88 tackles a year ago, along with three in- 
terceptions, one of which he ran back for a 
Golden Eagle touchdown. Senior three-year let- 
terman LaBarion Rankins (5-11, 180) and junior 
Derrick Hervey (5-9, 180) are duking it out to fill 
the vacancy at corner opposite Thomas after 
both served as co-regulars a year ago. Another 
three-year vet, Shaun Gamble (6-0, 185, sr.), 
along with soph Alvin Dempsey (5-11, 185) and 
senior Tim Wright (6-1, 185), provide experienc- 
ed relief in the Southern Miss secondary. 

A couple of good-looking freshman redshirts 
will get their chance to fill a big hole in the Eagle 
forward wall, with Melvin Winn (6-2, 265) and 
Kendell Dunn (6-3, 250) both after the vacancy 
at defensive tackle. The winner of that battle will 
line up alongside senior three-year veteran 
Michael Tobias (6-3, 280), who a year ago 
posted 82 tackles, including 13 stops for negative 
yardage and seven sacks. Soph Quentin Jackson 
(6-4, 265) should also see game time at DT. 
Junior James Robinson (6-3, 240) is the incum- 
bent at one flank, with senior Steve Latson (6-4, 
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265) first in line to claim the other defensive end 
job. Senior Jamie McPherson (6-4, 255) and red- 
shirt frosh Robert Brown (6-2, 245) will 
challenge Latson. 

The Golden Eagles’ outside backer tandem of 
Albert McRae (6-1, 225) and Eugene Harmon 
(6-0, 220) returns for their junior campaigns. 
McRae had 92 stops a year ago and Harmon 
made 66 tackles, and both racked up five hits 
behind enemy lines, Seniors Deke Adams (6-2, 
230) and Terry Nunn (6-2, 230), both of whom 
have seen extensive duty in the past, provide ex- 
perienced backup at OLB. Inside, soph Cedric 
Walthaw (6-1, 225), a co-regular a year ago, is 
being challenged by redshirt freshman Marchant 
Kenney (6-2, 225) for the fulltime duties. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Southern 
Miss offense won’t win any awards this year, but 
it will be more resourceful and more productive 
than it was last season. Defensively, the Golden 
Eagles boast a strong linebacking crew, and their 
secondary, which was much too yielding in ’93, 
should be a Jot tougher on enemy passers in 94. 
The big question mark relating to this unit is a 
youthful front four that sustained heavy gradua- 
tion losses; it’s an area of some concern, though 
it's anything but a weak link. All told, Southern 
Miss impresses us as a team that’s good enough 
to win at least four or five games this fall.

Head Coach Buddy Teevens knows that he 
must field a much more productive offense and 
a stingier defense if the Greenies are to post a 
winning record this season. But he can’t, and 
they won’t, because Teevens just doesn’t have 
the horses to make it all happen. He does, 
however, have a good enough blend of veteran 
returnees and talented newcomers to ensure that 
Tulane will be very competitive in all of its 
games, And that’s a good foundation on which 
to build for the future. 

Hoping to build on his stats as Tulane’s star- 
ling quarterback is junior Craig Randall (6-4, 
235), who connected on 151 of 305 aerial tries a 
year ago for 1,565 yards, eight TDs and 14 in- 
terceptions. Randall will be playing catch with 
an experienced cadre of receivers, including 
holdover regulars Derrick Franklin (6-0, 180, 
so.) and Jeff Liggon (5-10, 190, so.), Franklin 
had 31 catches for 401 yards and one score a 
year ago while ex-tailback Liggon pulled down 
13 tosses. Filling out the wideout contingent are 
sophs Jason Hirstius (5-10, 185) and Tony 
Jacobs (5-10, 185) plus seniors Willie Parms 
(5-9, 195) and Keino Turner (6-4, 205). Jacobs 
had only five catches last year, but carried them 
for a 25.4-yard average, including an 80-yard 
TD romp. The tight end responsibilities will 
again be shared by senior Scott Sanchez (6-3, 
235) and soph Kevin Cunane (6-1, 235), with 
junior Danny Lasseigne (6-2, 240) also to see 
some game time at TE. 

With new offensive coordinator Buddy Geis 
putting more of an emphasis on a one-back set, 
look for the Tiger running backs to be called on 
to catch the ball more often this year. Included 
in the RB stable are Jerald Sowell (6-0, 245, so.), 
Brad Ducre (5-9, 240, sr.), Kevin Tingley (6-1, 
230, sr.), Joey Perry (5-10, 195, sr.) and John 
Hubert (5-9, 190, jr.). Perry, a starter in ’92, sat 
out last year to catch up on his schoolwork. 
Sowell was the leading ground gainer last fall 
with 403 yards and one score while also catching 
18 tosses. Hubert added 267 yards and 20 recep- 
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tions, while Ducre contributed 141 yards and 
two TDs with a dozen grabs. 

Coach Teevens has three incumbents from a 
year ago back in harness in his blocking crew, in- 
cluding All-South Independent choice Eric 
Bruce (6-4, 265, sr.) at guard. Junior Steve 
Schuler (6-6, 270) is again in control at one 
tackle, with the soph duo of Tom Conger (6-5, 
305) and Cyril Brockmeier (6-7, 310) again shar- 
ing the other OT slot. Sophs Chris Dodd (6-4, 
290) and Russ Meissner (6-5, 275) are pencilled 
in at the vacant guard and center posts, respec- 
tively. A trio of youngsters, sophs Will Carlisle 
(6-5, 285), Danny Metzger (6-4, 300) and Todd 
Hunter (6-6, 300), are key reserves in the O-line. 

The Green Wave will go to a 4-3 defensive set 
this year, and the free-for-all for starting jobs 
will begin in the forward wall. Junior Ryan 
Deaton (6-1, 265), who had 59 hits with six 
tackles for losses and three sacks last season, 
should start at one end, while senior Marcos Vela 
(6-3, 245) is most likely to earn first string rights 
at the other terminal. Also bidding for those 
jobs are soph Joel Locker (6-2, 260), juniors Jeff 
Dean (6-2, 240) and Brad Hignight (6-3, 235) 
plus senior Ray Laiche (6-3, 255). Inside at the 
tackles, soph Thaddeus Prosper (6-4, 285) and 
junior Shawn Jones (6-3, 275) are veterans, with 
soph Keith Cook (6-4, 255) and senior Tim Hor- 
nibrook (6-5, 265) also in the picture. 

There'll also be a new look at linebacker, but 
you can bet that senior Michael Smartt (6-1, 235) 
will land one of the regular outside jobs. A year 
ago, Smartt finished third on the Tulane tackle 
chart with 98 stops, including five hits for 
negative yardage and two sacks plus an intercep- 
tion. Others in contention at OLB are soph Don 
Jackson (6-4, 225) and a pair of redshirt 
freshmen, Cliff Bogar (6-2, 195) and Dwight 
Jones (6-1, 215).

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Jackson (6-1, 235) has letter-winning experience, 
With redshirt frosh Brian Williams (5-11, 235) 
and soph Mome Burke (6-1, 235) also seeking 
game assignments. 

The headliner in the Tulane secondary is two- 
time All-South Independent choice Mike Staid 
(6-2, 205, sr.) at free safety, who a year ago led 
the Greenies in tackles with 133 and also added a 
pair of pass pickoffs. He could become Tulane’s 
all-time leading tackler this season. Senior 
Cedric Thomas (6-1, 185), who had 66 hits a 
year ago, will be posted at strong safety, with 
Andre Goines (5-11, 185, so.) offering support 
at both deep zone slots. Goines had two pass 
thefts in "93. At the corners, junior Cedric 
Anderson (6-0, 190) and soph Elijah Freeman 
(5-11, 175) are returning veterans, Anderson last 
year recording 73 tackles. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With eight 
starters back in the fold, plus the conversion to a 
more wide-open alignment, the Green Waye of- 
fense will acquire more real estate and score 
more points than it did a year ago. But such im- 
provement, we hasten to add, will be relatively 
modest. As for Tulane’s scrappy defense, this 
unit was actually better than its 1993 stats would 
have you believe, It may, however, not be quite 
as good this time around. And on the subject of

After establishing itself as one of the nation’s 
perennial powers in I-AA football, NLU enters 
a new era in 1994 as the Indians have now moy- 
ed up to Division l-A status. They'll also be 
operating under a new coach as Ed Zaunbrecher 
succeeds Dave Roberts and inherits a team that’s 
lost a horde of quality performers but does 
welcome back some exceptional players, 
especially in the offensive line and at the receiver 
positions. 
The only real question on offense is who will 
be the quarterback now that record-setting 
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signal caller Robert Cobb has picked up his 
sheepskin. Neither of Cobb’s top backups, 
sophomore Raymond Philyaw (6-0, 185) nor 
senior Brent Scott (6-5, 225), played much last 
year, but then neither did Cobb before perform- 
ing so brilliantly in 1993. Challenging Philyaw 
and Scott for starting status at QB will be all-star 
JUCO transfer Larry Haney (6-2, 185, jr.). 

Whoever does the throwing will have some 
talented targets. Returning at split end is junior 
Stepfret Williams (6-2, 180), while junior Kevin 
Washington (5-10, 185) is back at flanker. 
Williams caught 40 passes for 929 yards (a 23.2 
avg) and 10 touchdowns last fall, while Wash- 
ington snared 36 tosses for 421 yards and three 
scores. Juniors James Boyett (6-5, 260) and 
Charles Randolph (6-2, 270) return at tight end 
after catching a combined 30 passes for 377 
yards and five TDs in ’93. 

Junior fullback Eric Foster (6-0, 230), who 
ran for 268 yards and six touchdowns as a stop 
reserve last year, will key NLU’s ground game. 
He’ll be strongly supported by junior letterman 
Sammie Fudge (6-1, 235) and Purdue transfer 
Galen Morrow (5-11, 220, sr.), while the tailback 
position will be shared by heralded JUCO 
transfer Markee Lockett (5-8, 190, jr.) and 
junior lettermen Pete Miles (5-8, 195) and Ken- 
dall Bussey (6-3, 230). 

Up front, the blocking corps boasts three 
returning starters in center John Barbee (6-5, 
290, sr.), guard Alvin Paschal (6-5, 310, sr.) and 
tackle Lorenzo Wallace (6-7, 320, sr.). 1993 co- 
regular Keith Hindsley (6-5, 280, sr.) and senior 
letterman Chris Stortz (6-7, 320) are expected to 
fill the two vacancies in this area, while the top 
reserves in the O-line figure to be A-A JUCO 
transfer Kevin Graham (6-5, 300, jr.), 
sophomore Charles Marshall (6-3, 300), and

NLU will build its multiple-front defense

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made 32 tackles in *93, will start at the other 
backer post, with Clemson transfer Rod Adams 
(6-2, 230, sr.) and senior lettermen Larry Josey 
(6-1, 215), Thomas Rucker (6-1, 245) and Frank 
Hall (6-0, 210) also in the LB picture. 

The middle of NLU’s defensive line will be 
anchored by nose guard Brian Houston (6-0, 
250, jr.) and tackles Kevin Busch (6-3, 280, sr.) 
and Mark McCall (6-3, 280, sr.). They made a 
combined 50 tackles as top reserves last fall. 
Senior Shawn King (6-4, 260), sophomore Jerry 
Folston (6-5, 250) and JUCO transfer Shawn 
Lang (6-4, 260) are the leading candidates to fill 
the vacant flank posts. 

The secondary is anchored by returning 
starters Conrad Clarks (5-11, 210, sr.) and Con- 
nery Wilson (5-11, 185, sr.) at strong safety and 
cornerback, respectively. Expected to fill the two 
vacancies in the deep zones are 1993 co-regulars 
Tito Wooten (6-0, 180, sr.) and Charles Green

enough to earn a starting spot in this area. 

Senior placekicker Roger Miller (5-11, 200) is 
a big plus for this team.

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Indians

We were right on the money with the Huskers 
last year when we told you they'd probably win 
the National Championship. And they would 
have except for some horrible officiating in their 
loss to Florida State in the Orange Bowl. This 
time around, Nebraska should have enough fire- 
power to go all the way -- but they'll do so only 
if Head Coach Tom Osborne is able to over- 
come the loss of 10 of his top 13 defenders. 

Offensively, the Huskers will again follow the 
lead of talented junior Tommie Frazier (6-2, 
205), arguably the nation’s best option quarter- 
back for 1994, Frazier was second on the team in 
rushing last season with 704 yards on 126 carries 
(a 5.6 average) with nine TDs. He completed 77 
of 162 passes for 1,159 yards and 12 touchdowns 
with just four interceptions. Frazier is backstop- 
ped by junior Brook Berringer (6-4, 210), who 
last year ran for two TDs and completed 17 of 27 
passes for 222 yards and two more scores. 

Senior wingback Abdul Muhammad (5-9, 
160) heads the receiving corps. He led the 
Husker receivers in 1993 with 25 receptions for 
383 yards and three TDs. Muhammad will again 
be supported by junior letterman Clester 
Johnson (5-11, 200), while the split end position 
will be contested for by strong-blocking junior 
Brett Popplewell (6-0, 200) and speedy 
sophomores Reggie Baul (5-8, 160) and Riley 
Washington (5-9,170). Senior Matt Shaw (6-3, 
240), an excellent blocker with good hands, 
takes over at tight end where he'll be supported 
by junior lettermen Mark Gilman (6-3, 245) and 
Eric Alford (6-4, 235). 

Despite the graduation of leading rusher 
Calvin Jones, Nebraska is loaded at the two RB 
positions. Running 1-2 at I-back will be super 
sophomores Lawrence Phillips (6-0, 205) and 
Damon Benning (5-11, 205), who ran for acom- 
bined 831 yards and nine TDs on just 147 carries 
as Jones’ top backups last fall. Also in the 
I-back picture is All-America JUCO transfer 
Brian Knuckles (5-11, 195, jr.), who ran for 
3,087 yards and 37 touchdowns during his two- 
year junior college career. Returning to share 
fullback duties once more are senior Cory 
Schlesinger (6-0, 230) and junior Jeff Makovicka 
(5-10, 200), who churned for an aggregate 358 
yards and four scores on only 70 carries last 
year. 

Up front, the Huskers are blessed with a big, 
strong, deep blocking corps that welcomes back 
four starters -- center Aaron Graham (6-3, 290, 
jr.), guard Brenden Stai (6-4, 305, sr.) and 
tackles Zach Wiegert (6-5, 310, sr.) and Rob 
Zatechka (6-5, 310, sr.). 1993 co-regular Joel 
Wilks (6-3, 280, sr.) will fill the vacant guard 
slot, while the top reserves in the O-line will 
again be lettermen Chris Dishman (6-3, 300, 
so.), Steve Ott (6-4, 280, jr.), Bill Humphrey 
(6-2, 270, sr.), Bryan Pruitt (6-1, 270, jr.), Joel 
Gesky (6-2, 295, sr.) and Brady Caskey (6-4, 
285, sr.). 

Defensively, Nebraska’s first line of resistance

wall is anchored by three all-star candidates -- 
tackle Terry Connealy (6-5, 285, sr.) and outside 
linebackers (or ends) Dwayne Harris (6-2, 230, 
st.) and Donta Jones (6-2, 230, sr.). Harris is 
worthy of special mention because, while only a 
co-regular last year, he recorded eight QB sacks! 
Letterman Jason Pesterfield (6-3, 260, sr.) will 
battle sophomore Larry Townsend (6-4, 300) 
and redshirted JUCO transfer Jason Jenkins 
(6-4, 285, jr.) for starting rights at the tackle spot 
opposite Connealy, while further depth up front 
will be provided by letterman Christian Peter 
(6-2, 290, jr.), as well as A-A frosh recruits 
Jason Wiltz (6-4, 290) and Grant Wistrom (6-5, 
250). 

The second line of defense is headed by All- 
Big Eight linebacker Ed Stewart (6-1, 220, sr.), 
who last year made 79 tackles, including three 
QB sacks and six stops for minus yardage. 
Senior Troy Dumas (6-4, 230) is also a returnign 
starter at linebacker, while the third LB position 
is being fought for by junior lettermen Doug 
Colman (6-3, 240) and Phil Ellis (6-2, 230). 

The wheelhorse of the secondary is senior cor- 
nerback Barron Miles (5-8, 170), who earned 
All-Big Eight honors last season when he tallied 
50 tackles, intercepted two passes, broke up five 
others and blocked three kicks. He'll again be 
supported by senior letterman Kareem Moss 
(5-10, 190), while sophomore letterman Eric 
Stokes (5-11, 175) will man the other CB post. 
Taking over at rover and free safety, respective- 
ly, are lettermen Mike Minter (5-10, 180, so.) 
and Sedric Collins (6-0, 195, sr.), both of whom 


are relatively 
outstanding. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: There could 
be no stopping Nebraska this season, especially 
on offense where the Huskers have the ingre- 
dients to cook up another dominating attack 
that should exceed its 1993 output of 425 yards 
and 38 points per game. As for Nebraska’s 
defense. this unit lost a lot of experience but 
returns a lot of talent, so we don’t look for much 
of a dropoff (if any!) on this side of the ball. 
What we do look for is an awesome perfor- 
mance by the Huskers as they attempt to reach 
the pinnacle of College Football. 


COLORADO 


(8-3-1) LETTERMEN Lost 22

The Buffs last year parlayed an explosive, 
well-balanced attack and a big-play defense into 
a winning campaign that could’ve been an 
unblemished one if most of the bounces had 
gone their way in the three games they narrowly 
lost. This time around, Head Coach Bill Mc- 
Cartney’s charges should easily challenge for na- 
tional supremacy -- but only if their rebuilt 
secondary is up to the mark. It’s a prospect we'd 
rather bet on than against! 

We're not too sure who to bet on as the man 
who'll be at the helm of Colorado's potent of- 
fense this fall. Getting first crack at the starting 
job is 1993 regular Kordell Stewart (6-3, 210, 
sr.), who moved into the top spot last year as 
Colorado’s all-time leading passer. The all-star 
candidate last season pitched for a school record 
2,299 yards with 11 TDs against seven intercep- 
tions, nailing 53.4 percent of his aerial tries, He 
also ran for 524 yards at 5.1 yards per trip with 
six scoring trips, one a 46-yarder. As good as 
Stewart is, he’ll be challenged for game time by 
*93 redshirt Koy Detmer (6-1, 170, so.), who had 
two starts in °92, and senior Vance Joseph (5-10, 
195). 

The Buffaloes have a couple of All-America 
candidates returning to the receiving spots in 
wideout Michael Westbrook (6-4, 210, sr.) and 
tight end Christian Fauria (6-4, 235, sr.), both 
three-year letter winners. Last fall, Westbrook 
ran under 33 tosses for 490 yards and two scores 
while Fauria grabbed 30 aerials with one 
touchdown catch. Westbrook, a first team all- 
leaguer in ’92 when he caught 76 throws for 
1,060 yards and eight scores, is Colorado’s all- 
time reception leader with 131 catches. 

Also on call for wide receiver assignments are 
sophs Rae Carruth (6-0, 180) and James Kidd 
(5-8, 165), junior T.J. Cunningham (6-0, 190) 
and two incoming freshman All-Americans, 
Chris Anderson (6-4, 220) and Leodes Van 
Buren (6-0, 190). Van Buren’s career numbers 
are particularly staggering: 269 receptions and 
4,450 receiving yards, ranking number one and 
number two, respectively, in the all-time high 
school record book nationally. There’s no 
dearth of talent at the tight end slot, either, 
where sophs Matt Lepsis (6-5, 260) and Des- 
mond Dennis (6-4, 250) along with redshirt frosh 
Jeff Blackmon (6-5, 240) will back up Fauria. 

Colorado may be a bit thin at running back 
with last fall’s leading ground gainer, Lamont 
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inexperienced but potentially

Warren (900 yards, seven TDs), having declared 
himself for the NFL draft. The most experienced 
running back available is junior Rashaan 
Salaam (6-1, 210), and he’s a very good one, in- 
deed, A year ago, Salaam romped for 844 yards 
at 5.2 yards per carry with eight scoring runs. He 
also pulled down 13 aerials. Soph Shay Davis 
(5-11, 180) will also bid for game time, but in- 
coming frosh blue chipper Leon Merritt (6-3, 
235) could beat him out. Merritt chose Colorado 
over Michigan and Miami and he looks to have a 
great future ahead of him. 

The Colorado blocking crew is stocked with 
“all’’ candidates as well, led by senior tackle 
standout Tony Berti (6-6, 280), who surely will 
be nominated for the Outland Trophy this year 
if he stays healthy. He’ll be paired at the tackles 
with senior three-year monogram owner Derek 
West (6-8, 290), with ex-defensive lineman Kyle 
Smith (6-5, 270, so.) working in relief. At the 
guards, Chris Naeole (6-4, 285, so.) and Heath 
Irwin (6-5, 285, jr.) are the incumbents. Junior 
Chad Hammond (6-4, 260), a starter at guard 
last season before he hurt his back and was forc- 
ed to undergo surgery, could move back into the 
regular lineup this fall if he’s 100 percent. In the 
middle, junior Bryan Stoltenberg (6-2, 265) oc- 
cupies the center post and is another honors can- 
didate. 

As noted earlier, Coach McCartney's chief 
concern on the defensive side is with his secon- 
dary, a group that’s talented but lacks extensive 
experience. The principal exception to that 
assessment is cornerback Chris Hudson (5-11, 
190, sr.), a three-year letterman who's been All- 
Big 8 for two years and is a legitimate Jim 
Thorpe Award candidate as the nation’s 
outstanding defensive back. Last fall, Hudson 
intercepted four enemy aerials, one of which he 
returned for a Colorado TD. Sophs Maurice 
Henriques (6-2, 190) and Kenny Wilkins (6-2, 
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200), both of whom started in Colorado’s Aloha 
Bowl win over Fresno State, are pencilled in at 
strong safety and free safety, respectively, Don- 
nell Leomiti (6-0, 200, jr.) and Steve Rosga (6-2, 
2(X), so.) will provide backup at the safety slots, 
with Dalton Simmons (6-1, 180, jr.) due to see 
plenty of action at cornerback. 

The Colorado forward wall should be very 
strong this season, featuring the outstanding 
play of defensive tackle Shannon Clavelle (6-4, 
275, jr.) and nose man Kerry Hicks (6-6, 270, 
jr.), both of whom were first team all-league 
choices a year ago. The other holdover up front 
is senior three-year letterman Darius Holland 
(6-5, 290), ziving Colorado one of the most ex- 
perienced and talented D-line trios in the nation. 
Junior Clint Moore (6-4, 290), a two-year letter- 
man at offensive guard who redshirted last year, 
heads a solid D-line reserve crew that will also in- 
clude frosh recruit Mike Lorentz (6-4, 270), who 
earned All-America honors as a Colorado 
schoolboy. 

At linebacker, Colorado looks to be strong in- 
side but lacking experience outside, particularly 
in view of the fact that °93 sack leaders Ron 
Woolfork and Sam Rogers have departed. 
Woolfork Was a finalist for the Lombardi and 
Butkus awards, while Rogers was selected as 
Colorado’s defensive MVP. Looking to pick up 
the slack at OLB are Jon Knutson (6-4, 245, sr.) 
and Greg Jones (6-5, 225, so.), with junior Daryl 
Price (6-4, 245) also in the picture. Knutson is a 
three-year letter winner who's played at inside 
backer in the past, Jones sat out '93 action due 
to a knee injury and Price missed spring drills 
recuperating from knee surgery. One of Col- 
orado’s incumbents at inside backer, soph Matt 
Russell (6-2, 240), also sat out spring drills 
recovering from shoulder surgery. When he’s 
healthy, he'll rejoin senior Ted Johnson (6-4, 
240) in the starting lineup. A year ago, Johnson 
led the Buffs in tackles with 131 as he earned se- 
cond team all-league honors. Russell piled up 85 
hits, four sacks and nine stops for minus yar- 
dage. Soph Allen Wilbon (6-0, 235) will also be a 
contributor at inside backer. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Whether it's 
Stewart or Detmer who sets Colorado's offense 
in motion, one thing is certain -- this unit will do 
just as much damage as it did last year when the 
Buffs averaged 470 yards and 30 points per 
game. On the stop side, a powerful three-man 
front wall, an excellent linebacking corps and a 
talented (albeit youthful) secondary will add up 
to a defense that stacks up as much less generous 
than it was in ’93, All of which leads us to the 
obvious conclusion that Colorado will finish at 
or near the top of the Big Eight standings in 
1994,

As we predicted, the Sooners rebounded in 
fine fashion last year as they parlayed a well- 
balanced attack and a ballhawking defense into 
nine victories, including a big win over Texas 
Tech in the John Hancock Bowl. And they’re 
gonna give a repeat performance this season! 
We're going out on that big limb despite the 
fact the Sooners lose the considerable services of 
quarterback Cale Gundy, an All-Big Eight 
choice last year when he passed for 2,096 yards 
and 14 TDs. One of the main reasons for our op- 
timism is the fact that incoming JUCO superstar 
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Garrick McGee (6-4, 195, jr.) appears to have all 
the necessary tools to succeed Gundy in a big 
way. Last year, McGee, described as a “‘Randall 
Cunningham type,” threw for 1,898 yards and 
seven scores and ran for 484 yards and nine TDs. 
He played in five games for Arizona State as a 
freshman in "92 before going to junior college. 
Also available at quarterback is soph Terence 
Brown (6-0, 185), a letterman who backed up 
Gundy last season. 

Oklahoma, as usual, has an outstanding set of 
running backs, starting at tailback where James 
*Lightning’’ Allen and Jerald ‘‘Thunder’’ 
Moore do the majority of the work. Last season, 
Allen rushed for 739 yards and one score while 
catching 14 passes, and Moore added 325 yards 
with three scoring runs, At fullback, junior 
Terry Collier (6-0, 225) is the perfect comple- 
ment to the tailback duo, rushing a year ago for 
463 yards at 5.3 per tote and three TDs. A 
former linebacker, Collier is backed up by 
Dwayne Chandler (6-0, 220, jr.), who scored 10 
touchdowns on just 60 carries in '93. 

The Oklahoma receivers are also a talented 
crew, led by senior three-year letterman Albert 
Hall (5-11, 190), the incumbent at split end. Hall 
last season caught 21 tosses for 366 yards 
(17.4-yard average) with two TDs. JaJuan Pen- 
ny (5-11, 190, jr.) had a dozen catches in reserve. 
At flanker, letter winners P,J. Mills (5-11, 175, 
jr.) and Michael Thompson (6-0, 175, jr.) are 
bidding to move up to the first string job. Mills 
had 13 catches, a 20-yard per catch average and 
two scoring grabs a year ago. At tight end, the 
Sooners have a pair of newcomers they expect 
big things from and are keeping a close watch 
on, JUCO import Jason Harman (6-4, 250, so.) 
and super frosh recruit Stephen Alexander (6-5, 
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230). Also bidding for the tight end spot is soph 
Roderick Manuel (6-5, 225). 

The balanced Oklahoma strike force will 
operate behind a talented and deep offensive 
line, led by a quartet of holdover starters from a 
year ago — center Chuck Langston (6-1, 265, 
jr.), guard Milton Overton (6-0, 275, jr.) and the 
tackle combo of J.R. Conrad (6-5, 295, jr.) and 
Harry Stamps (6-5, 295, jr.). Seniors Joe Carollo 
(6-3, 285) and Ben Cavil (6-2, 290) plus junior 
Jason Comer (6-3, 285) will tangle to fill the 
opening at the other guard, while senior three- 
year letterman Broderick Roberson (6-2, 295) 
and soph Chris Campbell (6-2, 290) are talented 
reservists at tackle, 

The Sooners have experienced hands on call 
up front on the defensive side as well, where 
veterans Cedric Jones (6-4, 260, jr.) and David 
Campbell (6-0, 285, sr.) will again handle 
assignments at the flanks. Campbell racked up 
74 tackles a year ago. Soph Barron Tanner (6-5, 
290) will get the first call off the bench at the DE 
slots. Letterman Robert Allen (6-2, 245, jr.) has 
his heart set on opening as the Sooner nose 
guard, but in order to do so he has to fend off 
the strong challenges of JUCO transfer Fred 
Lewis (6-2, 275, jr.) and super frosh recruit Dus- 
ty Loveless (6-1, 290). Lewis was tabbed the 
third best junior college player in the nation a 
year ago. 

Coach Gibbs can also expect superlative play 
from his linebacking contingent where junior 
Brent DeQuasie (6-3, 220) returns at his outside 
spot and junior Mario Freeman (5-10, 215) is 
back on the strong side where he made 81 hits a 
year ago. Junior Paul Oatts (6-3, 235), a co- 
regular last season, is looking for fulltime work 
on the outside this time out, as are soph Collin 
Rosenberg (6-4, 235) and All-America JUCO 
transfer Stirling Luckey (6-3, 235). Sophs Tyrell 
Peters (6-1, 210) and Broderick Simpson (6-0, 
215) are the principal contenders for the weak 
side backer slot, while Tremayne Green (6-0, 
230, sr.) will see plenty of game time on the 
strong side. 

Oklahoma's leading ballhawk in the secon- 
dary a year ago was cornerback Darrius Johnson 
(5-9, 175, jr.), who had five pass thefts to go 
with his 58 tackles. Junior Larry Bush (5-10, 
190), who had four pickoffs and 78 stops in °93, 
is in line to take command at the other corner. 
JUCO transfer Wendell Davis (5-11, 180, jr.) is 
also looking for cornerback assignments, as is 
outstanding JUCO newcomer Tim Denton (6-0, 
180, jr.). John Anderson (5-11, 180, sr.), a three- 
year letterman who had 89 tackles and two INTs 
last year, is the incumbent at strong safety where 
he’ll be backstopped by soph Rod Henderson 
(6-2, 190). Lettermen bidding for the free safety 
job are soph Anthony Fogle (6-1, 195) and 
junior Maylon Wesley (5-10, 180). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: If McGee 
comes through at quarterback (and we'll be 
shocked if he doesn’t!), Oklahoma's offense will 
be dynamite because this unit boasts a plethora 
of superb running backs and a blocking corps 
that’s big, strong, experienced and deep! On the 
stop side, the Sooners are blessed with an ex- 
cellent secondary, a good linebacking corps and 
a three-man front wall that promises to take no 
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prisoners. All of which conyinces GAMEPLAN 
that Oklahoma will be heard from in a big way 
this season.

What Bill Snyder has done since becoming 
head coach of the Wildcats in 1989 has been 
miraculous. And it was never more evident than 
last season when the Cats won their first-ever 
bowl game and were ranked in the Top 20 for 
the first time in school history. And unless we 
miss our guess, the best is yet to come! And it 
could come this year!! 

Doing his best to see that it does will be 
record-setting quarterback Chad May (6-2, 220), 
who was simply sensational in his first season at 
the KSU offensive helm as he completed 204 of 
378 passes for 2,957 yards and 18 touchdowns 
with only 10 interceptions. Expected to be May’s 
top backup this fall is junior Matt Miller (6-1, 
200), a transfer from Texas A&M who's an ex- 
cellent drop back passer with a gun for an arm. 

Spearheading State’s receiving corps is 
sophomore wideout Kevin Lockett (6-0, 170), 
who led the team last year with 51 receptions for 
800 yards and five touchdowns, Returning to the 
other WR post is junior Mitch Running (6-0, 
185), who caught 41 passes for 466 yards in ’93. 
Lockett and Running will be supported by A-A 
JUCO transfer Jimmy Dean (5-10, 190, jr.), and 
lettermen Ron Brown (5-7, 160, sr.) and Tyson 
Schwieger (5-10, 175, jr.). Senior Brian Rees 
(6-4, 260), who started all 11 games in °92 but 
was shelved by injuries in 93, will take over at 
tight end where he'll be backstopped by junior 
letterman Brian Lojka (6-6, 265). 
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The wheelhorse of KSU’s running game is ver- 
satile tailback J.J. Smith (6-0, 205, sr.), who last 
year ran for 891 yards and 1! touchdowns. He 
also caught 20 passes for 247 yards and two 
more scores. Also returning to his starting post is 
hard-nosed fullback Rod Schiller (6-0, 215, sr.), 
who blasted for 505 yards and three TDs in "93. 
Schiller is backstopped by junior Dederick Kelly 
(5-11, 220), while Smith will be supported by jit- 
terbug senior Leon Edwards (5-6, 170), as well 
as speedy redshirt freshmen Andre Anderson 
(5-10, 185), Mike Lawrence (5-10, 185) and Eric 
Hickson (5-10, 185). 

Escorting KSU’s running backs will be a big, 
strong blocking corps anchored by outstanding 
tackles Barrett Brooks (6-5, 295, sr.) and Jim 
Hmielewski (6-7, 310, sr.), both of whom will 
win numerous all-star accolades this year. 1993 
co-regular Chris Oltmanns (6-6, 295, so.) will 
man one guard post, while sophomore letterman 
Ross Greenwood (6-3, 295) will start at the other 
guard position. Banging heads for starting rights 
al center are sophomore letterman Jason 
Johnson (6-2, 270) and all-star JUCO transfer 
Toosavili Ulutu (6-3, 295, jr.), while the top 
reserves in the O-line figure to be junior let- 
(ermen David Squires (6-3, 280), redshirted 
JUCO transfer Scott Heun (6-4, 295, jr.) and 
super redshirt freshman Kendyl Jacox (6-2, 290). 

Defensively, the Wildcats will be strong up 
front, but even stronger at linebacker where all 
three starters and their top backups return to the 
fold. Leading the charge here is senior Kirby 
Hocutt (5-10, 220), who topped the team tackle 
charts last year with 146 tackles, including 11 for 
minus yardage; and he also intercepted four 
passes. Flanking him at their OLB spots once 
more are senior Laird Veatch (6-3, 235) and 
junior Percell Gaskins (6-2, 220), who made a 
combined 175 tackles last fall. Lettermen 
DeShawn Fogle (6-2, 240, so.) and Mike Ekeler 
(5-10, 210, sr.), who recorded an aggregate 74 
tackles in ’93, are outstanding reserves in this 
area, 

The four-man trench welcomes back three 
starters — end Dirk Ochs (6-4, 240, jr.), and 
tackles Darrell Harbert (6-1, 285, sr.) and Tim 
Colston (6-1, 270, jr.). A year ago, this big-play 
trio made a combined 170 tackles, including 31 
for minus yardage with 14 QB sacks. The vacant 
flank post will be fought for by lettermen Nyle 
Wiren (6-1, 240, so.) and Matt McEwen (6-2, 
235, jr.), while the top reserves up front will be 
lettermen Kelly Greene (6-2, 275, sr.) and An- 
drew Timmons (6-2, 260, jr.), as well as A-A 
JUCO transfer Ray Eagle (6-4, 295, jr.) and 
sophomore John Martin (6-6, 310), a transfer 
from Tennessee State where he started seven 
games as a true freshman. 

The secondary lost all four starters to gradua- 
tion and has to be rebuilt from scratch. The 
most proven performer in this area is 1993 co- 
regular Steve Hanks (6-0, 200, jr.), and he will 
start at free safety. The strong safety post will be 
manned by junior letterman Chuck Marlowe 
(6-1, 190), while fellow monogram winners Joe 
Gordon (5-9, 170, so.) and Clyde Bouler (5-10, 
180, jr.) will get first shot at fillmg the CB slots. 
Also in the cornerback picture are three outstan- 
ding newcomers with A-A credentials - JUCO 
transfer Gordon Brown (5-8, 170, jr.), redshirt 
freshman Chris Canty (5-10, 190) and frosh 
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recruit Marlon Charles (5-10, 185). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Their 1993 
performance is a tough act to follow, but the 
Wildcats have the horses to do it in spades. May 
and his offensive mates will have no problem 
equalling or surpassing their achievements of a 
year ago, while the KSU defense will make 
enemy running backs wish they’d never been 
born, The only area of this team that we foresee 
as being weaker than it was last season is the 
secondary, but it will not -- repeat, will not! -- be 
a weak link, Look for the Wildcats to win at 
least eight games while they mount a serious 
challenge for Big Eight supremacy.

A generous defense and a couple of one-point 
losses (to Kansas State and Nebraska) prevented 
the Jayhawks from posting a winning record and 
going bowling last year. This time around, they 
may not have to worry about winning the close 
ones because their well-balanced offense should 
be good enough to offset any defensive deficien- 
cies. 

It all starts at quarterback, and Kansas Head 
Coach Glen Mason has some talented people at 
this position, The leading light here is senior 
Asheiki Preston (5-11, 180), who stepped into 
the starting role in the fifth game of last year and 
led KU to four of its five wins and the near upset 
of Nebraska, For the season, Preston hit 61 per- 
cent of his aerial tries for 1,233 yards and three 
TDs against three interceptions. He also ran for 
298 yards and four scores. Redshirt frosh Matt 
Johner (6-1, 180) and JUCO transfer Mark 
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Williams (6-2, 175, jr.), an excellent passer, will 
challenge Preston for game time. 

There’s no superstars in the Kansas wideout 
crew, but there’s more than enough talent to get 
the job done. The top receiver from a year ago, 
Ashaundai Smith (5-6, 155, jr.) is back on the 
job after catching 27 tosses for 256 yards and 
one score. Senior Robert Reed (6-1, 185) had 22 
receptions for 270 yards, while senior Rodney 
Harris (6-6, 210) made 10 grabs. Soph Andre 
Carter (5-10, 150) could be heard from, as 
should outstanding freshman recruit Andre 
Johnson (6-2, 180). At tight end, senior three- 
year letterman Brent Wileford (6-3, 250) will 
battle youngster Jim Moore (6-3, 235, so.) for 
the starting nod. 

The Kansas running back collection may be 
the most talented and deepest unit on the 
Jayhawks’ squad, led by the Big Eight’s 
“newcomer of the year,’’ tailback June Henley 
(5-11, 190, so.), who rushed for 1,127 yards and 
a dozen scores in 93, Those numbers also earn- 
ed Henley All-Big Eight and Frosh All-America 
honors, Junior L.T. Levine (5-10, 210) added 
542 yards with two TD scampers, while soph 
Mark Sanders (6-0, 205) is also on call. In addi- 
tion, senior three-year vet George White (5-10, 
170) returns to action this year after missing 10 
games last season with a knee injury. The 
fullback slot will be filled by either Chris Powell 
(5-9, 220), a three-year letter winner and 
outstanding blocker, or senior Costello Good 
(6-1, 215), who had three TD runs a year ago. 

Four starters return to a blocking corps that 
helped Kansas rush for nearly 214 yards per 
game a year ago. The headliners in the O-line are 
the All-Big Eight guard duo of three-year senior 
lettermen Hessley Hempstead (6-1, 295) and 
John Jones (6-1, 285), Jones having been all- 
league first team two consecutive seasons. 
Juniors Rod Jones (6-4, 285) and Mark Allison 
(6-3, 280) are the incumbents at the tackle posts, 
while junior Joe Hornback (6-2, 280) is the top 
candidate to take over at center, Soph Jim 
Stiebel (6-4, 270) will back up Hornback in the 
middle, Jared Smith (6-2, 260, so.) and Chris 
Banks (6-2, 270, jr.) are a competent combo as 
reserve guards with redshirt frosh Derrick 
Chandler (6-7, 310) and soph Scott Whitaker 
(6-6, 295) due for backup duty at tackle. 

Defensively, seven starters return with their 
task well documented: Reduce the 384 yards per 
game the KU stoppers allowed a year ago. That

chore won’t be easy, given the fact there's nary a 
holdover starter in the Kansas forward wall and 
lettermen are in short supply. At the terminals, 
three-year veteran Sylvester Wright (6-2, 245) 
has nailed down one starter’s berth, while sophs 
Chris Jones (6-2, 215), Kevin Kopp (6-4, 230) 
and Jason Brown (6-4, 245) are competing for 
first string rights at the opposite flank. Senior 
Darnell Britt (6-1, 250) is the most seasoned 
defensive tackle on call. The inexperienced trio 
of juniors Alani Pahulu (6-5, 280), Troy Harper 
(6-4, 275) and Doug Weaver (6-3, 295) are duk- 
ing it out for the nod at the other tackle vacancy. 
Harper and Weaver are JUCO transfers. 

The second and third lines of Kansas’ defense 
features experienced hands, including middle 
linebacker Steve Harvey (6-3, 240, sr.) and the 
otuside backer combo of senior Don Davis (6-1, 
215) and junior Ronnie Ward (6-0, 215). Harvey 
had 87 hits a year ago, Davis posted 70 with four 
sacks and 10 tackles for negative yardage while 
Ward was credited with 81 tackles and three 
fumble recoveries. Lettermen ready to work in 
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reserve capacities at backer include seniors Tyler 
Quast (6-2, 215), Harold Harris (5-11, 205) and 
Terence Sullivan (6-0, 205) plus junior Keith 
Rogers (5-11, 190). 

The strength of the Jayhawk secondary is at 
cornerback where three-year senior letterman 
Gerald McBurrows (5-11, 190) and soph Tony 
Blevins (6-0, 175) are ready to go again. McBur- 
rows had 58 tackles last season, while Blevins 
had 54 hits and two pass thefts as he earned 
“‘defensive freshman of the year’’ honors in the 
Big Eight. Junior Marlin Blakeney (5-11, 195) 
returns at strong safety, while senior Kwamie 
Lassiter (5-11, 175) is expected to be the Kansas 
free safety. Lassiter, an all-conference pick as a 
junior, has applied to the NCAA for another 
year of eligibility after being knocked out of ac- 
tion in the second game last fall with a broken 
shoulder, Also available for deep zone 
assignments are junior Dorian Brew (5-10, 170), 
who had two pass thefts a year ago, redshirt 
frosh Avery Randle (6-0, 170) and frosh recruit 
Charles Davis (6-0, 185). 

The Jayhawk kicking game figures to get a big 
boost from junior Darrin Simmons (6-1, 210), a 
JUCO redshirt transfer who averaged 44 yards 
per punt as he earned junior college A-A honors 
two years ago. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: A strong, 
deep offensive line and a host of excellent runn- 
ing backs will result in Kansas fielding another 
potent ground game. And several talented 
quarterbacks will see to it that this unit also 
benefits from a stronger aerial arm. Which is 
why we believe the Jayhawk offense will easily 
surpass its 1993 output of 356 yards and 20 
points per game. Defensively, an outstanding 
linebacking corps and a veteran secondary 
should add up to overall improvement on this 
side of the ball -- but only if the rebuilt front wall 
can do its job. And we believe that it can -- at 
least to the extent that this team has a good shot 
at winning more game than it loses.

The Cyclones have the potential to make a lot 
of noise this season -- but only if Head Coach 
Jim Walden is able to strengthen his aerial arm 
and exhort his stop troops to stop a lot more 
people than they did last year. 

Not too many people will be able to stop lowa 
State’s vaunted running game, which ranked 
11th nationally in 1993. The man at the throttle 
of this strike force is sophomore quarterback 
Todd Doxzon (6-0, 175), who as a part-time 
starter last year ran for 327 yards and three 
scores out of the Cyclone triple option. Iowa 
State ran for 242.5 yards per game a year ago, 
but just 100.9 up top. Doxzon did hit on 11 of 
his 22 passing tries, two of which went for 
touchdowns. Redshirt freshman Robby Duncan 
(6-1, 175) and walk-on Jeff St. Clair (6-1, 185, 
so.) will support Doxzon. 

As noted, the Cyclones don’t throw much, 
but when they do, there's a couple of fliers 
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operating at the wide receiver slots in senior 
James Brooks (5-11, 175) and junior Mike 
Horacek (6-1, 190). Horacek had 10 catches and 
one score a year ago, while Brooks caught just 
two passes — but both went for touchdowns as 
he averaged 65 yards on the receptions! Brooks 
is used to putting up big numbers. He had just 
one punt return a year ago, but he ran that one 
back 42 yards while averaging 20.1 yards on 16 
kickoff runbacks. Three-year letterman Dan 
Dostal (6-5, 250) will take over at tight end. 

The Iowa State running back stable is full, 
presenting Coach Walden with his deepest col- 
lection of ball toters since arriving in 
Cycloneland. Leading the pack again will be 
junior halfback Calvin Branch (5-11, 190), who 
a year ago topped the rushing chart with 478 
yards, a 5.7-yard average and two touchdowns. 
He also pulled down 16 aerials good for four 
scores, Junior Artis Garris (5-9, 190), who 
scored twice a year ago, also works at halfback. 
Handling fullback chores again this year will be 
senior three-year vet Jim Knott (6-0, 210) and 
soph Rodney Guggenheim (5-10, 195), both of 
whom have started in the past. Last year, Gug- 
genheim ran for 282 yards and Knott had 148 
yards, with each scoring on four occasions. 

The Cyclones lose All-America tackle Doug 
Skartvedt from their blocking crew, but four 
regulars from a year ago return, led by All-Big 
Eight center Tony Booth (6-3, 295, sr.), a three- 
year incumbent, Mark Konopka (6-2, 290, jr.) 
has nailed down one guard job, with seniors Jim 
Thompson (6-4, 270) and Doug Rataller (6-1, 
265) battling for the other. Three veterans com- 
peting for the two openings at tackle are senior 
Brian Wilkinson (6-6, 300), junior Byron Heitz 
(6-5, 290) and soph Tim Kohn (6-5, 285). 

The leaders of the Cyclone defensive charge

215) had 65 apiece. Nitchie is another three-year 
regular in the Iowa State lineup. Soph Tim 
Sanders (6-0, 210), who made 69 stops last year, 
heads a strong reserve backer gang that also in- 
cludes Marc Lillibridge (6-1, 210, sr.) and Clint 
Thomas (6-2, 215, so.). 

The anchor in the Cyclone secondary is two- 
time all-league selection Kevin Fulton (6-1, 205, 
sr.) at strong safety, who wound up second in 
tackles a year ago with 112 hits. Senior Cedric 
Linwood (5-10, 190), who had 105 stops in ’93, 
is again lined up at free safety, while senior 
Weylan Harding (5-10, 195) is the incumbent at 
one corner, Harding, a three-year letterman, 
posted 74 tackles a year ago. Soph Jason Brown 
(5-10, 180) will man the corner slot opposite 
Harding. 

The kicking game will be in excellent shape 
this season with the return of senior placement 
specialist Ty Stewart (5-11, 180) and soph punter 
Marc Harris (5-11, 185). Stewart, a consensus 
All-Big Eight choice last year, hit 20 of 22 PAT 
tries along with 11 of 15 field goal attempts for 
53 points. His field goal efforts included two 
58-yarders. Harris averaged 42.9 yards on 20 
punts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: It’s no secret 
how the Cyclones will attack their foes this year; 
they'll do so primarily via the thrusts of their po- 
tent overland force. And their ground game will 
be even more effective if Doxzon can author an 
improved passing attack. Sizing up Iowa State's 
defense, this unit is by no means a team strong 
suit -- but it will be a lot less generous than it was 
last season. We'll be very surprised if the 
Cyclones don't at least flirt with a winning 
record this fall; in fact, we'll probably be shock- 
ed!

All kidding aside, this team could be pretty 
good, especially at quarterback where senior 
Jeff Handy (6-3, 210) is back on the job. An ac- 
complished leader, Handy completed 174 of 291 
passes (60 percent) for 1,901 yards and 11 touch- 
downs last fall. He’ll be supported by talented 
sophomore Brandon Corso (6-2, 190) and 
strong-armed redshirt freshman Mitch Alvarado 
(6-1, 195). 

Senior wideout Brian Sallee (6-3, 205) heads 
the receiving corps. A year ago, he caught 34 
passes for 406 yards. Vying for starting rights at 
the other WR position are lettermen Frank 
Jones (5-11, 180, jr.) and Lou Sheperd (6-0, 190, 
so.), while the tight end post will be fought for 
by JUCO transfer Miguel Gonzalez (6-3, 235, 
jr.) and lettermen Bill Lingerfelt (6-4, 240, so.), 
Vic Faust (6-3, 235, jr.) and Mark Alnutt (6-1, 
230, jr.). Faust and Alnutt earned their spurs at 
DE and LB, respectively, last season. 

Senior tailback Joe Freeman (5-10, 180), who 
led the team last year with 675 rushing yards on 
136 carries (a 5.0 average), is back to key the 
running game. He’ll be supported by experienc-

position will be fought for by junior letterman 
Tim Keith (6-8, 295) and all-star JUCO transfer 
Chris Buck (6-6, 295, jr.), while powerful junior 
Chris Barrows (6-4, 280) is a cinch to start at 
center. Having at it for starting rights at the two 
guard posts are lettermen Rafe Parsons (6-5, 
310, sr.), Scott Shedden (6-6, 285, jr.), Matt 
Dowil (6-6, 280, jr.) and Reagan Allen (6-6, 270, 
jr.). 

Defensively, the Tigers will follow the lead of 
senior linebackers Darryl Major (6-2, 240) and 
Travis McDonald (6-2, 230). Last season, they 
made a combined 226 tackles, including 14 for 
minus yardage. Also figuring in the linebacker 
rotation are lettermen Chris Singletary (6-2, 220, 
sr.), Darryl Chatman (6-1, 235, so.) and Detrick 
Wells (6-0, 220, sr.). 

Up front, Missouri’s new three-man trench is 
loaded with experienced performers, including 
1993 fulltime starters Damon Simon (6-5, 265, 
sr.), Steve Martin (6-5, 295, jr.) and Matt Mur- 
ray (6-5, 280, sr.). Joining them will be heralded 
JUCO transfer Jonathan Sanft (6-4, 275, jr.) 
and lettermen Marc Pedrotti (6-4, 240, sr.), 
Chris Wells (6-3, 240, jr.), Pat Ivey (6-4, 250, jr.) 
and John Safley (6-3, 250, jr.). 

The secondary has great speed and depth and 
should be very good. Returning senior starters 
Kevin Mcintosh (6-0, 175), Andre White (6-1, 
200) and Jerome Madison (6-0, 185) at CB, FS 
and SS, respectively, all have all-star potential. 
A year ago, they intercepted an aggregate six 
passes and broke up 17 others. The vacant cor- 
nerback post is being fought for by sophomore 
lettermen Clayton Baker (5-10, 175) and Derrick 
Miller (5-11, 175), while 1993 co-regulars Mon- 
tana Waggoner (5-11, 185, sr.), Javan Lenhardt 
(6-1, 200, jr.), Bo Adams (6-0, 210, jr.) and 
Cedric Johnson (5-10, 190, so.) are back as 
super reserves in the deep zones. 
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Senior kicker Kyle Pooler (6-0, 190) returns to 
handle punting and placement chores. He 
averaged 42.4 yards on 72 punts last fall, and he 
also hit on six of nine field goal tries and con- 
verted 20 of 22 PAT attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: If their re- 
built blocking corps performs as well as we 
believe it can, then the Tigers should field an at- 
tack force that’s better balanced and more pro- 
ductive than it was a year ago. As for the 
Missouri defense, it’ll be improved right across 
the board and will be especially tough to throw 
against. They may not post a winning record this 
season, but the Tigers will make Coach Smith 
very happy that he came to town.

After five straight losing seasons, the Cow- 
boys are understandably anxious to get back on 
the winning track. If they are to do so, however, 
they'll need a much bigger contribution from 
their offense than they received last year. 

Head Coach Pat Jones hopes that sophomore 
quarterback Tone Jones (5-11, 180) will provide 
the spark that ignites OSU’s attack, Starting 
several games as a true freshman last season, 
Jones managed to throw for 608 yards, but 
we’re not convinced he’s the answer at QB. 
Neither, apparently, is Coach Jones, which is 
why he recruited outstanding prepsters Travis 
Hartfield (6-2, 195) and Craig Strickland (6-2, 
185), both of whom are capable of authoring a 
much better passing game than the Cowboys had 
in "93, 

Hoping they'll do so is OSU's best receiver, 
senior flanker Rafael Denson (5-8; 180), who 
last year caught 27 passes for 356 yards and 
three touchdowns. Kris Lofton (6-1, 190, so.) 
and Fred Thomas,(5-11, 170) are back at split 
end after catching an aggregate 22 passes in "93, 
while frosh recruits Doug Maziur (6-2, 190), Tim 
McNeal (6-3, 195) and Chris Thompson (6-3, 
200) are three newcomers who'll enhance the 
wideout picture. Seniors Derek Jones (6-3, 255) 
and Dwayne Watts (6-4, 235) are back to run 1-2 
al tight end, and they'll be joined by heralded 
JUCO transfer Alonzo Mayes (6-6, 260). 

The Cowboys will have some real horses at the 
RB positions. Sophomores David Thompson 
(5-9, 180) and Boogie Johnson (5-7, 195) return 
at tailback after running for a combined 867 
yards last fall, and they'll be supported by senior 
John White (5-11, 220) and A-A frosh recruit 
Andre Richardson (5-9, 180). White started at 
TB in 1992 but sat out last season, while the 
speedy Richardson ran for 1,527 yards and 20 
TDs on 182 carries (an 8.4 average!) as a high 
school senior in ’93. Senior Joe Jefferson (5-10, 
215), who rushed for 331 yards and three scores 
last fall, returns at fullback, where he'll be team- 
ed with junior Geoff Grenier (6-1, 235), a starter 
at Colorado State two years ago who transferred 
to OSU and sat out the ’93 campaign. 

Up front, the offensive interior line will be an- 
chored by returning starting guards Alan Orts 
(6-3, 295, sr.) and Bryan Guillory (6-3, 275, so.). 
1993 co-regular Scott Waterbury (6-4, 290, jr.) 
and sophomore letterman Derek Leinen (6-4, 
280) will man the tackle posts, while junior let- 
terman Bryan Hope (6-4, 270) has taken over at 
center.

are expected to be the top reserves in the block- 
ing corps. 

Defensively, the Pokes will be very strong up 
front, where three starters are back in the fold 
led by end Jevon Langford (6-4, 260, so.) and 
tackle Lorenzo Green (6-2, 260, jr.), who last 
year made a combined 80 tackles, including 11 
for minus yardage. Senior Tyler Williams (6-2, 
260) and junior Norman Williams (5-10, 250) 
will again run 1-2 at the tackle spot opposite 
Green, with 1993 co-regular Skip Walker (6-2, 
280, sr.) ticketed to fill the vacant flank post. 
Projected as the leading backups in the trench 
are all-star JUCO transfer Demetrious Crowder 
(6-2, 265) and experienced lettermen Jay 
Grosfield (6-4, 260, so.), Sam Thomas (6-3, 250, 
jr.) and Kelvin Ingram (6-5, 270, sr.). 

The second line of defense is headed by strong 
side linebacker Linc Harden (6-4, 240), who last 
year made 56 tackles, including seven for minus 
yardage. 1993 co-regular Eric Hobbs (6-1, 235, 
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sr.), Who made 49 tackles in "93, will start on the 
weak side, while senior letterman Marc Spatz 
(6-2, 240), a former co-starter at fullback, is ex- 
pected to start at middle linebacker. Also figur- 
ing prominently in the LB picture will be four 
outstanding newcomers with A-A credentials — 
frosh recruits Stephen Cager (6-1,235) and 
Jamal Williams (6-3, 255) and JUCO transfers 
James Elliott (5-11, 245) and Alamu Bailey (6-2, 
255). 

The secondary lost big-play strong safety 
Charles Verner and one other starter, but does 
return starting cornerbacks Cleavon Williams 
(5-10, 185, sr.) and Delvin Myles (5-10, 175, sr.). 
They’ll be joined in the new regular rotation by 
sophomore lettermen Kevin Williams (6-1, 185) 
and Trent Fisher (5-10, 185) at strong safety and 
free safety, respectively, while A-A JUCO 
transfer Johnny Jones (5-10, 170) and lettermen 
Jitu Criddle (6-1, 195, so.) and Louis Adams 
(6-2, 200, so.) project as the leading reserves in 
the deep zones. 

Junior placekicker Lawson Vaughn (6-0, 180) 
is a big plus for the Pokes. A year ago, he hit on 
11 of 14 field goal tries and converted all 19 of 
his extra point attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The OSU of- 
fense won't sei any records this season, but it 
will be much more productive than it was last 
year -- especially if the rebuilt blocking corps 
performs better than its 1993 counterpart. And 
we think it will. We also think the OSU defense, 
which should be very tough to run on, has the 
potential to become a team strength. If it does, 
and if the offense can put more points on the 
board than it did in ‘93, the Cowboys will be a 
lot tougher to gun down than they've been in a 
number of years.

NORTHERN IOWA (8-4-0, 5-1-0 in Gate- 
way) -- The defending Gateway Conference 
champion NIU Panthers return fourteen starters 
and 41 lettermen, which would appear to in- 
dicate the Panthers should be in the thick of the 
league title race again this season. But that will 
occur only if Coach Terry Allen can rebuild 
NIU’s graduation-riddled offensive line and find 
a replacement for quarterback Kurt Warner. 

Out to nail down the QB assignment are 
senior letterman Brett O'Donnell (6-1, 195), red- 
shirt freshman Jon Miller (6-3, 195) and Stan- 
ford transfer Chris Berg (6-1, 200, so.). In 
limited °93 action, O'Donnell hit on 18 of 35 
passes and threw for four touchdowns, Al- 
though top '93 pass catcher Tim Mosley (47 
receptions, 20.3 yard average, nine scores) has 
graduated, the Panthers are deep in experience 
and talent in their receiving corps, Moving front 
and center at the wideout positions are Dedric 
Ward (5-10, 165, so.), Anthony Taylor (5-6, 
170, jr.) and Jake Kothe (5-11, 170, jr.), with 
Matt Harken (6-7, 255, jr.) again holding sway 
at tight end, Ward last season exploded for a 
22.0 yard average and nine TDs on just 28 cat- 
ches, while Taylor, Harken and Kothe had 
respective totals of 28, 26 and 24 receptions. 

The leading light in the rushing attack is 
sophomore Jeff Stovall (5-10, 205), who ham- 
mered out 1,191 yards and scored 16 overland 
TDs in °93. He'll get ball toting help from 
Sylvester Brown (5-7, 160, sr.) and Jason 
Hamrock (6-0, 195, jr.). Up front, NIU will 
regroup around center D.J. Mumma (6-3, 265, 
jr.) and guard Jon Pilcher (6-1, 265, jr.), while 
tackle Dan Bower (6-5, 250, jr.) also has exten- 
sive experience, 

Graduation did NIU’s defensive line no 
favors, either, claiming starting DEs Casey 
Smith and Tony Monroe, leaving nose guard 
Ryan Behr (6-3, 255, jr.) as the lone returning 
regular, Other holdovers being counted on to 
help shore up the D-line are Brian Moretz (6-1, 
280, jr.), who was enjoying a fine year in ’93 
before going down with a knee injury after four 
games, T.C. Barney (6-3, 250, so,), Corey 
Burkle (6-5, 250, so.) and Jeremy Linsenmeyer 
(6-3, 250, so.), with JUCO transfer Matt Kelley 
(6-3, 250, jr.) the most touted of the newcomers. 

NIU has tremendous quality and depth at 
linebacker, and the unquestioned leader here is 
senior All-American Andre Allen (6-2, 225), 93 
league defensive player of the year with 120 
tackles and nine sacks. Battle-tested LB partners 
are seniors Paul Wolf (6-5, 235), Darnell Min- 
niweather (6-1, 235) and John Lee (6-3, 235), 
along with juniors Kevin Hammond (6-2, 210) 
and Mare Delaere (6-5, 220). Minor adjustment 
is necessary in the secondary, with seniors Jason 
McCleary (5-11, 185), Derrick Marbles (5-10, 
180), Todd Harrington (5-11, 170) and Myron 
Glass (5-10, 170) looked to for leadership. Me- 
Cleary, also an explosive kick returner, was hav- 
ing a banner ’93 season before going out in the 
seventh game with a knee injury. 


SOUTHWEST MISSOURI STATE (7-4-0, 
4-2-) in Gateway) -- The Bears have been one of 
the Gateway’s most consistently successful 
teams since the league’s inception, logging a 
38-19-1 mark over the past five years under 
Coach Jesse Branch. Branch must rebuild cer- 
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lain areas of this year's team if SMSU is to stay 
on its winning roll, but history suggests the Bears 
will be growling again in 1994. 

Battling for the vacant quarterback slot are 
junior Kyle Geller (5-10, 185), who sat out last 
season after transferring from the JUCO ranks, 
and redshirt freshman Jeremy Hoog (5-11, 180), 
although incoming freshmen Montoi Dixon 
(5-11, 170), Derek Jensen (6-2, 190) and Brian 
Jackson (5-11, 180) bear watching. Senior Joel 
Heman (5-11, 175) and junior Phil Perkins (5-9, 
170) are the most seasoned wideouts in the 
receiving corps, with senior Deshane Reed (5-10, 
235) set again at tight end. Heman caught 23 
passes last season, two of which went for scores. 

Senior Matt Hosey (5-10, 200), who rushed 
for a team second-best 489 yards last season, 
and versatile sophomore Dee Debro (5-8, 170) 
will vie for the starting assignment in SMSU’s 
newly installed one-back, pro style offense. In 
the front wall, starters return in center Luke 
Hake (6-2, 285, jr.), guard Russell Traphagan 
(6-1, 270, sr.) and tackle Will LaClear (6-2, 250, 
jr.), while lettermen aiding the cause here will be 
Paxton Parker (6-2, 265, so.), Ryan Touhey 
(6-5, 250, so.) and Chris Nicoll (6-0, 220, so.). 

While the offensive line has a fairly veteran 
look, that is not the case with the team’s defen- 
sive front wall, where sophomore end Tom Pro- 
cter (6-3, 235) is the sole returning regular. 
Monogram winners expected to rise to the occa- 
sion here are seniors Kenny Hutchinson (6-5, 
290) and Dan Eason (6-0, 215), along with Doug 
Silhavy (6-5, 235, so.) and Jerry Terry (5-11, 
230, jr.). JUCO transfers who will brighten the 
D-line picture are Sean Hagerman (6-1, 300, jr.), 
Scott Jones (6-6, 285, jr.) and Justin Mitchell 
(6-5, 260, jr.). 

DeLaun Fowler (6-0, 210, jr.) and Brian 
Gillespie (6-0, 220, sr.) are returning starters al 
linebacker. Fowler led the 93 Bears with 111 
tackles, plus he returned one of his three pass in- 
terceptions for a touchdown. Also on hand at 
"backer are a bevy of battle-tested lettermen per- 
formers, making this an area of strength on 
defense for SMSU, But for sheer strength and 
numbers, the Bears secondary has to get the 
nod, with Travis Richardson (6-1, 185, so.), 
Willie Parks (5-9, 165, jr.) and Shumone Burnett 
(6-0, 200, sr.) back for starting duties, and Jerry 
Freeney (5-9, 180, sr.) heading up a strong sup- 
port cast. Richardson, Parks and Freeney each 


returned interceptions for touchdowns last 
season, 
EASTERN ILLINOIS (3-7-1, 2-3-1 in 


Gateway) -- Once a perennial contender for the 
Division 1-AA playoffs, the Panthers have fallen 
on hard times lately and have not recorded a 
winning record since 1989, If Coach Bob Spoo 
can fill a few vital holes at several positions, 
however, EIU could climb back above .500 this 
season. 

Those getting first crack at winning the 
quarterback job are Pete Mauch (5-10, 175, jr.), 
Mark Doherty (6-1, 185, so.) and Northern fl- 
linvis transfer Ron Reichert (6-0, 200, jr.). 
Mauch got one starting assignment in ’93 and 
seems to hold an edge experience-wise. Best of 
the returning pass catchers is wideout Greg Jen- 
sik (6-3, 190, sr.), who finished second on the 
club last season with 29 catches. Mike Tarpey 


(6-2, 230, jr.) is the incumbent at tight end \yhere 
he gets veteran support from Rick Mullen (6-6, 
230, jr.) and Mark Thiessen (6-2, 260, sr.), Let- 
terman James Farrell (6-1, 195, so.) is slated to 
fill the vacant wide receiving slot. 

The standard bearer in EJU’s rushing attack is 
junior phenom Willie High (6-1, 195), who high- 
stepped his way to 1,087 yards and 12 overland 
scores in °93. He tied a Division I-AA record 
with four games over 200 yards. Chris Hicks 
(5-9, 190, jr.) returns at fullback and was fourth 
on the team last season in total offense, The 
Panthers will feature an almost all-veteran star- 
ting offensive line with Don Mensik (6-3, 275, 
sr.) and Aaron Hill (6-3, 265, sr.) back at the 
guards, Duane Conway (6-3, 270, sr.) over the 
ball at center again, and Mike Richart (6-3, 285, 
sr.) filling one tackle slot once more. 

The Panther defensive unit also has a mostly 
veteran makeup, which should go a long way 
toward assuring this unit’s success in 1994, Ends 
Kevin Zeng (6-3, 220, sr.) and Mike Miller (6-1, 
215, sr.) along with tackle Brian McGavock (6-1, 
250, so.) will be the D-line nucleus, with letter- 
winners Kendrick Hall (6-2, 255, so.), Todd 
Miller (6-0, 220, jr.) and Doug Winter (6-5, 250, 
sr.) also very much in the scheme of things. Zeng 
and Miller teamed up last season for 13 sacks. 

Last year’s top hit man returns in junior 
linebacker Tim Carver (6-0, 210), who got in on 
138 tackles in "93. Rejoining him in the starting 
*backer configuration is Chris Brown (6-3, 215, 
so.), while monogram winners expected to move 
up here are Paul Pennington (6-2, 225, sr.), Ben 
Perez (6-2, 230, so.) and Matt Sweeney (6-3, 
220, jr.). Two-time All-Gateway selection Ray 
McElroy (6-1, 190, sr.) is the sparkplug in the 
secondary, where James Dorsey (6-0, 190, jr.) 
and Jerome Buchanan (5-11, 170, jr.) are also 
returning starters, 


ILLINOIS STATE (6-4-1, 2-3-1 in Gateway) 
-- The Redbirds enjoyed their first winning 
record in eight years last season and closed the 
campaign with a stunning 16-10 upset of No. | 
ranked and eventual Division 1-AA national 
champion Youngstown State. Nine offensive 
and nine defensive starters return for this 
season, giving Coach Jim Heacock reason to feel 
ISU can rise to even greater heights. 


Gritty senior Danny Barnett (6-2, 195), who is 
seldom pretty but gets the job done, is set once 
more at quarterback. Last season, Barnett con- 
nected on 190 of 31) passes with 11 scoring 
aerials and seven interceptions. The ‘Birds lost 
both starting wide receivers, Kevin Glenn and 
Franklin Young, but their places should be more 
than adequately filled by seniors Kevin Dixson 
(5-8, 170) and Kenneth Lasley (6-1, 200). Dixson 
led the team in 793 with 47 catches. Firmly en- 
trenched at the tight end spot is junior Tim 
Achterberg (6-5, 235). 

Young but exciting sophomore Cameron 
Smith (5-8, 155) paces the ground assaults. Last 
season, he became the first freshman in ISU 
history to rush for 1,000 yards when he zipped 
for 1,016 on 210 carries. Lined up at the fullback 
spot once more, is junior Will Hill (5-10, 210), 
who rushed for 357 yards and crashed into 
enemy endzones seven times. The offensive line 
returns intact, which is bound to benefit the at- 
tack. Corey Mackey (6-5, 285, jr.) and Andy 
Ziebarth (6-3, 270, so.) are the tackles, Dave 
Connell (6-3, 275, jr.) and Jon McAvoy (6-5, 
260, sr.) the guards, and Bruce Barro (6-1, 265, 
sr.) and Jeremy Keeble (6-2, 260, so.) will again 
share center duties. Newcomers of note are 
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headed by JUCO transfer Eric Winkelman (6-5, 
295, jr.). 

In the defensive line, two starters are back in 
Bennie Radford (6-1, 220), who moves from DE 
to DT, and end Damon Turner (6-1, 235, sr.). 
Others being looked to for D-line contributions 
are Larry Langlois (6-1, 210, so.), Willie Ross 
(6-5, 285, jr.), Keith Lee (6-5, 285, so.), Travis 
Niekamp (6-3, 220, so.), Matt Lynch (6-0, 210, 
jr.) and Eric Delaere (6-6, 260, so.), with redshirt 
freshman Jason Scramuzzo (6-3, 235) also wor- 
thy of mention. 

Chris Stevens (5-10, 235, so.) and Jon Hutton 
(6-1, 230, sr.) are holdover regulars at 
linebacker, with Jom Concklin (6-0, 230, so.), 
"93 injury victim Todd Liska (6-0, 200, so.) and 
Tennessee transfer Armandos Fisher (6-1, 220, 
sr.) also certain to be factors here, Three starters 
are back in the secondary -- Bill Randles (5-10, 
190, jr.), Franky West (5-10, 175, sr.) and Lon- 
nie Robinson (6-1, 175, so.). Jerry Creer (5-7, 
175, so.) and Herby Demonsthenes (5-9, 175, 
sr.) also have starting savvy, while sophomore 
Deon McDaniel (5-8, 175) has exciting potential. 


WESTERN ILLINOIS (4-7-0, 4-1-0 in 
Gateway) - The Leathernecks went into the lat- 
ter stages of the °93 campaign with designs on a 
banner season and the Gateway Conference ti- 
tle. But four straight losses at the end of last 
season pul a severe damper on those aspirations. 
“We have always been a hard-nosed, blue col- 
lared, aggressive team,’’ comments Coach Ran- 
dy Ball, ‘‘and that’s what we expect of all of our 
players -- I think we lost that philosophy with 
some of our newer players last year, We will be 
more mentally focused this fall." 

Ball will hand the offensive reins again to 
senior Rob St. Sauver (6-5, 230), who last season 
found the mark on 139 of 302 passes but had on- 
ly five scoring tosses while giving up 15 intercep- 
tions, Pressing St. Sauver could be JUCO 
transfer Kris Heddings (6-0, 180, jr.). The pass 
catching corps returns all but intact with Gun- 
nard Twyner (5-11, 175, jr.), Bobby Stevens 
(5-10, 175, sr.) and Fabien Bownes (6-0, 180, sr.) 
the top wideouts. Twyner led the 93 squad with 
42 receptions. Josh Moulden (6-3, 250, sr.), 
forced by injuries last season to shift to offensive 
tackle, returns to his normal tight end position. 

Top 93 rusher Kendall McDonald (5-10, 185, 
sr.), who rambled for 660 overland yards last 
season, needs to straighten his grades out before 
he'll be ready to go this fall. In his stead, the 
Leathernecks will look to Rory Lee (5-10, 220, 
sr.) and Tim Ardis (5-11, 205, sr.) to fuel the 
ground game. All-star hopeful Richard Hud- 
dleston (6-2, 280, sr.) at guard is the hub in the 
O-line, with center Bob Mehorczyk (6-2, 280, 
jr.) and tackle Adam Love (6-5, 295, sr.) other 
holdover regulars. Top-rated among the 
newcomers here is JUCO recruit Gil Plasencia 
(6-5, 290, jr.). 

The Leathernecks lost a pair of stalwarts on 
defense in LB Ken McMillan and DB Rodney 
Harrison, the latter of whom bypassed his final 
year to enter the NFL draft. Still, the ingredients 
for a solid **D”’ are on hand starting in the front 
wall where DE Mitch Martin (6-3, 230, sr.) and 
DT Wayne Stewart (6-2, 270, so.) are returning 
regulars. High expectations surround the JUCO 
duo of Chad VanBeek (6-3, 260, jr.) and Ryan 
Culver (6-1, 275, so.). Sophomore letterman An- 
dy Edmondson (6-2, 250) will also play a key 
role here. 

Jason Vasconez (5-11, 220, sr.) should emerge 
as the new leader at linebacker after finishing 
third on the team last season with 109 tackles. 
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Experienced ’backer help-mates are Mare Holler 
(6-3, 220, sr.) and Tom Snyder (6-2, 250, jr.), 
with Snyder coming back from an injury which 
cancelled his "93 season. That all-star Harrison 
will be missed in the secondary cannot be 
disputed, but experienced personnel still on call 
include seniors Sherwood Anthony (5-7, 175), 
Hiwatha Phifer (6-0, 180) and Ricardo Williams 
(6-1, 195). Most promising of the new faces 
belong to JUCO transfer Aaron Franklin (6-3, 
220, jr.) and redshirt freshman Frank Spraggins 
(5-11, 180). 


INDIANA STATE (4-7-0, 2-4-0 in Gateway) 
-- The Sycamores, after some rough moments 
early last year, rallied to close the season with 
two consecutive wins, and they hope that 
momentum carries over into the 1994 campaign, 
But ISU will find the going rough unless 
replacements can be found for versatile quarter- 
back Kip Hennelly and four offensive line 
starters. 

Seniors Tom Cerasani (6-2, 205) and Chad 
Distler (6-1, 190) will get first shot at filling the 
QB slot, although promising sophomore Kevin 
Cox (6-2, 200) looms as a potential dark horse. 
Whomever emerges as the No. 1 signal caller will 
be aiming at a veteran-rich receiving corps 
featuring wideouts Larry Brown (5-11, 195, so.), 
Scott Crenshaw (6-0, 190, sr.), Micah Reid (6-2, 
190, so.) and Adam Evans (5-11, 185, so.), along 
with tight end Larry Gauer (6-5, 250, jr.). Brown 
led the ‘93 club with 27 catches, while Crenshaw 
averaged 17.) yards on 15 receptions. 

The ISU offense will again revolve around 
junior tailback David Wright (5-8, 175), who has 
rushed for 2,575 yards and scored 17 touch- 
downs over the past two years. Solid blocker 
Ben Wolfe (6-0, 235, so.) returns at fullback. 
The only starter back in the offensive line is 
senior tackle Tim Herrin (6-2, 290), and this is 
bound to créate some blocking problems. Let- 
termen hoping to fit in along the O-line are 
Terry Moore (6-6, 285, so.), Pat Kneller (6-2, 
265, sr.) and Kyle Rizzo (6-6, 290, sr.). JUCO 
recruit Jason Franklin (6-3, 265, jr.) and Navy 
transfer Dave Papp (6-5, 290, jr.) should also be 
contributors here. 

Much less of a headache should be a defensive 
line which welcomes back three regulars in tackle 
Dan Brandenburg (6-3, 250, jr.), who sel a 
school record last season with 13 sacks, DE 
Damani Dickerson (5-10, 210, sr.) and NG 
Dustin Rusch (6-5, 285, sr.). Converted 
linebacker Matt Egloff (6-1, 225, sr.) seems ear- 
marked to fill the vacant DE spot, with Torren 
White (6-1, 265, sr.) and Rahsaan Baskerville 
(6-1, 265, jr.) also sure to see their share of 
D-line action, 

Heading up a fairly experienced linebacking 
corps are sophomore Richard Moss (5-11, 200), 
leading tackler in ’93 with 113 stops, and Mike 
Nelson (6-2, 220, sr.), with Charles Alexander 
(5-10, 235, so.), Robert Holmberg (6-1, 225, so.) 
and Jack Hendershot (6-2, 210) others promi- 
nent in the ’backer scheme. The Sycamores will 
still be young in the secondary where 
sophomores Dre Knox (5-7, 170), Larry Scally 
(6-0, 180) and Shad Morgan (6-1, 175) will be 
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called upon to play major roles. Junior Fred 
Hunt (5-11, 195) is a returning regular at strong 
safety. He finished third on the team last season 
with 62 tackles and swiped two passes. 


SOUTHERN ILLINOIS (2-9-0, 1-5-0 in 
Gateway) -- The Salukis have a new grid skipper 
in Shawn Watson, who spent the past few years 
as an assistant with the lowa Hawkeyes. “‘Last 
year was last year,’’ says Watson, ‘‘and we're 
anxious to point out that we're starting fresh this 
season."’ 

The Salukis will begin the Watson era with 
two experienced quarterbacks in David Pierson 
(6-2, 195) and Matt Jones (6-0, 190), Last 
season, Pierson found his target with 94 of 180 
passes including 11 scoring aerials, while Jones 
connected on 90 of 157 passes and threw for six 
TDs, The lone returning regular in the receiving 
corps is sophomore tight end Dave Smith (6-3, 
235), who caught 21 passes last season. The only 
holdover wideouts with letter-winning ex- 
perience are sophomores Aaron Baker (5-11, 
185) and Jermaine Gray (6-2, 185), which makes 
this area a huge question mark. 

Starting running backs Greg Brown and 
Takim Brown are missing, with their spots being 
coveted by junior William Tolen (5-6, 175) and 
sophomores Melvin Dukes (5-11, 185) and Den- 
nis Dunn (6-1, 195). Despite starting just three 
games last season, Dukes led SIU ground gainers 
with 479 yards. Extensive repair is required in 
the offensive line where the only returning full- 
time starters are tackle Eric Woldridge (6-5, 265, 
jr.) and center Larry Mullins (6-5, 270, jr.). Let- 
termen slated to help the O-line cause are Jeff 
Gill (6-5, 270, sr.), Jeff Zoeteman (6-2, 270, sr.), 
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WHO COULD BLAME THEM? 


Leonard Lynch (6-3, 270, jr.) and Chris Myers 
(6-5, 275, jr.). 

Heavy losses were also sustained on the defen- 
sive side, although this may turn out to be a 
blessing in disguise since last year’s Saluki ‘‘D”’ 
allowed 399 yards and 34 points per game. The 
lone regular back in the defensive trench is end 
Calvin Frown (6-3, 235, jr.), who'll get 
assistance from lettermen Tyler Cortright (6-3, 
220, sr.), Calvin Brown (6-1, 230, so.), Mark 
Matykiewicz (6-5, 250, jr.), Brian Prudent (6-3, 
250, so.) and Bryan Rader (6-1, 235, so.). 

The Salukis are somewhat better off at line- 
backer, with juniors Brian Tranchitella (6-0, 
220) and Tony Seaman (6-2, 220) back for star- 
ting duties, while sophomores Tommy Anderson 
(5-10, 220) and Cedric Kenner (6-0, 190) look to 
move up after playing support roles as 
freshmen, Tranchitella ran second on the ’93 
club with 72 tackles, Back at their customary 
secondary spots are Jim Cravens (6-1, 190, jr.) 
and Cornell Baker (5-10, 170, so.). Cravens 
made 66 tackles and swiped a pair of enemy 
passes in ’93. Foremost of the other lettermen 
here are Mark Neal (5-9, 190, sr.) and Norman 
Harris (6-0, 180, jr.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The defen- 
ding Gateway champion Northern Iowa Pan- 
thers clearly loom as the favorite to win the 
league title again. NIU returns fourteen starters 
evenly sprinkled on offense and defense, plus 
there’s the school’s winning football tradition to 
consider also, all of which points to another 
Panther title run. Things, however, get much 
tougher to forecast after that. Southwest 
Missouri State should sneak into second place, 
and the Bears have a winning grid background, 
too. Plus, SMSU has a good mixture of veterans 
on both sides of the ball, which will help them 
hold off strong challenges from other Gateway 
members. Third will be Eastern Illinois, which 
slipped to 3-7-1 last season but has a hungry 
look and plenty of experienced holdovers. Bark- 
ing at EIU’s heels will be Illinois State and 
Western Illinois, two dark horse candidates in 
the Gateway race. The ISU Redbirds welcome 
back 18 starters from last year’s 6-4-1 club and 
are sure to spring some surprises before this year 
is over, The same applies to the Western Illinois 
Leathernecks, an up-and-down team last season 
which could make a lotta noise on the Gateway 
scene if they play with more consistency. The 6-7 
spots are reserved for Indiana State and 
Southern Illinois, two teams in the process of 
rebuilding. The Sycamores of ISU played well at 
the end of the 93 season and feature one of 
Division 1-AA’s premier ball carriers in junior 
David Wright. Southern Illinois has a new head 
coach in Shawn Watson, a Saluki alum who has 
quite a job cut out for him in Carbondale as he 
tries to pick up the pieces following a 2-9 year. 
And that’s the way we see it in the Gateway! 
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Big Ten Conference

The Badgers were no flash in the pan last year 
as they distinguished themselves as the winn- 
ingest team in school history. In fact, for those 
of you who think the Badgers won’t be able to 
repeat their 1993 performance this season, we 
have some friendly advice for you — think again! 
This is a solid football team with very few 
weaknesses, especially on the offensive side of 
the ball. 

The head honcho in Coach Barry Alvarez’s 
potent strike force is junior Darell Bevell (6-2, 
200), who entered last season as Wisconsin’s big- 
gest question mark and left the 93 campaign as 
the nation’s number three rated quarterback. 
Bevell broke 10 Wisconsin records as he com- 
pleted 67.8 percent of his passes for 2,390 yards 
and 19 TDs with 11 interceptions, He’s the first 
Badger QB to make All-Big Ten since 1962. 
Senior three-year letterman Jay Macias (6-0, 
190) will again serve as Bevell’s backup. 

Wisconsin’s big play receiver is senior split 
end Lee DeRamus, who busted Al Toon’s 
season receiving mark last year and will likely 
break Toon’s career pass catching records this 
fall. The three-year letter winner and All- 
America candidate grabbed 54 aerials for 920 
yards, a 17-yard average and six scores, At 
flanker, senior J.C, Dawkins (6-0, 190) is the in- 
cumbent where he had 36 receptions for 512 
yards and four touchdowns. Tight end Michael 
Roan (6-4, 250, sr.), another three-year veteran 
and honors candidate, had 34 receptions for 396 
yards with three scoring catches. JUCO All- 
American Darrell Larsen (6-6, 250, jr.) will work 
behind Roan this season. 

Speaking of big play men and “‘all’’ can- 
didates, Wisconsin’s superstar tailback Brent 
“*Alleycat’’ Moss (5-9, 205, sr.) heads an exciting 
contingent of running backs. The three-year let- 
terman was the Big Ten and Rose Bow! MVP a 
year ago and is the nation’s number one return- 
ing ball toter. Moss gathered in 1,637 yards 
rushing in ’93, averaging 5.2 yards per trip with 
16 touchdown sorties. His backup, another 
three-year vet, is Terrell Fletcher (5-9, 195, sr.), 
who ran for 996 yards at 6.0 per carry and nine 
TDs in '93. Soph Carl McCullough (6-3, 210) 
completes Wisconsin’s excellent tailback trio. 
Coach Alvarez will fill the vacancy at fullback 
with redshirt freshman Royce Roberson (6-1, 
210), junior Ron Johnson (6-1, 195) or junior 
Matt Nyquist (6-2, 220), who played last season 
at tight end where he had 10 catches and four 
TDs. 

An offense that racks up 455.2 yards per 
game, including 250.8 on the ground, must have

an outstanding blocking crew, and Wisconsin 
has just that. All-leaguer and Outland Trophy 
candidate Cory Raymer (64, 295, sr.) leads the 
O-line from his center slot, with All-Big Ten 
candidates Joe Rudolph (6-2, 290, sr.) at one 
guard and three-year starter Mike Verstegen 
(6-6, 310, sr,) holding over at one tackle, Junior 
Steve Stark (6-3, 285) is the incumbent at the 
other guard, with soph Jerry Wunsch (6-6, 315) 
slated to plug the hole at the tackle vacancy. 
Soph Cayetano Castro (6-6, 310) will seek 
reserve duty at tackle, Jamie Vanderveldt (6-5, 
270, so.) and James Darby (6-5, 300, so.) are the 
first guards off the bench and senior Brian Pat- 
terson (6-2, 280) will fill in at the pivot. 

Coach Alvarez’s biggest concern on the defen- 
sive side is rebuilding the three-man front where 
senior Mike Thompson (6-4, 280) at tackle is the 
lone returnee from last year’s standout crew. 
Thompson, who had 13 tackles for negative yar- 
dage in °93, is a three-time All-Big Ten 
honorable mention selection. Soph Bryan 
Jurewicz (6-5, 255), who started at outside 
linebacker last year and earned Frosh All- 
America honors, will likely open at the other DT 
post, with junior Jason Maniecki (6-5, 295) 
moving up to fill the vacancy at nose guard. 
Also, in the NG picture is big-play JUCO 
transfer Al Jackson (6-2, 270, jr.), who made 85 
tackles, and had 12 sacks in ’93. 

The Badger linebacking contingent will get a 
major boost this fall if senior three-year letter- 
man Chad Yocum (6-4, 240) is ready to play. An 
all-star candidate last year, Yocum missed most 


of the season due to a back injury. Otherwise, 
senior three-year letterman Chris Hein (6-1, 225) 
holds over at one outside backer berth, with 
junior Eric Unverzagt (6-2, 230) again stationed 
at an inside’ post. Unverzagt had 75 tackles with 
eight behind enemy lines while Hein added five 
hits for minus yardage. Soph lettermen Pete 
Diatelevi (6-3, 235) and Pete Monty (6-2, 230) 
are battling for the other ILB spot, with soph 
Tarek Saleh (6-3, 225) first in line to fill the other 
outside backer position. Also in the running for 
linebacker duties are soph Rob Lurtsema (6-5, 
235) and seniors Chad Cascadden (6-1, 215) and 
Sylas Pratt (6-3, 230). 

The Badgers will do some shuffling in their 
secondary, most notably moving All-Big Ten 
choice Jeff Messenger (5-9, 185, sr.) from cor- 
nerback to free safety. The three-year veteran 
led the conference in pass thefts a year ago with 
seven INTs. Jamel Brown (5-9, 185, sr.), a co- 
regular in 93, takes over fulltime at strong safe- 
ty, while Kenny Gales (5-11, 180, sr.) is back on 
patrol at his cornerback post. Gales had four in- 
terceptions last season. Donny Brady (6-2, 190, 
sr.), a co-regular in ’93 who made three pickoffs, 
will take over Messenger’s old spot at the other 
corner, Also helping out here will be JUCO 
transfer Giscard Bernard (6-0, 170), who picked 
off eight passes last fall. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With Bevell, 
Moss, Fletcher and DeRamus operating behind 
a big, strong blocking corps, Wisconsin’s pro- 
lific, well-balanced offense will go through the 
opposition like a dose of salts! On the defensive 
side of the ball, the Badgers lost some big-play 
people up front, but this unit still stacks up as 
top shelf, though it could be a bit more 
vulnerable than it was a year ago.

The Nittany Lions closed their 1993 campaign 
in impressive fashion by winning five straight 
games, including a 31-13 smashing of Tennessee 
in the Citrus Bowl. That season-ending momen- 
tum will serve as a springboard for a big season 
in Happy Valley this fall — but only if Head 
Coach Joe Paterno is able to successfully rebuild 
a punishing defense that lost eight starters to 
graduation. 

Paterno didn’t lose much on offense. The po- 
tent PSU strike force will again be piloted by 
senior quarterback Kerry Collins (6-5, 235), who 
completed 50.8 percent of his passes for 1,605 
yards and 13 TDs with 11 interceptions as the 
Nittany Lions wound up the top scoring team in 
the Big Ten at 32.4 points per game. Junior Wal-

will back up Collins.

The Nittany Lions’ defense was devastated by 
graduation, as PSU lost eight of its top 10 
tacklers from a year ago. Included in the 
departed standouts were up front stalwarts Lou 
Benfatti and Tyoka Jackson, who combined for 
105 tackles, 19 hits for minus yardage and 13 
sacks in *93. The only ’93 regular returning to 
the D-line is nose tackle Eric Clair (6-2, 275, sr.), 
who had five stops behind enemy lines and three 
sacks a year ago. Seniors Vin Stewart (6-4, 300), 
Jeff Perry (6-4, 265) and Dave Thomas (6-2, 
280) are bidding for the other two posts in the 
trench. Penn State has also. applied for another 
year of eligibility for Chris Mazyck (6-3, 285), 
who played well last year but sat out ’91 and ’92 
due to injuries. 

The leader of the Lions’ defensive troops 
again will be inside linebacker Brian Gelzheiser 
(6-1, 235, sr.), who led last year’s tackle chart 
with 113 stops, including two sacks and three 
hits for negative yardage. He also recovered a 
pair of fumbles and added an interception. 
Gelzheiser sat out spring drills recovering from 
ankle surgery but he’s due to be 100 percent by 
kickoff time. The battle for the other linebacker 
posts is a royal rumble, featuring lettermen 
Todd Atkins (6-3, 245, jr.), Terry Killens (6-1, 
225, jr.), Willie Smith (6-1, 225, sr.), Thad Bren- 
nan (6-0, 215, sr.) and Phil Yeboah-Kodie (6-2, 
220, sr.). Atkins, who had six tackles for losses 
and six sacks in *93, could also be pressed into 
duty at defensive tackle. 

The PSU secondary took a big hit from 
graduation, with senior cornerback Marlon 
Forbes (6-1, 210) the only holdover regular from 
a year ago. Senior Tony Pittman (5-8, 175), who 
paced the Mount Nits with five pass pickoffs a 
year ago, is the most likely successor at the other 
corner, but juniors Brian Miller (5-9, 185) and 
Mark Tate (6-0, 175) are also in the running. 
Senior Josh Kroell (6-1, 185) looks to have earn- 
ed the starting nod at free safety, while seniors 
Brian King (6-2, 195) and Cliff Dingle (5-10, 
190) are dueling to fill the vacancy at strong safe- 
ty. Dingle had a pair of INTs in '93. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: It’s really 
quite elementary, dear readers.

After winning the conference crown five con- 
secutive seasons (1988-92), the Wolverines 
finished fourth in their league last year. They 
did, however, cap the season with an impressive 
42-7 trouncing of NC State in the Hall of Fame 
Bowl. With 14 starters returning, including 
Heisman Trophy candidate Tyrone Wheatley, 
Michigan may be the team to beat in the Big Ten 
this year. 
The explosive Wheatley (6-1, 225, sr.) will 
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spearhead a more productive ground game from 
his tailback position. A year ago, he plowed for 
1,129 yards at 5.5 yards per try with 13 touch- 
down carries in an All-America season that also 
included 14 receptions good for one score. 
Wheatley has the opportunity this year to break 
Michigan’s career rushing, all-purpose yards and 
scoring records -- and there’s no one in the na- 
tion who’ll bet against him doin’ just that! On 
call when Wheatley needs a rest are senior Ed 
Davis (5-9, 205), who ran for 441 yards and two 
TDs last season, along with Tim Biakabutuka 
(6-1, 195, so.), who netted 209 yards with five 
TD scampers. The fullback post will be manned 
by senior incumbent Che’ Foster (6-2, 240), 
along with soph Jon Ritchie (6-2, 240). 

Like Wheatley, quarterback Todd Collins 
(6-5, 230) returns for his senior season already 
firmly entrenched in the Michigan record book. 
His 64.1 career completion rate is tops for a 
Wolverine, and last year he set records for com- 
pletions (189) and attempts (296) while pitching 
for 2,509 yards with 17 scoring tosses against 
just seven interceptions. Senior Jason Carr (6-1, 
200) will again back up Collins. 

Despite the loss of standout wideout Derrick 
Alexander, the Michigan receiving corps should 
again be a team strength. Leading the pass cat- 
chers again will be senior Walter Smith (5-11, 
195) and juniors Amani Toomer (6-3, 185) and 
Mercury Hayes (5-11, 195). A year ago, Smith 
had 31 receptions for 325 yards and one TD, 
Toomer ran under 29 tosses for 565 yards, a 
19.5-yard average and four scores, while Hayes 
carried his 30 receptions 496 yards for a 
16.5-yard average and five six-pointers. Soph 
Pierre Cooper (6-2, 225), All-America frosh 
recruit Mark Campbell (6-6, 235) and another 
freshman newcomer, Jon Jansen (6-8, 245), are 


duking it out to fill the vacancy at tight end. 

Up front, Michigan’s young offensive line of 
*93 returns as a veteran unit for ’94. Leading the 
charge from one guard slot will be junior Jon 
Runyan (6-8, 295), with senior Joe Marinaro 
(6-4, 295) the incumbent at the other guard. 
Junior Thomas Guynes (6-5, 300) and senior 
Mike Sullivan (6-7, 300) are again partnered at 
tackle, while junior Rod Payne (6-4, 285) moves 
up to the starting center’s post. Senior Trezelle 
Jenkins (6-8, 300) is a quality reserve at tackle 
who was called on to start seven games a year 
ago. 

Michigan’s defenders did a nice job against 
the run a year ago, limiting ’93 opponents to 108 
yards per game overland, and should do so again 
this season as Coach Moeller has plenty of ex- 
perienced hands on call to plug holes left by 
graduated starters. In fact, the lone incumbent 
in the trench is middle guard Jason Horn (6-5, 
275, st.), who had five tackles for losses and 
four sacks in ’93. He’ll again get relief help from 
senior Tony Henderson (6-2, 270), who had six 
stops behind enemy lines and two QB traps last 
season. Soph Damon Denson (6-4, 270) and 
senior Trent Zenkewicz (6-6, 275) are slated to 
move into the first string at the defensive tackle 
positions, with sophs William Carr (6-0, 280) 
and Glen Steele (6-5, 275) plus junior Steve 
Evans (6-4, 240) providing letter-winning 
backup experience up front. 

The Wolverine linebacking crew was hard hit 
by injuries a year ago, but all four starters from 
last season’s campaign are back in harness ready 
for "94. Seniors Matt Dyson (6-5, 260), Steve 
Morrison (6-3, 240) and Bobby Powers (6-0, 
235) along with junior Jarrett Irons (6-1, 225) 
will again comprise the Michigan backer quartet.

leaders in sack yardage but was slowed by in- 
juries last season. Irons returns as the 
Wolverine’s leading tackler from a year ago with 
95 stops. Junior Mike Vanderbeek (6-2, 235) and 
soph Ben Huff (6-4, 235) are seasoned reservists 
at linebacker, while All-America frosh recruits 
Tim Laws (6-5, 235), Rasheed Simmons (6-6, 
245) and Chris Singletary (6-3, 225) will definite- 
ly be heard from in the second line of defense. 

Two returnees from a year ago will be the 
leaders in the Wolverine secondary, with juniors 
Ty Law (6-0, 190) again stationed at one corner- 
back position and junior Chuck Winters (6-0, 
195) on duty at free safety once more. Law 
posted six interceptions last year to go along 
with his 57 tackles, while Winters was credited 
with 69 stops and one INT. Senior Deon 
Johnson (6-2, 215) will start at the other corner, 
with junior Deollo Anderson (6-0, 200) the new 
man at strong safety. Soph Clarence Thompson 
(6-1, 180), who had two pass thefts a year ago, 
heads the deep zone reserve corps that also in- 
cludes Jean-Agnus Charles (5-11, 190, jr.), Ty 
Noble (5-11, 195, jr.), Clarence Thompson (6-1,

Illinois’ premier offensive weapon will likely 
be fullback Ty Douthard (6-1, 200, so.), who 
last year became the first UI freshman in 49 
years to lead the squad in ground gaining. 
Douthard rushed for 599 yards with seven scor- 
ing trips and also led the Illini in receiving with 
43 catches good for 406 yards and two scores. 
Soph Damien Platt (6-0, 200) is the incumbent at 
the other running back slot where he netted 337 
yards at 6.2 yards a clip with one TD a year ago. 
Senior Kevin Jackson (5-11, 215) and soph 
Rodney Byrd (6-2, 240) are experienced hands 
for relief work, and a trio of incoming freshman 
All-Americans are also expected to make im- 
mediate contributions to the Illini overland ef- 
fort, They are Robert Holcombe (6-0, 195), 
Terence Marable (6-2, 180) and Wilbert Smith 
(5-8, 180), all of whom own glittering schoolboy 
credentials. 

Illinois’ stoppers did a very respectable job 
last season, limiting the opposition to just 309.3 
yards per game, and with the lineup chockful of 
incumbents ready for this year’s action, mark 
down the Illini defense as very tough, indeed! 
Up front, the charge is led by big play men 
Mikki Johnson (6-1, 275, jr.) at nose guard and 
tackle Chad Copher (6-2, 270, sr.), with junior 
Tim McCloud (6-1, 260) the incumbent at the 
other DT post. Johnson had 69 tackles a year 
ago, including 17 stops for negative yardage and 
five sacks, and also recovered three fumbles. 
Copher’s stats show 62 hits, nine stops behind 
enemy lines and three sacks. Soph Paul Marshall 
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(6-3, 255) is a valuable up fornt reservist. 

Illinois’ strongest defensive unit -- and viewed 
by many as perhaps the finest in all of College 
Football in "94 -— is the linebacking contingent 
that features four holdover regulars, all of 
whom are all-star candidates. Senior Dana 
Howard (6-0, 240), an All-American last year 
who was selected as the Big Ten’s defensive 
player of the year, topped the Illini in tackles 
with 123 in ’93, includng five stops for negative 
yardage. All-Big Ten selection John Holecek 
(6-2, 230, sr.) added 101 stops with seven hits for 
minus yardage and two pass pickoffs, while 
junior Kevin Hardy (6-4, 240) added 78 tackles, 
eight stops for minus yardage and two sacks. 
Another All-Big Ten choice, junior Simeon Rice 
(6-2, 245), piled up 15 tackles for minus yardage, 
eight sacks and recovered two fumbles. Junior 
Melvin Roberts (6-0, 220), who's talented 
enough to start on most other teams, is the prin- 
cipal backer backup. 

There are more honors candidates in the Il- 
linois secondary, where senior three-year let- 
termen Rod Boykin (5-10, 190) and Robert 
Crumpton (6-0, 195) return at the corners, 
junior Antwoine Patton (5-11, 205) is the 
holdover free safety and junior Tyrone Wash- 
ington (5-10, 185) is again at charge at strong 
safety. Washington had 80 stops a year ago, in- 
cluding six for negative yardage, while Patton 
included five hits behind enemy lines in his 66 
tackles and added four pass interceptions. 
Another three-year veteran, Scott Turner (5-8, 
180, sr.), plus Mike Russell (6-0, 195, jr.) offer 
quality relief in the deep defense. 

The Illini will again wheel out one of College 
Football’s biggest placekickers, Chris Richard- 
son (6-3, 275, sr.), who a year ago put 60 points 
on the board on the strength of 18 of 19 PAT 
tries and 14 of 20 field goal attempts. He’s also a 
candidate for all-league honors. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Offensively, 
Illinois boasts quality performers and solid 
depth at all the skill positions, which is why 
GAMEPLAN expects this unit to have good 
balance and be more productive than its 1993 
counterpart. But the real strong suit of this team 
is a brutal defense that'll be difficult to pass 
against and virtually impossible to run on. As 
far as we’re concerned, the Fighting Ilini will 
win at least seven or eight games and go bowling 
for the holidays.

He still has a lot of thoroughbreds in 
his stable, especially on the defensive side of the 
ball where the Buckeyes were very nasty to 
enemy running backs last season. But if Cooper 
and his charges are to emulate their 1993 
achievements, they'll have to do so without four 
of their top five running backs and four of their 
Starting O-linemen, And replacing all those 
stalwarts could be easier said than done! 
Having a lot to say about how well Ohio State 
moves the pig will be junior quarterback Bobby 
Hoying (6-4, 225), who in 1993 completed 109 of 
202 passes for 1,570 yards and eight TDs while 
sharing starting duty with the now-graduated 
Bert Powers. Hoying will be supported by his 
baby brother, Tom (6-4, 215), and Stanley 
Jackson (6-1, 190), both of whom redshirted last 
season after earning All-America recognition as 
high school seniors two years ago. 
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Highlighting the Buckeye receiving corps will 
be one of the nation’s very best wide receivers, 
senior split end Joey Galloway (5-10, 180), an 
All-Big Ten selection last year who is touted as a 
Heisman Trophy candidate this time around. 
Galloway carried 47 passes for 946 yards 
(20.1-yard average) and a school record 11 TDs 
last year and averaged 6.4 yards per carry with 
two TD romps. You can expect to see him even 
more involved in the Buckeye offense this 
season. Senior Chris Sanders (6-1, 175) holds 
over at flanker where he grabbed 14 tosses for 
227 yards a year ago. Rounding out the OSU 
wideout contingent are sophs Buster Tillman 
(6-1, 175), Terry Glenn (5-11, 180) and 
Dimitrious Stanley (5-10, 180) plus junior De- 
Wayne Carter (6-2, 190). Junior D.J, Jones (6-4, 
250) is slated to move up to fill the vacancy at 
tight end, with soph Bob Houser (6-4, 230) also 
under consideration. 

The Buckeyes rushed for more than 198 yards 
per game a year ago, but the graduation of stan- 
dout tailback Raymont Harris (1,344 rushing 
yards, 12 TDs) could signal a reduction in pro- 
ductivity this time around. Junior Eddie George 
(6-3, 230), who ran for 223 yards and three 
scores as Harris's backup last season, will take 
over at tailback, with soph Keith Wilkerson (5-9, 
185) assuming the second string role. The 
fullback post is also open, with soph Matt 
Calhoun (6-0, 220) scheduled to get the first op- 
portunity to fill that vacancy, Also being con- 
sidered are redshirt freshman Nicky Sualua 
(5-11, 240) and ex-linebacker Alex Rodriguez 
(6-1, 240, sr.). 

There’s only one holdover from a year ago in 
the Buckeye offensive line, but he’s a dandy — 
junior tackle Korey Stringer (6-6, 310), a two- 
time All-Big Ten choice, a 93 All-American and 
a candidate for the Outland and Lombardi 
trophies this year as the nation’s outstanding 
collegiate lineman, Soph Eric Moss (6-5, 290) 
will likely open at the other tackle, with soph 
Brian Smith (6-6, 285) due to handle the snaps at 
center. Sophs Juan Porter (6-4, 300) and LeShun 
Daniels (6-2, 270) are competing with JUCO 
transfer Jamie Sumner (6-4, 290, jr.) for the two 
guard posts. Ohio State is also bringing in an 
outstanding crop of freshman recruits, all of 
whom earned A-A honors as schoolboys and all 
of whom could be drafted to assist immediately 
on either side of the line of scrimmage. The 
bunch of behemoths includes Winfield Garnett 
(6-6, 330), Dan Gibbons (6-4, 300), Eric 
Gohlstin (6-4, 330), Orlando Pace (6-6, 320) and 
Marcus Spriggs (6-4, 300). How'd you like to 
pick up the training table tab for that group? 

There’s a whole lot of restructuring to be done 
on the defensive side as well, but Coach Cooper 
does have the luxury of two outstanding per- 
formers back on duty at linebacker. All-Big Ten 
selection Lorenzo Styles (6-2, 245, jr.) is a 
Butkus Award candidate operating at middle 
backer where he led last year’s Buckeyes with 
117 stops, including nine hits behind enemy 
lines. Holding forth at one outside backer berth 
again is junior Craig Powell (6-4, 230), a super 
quick (4.5 in the forty) hitter who was OSU’s se- 
cond leading stopper a year ago with 86 hits, in- 
cluding six for negative yardage and four sacks. 
Sophs Greg Bellisari (6-1, 220) and Ryan Miller

(6-2, 220) are first in line to fill the vacancy at the 
third linebacker position. 

OSU’s major losses in the forward wall are 
All-America tackle Dan Wilkinson, last year's 
Big Ten defensive player of the year, and DE 
Jason Simmons, the Buckeyes’ all-time leader in 
sacks and stops for negative yardage. Senior DE 
Randall Brown (6-4, 250) returns to one flank, 
while soph Luke Fickell (6-4, 270) will again 
handle duties at nose guard. Brown had seven 
hits behind enemy lines last year along with two 
sacks and two fumble recoveries. Soph Mike 
Vrabel (6-4, 260) is being counted on to protect 
the flank opposite Brown, while others being 
counted on for D-line contributions are seniors 
Pete Beckman (6-4, 255) and Matt Bonhaus (6-5, 
280) along with soph Matt Finkes (6-2, 240), 
who had four hits for negative yardage and three 
sacks in °93, 

Senior three-year letterman Marlon Kerner 
(5-11, 190) is Ohio State’s lone returnee in the 
secondary and he’ll again be stationed at one 
corner. Soph Tito Paul (5-9, 175), who had two 
pass thefts a year ago, is battling with senior 
three-year vet Ty Howard (6-1, 190) and redshirt 
freshman Shawn Springs (5-11, 180) for the 
other CB designation. Leading contenders for 
the two safety posts are senior Tim Patillo (5-10, 
170), who had three INTs a year ago, junior 
Jason Louis (6-1, 185), sophs Anthony Gwinn 
(6-0, 180) and Rob Kelly (6-2, 195) plus incom- 
ing A-A frosh recruit Che Bryant (6-1, 180), who 
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could make an immediate impact in the Buckeye 
deep zones. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION; Despite tak- 
ing some pretty big hits by graduation, Ohio 
State’s offense will again be well-balanced and 
yery productive. It may not, however, be quite 
as potent as its 1993 counterpart. As for the 
Buckeye defense, a tough front wall and a very 
good linebacking corps should offset what 
figures to be a slightly more vulnerable secon- 
dary. All told, the Buckeyes may not win as 
many games as they did a year ago, but they will 
be one of the teams to beat in the Big Ten 
sweepstakes.

After staggering through a “‘kissing your 
sister'’ season a year ago, the Spartans are look- 
ing to challenge for Big Ten supremacy this 
season. And they could do so -- but only if 
Coach George Perles can find a new quarterback 
and tighten up a leaky secondary, From our yan- 
tage point, it appears Michigan State will be very 
successful in achieving the former objective, but 
the jury is still out on how successful they’ll be in 
accomplishing the latter. 

Coach Perles thinks that both of his new 
signal callers will prove to be achievers of the 
highest order. Battling for control of the offen- 
sive reins will be talented junior Luke Bencie 
(6-3, 210) and All-America JUCO transfer Tony 
Banks (6-6, 220). Bencie is a transfer from 
Florida who was understudy to the now- 
graduated Jim Miller last year, while the strong- 
armed Banks was considered by many to be the 
top QB in last year’s JUCO ranks. The new 
quarterback has major league shoes to fill as 
Miller leaves MSU as the school’s all-time 
percentage leader in passing at 62.6 percent, last 
season nailing 64 percent of his throws for 2,269 
yards and nine scores, 

The Spartans go four deep with letter winners 
at the wideout slots. Holding down the wide 
receiver berth again is junior Napoleon Outlaw 
(5-10, 165, jr.), who corralled 23 throws with 
one scoring grab a year ago. At flanker, senior 
three-year veteran Mill Coleman (5-10, 170) was 
MSU's top pass grabber last season with 48 cat- 
ches good for 671 yards and three TDs. Sophs 
Derrick Mason (5-11, 185) and Nigea Carter 
(6-3, 185) will work in relief of Outlaw and Col- 
eman. At tight end, three-year letterman Bob 
Organ (6-3, 265) is a sure-handed receiver (33 
catches for 306 yards last season) as well as a 
strong blocker. Senior Jay Greene (6-3, 280) will 
also see plenty of game action at TE. 

Despite the graduation of tailback Craig 
Thomas, Michigan State’s ground game will 
again be solid, led by junior Duane Goulbourne 
(5-9, 185), last season’s number one ball toter 
with 973 yards, a 5.0-yard average and eight 
rushing TDs. He’ll get help from Steve “‘Bat- 
man’* Holman (6-0, 220, jr.), who ran for six 
scores last year and totalled 373 yards on the 
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ground. Waiting in the wings for their chances 
to shine are a pair of highly acclaimed 
newcomers, redshirt freshman Antwain Patrick 
(6-0, 190) and Mare Renaud (5-11, 180), an in- 
coming frosh with A-A credentials. Moving up 
to the starting role at fullback will be junior 
Scott Greene (5-11, 220), an excellent blocker 
who rushed for 306 yards and four TDs last 
season and also caught 31 passes with four scor- 
ing receptions. Soph Marvin Wright (6-1, 205) 
will work behind Greene. 

The MSU offensive line could be the finest in 
Coach Perles’ 12 seasons as bossman, and it cer- 
tainly will be one of the biggest, averaging 306 
pounds from tackle to tackle. Seniors Mark Bir- 
chmeier (6-3, 275) at center and tackle Shane 
Hannah (6-5, 325) are candidates for all-league 
and All-America honors, with Brian DeMarco 
(6-7, 320) at tackle and guard Colin Cronin (6-7, 
290) a pair of three-year lettermen returning for 
their senior campaigns. Junior veteran Bob Den- 
ton (6-5, 320) moves up to fill the vacancy at the 
other guard. 

The MSU defense also has a veteran cast to it, 
and they'll be pressing hard to improve on last 
year’s showing that saw the Spartan stoppers 
rank just eighth in the Big Ten, allowing 373.6 
yards per outing. Up front, Juan Hammonds 
(6-3, 245, sr.) holds over at one terminal, with 
senior Aaron Jackson (6-4, 275) and junior 
Yakinj Allen (6-2, 275) the incumbents at the 
tackle posts. Hammonds, a three-year veteran, 
led last year’s Spartans with seven sacks and 14 
tackles for losses, while Jackson also owns three 
MSU letters and a year ago posted four QB traps 
and eight stops behind enemy lines. Junior 
Robert McBride (6-2, 285) and soph Brett 
Organek (6-5, 275) are battling to fill the vacan- 
cy at the other DE spot, while seniors Dale Per- 
son (6-3, 280) and Zeb Jones (6-1, 250) plus soph 
Chris Smith (6-3, 250) provide veteran backup 
support at the tackles. 

MSU’s chief headhunter will be middle 
linebacker Reggie Garnett (6-2, 220, so.), who a 
year ago was selected as the Big Ten's 
“freshman of the year’’ after he posted 89 
tackles and three interceptions. Stationed at 
strong side backer again will be senior three-year 
letterman Matt Christensen (6-4, 240), with 
senior Ricardo Jackson (6-3, 205) and junior 
Terry Harvey (6-2, 230) banging helmets to fill 
the weak side backer slot. Christensen rang up 
66 hits, two sacks, two pass thefts and seven 
stops for negative yardage in ’93. Junior Greg 
Anderson (6-0, 220) and senior Corey Baker 
(6-0, 250) round out a strong linebacker con- 
tingent. 

There’ll be some new faces in the Spartan 
deep zones, where cornerback Stan Callender 
(6-1, 195, sr.) and soph strong safety Aldi Henry 
(5-11, 180) are the lone returning starters. 
Callender, a three-year letter winner, had a pair 
of pass thefts in '93, Junior Demetrice Martin 
(5-9, 180) has the inside track to fill the other 
cornerback position, but he'll have to fight off 
strong challenges from soph Brian Echols (6-2, 
190) and a pair of redshirt freshmen, Dan 
Hackenbracht (6-2, 185) and Octavis Long 
(5-11, 170). At free safety, junior Robert 
Shurelds (6-2, 185) is scheduled to move up to 
the first string this year. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: State’s of- 
fense should prove to be high-powered and well- 
balanced. Either Bencie or Banks will be at the 
throttle of a unit that boasts a very strong block- 
ing corps, a horde of excellent receivers, and 
several outstanding tailbacks. All of which con- 
vinees us that the MSU attack force will be able 
to average over 400 yards and 28 points per

After seeing his Hoosiers win eight games and 
secure a bowl bid on the strength of an outstan- 
ding defensive unit last year, Head Coach Bill 
Mallory knows he’ll really have to earn his salary 
this season because only two starters return on 
that side of the ball. And Mallory doesn’t have 
the necessary horses io replace all of those 
thoroughbreds. 

Coach Mallory does have a resourceful of- 
fense led by heady quarterback John Paci (6-3, 
210, sr.). A year ago, Paci hit 51.6 percent of his 
aerial tries for 1,796 yards and eight touchdowns 
while suffering seven interceptions. He also ran 
for three scores. Paci missed spring drills 
recuperating from shoulder surgery, giving soph 
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Chris Dittoe (6-6, 220) a chance to get some reps 
and solidify his position as the QB backup. 

The Hoosiers will miss Thomas Lewis, who 
opted to pass on his senior year for a chance at 
the pros after catching 55 passes for 1,058 yards 
and seven scores, but senior three-year letterman 
Eddie Baety (5-11, 175) does hold over at split 
end. Baety had 26 catches for 348 yards and one 
TD a year ago, Junior Eric Mathews (6-0, 175), 
who averaged 24 yards on his four catches in 
’93, will take over Lewis’ flanker spot, while red- 
shirt freshman Brian Bruner (6-3, 200) will also 
see plenty of playing time. A couple of redshirt 
frosh, Pat Kerin (6-6, 250) and Ben Klusmeyer 
(6-5, 230), are battling to fill the vacancy at tight 
end, 

Coach Mallory is determined to get more pro- 
ductivity from the running game, which means 
senior Jermaine Chaney’s number will get called 
more often in 94. Chaney (6-1, 200) rushed for 
716 yards and six scores a year ago while reeling 
in a dozen passes. Junior Michael Batts (5-10, 
190) is being challenged by Alex Smith (6-0, 
200), a redshirt freshman with great potential, 
for the tailback assignment behind Chaney. At 
fullback, sophs Darin Ward (6-1, 225) and Steve 
Lee (6-1, 235) will share the duties, 

Three regulars from a year ago are back in 
harness in the Hoosier blocking crew -- honors 
candidate Andrew Greene (6-4, 290, sr.) at 
guard plus tackles Clay Williams (6-6, 305, jr.) 
and Chris Smith (6-4, 280, sr.). Soph Jay Seib 
(6-6, 290) will take over at center, with either 
Tom Lukawski (6-2, 275, so.) or Ghanton Ross 
(6-3, 310, sr.) moving up to the first string at the 
vacant guard post. Michael Mihelic (6-5, 285, 
so.) will be a valuable reservist at guard, while 
senior three-year veteran Tom McKinnon (6-6, 
305) has started in the past at tackle.

Experience on this 
side of the line of scrimmage is in very short sup- 
ply, with only tackle Troy Drake (6-7, 285, sr.) 
and linebacker Alfonzo Thurman (6-1, 230, sr.) 
returning to their starting posts from a year ago. 
Both three-year lettermen, Drake had 52 tackles, 
10 hits for minus yardage and four sacks last 
year, while Thurman has been IU’s leading 
tackler the past two years, in "93 piling up 108 
stops with six hits behind enemy lines, two fum- 
ble recoveries and a pair of pass thefts. 

The combatants for the other defensive tackle 
job are juniors Eli Rasheed (6-4, 285) and Jason 
Kaylor (6-2, 265), while the list of hopefuls to fill 
the vacancies at DE includes juniors Louis Pin- 
nock (6-1, 250), John Hammerstein (6-3, 260) 
and Roger Murray (6-0, 240), Hammerstein is 
the most seasoned of that trio, last year recor- 
ding three sacks and six hits for negative yar- 
dage. 

Senior Trevor Wilmot (6-2, 225) looks to have 
locked up a starting backer job alongside Thur- 
man, with sophs Jamie Baisley (6-2, 225) and 
Matt Surface (6-2, 215) dueling to fill the other 
backer berth. Also in the picture are junior Jon 
Pilch (6-2, 195) and senior Derrick Terrell (6-2, 
225). 

In the deep zones, safety Lance Brown (6-1, 
205, sr.) is a three-year letterman who has part- 
time starting experience from a year ago. Other- 
wise, green is the predominant color of the deep 
defense hopefuls. A pair of walk-ons, soph 
Craig Goode (6-1, 190) and freshman Aaron 
Warnecke (6-1, 195) are battling for the free 
safety job, with juniors Eric Smedley (5-11, 195) 
and Kris Mucci (5-11, 180) along with ex- 
tailback Brett Law (5-10, 190, sr.) bidding to fill 
the two cornerback vacancies. 

Indiana will enjoy the services once more of 
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placekicker Bill Manolopoulas (5-10, 160, so.) 
and punter Jim DiGuilio (6-0, 180, sr.), both of 
whom are honors candidates based on last year’s 
performances. Manolopoulas put 77 points on 
the board on the strength of a perfect 29 of 29 
PATs and 16 of 22 field goal attempts, while 
DiGuilio punted to a 42.6-yard average in °93. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The fairly 
well-balanced Indiana offense didn’t set any 
records last year, and it won’t this year, either, 
but it will be very effective and should average at 
least 350 yards and 24 points per game. Defen- 
sively, however, it’s another story -- the stop 
troops will be respectable, but they won't even 
come close to being as tough as they were last 
season. If Coach Mallory is able to win eight 
games with this squad, he should ask for (if not 
demand!) a raise.

STARTERS RETURNING Offense 8& 
Defense 9 
The youthful Boilermakers acquired a lot of 
painful experience last season which they hope 
will serve them well this time around. And it 
should -- but only if Head Coach Jim Colletto 
can strengthen his defense, especially a porous 
secondary that redefined ‘‘generosity’’ in 1993. 
As for Purdue’s offense, it’s a fairly produc- 
tive unit which is led by the 1-2 quarterback 
punch of junior Rick Trefzger (6-1, 195) and 
senior Matt Pike (6-3, 200). Trefzger south- 
pawed his way to 1,247 aerial yards, a 58.4 per- 
cent completion ration, seven TDs and six in- 
terceptions a year ago. Pike contributed 997 
yards up top with four TD tosses. 
Purdue lost both of last fall’s top receivers to 
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graduation, but there’s a strong contingent of 
experienced returnees to get the job done. 
Leading the pack are senior three-year lettermen 
Terry Samuel (5-10, 175) and Burt Thornton 
(6-3, 190), junior Kirk Olivadotti (5-9, 175) and 
incoming JUCO transfer Craig Allen (6-2, 175, 
jr.). Thornton had 23 catches for 345 yards and 
one score. At tight end, Scott Green (6-3, 245, 
sr.) is a three-year veteran who'll be challenged 
by classmate Charlie Stephens (6-4, 245). 

The Purdue ground game has good first string 
strength, but lacks depth. Last fall’s leading ball 
toter, fullback Mike Alstott (6-0, 240, jr.), is re- 
joined in the starting lineup by tailback Corey 
Rogers (5-11, 205, sr.). Alstott totalled 816 
yards, a 5,3-yard average and 12 TDs overland a 
year ago, adding 30 catches good for two more 
scores. He was Purdue’s offensive MVP and is 
an all-star candidate this time around. Rogers 
contributed 746 yards rushing with four scores 
along with 22 receptions. 

Four of last year’s five regulars return to the 
Purdue blocking crew, including a pair of three- 
year starters in seniors Chris Sedoris (6-3, 285) at 
guard and tackle Ryan Grigson (6-5, 305). 
Senior Alfie Hill (6-3, 300) is the incumbent at 
the other tackle, with lettermen Steve Powell 
(6-4, 265, sr.) and Mike Cardona (6-3, 295, sr.) 
providing experienced backup. Senior Mike 
Szany (6-3, 280) is first in line to fill the vacancy 
at the other guard, with soph Damon Lewis (6-3, 
340) his ‘“‘biggest’’ challenger. In the middle, 
junior Emmett Zitelli (6-2, 280) has earned the 
regular nod at center. 

Over on the defensive side, Purdue needs a 
better effort from its up front gang, a goal that 
could be hampered by a lack of experience and 
depth. At the nose, senior Ben Metzger (6-4, 
265) is a holdover starter who had four stops for 


negative yardage and two sacks last year, while 
soph Darnell Howard (6-3, 255) and junior 
Jayme Washel (6-1, 260) are holdover regulars at 
the defensive tackle slots. Washel led the down 
linemen with 53 tackles a year ago. Three-year 
letterman Eric Gray (6-4, 270) and junior Jon 
Krick (6-1, 275) are the only returning lettermen 
in the trench reserve crew and Purdue doesn’t 
have a letter winner on the roster at the defensive 
end position. 

The strength of the Boilermaker defensive ef- 
fort should be at linebacker where Bart Conley 
(6-3, 220, jr.) and Aaron Hall (6-0, 230, jr.) are 
among the Big Ten’s best inside backers, and 
three-year veteran Romond Batten (6-0, 235, sr.) 
and Joe Hagins (6-0, 205, so.) are solid outside 
backers. Conley led Purdue in tackles a year ago 
with 93, also contributing seven stops for 
negative yardage and two fumble recoveries. 
Hall was number two on the hit list with 85 
stops, adding three sacks and three tackles 
behind enemy lines. Batten had 67 tackles, five 
stops for minus yardage and one interception a 
year ago. Senior Jim Maciag (6-0, 235) and 
junior Bob O’Connor (5-11, 240) are veteran 
reservists at linebacker. 

Coach Colletto concentrated this spring on 
rebuilding his secondary where three-year letter- 
man cornerback John Jackson (5-8, 190, sr.) is 
the only returning regular from a year ago. 
Senior Kevin Nolan (5-9, 160) had three starts at 
the other cornerback post, but there’s a host of 
others looking for that job. They include three- 
year veterans Brian Thurman (5-11, 190, sr.) and 
Chad Buckland (5-10, 200, sr.), junior Ryan 
Phipps (5-9, 185, jr.) and incoming JUCO 
transplant Bobby Owens (5-10, 175, jr.). At free 
safety, letter winner Brian Lohman (6-2, 205, 
sr.) has the first shot at the vacant job.

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The Purdue kicking game is in good shape 
with the return of punter Rob Deignan (6-3, 205, 
jr.) and placekicker Brad Bobich (6-1, 220, jr.). 
Deignan averaged 40.7 yards on 48 punts a year 
ago, while Bobich put 55 points up on Purdue’s 
side of the scoreboard.

Close only counts in horseshoes and hand 
grenades, and the Golden Gophers learned that 
the hard way last season as they lost three games 
by five points or less in the final minute of those 
games! This time around, Head Coach Jim 
Wacker believes his charges will put all such 
close encounters in their win column. For that to 
happen, however, Wacker must strengthen his 
defense while his explosive offense plays with 
greater consistency. 

Minnesota’s potent strike force is led by 
senior quarterbacks Scott Eckers (6-4, 205) and 
Tim Schade (6-5, 230), who shared time in com- 
mand of ‘Air Wacker”’ last year. Eckers tossed 
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for 1,564 yards with 14 TDs and 14 intercep- 
tions, completing 57.8 percent of his passes, 
while Schade’s numbers show 1,648 aerial yards, 
eight scores and 13 INTs. 

The loss of record-setting wideout Omar 
Douglas (60 catches, 880 yards, 11 TDs last year) 
will be difficult to overcome, but Minnesota 
does have a cadre of experienced receivers who’ll 
give it a shot. Leading the way will be flanker 
Lewis Garrison (6-0, 175), a senior letterman 
who had 28 catches for 333 yards and two scores 
last season. At split end, senior Aaron Osterman 
(6-0, 200) had 32 receptions good for 402 yards 
and one TD in ’93, while senior Eric Dalen (6-6, 
225) rang up 14 catches for 181 yards and one 
touchdown from his tight end post. Johnny 
Woodson (6-2, 180, jr.), an incoming JUCO 
transfer, and redshirt freshman Ryan Hubbard 
(6-2, 205) top the wideout reserve crew, while 
Mark Tangen (6-2, 240, so.) will play behind 
Dalen at tight end. The principal competitors to 
fill the vacancy at slotback are junior Tony 
Levine (5-10, 195) and soph Rishon Early (6-1, 
175), both experienced receivers, Levine had 14 
catches for 241 yards, a 17.2-yard average and 
one score a year ago, while Early grabbed 24 
tosses good for 300 yards. 

Minnesota’s top ground gainer from a year 
ago returns in junior running back Chris 
Darkins (6-1, 210), who sat out spring drills 
recuperating from surgery on his wrist. Last 
year, Darkins skipped for 610 yards and four 
TDs while snaring 18 passes good for two more 
scores, Senior Chuck Rios (6-2, 220) made his 
biggest contribution as a receiver, finishing 
number two on the Minnesota charts with 48 
catches for 488 yards and three TDs, A welcome 
addition to the Golden Gopher running back 
contingent is frosh recruit Byron Evans (5-10,

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195), called Minnesota’s finest newcomer in 
years who could be an impact player immediate- 
ly. 

A trio of holdover starters from last year 
populate the Gopher offensive line, led by 
seniors Rick Thome (6-4, 285) at guard and 
tackle David Vertin (6-6, 265). Junior Chris 
Fowles (6-4, 330) is the incumbent at the other 
guard, with junior Todd Jesewitz (6-4, 285) due 
to take over at center and junior Mike Giovinetti 
(6-6, 295) first in line to fill the vacancy at the 
other tackle. Also bidding for playing time in the 
blocking crew are Gann Brooks (6-6, 295, so.), 
Toby Anderson (6-5, 310, jr.), redshirt frosh 
Jeff Baldauf (6-6, 295) and Luke Glime (6-4, 
295) plus senior Pat O’Brien (6-4, 315). 

As noted earlier, Minnesota’s success this 
season could depend on stiffening a defense that 
yielded an unhealthy 417.4 yards per game a 
year ago. Coach Wacker’s forward wall will be 
anchored by senior tackles Doyle Cockrell (6-4, 
275) and Ed Hawthorne (6-2, 315), while senior 
Trevor Walker (6-3, 250) and soph Jerome Davis 
(6-5, 270) are expected to gain starting rights at 
the DE posts. Last year, Hawthorne racked up 
61 tackles, including 11 for negative yardage and 
three sacks, while Cockrell contributed six stops 
behind enemy lines and two QB sacks. Junior 
Ralph Green (6-1, 275) and soph Kevin Holmes 
(6-2, 260) will also be heard from in the defen- 
sive trench. 

Minnesota lost its top two tacklers from last 
fall at linebacker, Andy Veit and Russ Heath, so 
rebuilding that key area is a major concern for 
Coach Wacker. Junior Craig Sauer (6-2, 225) is 
the only starter from a year ago back on duty, 
Sauer having registered 68 tackles last year, in- 
cluding a dozen tackles for losses and three sacks 
to go with a pair of pass thefts. The leading can-

didates to fill the other two backer slots are 
senior Todd Wolkow (6-2, 240) and junior Peter 
Hiestand (6-3, 240), but junior Dan LiSanti (6-1, 
215), a co-regular in *92 who sat out last year’s 
action, is also in the picture. 

Coach Wacker is expecting improved play 
from his secondary as three holdover regulars 
from last fall are back on the job -- cornerbacks 
Juan Hunter (6-0, 170, sr.) and Roderick Nar- 
cisse (6-2, 200, jr.) plus strong safety Justin Con- 
zemius (6-2, 215, jr.). Hunter had 62 tackles and 
four pass pickoffs a year ago, while Conzemius 
registered 68 stops, including three tackles for 
losses and two sacks, plus three INTs, one of 
which he returned for a touchdown. Senior 
Moses Taylor (6-0, 200) is expected to win the 
free safety assignment, but sophs Vincent 
Hypolite (6-1, 210) and Don Williams (6-2, 200) 
are also being considered. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Offensively, 
the aerial-minded Gophers will move the pig on 
anyone they face. And we expect them to move 
it well enough to surpass their 1993 output of 
412 yards and 23 points per game. As for Min- 
nesota’s defense, it was respectable in ’93 and 
will be again in °94, but it will not be a team 
strength.

The Hawkeyes won six games and went 
“bowling”? last year, but you have to believe 
they did it with mirrors after you catch a glimpse 
of their stats. This year, Head Coach Hayden 
Fry may need Merlin the Magician to work those 
mirrors because the Hawks lost talented quarter- 
back Paul Burmeister and a host of hard-nosed 
defenders to graduation. 

There’s a free-for-all going on to determine 
who'll be at the helm of Iowa’s offense in 1994. 
The combatants for the vacant QB post are 
senior Jefferson Bates (6-2, 190) and junior 
Mike Duprey (6-4, 215). Bates is the most ‘‘ex- 
perienced’’ QB on hand for the Hawkeyes, hay- 
ing thrown exactly one pass a year ago. 

The new quarterback will have a solid corps of 
receivers to play catch with, led by returning 
senior starters Harold Jasper (5-10, 170) and 
Anthony Dean (6-0, 175). Jasper was number 
one on the pass catching chart a year ago as he 
pulled down 38 aerials for 641 yards, a 16.9-yard 
average and a pair of scores. Three-year letter- 
man Dean had 29 catches for 408 yards and one 
touchdown. Soph Demo Odems (5-10, 180), 
who had a dozen catches with one touchdown, 
and junior Willie Guy (6-0, 190), who made 10 
catches and also scored once, are also on call at 
wide receiver. The lowa tight ends also saw plen- 
ty of pass catching work, led by junior Scott 
Slutzker (6-5, 235), who had 20 receptions for 
307 yards and two scores. Senior Mark Roussell 
(6-3, 240) and redshirt JUCO A-A Derek Price 


(6-6-0) 
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(6-3, 220) will backstop Slutzker this time out. 
The Iowa running back stable is also well- 
stocked, with senior Ryan Terry (6-0, 205) and 
soph Sedrick Shaw (6-1, 195) to again share the 
tailback assignments. Terry led the Hawkeyes in 
rushing last year with 664 yards good for five 
scores, while Shaw was second with 561 yards 
gained and two TD carries. Terry also reeled in 
18 aerials with two scoring catches, while Shaw 
caught 14 tosses. Redshirt freshman Tavian 
Banks (5-11, 190), who earned high school All- 
America honors, is a strong addition to the 
tailback crew. At fullback, senior Kent Kahl 
(6-2, 220), who had 11 receptions including one 
TD catch last fall in an injury-plagued season, is 
ready to take over the first string post. He'll be 
challenged by soph Rodney Filer (6-2, 220). 


Coach Fry has the luxury of four returning 
regulars in his offensive line, led by honors can- 
didate Matt Purdy (6-2, 285, jr.) at one guard. 
Senior Hal Mady (6-4, 290) is the incumbent at 
the other guard, with junior Casey Wiegmann 
(6-2, 275) and soph Ross Verba (6-4, 265) back 
on duty at center and tackle, respectively. Junior 
Aaron Kooiker (6-5, 285) and senior Brian Mc- 
Cullouch (6-4, 290) are battling to fill the vacan- 
cy at the other tackle, where soph Bill Reardon 
(6-3, 250) and senior Fritz Fequiere (6-4, 285) are 
also bidding for playing time. 

Over on the defensive side, the Hawkeyes lost 
seven of their top nine tacklers from a year ago, 
including two outstanding linebackers and three 
superb big-play linemen. Lack of depth will also 
be a defensive shortcoming for Iowa this season. 
In the forward wall, end Parker Wildeman (6-2, 
270, sr.) and tackle Chris Webb (6-4, 260, jr.) 
are returning regulars and the anchors for the 
four-man setup this season. Wildeman had 107 
tackles last year, including five stops for minus 
yardage and two sacks, while Webb made 63 hits 
with six tackles behind enemy lines and five QB 
sacks. Senior Hausia Fuahala (6-3, 235) is due to 
man the terminal opposite Wildeman, while 
senior Scott Hosier (6-4, 270) will start at defen- 
sive tackle alongside Webb. When Iowa uses a 
five-man front, nose guard duties will be handl- 
ed by senior Jamar Jones (6-3, 260), junior 
Lloyd Bickham (6-3, 275) and frosh recruit 
Chris Zdzienicki (6-2, 290). 


Graduation devastated the second line of 
defense, leaving senior John Hartlieb (6-2, 230) 
and junior Bobby Diaco (6-2, 230) as the only 
backers on the roster with real experience. 
Hartlieb, a three-year letter winner, had 53 
tackles and two pass interceptions a year ago. 
Frosh recruit Vernon Rollins (6-3, 225), and a 
pair of incoming JUCO All-Americans, 
Reynaldo Spalding (6-3, 230) and Scott yon der 
Ahe (6-1, 235), will be heard from at linebacker. 

There’s also some vacancies to be filled in the 
Iowa secondary, where cornerback Damien 
Robinson (6-2, 200, so.) and free safety Bo 
Porter (6-1, 185, sr.) are the only returning 
regulars from a year ago. Both had two pass 
pickoffs in ’93. Senior Jason Henlon (6-2, 200), 
junior Tom Knight (5-11, 180) and soph Billy 
Coats (5-11, 175) are battling to fill the other 
cornerback slot, with junior Chris Jackson (6-2, 
195) challenging Porter at free safety. The con- 
testants to fill the vacancy at strong safety in- 
clude seniors Pat Boone (6-0, 190) and Marcus 
Montgomery (6-2, 220), plus All-America frosh 
recruit Eric Thigpen (6-1, 180). 

Iowa’s punting will again be handled by 
junior Nick Gallery (6-4, 215), whose 41.7-yard 
average last season was the best by a Hawkeye 
since All-American Reggie Roby in 1982. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION; If lowa’s new 
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quarterback is unable to fill Burmeister’s big 
shoes, the offense may find itself sputtering 
because IU’s running game is not strong enough 
to offset any dropoff in aerial production. And 
that could be disastrous since lowa’s defense, 
although anything but a pushover, figures to be 
more yielding than it was a year ago. If Coach 
Fry manages to lead the Hawkeyes to another 
winning record this season (and GAMEPLAN 
sincerely hopes that he does!), he should serious- 
ly consider marketing those mirrors! And we'll 
be first in line to buy one!!

A year ago, the well-coached Wildcats were a 
lot better than their final record would have you 
believe. But that was then and this is now, and 
Northwestern will no longer be led into battle by 
outstanding quarterback Len Williams. Which is 
kinda like saying Christmas will come without 
Santa Claus. And if you don’t get the point, you 
won't get a gift! 

Getting first shot at filling Williams’ very big 
shoes is sophomore Steve Schnur (6-1, 190), who 
completed 20 of 43 passes for 289 yards and two 
TDs as the number one backup to Williams last 


year. Also in the QB picture are the young and 
talented duo of Glenn Winship (6-0, 185, so.) 
and redshirt freshman Chris Hamdorf (6-3, 
190). 

The ’Cats rushed for just 96.8 yards per game 
a year ago, but they do have the good fortune of 
returning last year’s top ball toter, junior 
tailback Dennis Lundy (5-9, 185). Lundy 
scampered for 617 yards with six TDS, and also 
caught 23 aerials for another score. He'll be 
backed up by Chuck Robinson (5-8, 170, jr.), 
with junior three-year letterman Luther Morris 
(6-4, 235) taking over at fullback after serving as 
a co-regular at tight end in ’93, Morris caught 24 
passes for 269 yards and one touchdown last 
season, 

Senior two-year starters Michael Senters (6-1, 
180, sr.) and’ Chris Gamble (6-0, 185) lead a solid 
receiving corps, with soph Dave Beazley (5-9, 
180) also expected to see plenty of action. A year 
ago, Senters had 27 catches for 364 yards and 
two touchdowns, Gamble pulled down 25 tosses 
for 304 yards and one score and Beazley carried 
two of his receptions for Wildcat TDs. Soph 
Shane Graham (6-6, 255), who had 14 receptions 
in "93, holds over as the regular at tight end. 

Injuries forced Coach Gary Barnett to play a 
lot of people in the blocking gang last year, a 
factor that should improve productivity up front 
this time around, The leader of the O-line will be 
junior guard Matt O'Dwyer (6-5, 295), a second 
team All-Big Ten selection a year ago. Junior 
Todd Pawlowski (6-5, 285) is first in line to fill 
the vacancy at the other guard, with soph Ryan 
Padgett (6-3, 280) also in the picture. Junior Rob 
Johnson (6-2, 275) has nailed down the starter’s 
job at center, while Justin Chabot (6-6, 265, so.) 
and Todd Baczek (6-3, 285, sr.) are returning 
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regulars at the tackles. Soph Brian Kardos (6-5, 
280) is the top tackle reserve. 


The Wildcats made a quantum leap on the 
defensive side of the line of scrimmage last year, 
but the “improyed’’ D-squad still allowed the 
opposition 374 yards per game. Continuing that 
improvement is one of Coach Barnett’s primary 
goals this season. In the defensive trenches, 
junior nose guard Bill Koziel (6-1, 265) is a retur- 
ning regular, with junior Nick Walker (5-10, 
265) in reserve. There’s a free-for-all for the star- 
ting rights at the two vacant tackle posts featur- 
ing sophs Larry Curry (6-4, 265) and Joe Reiff 
(6-4, 260) plus redshirt freshmen KeJuan 
DuBose (6-3, 260), Ray Robey (6-4, 270) and 
Matt Rice (6-3, 250). 


Senior Mike Warren (6-5, 250), who had five 
stops for negative yardage in ’93, and junior 
Geoff Shein (6-2, 220) have starting experience 
at outside linebacker, but overall depth at this 
position is a real concern. Redshirt freshman 


Keith Lozowski (6-2, 240) will get a shot at OLB. 
Inside, the competition for the regular jobs in- 
cludes redshirt freshmen Tim Scharf (6-2, 225) 
and Pat Fitzgerald (6-4, 230), along with seniors 
Hugh Wiliams (6-0, 245) and Danny Sutter (6-2, 
235). 


The most stable unit on the ’Cats defense is 
the secondary, where all four regulars return 
from last year’s action, including free safety 
William Bennett (6-1, 195, so.), an all-star can- 
didate who last season wound up second on the 
Northwestern hit list with 116 tackles. Junior 
Korey Singleton (6-1, 210, jr.), who had 69 
tackles including five for minus yardage and two 
sacks, is the incumbent at strong safety, with 
redshirt frosh Lentwan Smith (5-11, 190) ex- 
pected to provide key backup support at both 
safety posts. Junior Rodney Ray (5-11, 185) and 
soph Chris martin (5-9, 175) will again protect 
the corners. Ray a year ago had three intercep- 
tions and 53 tackles, with Martin adding 68 
tackles and one INT. Juniors B.J. Winfield (6-0, 
175) and Dwight Brown (6-0, 180) head the CB 
support group. 

Paul Burton (5-11, 185, so.), who averaged 
nearly 40 yards as a freshman last season, will 
again handle the Northwestern punting. 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Wildcats 
will be competitive in every game they play, 
especially if their offense improves its running 
game and moves the ball with good consistency. 
Defensively, the Cats played better than they 
had in years last season, and they’ll be even bet- 
ter this time around. Because of a very difficult 
schedule, Northwestern won't finish on the plus 
side of .500 this season, but Coach Barnett’s 
charges could conceivably come close.

Were it not for a last-second, two-point loss to 
Boston College, the Fighting Irish would have 
been national champions last season. But that’s 
in the past, and Head Coach Lou Holtz is con- 
cerned with the future as he prepares his charges 
for the upcoming campaign. His biggest con- 
cerns are rebuilding his offensive line and fin- 
ding capable replacements for the six defensive 
stalwarts who were lost to graduation. And 
Holtz knows that he must be successful in both 
endeavors if Notre Dame is to challenge for na- 
tional supremacy in 1994. 

The Fighting Irish offense will be piloted by a 
new quarterback this fall, and that man figures 
to be sensational rookie Ron Powlus (6-4, 220), 
who had won the starting job as a true freshman 
during pre-season workouts last August, but 
then broke his right collarbone in the final scrim- 
mage and was lost for the year. Powlus has all 
the tools to be a great one. Also in the QB pic- 
ture is senior Paul Failla (6-2, 195), who com- 
pleted 19 of 25 passes for 281 yards and three 
touchdowns as a top reserve last season. 

The receiving corps is young but very good 
and is headed by explosive split end Derrick 
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Mayes (6-1, 205, jr.), who last year caught 24 
passes for 512 yards and two scores. Senior 
Michael Miller (5-7, 160), who snared 19 tosses 
for 412 yards and two TDs as a co-regular in ’93, 
takes over at flanker, while the outstanding trio 
of Oscar McBride (6-5, 260, sr.), Pete 
Chryplewicz (6-5, 260, jr.) and Leon Wallace 
(6-3, 275, jr.) will again run 1-2-3 at tight end. 

Notre Dame's offensive strength in °94 is at 
the running back slots -- with senior tailback Lee 
Becton (6-0, 190), who ran for 1,044 yards and 
six scores on 164 carries (a 6.4 average) last fall, 
leading the way. He’ll again be supported by 
super sophomores Randy Kinder (6-1, 200) and 
Robert Farmer (6-1, 210). A year ago, Kinder 
ran for 537 yards and two TDs on just 89 carries 
(a 6.0 average), while Farmer rushed for 168 
yards and scored three times. Senior Ray Zellars 
(5-11, 220), who rambled for 494 yards and five 
touchdowns in *94, returns at fullback, where 
he’s strongly supported by sophomore Mare Ed- 
wards (6-2, 225), who ran for 186 yards and 
eight TDs last season. 

Up front, the offensive interior line welcomes 
back only two starters -- senior guard Mark 
Zataveski (6-6, 300) and fellow senior Ryan 
Leahy (6-4, 290), who started at guard last year 
but will switch to tackle this season. Getting first 
shot at manning Leahy’s old guard post will be 
1993 co-regulars Will Lyell (6-5, 280, jr.) and 
Dusty Zeigler (6-6, 270, jr.), while 1993 three- 
game starter Jeremy Akers (6-5, 290, jr.) will 
take over at center, and the vacant tackle posi- 
tion will be fought for by sophomores Mike 
Doughty (6-8, 285), and seniors Herb Gibson 
(6-5, 310) and Jim Kordas (6-5, 275). 

Defensively, it appears that Notre Dame will 
go with a 3-4-4 alignment this season, with the 
trench being anchored at the flanks by returning 
regulars Brian Hamilton (6-3, 275, sr.) and 
Thomas Knight (6-4, 240, jr.). A year ago, they 
made a combined 68 tackles, including 15 for 
minus yardage. 1993 co-regular Oliver Gibson 
(6-3, 275, sr.) is hunkered down at nose guard, 
where he'll be supported by junior lettermen 
Paul Grasmanis (6-3, 280), While the top 
backups at end are lettermen Germaine Holden 
(6-4, 260, sr.) and Melvin Dansby (6-4, 250, so.). 

The second line of defense is headed by senior 
inside linebacker Justin Goheen (6-2, 230), who 
led the team in tackles (92) last season. The other 
ILB post is being fought for by lettermen Jeremy 
Sample (5-11, 225, sr.), Kinnon Tatum (6-1, 220, 
s0,), Bill Wagasy (6-2, 230, jr.) and Lyron Cob- 
bins (6-2, 235, so.), while the two OLB posts will 
be manned by returning regulars Renaldo Wynn 
(6-3, 255, jr.) and Bert Berry (6-4, 230, so.). The 
primary reserve at OLB is 1993 two-game starter 
Jeremy Nau (6-4, 230, sr.). 

The bellwether of the secondary is All- 
American junior Bobby Taylor (6-3, 205), 
who'll start at free safety in ’94 after starting at 
cornerback in °93. Senior lettermen LeShane 
Saddler (S-11, 195) and Travis Davis (6-0, 195) 
will have at it for starting rights at strong safety, 
while the two cornerback positions will be 
fought for by 1993 two-game starter Brian 
Magee (5-10, 200, jr.) and senior lettermen 
Tracy Graham (5-10, 190), Shawn Wooden 
(5-11, 185) and LaRon Moore (5-9, 195). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Despite the 
loss of QB Kevin McDougal, we expect the

The Tulsa Golden Hurricane deserved a better 
fate than they suffered last season when they 
finished on the down side of .500 despite 
oulgaining their foes by a fairly wide margin. 
This time around, Head Coach Dave Rader’s 
charges may suffer an even worse fate if they 
can’t rebuild their passing game while overcom- 
ing the loss of their top seven defenders. 

Getting first crack at filling the very big shoes 
of graduated quarterback Gus Frerotte are 
sophs Troy DeGar (6-1, 210) and Casey Borin 
(6-1, 210), although Borin sat out spring drills 
with a back injury. Their task is ominous, since 
Frerotte passed for 2,871 yards and 21 TDs a 
year ago. 

Speaking of ominous, who’s gonna fill the 
huge gap left by the graduation of All-America 
flanker Chris Penn, who led the nation a year 
ago as he reeled in 105 passes for 1,578 yards 
and a dozen six-pointers. Junior Michael Ked- 
zior (6-3, 185) is first in line to fill Penn’s old 
spot, while soph Wes Caswell (5-10, 160) will 
move into the split end slot. Kedzior had 31 
receptions for 432 yards and one TD last fall, 
Caswell adding 19 catches for 231 yards and one 
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score. The leading contenders to fill the vacancy 
at tight end are junior Chris Anderson (6-4, 230) 
and soph Nelson Van Waes (6-5, 235). 

Tulsa is also looking for someone to fill the 
shoes of departed tailback Lamont Headd, who 
ran for 969 yards a year ago. That ‘‘someone’’ 
could be soph Solomon White (5-8, 180), who 
netted 239 yards with four scores on the ground 
last year, while also pulling down two touch- 
down aerials, Also looking for the TB assign- 
ment is junior Kenny Gunn (5-11, 180). At 
fullback, three-year letterman Jason Percy (6-2, 
230, sr.) is the incumbent. 

Coach Rader has a good deal of confidence in 
the makeup of his offensive line where junior 
center David Millwee (6-3, 275) is an all-star can- 
didate this time out. Millwee is rejoined in the 
starting lineup by guard Brian Newnam (6-4, 
275, so.) and tackle Doug Pisula (6-4, 275, so.). 


Senior Brian Underwood (6-5, 310) is battling 
three-year letterman Michael Beckner (6-4, 285, 
sr.) for the other guard spot, with Justin 
Heinecke (6-3, 280, sr.) and another three-year 
veteran, Jason Sanders (6-3, 270, sr.), the con- 
tenders to fill the vacancy at tackle. 
Graduation claimed Tulsa’s top seven tacklers 
from a year ago, and rebuilding is also the order 
of the day on the stop side. Up front, tackles 
Lance Sloan (6-3, 265, sr.) and Cory Lax (6-2, 
290, sr.) are returning regulars, but there’ll be 
new faces at the terminals. Battling to fill the DE 
posts are sophs Joe Warren (6-2, 220) and Hank 
Schopfer (6-2, 235) along with junior Sedric 
Clark (6-3, 255), while the reserve crew at DT 
will include juniors Mark Haberfield (6-4, 250) 
and Coco Butler (6-1, 290), as well as soph John 
Lang (6-2 245). 

Graduation claimed all three ’93 regulars 
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from the linebacking contingent, with the most 
likely successors coming from a long list that in- 
cludes senior Floyd Goode (6-1, 225), junior 
John Peters (6-1, 190), and sophomores Mua- 
dianvita Kazadi (6-2, 225), Andrew Bates (6-2, 
220) and Steve Shrader (6-0, 215). Bates played 
at defensive end a year ago, while Goode was a 
regular in ’92 who missed most of last year with 
an ankle injury. 

The leader in the Tulsa deep zones will be 
senior three-year letter winner Mike Haenszel 
(6-3, 200), who rang up 55 tackles and a pair of 
pass thefts from his strong safety position. He'll 
get support from classmate Kelly Houston (5-10, 
190), while soph Jeremy Bunch (6-1, 200) has 
earned the starting nod at free safety. Senior Pat 
Denofrio (5-11, 170) has claimed one of the cor- 
nerback slots, with the other going to JUCO 
transfer Malcolm Williams (5-10, 175, jr.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The loss of 
prolific passer Frerotte and A-A split end Chris 
Penn has created a void that’s too big to fill. 
Which is why we believe that Tulsa’s offense, 
while expected to be very respectable, will not be 
as productive as it was a year ago, especially via 
the aerial lanes. Defensively, Tulsa lost a lot of 
good people to graduation, but we have a hunch 
that this unit is going to be pretty salty. We don’t 
expect the Hurricane to blow away more of their 
foes than they did last season, but it will not sur- 
prise us if they do.

After posting their first winning record in 11 
years, the Bearcats are hungry for more success 
this season. But unless new Head Coach Rick 
Minter can pull a few rabbits out of his hat, the 
Cats are gonna miss a few meals. 

Coach Minter is faced with the monumental 
task of replacing seven starters on defense, as 
well as six starters on the attack side. And such 
losses are not easily overcome. The biggest loss 
on offense is at quarterback, where Lance Harp, 
a three-year regular who pitched for 1,575 yards 
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and nine TDs in "93, has graduated. The most 
“experienced” holdover looking for the job is 
junior Eric Vibberts (6-2, 190), but he made just 
17 throws in ’93 and it’ll be little surprise if 
JUCO transfer Todd Preston (6-2, 195, jr.) 
beats out Vibberts for the number one QB job. 

Pacing the wide receiver crew will be junior 
Sean Stewart (6-0, 185), who ran under 18 tosses 
a year ago for 326 yards (18. 1-yard average) and 
one TD. Soph Anthony Ladd (6-2, 190) will 
make a strong bid for fulltime work after grabb- 
ing 10 aerials for a 17-yard average a year ago. 
Soph Shannon Scarbrough (6-3, 190) saw action 
as a reserve at light end in *93 and is poised to 
take over that spot, but not without a battle 
from junior Jesse Olverson (6-3, 250), a transfer 
from Murray State. 

Last year’s big gun in the rushing game, David 
Small (1,179 yards rushing, 19 TDs), has picked 
up his sheepskin, leaving last year’s reserves to 
assume the running responsibilities. They are 
Craedel Kimbrough (5-11, 185, jr.); who gained 
443 overland yards at 4.8 per pop with four 
scores, and Darrell Harding (6-1, 185, jr.), who 
tan for 359 yards and one TD. Junior Eric Pat- 
terson (6-1, 230) holds over at fullback where 
he’ll get support from Paul Blackwood (6-1, 
220, sr.). 

The veteran tackle combo of Matt Vaupel 
(6-5, 295) and Rick Simmons (6-5, 270), both 
seniors, will lead the blocking crew where three 
of last year’s starters have to be replaced. Vaupel 
is a three-year regular while Simmons has started 
the last two campaigns. Junior Jamie Lemire 
(6-3, 280), a regular at guard last fall, will take 
over the center slot, with the new guard tandem 
to be junior Dan Boslet (6-3, 280) and soph Brad 
Schwing (6-3, 280). Sophs Pat Oakes (6-4, 275) 
and Brian Posey (6-4, 280) will be key backups

Seven starters have departed the Bearcat 
defense, and that’s a big loss since the Cinci 
stoppers were rated 11th in total defense in the 
NCAA last year. To offset those losses and to 
take advantage of the available personnel, 
Coach Minter will switch the defensive align- 
ment from a 3-4 to a 4-3 setup in '94. Along the 
forward wall, sophs Darrius Felder (6-4, 240) 
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and Terry Grooms (6-4, 250) figure to open as 
the flank regulars, taking their spots alongside 
holdover tackle incumbents Ernest Allen (6-4, 
280, sr.) and Dorian Adams (6-3, 245, jr.). A 
season ago, Felder racked up six stops behind 
enemy lines and four sacks, while Allen and 
Adams combined for 15 hits for minus yardage. 
Junior Diron Bolar (6-4, 260) and sophs Rob 
Robinson (6-5, 270) and Will Scott (6-4, 295) 
should also see significant duty in the defensive 
trench. 

The headliner in the linebacking crew is three- 
year regular outside backer Reggie Hudson (6-1, 
205, sr.), who had 84 tackles a year ago, in- 
cluding nine stops for negative yardage, and one 
INT. Junior Ken Fowler (6-3, 205) and seniors 
Muhammed El-Mubarak (6-2, 235) and Jody 
White (5-11, 210) are the combatants to man the 
other two backer posts. 

There’s also a free-for-all under way in the 
Bearcat secondary, although all-star candidate 
Robert Garnett (5-11, 180, sr.) seems a sure bet 
to start at free safety. He had 59 tackles and two 
pass pickoffs in ’93. Junior Mare Stephens (6-1, 
185), who played linebacker a year ago, heads a 
lengthy list for work at cornerback that includes 
soph Chris Hewitt (6-0, 195), senior Reggie 
Grant (6-0, 180) and frosh recruit Eddie Hand- 
some (5-10, 175). Soph Sam Garnes (6-3, 205) is 
battling JUCO import Terell Davis (5-9, 175, jr.) 
for starting rights at strong safety. 

The Bearcats will also have their leading point 
scorer back on board for '94 in the person of 
placement specialist Tom Dallen (5-10, 200, sr.), 
who was accurate on 17 of 22 field goal tries and 
33 of 35 PAT attempts a year ago. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Despite the 
loss of several key performers, the Cincinnati of- 
fense will still be very proficient at moving the 
pig. Especially via the overland routes, where 
this unit will exploit many opportunities created 
by its big, strong blocking corps. Defensively, 
the Bearcats won’t roll over and play dead for 
anybody, but they won't be as good as last 
year’s Cinci stop troops that ranked among the 
very best in the nation. All told, the Cats may 
finish on the plus side of .500 again, but they will 
not equal their 1993 win total, 
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Mid-American 


WESTERN MICHIGAN (7-3-1, 6-1-1 in 
MAC) — The Broncos finished second in the 
Mid-Am the past two years, but there’ll be no 
denying Coach Al Molde’s club a league title in 
1994, WMU returns 45 of 53 lettermen and 18 of 
22 starters, making the Broncos the clear pre- 
season favorite to rule the MAC. 

Junior Jay McDonagh (6-1, 195) is set again at 
quarterback; he set a school pass completion 
percentage record (.615) last season as he drilled 
strikes on 174 of 283 aerials with 16 scoring 
heaves and just four interceptions. Both starting 
wideouts return in Andre Wallace (5-9, 175, sr.) 
and Elan Banks (5-7, 170, sr.), with Larry 
Johnson (6-0, 195, sr.) another veteran on the 
outside. Wallace reeled in 55 passes last season, 
second highest total in WMU history, while 
Banks and Johnson combined for another 56 
grabs. Bronson Trebbi (6-3, 230, sr.) is back at 
tight end, and he added 22 receptions in ’93. 

Rotating tailbacks Jim Vackaro (5-7, 175, so.) 
and Dave Madsen (6-0, 190, sr.) will share that 
spot again this season after they teamed up last 
season for 1,111 rushing yards. Both are also 
sure-handed pass catchers. Splitting fullback 
chores will be Derek Lott (6-0, 235, jr.) and Eric 
Sain (5-10, 230, jr.). Senior Tom Nutten (6-5, 
280), who moves from guard to tackle, leads the 
veteran offensive line, while center Joel 
Frederickson (6-2, 260, sr.), guard Matt Riordan 
(6-2, 270, sr.) and tackle Harry Petaway (6-3, 
305, sr.), a defensive line convert, are others who 
are prominent in the O-line picture. A pair of 
JUCO transfers, Kyle Houck (6-5, 295, jr.) and 
Eric Charles (6-5, 270, jr.), also bear watching. 

The Broncos have what is probably the 
deepest defensive unit in the Mid-Am in terms of 
experience. This group finished second in the 
Jeague last season in total defense, rushing 
defense and scoring yield. In the D-line, All- 
MAC tackle Dion Powell (6-1, 255, jr.) is the an- 
chor, with Matt Sikora (6-5, 255, jr.) at the other 
tackle, and Rich Kaiser (6-5, 220, jr.) and Tony 
Tiefenbach (6-3, 250, sr.) protecting the flanks. 

All-America hopeful Peter Tuffo (6-0, 205, 
sr.) is the stickout at linebacker. Last season, he 
made 131 tackles, including 15 stops for minus 
yardage, and recovered three fumbles. Others 
returning with starting credentials here are 
Rufus Harris (5-11, 210, sr.), Dean Polce (6-0, 
205, jr.), Jon Pryor (6-2, 215, so.), Willis Porter 
(6-2, 210, jr.) and Marvin Reynolds (5-11, 200, 
jr.). The WMU coaching staff will concentrate 
its rebuilding efforts on the secondary, where 
three starters are missing, including all-leaguers 
Pierre Hixon and Steve Hawkins. Lettermen be- 
ing counted on to fill the void back deep are

Vern Brown (5-9, 185, jr.), Robert Forrest (5-10, 
195, jr.), Tristan Moss (5-10, 165, jr.), Marcus 
Wagstaff (5-11, 195, sr.) and Darrell Mitchell 
(5-10, 170, so.), while conyerted running back 
Andy Brasosky (6-0, 195, so.) and JUCO 
transfer Jamual Bohannon (6-2, 190, jr.) will 
also figure in the proceedings. 


BOWLING GREEN (6-3-2, 5-1-2 in MAC) -- 
Coach Gary Blackney has guided the Falcons to 
a banner 27-6-2 mark over the past three years 
and, with 13 starters returning for this season, 
BGSU should again be among the frontrunners 
for Mid-Am title honors. ‘Basically, if we can 
replace three players, all interior linemen, on 
both sides of the ball, we have a real good 
chance to have a good football team,"’ Blackney 
tells GAMEPLAN. 

Back to run the Falcon offense is junior QB 
Ryan Henry (5-11, 195), who last season threw 
strikes on 160 of 325 passes for 2,243 yards with 
14 scoring aerials and just nine interceptions. 
Henry’s favorite target also returns m senior 
flanker Rameir Martin (6-3, 195), who in °93 
carted 56 passes for 876 yards and five TDs. 
Ronnie Redd (30 receptions, seyen scores) 
returns at split end for his senior year, with Ryan 
McElroy (6-1, 215, sr.) and Trevor Stover (6-3, 
225, jr.) battling for the tight end job. 

Top "93 rusher Zeb Jackson has departed, but 
Darius Card (5-11, 225, jr.) returns at fullback. 
Best bet to fill Jackson's tailback shoes is shifty 
sophomore Courtney Davis (5-9, 175), who 
averaged nearly five yards per carry last 
season. The mainstays in the restructured offen- 
sive line will be tackles Chad Bukey (6-3, 250, 
jr.) and Jason Peters (6-5, 295, sr.), along with 
guard Norman Hammoud (6-3, 295, sr.).

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The tempo-setter in a strong Falcon line- 
backing corps is senior All-MAC selection Vince 
Palko (6-1, 225), who made 141 tackles last 
season with 15 stops for minus yardage. Match- 
ed with Palko again in the starting LB con- 
figuration will be Jason Woullard (6-0, 220, jr.), 
runnerup hit man in °93 with 90 tackles, and 
Chace Leal (6-0, 230, sr.). Returning to their 
regular spots in the defensive secondary are 
Steve Rodriguez (6-0, 175, jr.), George Johnson 
(5-10, 185, sr.) and Shane Foster (6-0, 190, sr.), 
while fellow holdovers Steve Ayers (5-7, 185, sr.) 
and Brian Stier (S-11, 180, so.) also started on 
occasion in '93, Johnson picked off three enemy 
passes last season, one of which he returned 55 
yards to paydirt.

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(6-2, 205) and Scott Kruger (6-2, 235) at the ends 
and juniors Jermaine Daniels (6-1, 245) and Der- 
rick Walker (5-10, 250) the tackles. Daniels is a 
potential honors candidate who last season 
made four sacks and 10 tackles for lost yardage. 

Senior Kevin Johnson (5-9, 210), a transfer 
from Butler, heads up the linebacking corps and 
set a BSU record in ’93 with 200 tackles, averag- 
ing a MAC-best 18.5 stops per game.

CENTRAL MICHIGAN (5-6-0, 5-4-0 in 
MAC) -- Herb Deromedi, dean of Mid-Am foot- 
ball skippers with a 110-55-10 record in 16 years 
at CMU, well understands that old pigskin 
adage: ‘Offense fills seats, defense wins 
games.’’ ‘‘We need to re-establish our defensive 
unit,’? comments Deromedi, “‘so that we can 
play the type of football we need to be com- 
petitive.”* 

Speaking of offense, the Chippewas need to 
find a replacement for record-setting quarter- 
back Joe Youngblood with senior Eric Timpf 
(6-0, 190) first in line to take over. In his lone 
start last season, a 48-34 loss to Michigan State, 
Timpf was named MAC player of the week as he 
completed 16 of 26 passes for 214 yards and ran 
for another 147 yards. Graduation struck hard 
at the wide receiving spots, but senior Jerremy 
Dunlap (6-3, 250) is a proven performer back for 
another year of starting duty at tight end after

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nabbing 18 aerials for a 13.7-yard average in "93. 
Vying for the vacancies at wideout are seniors 
Terrance McMillan (6-1, 190) and Andy 
Korytkowski (6-0, 175), who teamed up last 
season for 50 receptions, along with Tim 
Thomas (6-2, 180, jr.), Grant Elmquist (5-10, 
175, jr.) and Jerry Miller (5-10, 170, so.). 

Pacing CMU’s rushing attack will be seniors 
Brian Pruitt (5-10, 205) and Eric Johnson (6-0, 
205), who combined last season for 1,462 
overland yards, but a replacement must be 
found for three-year fullback regular Tim Wo- 
jick. Up front offensively, the Chips have a solid 
nucleus in holdover regulars Chris O’Brien (6-5, 
290, sr.) and Scott Rehberg (6-8, 320, so.) at the 
tackles, guard Matt Nastally (6-1, 290, sr.) and 
center Brock Gutierrez (6-4, 290, sr.) 

The Chips return 25 lettermen and nine 
Starters on the defensive side, but Coach 
Deromedi says, ‘‘It remains to be seen who's 
ready for the challenge. We simply have to pick 
it up from the last two seasons,” 

The three-man defensive line returns intact in 
tackles Randy Danison (6-5, 265) and Dustin 
Preston (6-3, 265) plus nose guard Chad Preston 
(6-3, 260), all seniors. There’s also a bevy of ex- 
perienced backups in this area. 

At linebacker, CMU lost All-MAC standout 
Mike Kyler but again, there’ splenty of seasoned 
personnel on hand, led by senior Odis Jones 
(6-0, 230), second on the "93 tackles list with 100 
stops. Brandon Bruce (6-1, 230, sr.) is another 
returning starter, while Karl Miller (6-3, 230, sr.) 
and sophs Bubba Hester (6-0, 230), Desmond 
Schultz (5-10, 230), Greg Spranger (6-3, 220), 
Shawn Alpers (6-0, 220), Shawn Deer (5-11, 225) 
and Cory Gildersleeve (6-2, 230) all have letter- 
winning experience. In the secondary, Tim 
Banks (5-10, 185, sr.) and Malcolm Thomas 
(5-9, 185, sr.) return at the cornerback spots with 
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Chad Murphy (6-1, 190, jr.) and Quincy Wright 
(6-1, 190, so.) the holdover safety regulars. 
Banks led the ’93 Chips with 105 tackles.

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OHIO U. (4-7-0, 4-5-0 in MAC) -- The Bob- 
cats started last season 0-6, then rebounded to 
win four of their final five games, prompting 
Coach Tom Lichtenberg to look forward to this 
season with a sense of anticipation, ‘‘I think we 
found out how to win and what it takes to win,”’ 
says Lichtenberg. 

Senior Sam Vink (6-2,-180) is firmly in charge 
at the quarterback spot after taking over for the 
departed D.R. Robinson late last year. Vink 
completed 31 of 68 passes with three scoring 
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aerials and the same number of interceptions last 
fall. Missing are last year’s top three pass cat- 
chers (WRs Courtney Burton and Chris Jenkins 
plus tight end Brian Jepson), and filling their 
spots holds the key to a stronger passing attack. 
Lettermen moving in at the wideout positions 
are Casey Gayle (5-9, 175, sr.), who finished tied 
for fourth on the team last season with 15 cat- 
ches, and Jason Goss (5-11, 165, sr.), with 
monogram winner Chris Morgan (6-3, 235, sr.) 
taking over at tight end. 

Missing as well is top ’93 rusher Tim Curtis 
(217 carries, 829 yards), but Lakarlos Townsend 
(5-9, 195, jr.) should capably fill the tailback slot 
after finishing second in ground gaining last 
season with 553 yards. Dewight Pickens (6-2, 
230, sr.) is set once again at fullback. All-star 
tackle candidate Andy Canter (6-6, 285, sr.) is 
the hub in the offensive line, where he'll get let- 
terwinning help from Cliff Korzep (6-8, 285, 
sr.), Scott Jude (6-5, 290, sr.) and David Wendt 
(6-2, 260, sr.). 

The Bobcats are deep with veteran personnel 
on the defensive side, starting in the line where

Redskins played in spurts last season and only 
0-9 Kent State kept them from winding up dead 
last in the Mid-Am. The outlook for this season 
is not particularly bright either, and the tenure 
of Coach Randy Walker may be in jeopardy. 
Walker’s first four squads are a combined 
21-20-3, and that’s hardly acceptable at a school

Off Yds per game 268 357 
where winning grid teams are expected. 

One bit of good news on offense is the healthy 
return of junior quarterback Neil Dougherty 
(6-2, 220), who started last season before going 
down with an injury. Dougherty, completed 27 
of 53 passes with four TD tosses before he was 
shelved. Lanky senior Jeremy Patterson (6-3, 
215) paces the receiving corps after slipping free 
for 30 catches from his flanker spot last season. 
Brian Besse (12 catches, three TDs) is a 
205-pound senior returning at tight end, with 
soph ScottTrostel (5-10, 180) the frontrunner to 
take over for top 93 pass grabber Jim Clement 
at split end. 

Senior Terry Carter (5-8, 190), who shared 
time last season with the departed Derland Mc- 
Cullough at tailback, and hard-blocking 
fullback Skip Tramontana (5-11, 225, sr.) figure 
to be the cornerstones of the Redskin rushing at- 
tack. Carter rambled for 577 yards in °93 to 
finish second on the team. Extensive refurbish- 
ment is needed in Miami's offensive line where 
seniors Jeff Chabot (6-3, 290) and Bobby 
Johnson (6-2, 285) are foremost of the returnees. 
Others on call with varying amounts of ex- 
perience are Mike Sterling (6-3, 265, sr.), Darrell 
Dodson (6-3, 300, so.), Gene Guidry (6-3, 270, 
jr.) and Chad Estes (6-4, 290, sr.). Molding this 
area into a cohesive unit may decide the Red- 
skins’ offensive fate. 

The Redskins return only six starters on the 
defensive side, which could create depth pro- 
blems. Bill Atha (6-3, 265), who last season 
made 80 tackles including nine for minus yar- 
dage, returns for his senior year of regular duty 
in the defensive front wall where Terry Cole 
(6-2, 230, jr.), Kenyon Harper (6-0, 230, so.), 
Mike Sladsky (6-2, 235, sr.), Nick Kamberis 
(5-11, 250, sr.), Scott Clemons (6-2, 260, jr.) and 
Chris Rhodes (6-2, 250, so.) all have letter winn- 
ing knowhow. 

Top *93 hit man Johnnie Williams (6-0, 215, 
jr.), who got in on 169 stops last fall, is a fixture 
at middle linebacker while other letter-winning 
backers on hand are seniors Jason Phillips (6-1, 
235), Mike Jackson (5-11, 210) and Dee Osborne 
(6-2, 200), plus soph Kevin Bond (6-2, 210). The 
Most secure area of the defense figures to be the 
secondary where back at their usual spots are 
David Thomas (6-0, 180, sr.), David Wilson 
(6-0, 175, jr.) and Tremayne Banks (5-10, 180, 
so.). Wilson is an honors candiate who last year 
made 76 tackles and picked off six enemy passes. 


AKRON (5-6-0, 4-4-0 in MAC) -- This will be 
a challenging year for the Zips as they take on all 
nine Mid-Am opponents. What makes that even 
more worrisome for skipper Gerry Faust is the 
Zips must do so minus multi-purpose quarter- 
back Marcel Weems and six defensive starters. 
The good news is that last year’s top three 
rushers and all the key members of the offensive 
line return 


Out to fill the QB slot are junior Matt Kaulig 
(6-2, 200), sophomore Mike Junko (6-1, 195) 
and redshirt freshman Darrell White (6-1, 190). 
Kaulig is the only one with experience and show- 
ed good poise in the ’91 season finale when he 
led the Zips to a win over Cincinnati. Top '93 
pass nabber Kenny Chapman has departed with 
Jeff Blakely (5-10, 180, jr.) and Eddie Alford 
(5-10, 170, so.) moving to the forefront at the 
wide receiver spots. Blakely averaged a mind- 
boggling 30.0 yards on 11 catches in *93. Stepp- 
ing in at the tight end slot will be Jermaine 
Porter (6-3, 250, jr). 

As previously mentioned, the top three 
rushers are back in Symeon Floyd (5-11, 220, 
so,), Darrien Gouch (5-9, 175, sr.) and DeShawn 
Brown (5-11, 195, jr.), who combined last 
season for 995 overland yards with Brown 
averaging a staggering 12.8 yards on 24 carries. 
All-MAC candidates Eric Agosti (6-1, 250, sr.) 
at center and guard Mike Lyons (6-5, 270, jr.) 
are the bulwarks in a veteran-rich offensive line 
which also includes Matt Rose (6-5, 300, sr.), Ed 
Badinghaus (6-5, 270, sr.) and John Thomas 
(6-5, 265, so.). 

The defensive front wall is a different matter. 
Returnees with more than a modicum of know- 
how are Morris Cosey (6-0, 270, jr.), Mack War- 
ren (6-2, 260, so.) and Sam Carter (6-1, 260, 
so.), but after that there’s a steep dropoff 
experience-wise and this could be critical to 
Akron’s defensive fortunes if the youngsters 
here don't rise to the occasion. 

Hard-hitting senior Phil Dunn (6-0, 230) is the 
main honcho at linebacker and has led the Zips 
in tackles the past three years, including 170 
stops last season. Jason Taylor (6-5, 215, so.) 
also has "backer savvy but again, there’s a lack 
of experience in this area, Less concern sur- 
rounds the secondary where Lance Cash (6-2, 
185, sr.) and Ted Draper (5-10, 175, sr.) are 
holdover regulars and converted quarterback 
John Harpring (6-1, 180, so.) is an interesting 
addition.

EASTERN MICHIGAN (4-7-0, 3-5-0 in 
MAC) -- Last season’s Eagles showed vast im- 
provement under then-first year skipper Ron 
Cooper, who took over a team which had gone 
1-10 the previous campaign. EMU hopes to keep 
that upward trend going this season and has a 
solid nucleus of veterans to make that occur. 

Back to run the offense is junior Michael Ar- 
mour (6-0, 200), who last season completed 93 
of 165 passes for 1,208 yards with six scoring 
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tosses and a like number of interceptions. 
Graduation claimed top °93 receiver Anthony 
Cicchelli, but returning at their usual spots will 
be flanker Steve Clay (5-5, 155, jr,), one of the 
nation’s premier kick returners, and tight end 
Ryan Wheatley (6-2, 250, jr.). Converted 
quarterback Dayna Hall (6-3, 185, sr.) and 
former tailback Stephen Whitfield (5-11, 200, 
sr.) will vie for Cicchelli’s old spot at split end. 

EMU's biggest task on offense will be beefing 
up the rushing attack, Holdover tailback regular 
Melvin Green (5-9, 180, jr.) led the '93 ground 
game but with only 488 yards.

TOLEDO (4-7-0, 3-5-0 in MAC) -- The Roc- 
kets are looking to juice up their offense this 
season as they strive to move back up the MAC 
ladder, But it’s on defense where much work 
needs to be done if UT is to show any improve- 
ment in their league status. 

Junior Tim Kubiak (6-2, 200) and sophomore 
Ryan Huzjak (6-2, 190) figure to share quarter- 
backing duties again after combining last season 
for 128 of 278 pass completions, 1,776 aerial 
yards, 13 touchdowns and 14 interceptions. The 
Rockets have a deep and experienced receiving 
corps that features wide receivers Scott Bruns- 
wick (6-2, 195, jr.) and Tyrone Brown (5-11, 
160, sr.) along with tight end Calvin Bransford 
(6-0, 200, sr.). Brunswick paced UT in '93 with 
42 receptions, including five that went for 
scores, while Brown averaged 25,3 yards and 
scored four times on his 11 catches.

punch when it comes to running the football, 
especially now that *93 medical redshirt Casey 
McBeth (5-10, 210, sr.) is ready to ramble once 
more. Two years ago, McBeth picked up 1,037 
yards on the ground but went down with a knee 
injury just three games into the "93 campaign. 
With McBeth out, the Rockets turned to speedy 
soph Wasean Tait (5-8, 165) and he came 
through with a team-leading 680 rushing yards. 
Up front on offense, the building blocks will be 
senior guards Chad Dehn (6-2, 285) and Charlie 
Webb (6-2, 295), along with tackle Kevin Mon- 
tgomery (6-4, 280, jr.) and center Pete Stone 
(6-1, 265, jr.), all of whom started every ’93 
game. 

While the UT offense appears top-heavy with 
veteran performers, its defensive counterpart, 
which last season gave up 270 points or 24.5 per 
game, has only a thin nucleus of experienced 
personnel. In the defensive line, end Bo Reichart

Polkinghorn (6-5, 265, jr.) all have starting ex- 
perience. Riesen, a redshirt freshman last 
season, paced the Rockets with nine tackles for 
lost yardage despite missing four games with an 
injury. 

At linebacker, top 93 hit man Jim Gant is 
missing, leaving juniors Aristotle Wilson (6-0, 
200) and Brent Parkhill (6-3, 235) as the leading 
lights in this area. JUCO transfers Jason Ven- 
nerman (6-5, 230) and Steve Haynes (6-3, 200) 
are being counted on for immediate linebacker 
help, Senior-itis ravaged Toledo's secondary, 
leaving Jamal Belt (5-8, 180, jr.), Craig Dues 
(6-0, 190, so.), Lee Stuck (6-0, 200, so.), Mark 
Herron (6-0, 180, so.), Lawrence Foster (5-9, 
160, so.) and Kevin McKinney (6-1, 195 sr.) as 
the chief aspirants for regular assignments. 


KENT STATE (0-11-0, 0-9-0 in MAC) -- New 
KSU grid skipper Jim Corrigal faces a tough 
first season as the Flashes, fresh off a winless 
campaign, return only !1 starters, including just 
four on the offensive side, 

Taking over at the quarterback spot is lanky 
sophomore Lance Reisland (6-4, 200), who saw 
very limited action last season but has good 
potential. Graduation ravaged KSU’s pass cat- 
ching corps with lettermen Tony Britt (5-10, 165, 
so.) at flanker and tight end Mark Porter (6-3, 
225, jr.) the only experienced holdovers, 

The Flashes are somewhat better off at the 
running back positions with Omar Williams 
(5-10, 195, sr.) and Dennis Robinson (5-10, 180, 
jr.) back in the fold. Williams and Robinson 
combined in '93 for 286 overland yards and will 
see increased workloads this season. Major 
overhaul is needed in the offensive line where 
guard Don White (6-4, 260, so.) and center 
Craig Peeps (6-6, 255, sr.) are the only returnees 
with so much as letter-winning experience. 

The picture gets somewhat brighter on the 


defensive side where KSU has seven starters and 
16 lettermen back, Tackle Matt Jenne (6-5, 250, 
sr.), who missed spring drills with an ankle in- 
jury, will anchor the D-line after recording 65 
tackles, five stops for lost yardage and three 
sacks last season. Helping in the defensive front 
wall will be Mike Barry (6-1, 240, so.), Mike 
Holmes (6-6, 235, sr.), Travis Jennings (6-3, 235, 
sr.) and Steve Szymanowski (6-2, 230, jr.). 

The Flashes have a stellar set of linebackers in 
Rich Yurkiewicz (6-3, 220, jr.), leading ‘93 stop- 
per with 129 tackles including 10 for minus yar- 
dage, and Jon Durkos (6-3, 220, sr.), who sat 
out the second half of last season with a neck in- 
jury but is 100 percent again. Lawrence Brown

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: As usual, the 
Mid-Am will feature a wide-open race for title 
honors and the right to go to the Las Vegas 
Bowl, GAMEPLAN's choice to rule the league 
is Western Michigan, which welcomes back most 
of the key members from a club which went 
7-3-1 overall and 6-1-1 in MAC action. Pressing 
the Broncos for the top spot will be Bowling 
Green, another perennial ‘‘winner’’ on the MAC 
scene which, like Western Michigan, returns a 
number of vital components. Defending league 
kingpin Ball State was hit fairly hard by gradua- 
tion but has the material to slip no lower than 
third on the league ladder, while Central 
Michigan and Ohio round out the first division. 
The CMU Chips slipped a bit last season but 
boast the talent to make more waves in this 
year’s MAC race. Same goes for the Ohio Bob- 
cats, who finished the '93 campaign strong and 
will springboard into the 1994 campaign with a 
heady sense of optimism. Once-mighty Miami 
(O.) has fallen on pretty lean times in the decade 
of the "90s but will play well enough this season 
to at least challenge for first division status. Next 
there’s MAC newcomer Akron and Eastern 
Michigan, both of whom finished under .500 
last season but are looking for brighter days 
ahead. Those *‘days’’ don’t figure to come often 
enough this year for either of them. Bringing up 
the rear in the Mid-Am will be Toledo and Kent 
State, also-rans last season and destined it seems 
to play the same roles in 1994. Toledo should be 
somewhat more enjoyable to watch with its 
wide-open offense, while Kent State has a new 
head coach in Jim Corrigal and has only one 
direction to go after finishing 0-11 last season.

The Hurricanes didn’t close their 1993 season 
on a positive note as Arizona whitewashed them 
in the Fiesta Bowl, Which is why they’re so anx- 
ious for the "94 campaign to kick off. And their 
anxiety should propel this team to loftier heights 
this season — but only if Head Coach Dennis 
Erickson is able to successfully rebuild his secon- 
dary and defensive line. 

Coach Erickson won’t have any worries to ad- 
dress on offense where 10 starters are back on 
this side of the ball. Expected to share starting 
duties at quarterback once more are junior Ryan 
Collins (6-2, 190) and senior Frank Costa (6-4, 
220), each of whom appeared in nine games last 
fall. Collins connected on 60 percent of his aerial 
tries for 1,555 yards and 14 touchdowns against 
11 interceptions, while Costa had five TD tosses 
and five INTs as he passed for 1,324 yards. 

A good mix of veterans and youngsters will 
give Miami another potent receiving corps. In- 
cumbent split end Chris Jones (6-4, 210, sr.) 
pulled down 45 tosses for 700 yards and four 
TDs a year ago, while flanker incumbent A.C. 
Tellison (6-4, 205, sr.) made 26 catches good for 
547 yards, a super 2].l-yard average and five 
scores. Soph Jammi German (6-2, 175), who 
battled injuries all season long, had 16 catches 
with one scoring grab. Tight end chores will be 
shared by junior Syii Tucker (6-6, 240) and 
senior Dietrich Clausell (6-2, 240), who combin- 
ed for 27 catches and a TD apiece a year ago. 
Tucker sat out spring drills recuperating from 
knee surgery. 

Another of Miami’s top pass catchers holds 
over at tailback where Jonathan Harris (5-9, 
165) is back for his senior season. Harris had 38 
receptions in ’93 good for 496 yards and three 
touchdowns, Soph Marcus Wimberly (5-11, 190) 
and JUCO transfer Tony Gaiter (5-9, 160) will 
also see plenty of time at tailback. Coach 
Erickson is still undecided on who’ll be the 
fulltime fullback, with senior Larry Jones (6-0, 
235) and junior James Stewart (6-3, 235) the 
principal candidates. Stewart led Miami in ball 
toting last year with 604 overland yards at 5.8 
per carry and five scores. Jones added 400 yards, 
a 7.0-yard per carry norm and four TDs. Soph 
Danyell Ferguson (6-0, 200) is also available 
after sitting out all of last year with a bum ankle. 

With the exception of first-year starter Alan 
Symonette (6-1, 265, jr.) at one guard, the 
Miami offensive line returns intact from last 
season. Senior Tirrell Greene (6-3, 300) is at the 
other guard, K.C. Jones (6-1, 255, so.) will han- 
die things at center and the tackle tandem again 
will be senior Zev Lumelski (6-7, 300) and Ricky 
Perry (6-7, 310, jr.). The Hurricane reserve

Over on the stop side, Miami yielded just 
255.5 yards per game to enemy attacks a year 
ago, but rebuilding the forward wall is a prime 
concern for Coach Erickson this time around. 
Only junior Warren Sapp (6-3, 300) holds over 
from last year’s up front crew. The All-Big East 
selection had 52 tackles, six hits for negative yar- 
dage and six sacks from his defensive tackle 
spot. Seniors Pat Riley (6-6, 290), who had six 
stops behind enemy lines and five sacks, and 
Dwayne Johnson (6-5, 270) are dueling for the 
other tackle assignment. Soph Kenny Holmes 
(6-4, 260) and senior Baraka Short (6-3, 245) are 
due to take over at the DE posts. Last year, 
Holmes rang up four sacks, four stops for minus 
yardage and one interception. 

Miami’s other defensive concern is in the 
secondary, where senior free safety C.J. 
Richardson (6-1, 205) is the only returning 
regular from a year ago. Richardson had 94 
tackles in "93 along with three pass pickoffs. 
Senior Malcolm Pearson (6-2, 210) is due to 
open at the strong safety post, with soph Earl 
Little 6-1, 180) the first safety off the bench. At 
cornerback, sophs Carlos Jones (5-11, 170) and 
Darin Jones (5-10, 175) plus senior Chad Wilson 
(5-11, 180) are the chief combatants to fill the 
two vacancies, 

Miami’s toughest defensive unit this year will 
be the linebacking crew, headed by All-Big East 
selection Rohan Marley (5-8, 205, jr.) on the 
weak side. Marley had 95 tackles last season, in- 
cluding seven for minus yardage. Senior Corwin 
Francis (6-0, 220) will again be on the strong side 
where he racked up 93 hits, six stops for negative 
yardage and an INT last season, with soph Ray 
Lewis (6-1, 220) stationed again at middle 
backer, Lewis had 76 stops in *93. The ex- 


perienced Miami reserve linebacker legion in- 
cludes Kevin Brinkworth (5-10, 215, jr.), Booker 
Pickett (6-3, 225, so.), Twan Russell (6-2, 200, 
so.) and James Burgess (6-1, 215 so.). 

Special teams play for the Hurricanes will 
again be strong, featuring the placement work of 
junior Dane Prewitt (5-11, 195) and the punting 
of classmate Mike Crissey (5-10, 175). A year 
ago, Prewitt hit 38 of 39 point after attempts 
along with 10 of 14 field goal tries for 68 points, 
while Crissey averaged 39.6 yards per punt. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The ’Canes 
did a lot of damage when on the attack last year 
and they'll be even more proficient in that regard 
this time around, especially if quarterbacks Col- 
lins and Costa play with greater consistency. We 
think they will, and we also think Miami’s 
defense will give ground very grudgingly -- but 
this unit will be a bit more vulnerable in '94 than 
it was in 93, especially against the pass. All told, 
however, we expect the Hurricanes to be heard 
from in a big way this season.

With Virginia Tech’s 9-3 record, a high na- 
tional ranking and a smashing victory over In- 
diana in the Independence Bowl, Frank Beamer 
saw some of his dreams come true in his seventh 
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season as head coach of the Hokies. But unless 
we miss our guess, the best is yet to come for 
Tech, which is why we believe Beamer will be 
dreaming about sugar plums and candy when 
the '94 campaign is history. 

Offensively, Tech boasts a dynamite attack, 
and the helmsman of this high-powered unit is 
senior quarterback Maurice DeShazo (6-1, 200), 
who’s being touted as a Heisman Trophy can- 
didate after his ’93 showing that netted 2,080 
yards up top with 22 TD tosses against seven in- 
terceptions and a 56.1 percent completion rate. 
Soph Jim Druckenmiller (6-5, 225), who pitched 
two TD aerials a year ago, will be DeShazo’s 
understudy. 

Tech’s leader in the receiving crew will be 
senior honors candidate Antonio Freeman (6-1, 
195), who pulled down 32 aerials for 644 yards, 
a 20.l-yard average and nine touchdowns while 
operating at split end last season. Lettermen 
Cornelius White (5-11, 185, so.) and Bryan Still 
(6-0, 170, jr.) are contending for the vacant 
flanker job, while either soph Bryan Jennings 
(6-4, 245) or senior Kevin Martin (6-2, 240) will 
fill the vacancy at tight end. White had 15 cat- 
ches for 211 yards and one score a year ago, 
while Still also made 15 catches good for 260 
yards, a 17.3-yard average and three touch- 
downs. 


The Hokies are loaded at tailback, where 
Dwayne Thomas (5-11, 210, jr.) is the incum- 
bent after rushing for 1,130 yards, a 5.3-yard 
average and 11 touchdowns a year ago.

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try with three scores, moves up to the first string 
fullback job. Senior Mike Hodges (6-0, 230), a 
co-regular in 92, will backstop Edmonds after 
missing all of last year’s action due to thigh 
surgery. 

Up front, Coach Beamer has moved soph Bil- 
ly Conaty (6-3, 295) from tackle to center to take 
over for graduated All-America pivot Jim Pyne. 
That leaves soph Jay Hagood (6-4, 285) and 
junior Mike Bianchin (6-4, 290) the most likely 
combo at the tackle posts, with holdover ’93 
regulars Chris Malone (6-3, 285, jr.) and Da- 
mien McMahon (6-4, 305, sr.) again stationed at 
the guard slots. The Hokie reserve O-line gang 
includes sophs Tim Wade (6-3, 285) and T.J.

All of last year’s regulars return to their star- 
ting positions in the Hokies* four-man defensive 
front -- ends Cornell Brown (6-2, 235, so.) and 
Lawrence Lewis (6-2, 235, jr.) plus tackle J.C. 
Price (6-3, 285, jr.) and Waverly Jackson (6-3, 
290, so.). Brown had 57 tackles, four stops for 
negative yardage, three sacks and 24 QB “‘hur- 
Ties’’ a year ago, while DT Price posted 56 hits, 
nine stops behind enemy lines, four sacks and 23 
hurries. Lewis and Jackson each had three QB 
traps in "93. Juniors Hank Coleman (6-2, 245) 
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and Jeff Holland (6-4, 300) are key D-line 
reserves. 

All-America candidate Ken Brown (6-2, 235, 
sr.) is the headliner in the Tech linebacking con- 
tingent after leading the squad in tackles last 
season with 113 hits, including eight stops 
behind enemy lines and two sacks. Junior 
George DelRicco (6-1, 220) ranked second on 
the Hokie hit list with 103 tackles, including 11 
stops for minus yardage and three sacks. Red- 
shirt freshman Korey Irby (6-0, 200) is the best 
bet to win the other linebacker post, with his 
principal competition coming from soph Vernon 
Dozier (6-2, 205) and senior Andy Miller (6-2, 
235). 

Coach Beamer must replace both of last year’s 
starting cornerbacks, but veterans Torrian Gray 
(6-0, 190, so.) and Antonio Banks (5-10, 195, 
so.) return to their starting posts at ‘‘rover’’ and 
safety, respectively. Each had three pass in- 
terceptions a year ago, Junior William Yar- 
borough (6-0, 170), who stole two enemy aerials 
in '93, and soph Larry Green (5-7, 165) are first 
in line to fill the vacancies at the corners, with 
soph Brandon Semones (6-0, 190) and senior 
Stacy Henley (6-0, 190) also bidding for regular 
work in the deep defense.

(5-9, 180). Juniors Terence Wiggins (5-11, 195) 
and Rob Clifford (6-1, 195) will run 1-2 at free 
safety once more, while senior Eric Shorter 
(5-10, 180) is back at strong safety, where he’s 
supported by junior letterman Keith Kormanik 
(5-11, 195). 


The BC kicking game will be solid with the 
return of punter Jeff Beckley (6- 


1, 185, sr.) and 


placekicker David Gordon (6-0, 180, sr.). A year 
ago, Beckley averaged 40.6 yards on 36 punts, 
while Gordon hit on seven of 11 field goal tries 
and converted 42 of his 43 extra point attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The gradua- 
tion of Foley and Campbell has to result in a 
decrease in production when the Eagles have the 
ball. But it should be a slight decrease since 
Coach Henning has enough offensive talent on 
hand to ensure that BC’s balanced atiack force 
will average at least 450 yards and 28 points per 
game. As for Boston College’s disciplined 
defense, this unit was more than respectable last 
year and will be even better this time around. 
Look for the Eagles to win at least seven or eight 
games while soaring to lofty heights in the Big 
East.

bined for 2,448 yards up top with 20 TD tosses 
against just seven interceptions. The most ex- 
perienced QB on hand is soph Chad Johnston 
(6-3, 200), who a year ago appeared in five 
games, completing 10 of 15 passes with two TD 
aerials. Soph Eric Boykin (6-3, 220), who 
transferred to WVU from Michigan, is also 
highly regarded and will make a strong push for 
the number one signal caller’s job. 

The Mountaineers also lost their top three 
receivers from a year ago, but Coach Nehlen is 
high on veterans like Zach Abraham (6-0, 180, 
sr.) and soph Rahsaan Vanterpool (6-0, 175). 
Abraham had 10 receptions good for 174 yards a 
year ago, while Vanterpool ran under 11 tosses 
for 146 yards and one score. At tight end, the 
top contenders to fill that vacancy are juniors 
Charles Washington (6-5, 255) and Lovett 
Purnell (6-3, 235). 

The strength of the attack will be at running 
back where honors candidate Robert Walker 
(5-11, 195) returns for his junior campaign. 
Walker set WVU records a year ago as he rushed 
214 times for 1,250 yards and 11 TDs, averaging 
a neat 5.8 yards per trip.

challenged by Colorado transfer Kantroy Barber 
(6-3, 245, jr.). 

The Mounties best performer up front is All- 
Big East guard Tom Robsock (6-5, 285, sr.), a 
two-year regular in the WVU blocking crew, 
Junior Derrick Bell (6-2, 265) and senior Pete 
Tirado (6-7, 315) are the leading candidates at 
the other guard. Junior Chris Klick (6-8, 305) 
and senior Calvin Edwards (6-4, 305) have 
started in the past and seem to be in control at 
the tackles, but junior Buddy Hager (6-4, 280) is 
expected to make a strong bid for regular work 
after having been moved over from defense to 
the O-line. In the middle, junior Jay Brooks 
(6-3, 270) is banging helmets with soph Eric 
Dalton (6-3, 270) for the first string berth at 
center. 

Coach Nehlen is excited about the prospects 
for his defense, despite the fact that five starters 
from last year’s excellent stop unit have 
departed. Leading the charge up front again will 
be senior tackle Barry Hawkins (6-4, 285), who 
earned All-Big East designation in '93 as he piled 
up 57 tackles, four hits for negative yardage, five 


sacks and two fumble recoveries. The strongest 
bids for the other DT post will come from 
juniors John Browning (6-5, 265) and Keith 
Morris (6-2, 275), soph Mike Horn (6-5, 295) 
and redshirt freshman Jerry Dillon (6-4, 280). 
Stationed at one flank again will be senior Steve 
Perkins (6-3, 255), who had four stops behind 
enemy lines along with five sacks a year ago. 
Soph Clayton Ellwanger (6-3, 240) is dueling 
with redshirt frosh Henry Slay (6-3, 265) for the 
rights to protect the other flank. 

Veterans Puppy Wright (6-2, 225) and Matt 
Taffoni (6-1, 225), both seniors, will set the pace 
for the linebacking contingent. A year ago, Taf- 
foni had 67 tackles along with three pass 
pickoffs. The remainder of the WVU backer 
brigade includes senior Frank Browning (6-2, 
245), sophs Bo Chatfield (6-3, 225), Canute Cur- 
tis (6-2, 245) and Elige Longino (6-2, 220) plus 
JUCO transfers Bernard Russ (6-1, 220) and 
James Thomas (6-2, 235), 

Senior safety David Mayfield (5-11, 185), a 
three-year regular and second team all-league 
pick in ’93, will be the leader of the deep 
defense. A year ago, Mayfield was credited with 
70 stops and four interceptions, one of which he 
converted into a West Virginia TD. Junior 
Aaron Beasley (6-0, 190) is the incumbent at one 
cornerback slot, and it seems likely that JUCO 
import Eldridge Williams (6-0, 205, jr.) will lock 
up one of the two vacancies in the secondary. 
Others being considered include senior Harold 
Kidd (5-11, 165) and sophomores Mike Logan 
(6-1, 195), Charles Emanuel (6-1, 190) and Vann 
Washington (6-1, 195). 

West Virginia will enjoy the services of one of 
the nation’s finest punters again this season as 
senior Todd Sauerbrun (6-0, 205) tries to match 
last year’s 44.6-yard average. Sauerbrun has 


been the All-Big East punter two years in a row. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: No matter 
how you slice it, the defending Big East cham- 
pions are a little thinner than they were a year 
ago, especially on offense. And that could be 
fatal since West Virginia’s prolific attack was the 
primary reason why this team met with great 
success Inst season. The Mounties won’t equal 
their 1993 win total this year, but they will win at 
least seven or eight games while challenging for 
conference supremacy.

The Syracuse Orangemen couldn’t get it going 
last year as they failed to live up to lofty pre- 
season expectations primarily because of a 
relatively weak running game and a surprisingly 
generous defense. This time around, Head 
Coach Paul Pasqualoni has taken steps to 
resolve both deficiencies, and GAMEPLAN 
believes he'll be successful in both regards. 

Poised to take over at quarterback is senior 
Kevin Mason (6-3, 210), who’s served the last 
three years as backup to graduated standout 
Marvin Graves, who departed as Syracuse’s 
most prolific quarterback ever. Mason has all 
the skills to successfully run the SU option, but 
Graves leaves mighty big shoes to fill. The 
Orange owns.a plethora of outstanding QB pro- 
spects, including incoming frosh All-Americans 
Kevin Johnson (6-1, 175) and Donovan McNabb 
(6-3, 200), redshirt freshman Larry Tyger (6-0, 
215) and Keith Downing (6-2, 190) plus soph 
George McDaniels (6-2, 185). 

Shelby Hill, who broke most of SU’s records 
at wide receiver, is also gone, but the Orange 
believe they have a superstar of the future in 
junior wideout Marvin Harrison (6-0, 175), who 
a year ago carried his 41 receptions for 813 yards 
(a 19.8-yard average) and seven TDs. Also 
available to fill vacancies at the wide receiver 
slots are juniors Will Walker (6-0, 190) and 
Jeyson Wilson (6-1, 210), soph Deon Maddox 
(5-10, 170) and redshirt freshman Jim Turner 
(6-3, 210). Senior Eric Chenoweth (6-3, 235), 
who had 13 catches and averaged 16.5 yards per 
grab in '93, is the incumbent at tight end. Red- 
shirt frosh Roland Williams (6-4, 255) and in- 
coming freshman A-A Kaseem Sinceno (6-5, 
245) should see playing time behind Chenoweth. 

Experience is in short supply at running back, 
where senior three-year veteran Kirby Dar Dar 
(5-9, 185) is scheduled to move into the number 
one tailback post. He finished number two on 
the SU rushing chart last season with 347 yards 
and one TD along with 14 catches good for 
another score. Others in the running back pic- 
ture are Malcolm Thomas (5-7, 190, so.), red- 
shirt frosh Tebucky Jones (6-1, 200), senior Roy 
Willis (5-10, 210) and soph Edmund Robinson 
(5-10, 225), all of whom had a combined total of 
just 19 carries last season. 

A trio of holdovers from a year ago will an- 
chor the offensive line - Dave Wohlabaugh (64, 
285, sr.), who moves from guard to center; 
guard Cy Ellsworth (6-3, 285, jr.) and tackle 
Melvin Tuten (6-6, 305, sr.). Soph John 
Michaelidis (6-3, 320) is due to move into the 
vacancy at the other guard, while Harvey Penny- 
packer (6-3, 275, so.) is the top reserve at the 
pivot. The battle for the other tackle position is 
wide open, but the two most likely to succeed are 
junior Jim Ledger (6-4, 285) and incoming 
JUCO transfer Dan Olivis (6-4, 330). Also in the 
battle are Shelton Prescott (6-4, 335, so.), frosh 
recruit Scott Kiernan (6-4, 310) and redshirt

freshman Brad Patkochis (6-4, 275). 

On the other side of the line of scrimmage, the 
Orange will rebuild up front where defensive 
tackle Wilky Bazile (6-3, 280, sr.) is the only 
returnee from a year ago. Senior Ed Hobson 
(6-1, 290) looks to be the successor at nose 
guard, while the combatants to fill the other 
tackle slot include juniors Dave Rebar (6-2, 240), 
Emile Palmer (6-3, 330) and Briant Tarrant (6-3, 
265), sophs Antonio Anderson (6-6, 290), Andre 
Smith (6-4, 260) and Joe Wright (6-0, 235) plus 
JC transfer Mike Butler (6-4, 275, jr.). 

The big news in the SU linebacking crew is the 
potential return of standout Dan Conley, who 
has been out of action the last two seasons with 
knee injuries and has just been granted a sixth 
season of eligibility. Conley, however, has still 
not tested his rehabilitated knee under battle 
conditions. Otherwise, sophs Scott Freeney (6-2, 
250) and Dana Cottrell (6-3, 235) are incumbents 
at outside linebacker, but it’s fair to say that all 
the backer berths are up for grabs. Other can- 
didates on the outside are redshirt freshmen 
Dulayne Morgan (6-3, 240) and Jason Walters 
(6-3, 245) plus junior Chris Marques (6-2, 235), 
while inside backer hopefuls include sophs Greg 
Shaw (6-2, 215) and Nate Helmsley (6-0, 215), 
who had 64 and 81 tackles, respectively, last 
year, soph George Meyers (6-3, 260) and redshirt 
freshman Antwaune Ponds (6-1, 220). 

The secondary loses two starters but solid per- 
formers cornerback Bryce Bevill (5-9, 190) and 
free safety Tony Jones (6-4, 200) return for their 
senior seasons. Bevill had 57 hits and one INT a 
year ago, while Jones, a three-year letterman, 
had three pass thefts. Soph Kevin Abrams (5-8, 
160) is battling senior Chris Bryant (6-1, 195) for 
the right to protect the other corner, while soph 
Mike Brown (6-2, 210), junior Darrell Parker 
(5-8, 180) and senior three-year vet Karlos 
Jackson (6-1, 185) are all in the running to fill 
the strong safety slot. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Orange- 
men may struggle early on this season, especially 
on offense while their new quarterback gets his 
feet wet, but this team could surprise a few peo- 
ple. Coach ‘‘P’’ has a lot of talent gracing his 
1994 roster, and we expect that will be reflected 


in a more balanced offense and a defense that 
should be stingier than it was a year ago. 
Hopefully, this will be a happier campaign for 
all the disturbed participants in Tisdell & 
Moore’s sordid tailgate affairs.

The Scarlet Knights closed their '93 campaign 
in negative fashion as they lost their last five 
games to finish with their worst record in several 
years. And the loss of 12 starters, including 
bombs-away quarterback Bryan Fortay, would 
seem to indicate that all will not be well for 
Rutgers in 1994. But all is not always as it seems, 
and that could (if not should!) be the case with 
the Knights this season. 

Assuming full-time command of Rutgers’ of- 
fense will be junior quarterback Ray Lucas (6-3, 
210), who hit on 109 of 188 passes for 1,011 
yards and seven touchdowns while sharing star- 
ting assignments with Fortay last fall. Lucas also 
ran for 220 yards and five TDs in ’93. Expected 
to emerge as his top backup is redshirted JUCO 
transfer Robert Higgins (6-3, 200, jr.), a very 
good option QB with a cannon for an arm. 

Graduation claimed last year’s top three pass 
catchers, including Chris Brantley (56 recep- 
tions, seven TDs), with junior Eddie Walker 
(5-8, 165) and soph Reggie Funderburk (5-11, 
175) the most experienced wide receivers on the 
roster. Walker had a dozen catches with three 
scoring grabs a year ago. JUCO import 
Jonathan Gibbs (6-2, 190, jr.) and redshirt 
freshman Steve Harper (5-10, 160) are being 
counted on to bolster a thin WR contingent. 
Junior Marco Battaglia (6-3, 240) is a depen-

dable target at tight end where he snatched 27 
passes for 329 yards and one score in "93. 

There’s no shortage of talent at running back, 
with junior Bruce Presley (5-10, 215) and soph 
Terrell Willis (6-0, 200) back in harness. That 
dynamic duo led Rutgers to 235.3 yards per 
game overland a year ago, Willis leading the 
Knights in ball toting with 1,261 yards, a 
6.5-yard average and 13 TDs as he earned Big 
East ‘‘rookie of the year” honors, Presley, who 
was accorded the same honor in ’92, ran for 741 
yards, a 5.9-yard average and four touchdowns 
while catching 16 tosses. Senior Wes Bridges 
(6-1, 225) will handle chores fulltime this year at 
fullback. 

Coach Doug Graber will restructure his block- 
ing crew around senior tackle Ken Dammann 
(6-5, 285), who is starting for his fourth year, 
and incumbent senior center John Bleich (6-2, 
280). Junior Chris Kennedy (6-4, 285) is the 
most likely candidate to win the other tackle 
berth, but juniors Michael Theokas (6-7, 305) 
and Robert Barr (6-5, 300) plus A-A frosh 
recruit Pete Donnelly (6-3, 300) will also make 
strong bids. The competition to fill the vacancies 
at guard is wide open, the combatants including 
sophs John Komar (6-4, 285), Mike Craig (6-5, 
310) and T.J. Spizzo (6-4, 290), juniors Pat Gor- 
man (6-1, 280) and Matt Fleming (6-1, 280) plus 
JUCO import Matt Brown (6-2, 320). 

The Rutgers defense will have a new look this 
season as the Scarlet Knights realign to a 4-3-4 
setup. Senior Bob Sneathen (6-1, 230), who led 
the Knights with eight tackles for losses and six 
QB sacks a year ago when he operated from an 
outside linebacker post, will be stationed this 
season at defensive end. Junior Rudy Smith 
(6-5, 240), who sat out last year after transferr- 
ing, and senior Shane Spells (6-2, 240) are the 
leading candidates to fill the vacancy at the other 
terminal. The defensive tackle tandem will be 


senior three-year letterman Keif Bryant (6-4, 
270) and soph Rashod Swinger (6-3, 290), who 
had five hits behind enemy lines a year ago, 
Soph Ron Keller (6-4, 260) and junior Jim 
Guarnera (6-5, 265) will serve as DT reserves. 

Soph Rusty Swartz (6-2, 230), who missed 
seven games last fall due to an injury suffered in 
a motorcycle accident, has earned one starting 
linebacker berth. Soph Brian Sheridan (6-1, 215) 
has a leg up on one of the other LB posts, with 
either junior Bruce Spaulding (6-1, 245), senior 
Alcides Catanho (6-4, 230) or JC transfer 
Rashaan Giddings (6-1, 230) to be the third 
backer in the new setup. 

Injuries beat up the Rutgers secondary a year 
ago, but as a result a lot of players earned 
valuable experience. Sophs Michael Roberts 
(5-10, 170) and Mike Fullman (5-8, 165) are the 
incumbents at cornerback, but seniors Keith 
Price (5-7, 180) and Curtis Tribbitt (6-0, 170) are 
determined to give them all they can handle in 
their bids for regular work. Junior Mark 
Washington (5-9, 190) has a lock on the strong 
safety post, with redshirt freshmen Norris 
Crawford (5-10, 180) and Varnell Johnson (5-10, 
170) being considered to fill the vacancy at free 
safety, 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: We have a 
strong feeling that the Knights will unhorse a lot 
of people this season. Their well-balanced of- 
fense appears capable of averaging 400 yards 
and 30 points per game, and their retooled 
defense should be stingier than last year’s 
generous bunch that often masqueraded as a 
big, fat, sitting duck! If the Scarlet Knights 
don’t forge a winning record this season, they’re 
at least gonna come real close!

perienced wideout, last year having caught 24 
tosses for 346 yards and one TD. Also on tap are 
soph Curtis Anderson (6-1, 190), junior Jay 
Jones (5-9, 175) and senior Chad Askew (6-4, 
205). Junior Raymond Belvin (6-3, 240) is the in- 
cumbent at tight end, but his job is hardly secure 
with the likes of juniors Chad Skrocki (6-4, 225) 
and Tony Reardon (6-3, 245) plus soph Allan 
Katsock (6-4, 240) breathing down his neck. 

No one’s gonna be breathing down tailback 
Curtis Martin’s neck because they can’t catch 
him! Last year, Martin (6-0, 200, sr.) became 
Pitt’s first 1,000-yard rusher since *89, totalling 
1,075 yards on the ground with seven TDs. His 
All-Big East season also included a team-best 33 
catches with one scoring grab. He’ll again be 
backed up by soph Billy West (5-10, 195), who 
gained 244 yards with seven scoring runs a year 
ago, and junior Tim Colicchio (5-10, 200). At 
fullback, seniors Chad Dukes (6-1, 215) and 
Maurice Washington (5-9, 225) split time a year 
ago and probably will do so again this time 
around. 

The anchors in the Pitt offensive line will 
again be center Lawson Mollica (6-4, 275), a 
three-year starter, and tackle Reuben Brown 
(6-3, 305), who was a second team All-Big East 
choice a year ago. Senior Matt Bloom (6-6, 320) 
is back at the other tackle, with junior Rick Car- 
dinali (6-5, 270) offering experienced relief. 
Junior Brian Curran (6-5, 275) and soph Tim 
Glass (6-3, 280) are first in line to fill the vacan- 
cies at guard, but soph Jon Marzoch (6-3, 265) is 
also in the picture. 

Over on the stop side, Pittsburgh didn’t do 
much “‘stopping’’ a year ago, allowing the op- 
position to roll up more than 474 yards per game 
in total offense. The return of 10 starters, 
however, forecasts well for this year’s defensive 
effort. Up front, junior Zatiti Moody (6-2, 235)

Halapin had a team-best seven stops for 
minus yardage a year ago. The D-line reserve 
contingent includes Notre Dame transfer Tyler 
Young (6-4, 265), Eric Johnson (6-2, 265) and 
redshirt freshman Jason Soboleski (6-4, 255) at 
the ends, with Matt Hosilyk (6-4, 275, jr.), Tim 
Robbins (6-5, 265, so.) and JUCO transfer Jeff 
Traversy (6-5, 265, jr.) ready to work in relief at 
the tackle slots. 

Pitt's number one headhunter from a year 
ago, junior Tom Tumulty (6-4, 240), is back at 
his middle linebacker post where he made 114 
tackles with five stops for minus yardage and 
three sacks in an All-Big East season in ’93. 
Returning to the outside backer berths are senior 
Gerald Simpson (6-3, 215) and junior Jon Mc- 
Cray (6-2, 210). McCray was second to Tumulty 
in tackles with 100 last fall, while Simpson con- 
tributed 65 hits. Senior three-year letterman 
Hayes Clark (6-2, 220) and juniors Dell 
Seagraves (6-3, 240) and Jason Chavis (6-2, 245) 
head up the backup backer brigade. 

Penn State transfer Ricky Rowe (6-2, 200, jr.) 
is slated to be the new Pitt free safety, but other- 
wise, all of last fall’s starters are back in harness 
— cornerbacks Maurice Williams (5-11, 185, sr.) 
and Denorse Mosley (6-1, 175, so.) plus strong 
safety Jim Williams (5-11, 185, so.). Junior 
David Sumner (6-2, 200), who had 71 tackles last 
year, heads the deep defense support group that 
also includes senior three-year letterman Derrick 
Parker (5-8, 170) and incoming JUCO 
transplants E.C. Varoutsos (6-1, 180, jr.), Daryl 
Cash (6-0, 185, jr.) and Thad Culpepper (5-9,

Temple’s big loss in the blocking crew is All-

son is counting on a large contingent of 
sophomores to take up the slack. John Summer- 
day (6-2, 285, jr.) is again at center, with sophs 
Andrew Peterson (6-6, 320), Ed Bowen (6-2,

man the guard spots.’ Senior Ty Johnson (6-1, 
240), who played last year as a defensive tackle, 
is also in the picture at guard.

Repeating this year, however, won’t 
be easy because graduation hit the Quakers very 
hard. 

There's some huge shoes to fill at quarterback 
with the departure of record-setter Jimmy 
McGeehan, Penn’s career passing leader, career 
touchdown leader and career total offense 
leader. Trying to fill that void will be two skilled 
but inexperienced aspirants, sophomore Steve 
Teodecki (6-1, 185) and redshirt freshman Mark 
DeRosa (6-1, 180). 

The receiving corps features explosive junior 
split end Miles Macik (6-3, 190), who set a Penn 
record in "93 with 72 catches and was Ivy League 
Rookie-of-the-Year. Moving in at the flanker 
position will be Mark Fabish (5-10, 170, so.), 
with Warren Rosborough (6-6, 250, sr.) taking 
over at tight end. Senior Brian Higgins (6-1, 220) 
is set to go again at the U-back position after 
snaring 14 passes in just four games in '93 before 
going down with a foot injury. 

The Quakers have another All-Ivy performer

Senior Patt Goodwillie (6-2, 230) returns to 
key the linebacking corps after getting in on a 
team-high 106 tackles in 93. He added four 
sacks and had a 57-yard fumble return for a 
touchdown to spark a win over Yale. Helping 
the "backer cause will be senior Kevin DeLuca 
(6-3, 210) and sohpomore Eric Burnquist (5-11, 
215).

who had five interceptions in *93 to lead the 
Quakers. He’ll get battle-tested help back deep 
from Kevin Allen (5-10, 180, jr.), Sheldon 
Philip-Guide (6-0, 205, sr.), Nick Morris (6-2, 
215, sr.), Michael Cerullo (5-10, 180, sr.) and 
Dana Lyons (5-11, 170, jr.). 


DARTMOUTH (7-3-0, 6-1-0 in Ivy) -- The 
Big Green failed to win what would have been 
their fourth consecutive Ivy League title last 
season, and Coach John Lyons feels his team 
may have learned a valuable lesson. ‘I think we 
might have taken it for granted last year that we 
were going to win (the championship) again,” 
says Lyons, ‘Now that we got knocked off, our 
whole focus is going to be on getting back to the 
top. Our seniors know that it’s their last go 
around, and they'll get this team to work very 
hard,” 

The single biggest chore on the offensive side, 
and it’s a big one, is uncovering a replacement at 
quarterback for three-year starter Jay Fiedler, 
who set a passle of school and league records 
during his banner career. In line for a crack at 
the signal calling assignment are Ryan Nally 
(6-5, 205, sr.), Ren Riley (6-3, 215, jr.) and Jon 
Aljancic (6-1, 185, so.). Their varsity experience 
ranges from slim to none, and Dartmouth has to 
hope one can step up and fill the huge QB void 
or else the offense will suffer. 

Graduation carried off All-Ivy wide receiver 
John Hyland, who set school records last season 
for catches (62) and receiving yardage (1,076), 
but seniors David Shearer (41 grabs, 627 yards, 
five TDs) and Andre Grant (31 catches) return 
on the outside. Senior Damon Jones (6-2, 230) 
and junior Abe Rife (6-3, 220) will share tight 
end duties once more. 

Rugged junior Pete Oberle (6-0, 210) will 
again pace the ground game after crashing for 
660 yards and seven overland scores in 93. 
Senior letterman Ken Gordon (5-7, 185) seems 
the logical choice to take over at the other runn- 
ing back spot. Repair work is needed in the of- 
fensive line where among the departed is All-Ivy 
tackle Andy McDonald. Holdovers up front 
with varying amounts of experience are seniors 
Jon Bajus (6-2, 255), Crhis O’Grady (6-3, 250), 
Gerry Murphy (6-5, 260) and Kevin Herlihy (6-3, 
280), along with junior Keith Miles (6-3, 250) 
and sophomore Tom Macejko (6-3, 230). 

Graduation did Dartmouth no favors on the 
defensive side, either, and rebuilding this unit is 
vital to the Big Green’s hopes to climb back to 
the top of the Ancient Eight. In the depleted

front wall, the best of the returnees appear to be 
senior Zack Lehman (6-2, 250), who played well 
last season as the starting nose guard, seniors 
Mark Hunter (6-3, 230) and Ben Murphy (6-3, 
265), and juniors Tom Varney (6-2, 230) and 
Jeff English (6-1, 220). 

“The strength of our defense is at the line- 
backer positions,’’ comments Coach Lyons, 
citing first senior co-captains Josh Bloom (6-0, 
220) and Hunter Buckner (6-2, 215). Bloom has 
led Dartmouth in tackles the past two years, in- 
cluding 126 total stops last season. Two others 
slated for extensive LB duty are J.W. Beard 
(5-11, 215, sr.) and Trent Lent (6-2, 230, jr,). A 
different story altogether is the secondary where 
the lone holdover regular is cornerback Brian 
White (6-0, 180, sr.), the son of former basket- 
ball star Jo Jo White. Looking to fill the vacan- 
cies here are seniors Adam Scheier (5-10, 190) 
and Chris Boran (6-0, 195), juniors Pat Orie 
(6-0, 175) and Jamie Whitticom (6-0, 190), and 
sophomore Mike Harriff (5-10, 175). 


PRINCETON (8-2-0, 5-2-0 in Ivy) — The 
Tigers will have to go it this season without two- 
time Division I-AA All-America RB Keith Elias, 
but that’s only the start of Coach Steve Tosches’ 
concerns. Also departed are 15 other ‘93 
regulars, prompting Tosches to comment, *‘we 
have a tremendous amount of voids to fill this 
year.”’ 

Beginning at quarterback where Joel Foote is 
gone, leaving '93 backups Brett Hucklebridge 
(6-2, 195, sr.) and Brock Harvey (6-0, 180, jr.) to 
haggle over the starting job, Far more secure is a 
pass catching corps which welcomes back the 
top four wide receivers and two experienced 
tight ends. Senior wideout Mare Ross (5-9, 170) 
led the '93 Tigers with 29 catches for a 20.2 yard 
average, while WR sidekick Dave Scoggin (5-9, 
160) hauled in 20 aerials for a 17.1 average. At 
tight end, seniors Howdie Goodwin (6-3, 230) 
and Richmond Moore (6-3, 230) saw extensive 
93 duty and should compensate for the loss of 
starter Colin Nance. 

Not only did the Tigers lose Elias, who 
departed with four Division 1-AA and 2! school 
records, they also lost three-year starting 
fullback Peter Bailey. Looking to pick up the 
slack in the ground game are seniors C.J. 
Brucato (5-11, 205) and Bill Jordan (5-7, 180), 
who had respective rushing averages of 4.6 and 
5.1 yards in 93 as the primary backups. All-Ivy 
stalwart Carl Teter (6-6, 305, sr.) is the offensive 
line bulwark at tackle, with Carter Westfall (6-5, 
265, jr.) back at one guard spot and John Nied 
(6-3, 255, jr.) returning at center, Others figur- 
ing prominently in the O-line picture are juniors 
Josiah Foster (6-6, 310), Brad Pawlowski (6-5, 
280) and Rich Manzo (6-3, 230) along with 
senior Ian Lombard (6-2, 260), the latter of 
whom earned second team all-league honors in 
1992, then sat out last season. 

Graduation ripped huge holes in Princeton's 
defensive line, claiming All-Ivy DTs Reggie Har- 
ris and Jim Renna plus second team all-league 
DE Nick Brophy. Experienced holdovers up 
front include seniors Scott Matchett (6-1, 220), 
Michael Carr (6-1, 270) and Matt Shilling (6-3, 
235) plus juniors Matt Gemma (6-1, 250) and 
Brian Groody (6-3, 250). How well this area 
shapes up is vital to the Tiger defense since the 
rest of the stop unit seems solid enough. 

Junior Dave Patterson (6-0, 210) is an all-star 
hopeful at linebacker who led the ‘93 Tiger 
defense with 93 total tackles, including six for 
minus yardage. Moving up at LB after serving 
apprenticeships last season are seniors Mike 
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Reilly (6-1, 210) and Rob Hamilton (6-3, 210) as 
well as junior Greg Giannakopulos (6-0, 210), 
while Ryan Moore (6-3, 210) has converted from 
DE and well also battle for playing time. Surely

anytime in my tenture here.’” 

One player the Big Red won’t have back, 
however, is three-year quarterback regular Bill 
Lazor. Battling to take over as offensive field 
general will be seniors Per Larson (6-1, 185) and 
Don Harrison (6-3, 205) along with junior Adam 
Metwall (6-2, 200).

YALE (3-7-0, 2-5-0 in Ivy) -- Carm Cozza, the 
dean of grid skippers in the Ancient Eight who 
enters his 30th year at the Eli helm, has not par- 
ticularly enjoyed the past few seasons. This year 
may not be much of an improvement for Yale, 
either, since graduation hit hard on both offense 
and defense, 

Vying for the vacant quarterback spot will be 
Chris Hetherington (6-3, 223, jr.), who was star- 
ting in ’93 before going down with an injury, 
and Kevin Mayer (5-11, 195, jr.). Mayer is rated 
the better passer of the duo, but Hetherington is 
a stronger runner and the better overall athlete. 
Top '93 pass catcher Dave Iwan, who set a 
school record last season for receiving yardage, 
is missing, at split end, with his younger brother, 
Dan Iwan (5-10, 175), expected to fill that posi- 
tion after he hauled 16 aerials for a 15.2 yard 
average and two scores in ’93, Certain to help at 
wide receiver is Dave Feuerstein (6-1, 195, sr.),

Missing al quarterback is three-year regular 
Mike Giardi, who closed his career ranked at or 
near the top of the school charts in passing yar- 
dage, total offense and scoring.

Kinney joins a linebacking corps which sees 
the return of °93 starter Brian Borg (6-2, 215, 
jr.), while fellow junior Justin Frantz (6-2, 215) 
and seniors Zack Knight (6-0, 215) and Jason 
LaDuke (6-0, 215) all have letterwinning ex- 
perience here.

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Across the 
board, graduation dealt harshly with last year's 
top Ivy League contenders, with Penn’s Jimmy 
McGeehan, Dartmouth’s Jay Fiedler and 
Princeton's Keith Elias just some of the departed 
standouts. The Penn Quakers, however, still 
boast plenty of offensive muscle without 
McGeehan at quarterback, plus the Quaker 
defensive unit will be solid enough to help Penn 
defend its Ancient Eight title. Snapping at 
Penn's heels will be Dartmouth and Princeton. 
Dartmouth did lose record-setting QB Fiedler, 
but the Big Green has enough material on hand 
to again be a strong bidder for Ivy championship 
rights. The same goes for the Princeton Tigers, 
minus explosive RB Elias and several other ex- 
cellent performers, yet blessed with enough 
holdover talent to repeat the school’s third place 
league finish of a year ago. The potential ‘dark 
horse’’ among the Ivies is Cornell, who lost star 
QB Bill Lazor but has a tremendous amount of 
veteran experience with 20 starters back in the 
fold, Experience will also be a long suit for the 
Brown Bruins under first-year mentor Mark 
Whipple, who inherits a veteran-rich offense and 
a defense which returns all but one starter. Once 
a perennial title contender in the Ancient Eight, 
Yale has struggled the past few years and will be 
lucky this season just to break into the league’s 
first division. Columbia and Harvard, schools 
which tied for last place in the Ivies last season 
with 1-6 league marks, may not fare much better 
this time around. Columbia seems to have a bit 
more in the way of depth, which should enable 
the Lions to nose out Harvard for seventh place 
in the league.

After near perfection in 1991, the Pirates have 
fallen on hard times over the last two cam- 
paigns. A year ago, they were scuttled because 
of an impotent offense and a defense that gave 
up too many big plays. But it says here that East 
Carolina is primed to rebound in resounding 
fashion this fall. 

A key to the Pirates’ success will be the 
healthy return of quarterback Marcus Crandell 
(6-0, 205, so.), the starter last fall until a broken 
leg took him out of action in the season's second 
game, He had pitched three TDs in just 19 com- 
pletions before he was hurt. Crandell’s fill-in last 
year, soph Perez Mattison (6-1, 185), is back in 
action after throwing for 924 yards and six TDs 
against 16 interceptions a year ago. Look for 
soph Chris Hester (6-3, 190) to make a strong 
pitch for playing time. 

The Pirates will be very strong at the running 
back posts, where senior three-year letterman 
Junior Smith (5-6, 180) holds over at fullback 
and junior Jerris McPhail (6-0, 190) is the in- 
cumbent at tailback. Smith is a legitimate All- 
America hopeful this year after finishing sixth in 
the nation in ’93 as he averaged 122.9 yards per 
game overland, accounting for 82.7 percent of 
East Carolina’s ground game. For the cam- 
paign, Smith ran for 1,352 yards and nine TDs 
while also making a dozen receptions. McPhail 
averaged 5.8 yards on just 30 carries in ’93, and 
was the top Pirate pass catcher with 34 recep- 
tions good for 410 yards and four scores. 

There'll be some new faces at the receiving 
positions for East Carolina where soph Allen 
Williams (6-1, 190) is the most experienced wide 
receiver back in action this fall. Williams had 13 
grabs with one scoring catch a year ago. Junior 
Ben Fossey (6-1, 175) and redshirt freshman 
Jason Nichols (5-10, 170) are likely candidates to 
see duty at the wideouts, while Dwight Linville 
(6-2, 235, jr.) and soph Scott Richards (6-4, 240) 
are dueling for starting rights at tight end. 

The Pirate blocking contingent will get a ma- 
jor boost this fall with the healthy return of 
guard Terry Tilghman (6-6, 280, sr.), a three- 
year letterman who was kayoed in last year’s 
third game with a shoulder injury. Senior three- 
year vet Dealton Cotton (6-1, 270), a former 
defensive lineman who redshirted a year ago, is 
first in line to fill the vacancy at the other guard, 
but soph Jake Gilray (6-4, 260) is also in the pic- 
ture. In the middle, another three-year vet, 
senior Derrick Leaphart (6-2, 310), is battling 
junior Kevin Wiggins (6-0, 260) for the first str- 
ing assignment. ECU is set at the tackle posts 
where three-year letterman Ken Carroll (6-7, 
295, sr.) and soph Ron Suddith (6-2, 295) are 
holdover regulars. Soph Shane McPherson (6-3, 
265) is a key reserve behind Carroll and Suddith. 

There'll be a new face or two in the Pirate 
defensive front wall as well, where DE Willie 
Brookins (6-2, 225, sr.) is the lone returning 
regular from a year ago.

jr.). At tackle, junior Walter Scott (6-3, 260) was 
the projected regular a year ago before an injury 
cancelled his "93 season. Soph Lloyd Cameron 
(6-4, 285) and incoming JUCO transfer Darnell 
Gilliard (6-7, 290) will press Scott for game time. 
At nose tackle, senior John Krawczyk (6-3, 270) 
has won the job after serving as a co-regular a 
year ago. 

There’s only one returnee from last year’s 
starting linebacker crew, but that’s junior Mark 
Libiano (6-3, 230), who earned some honorable 
mention A-A notice after leading the Pirates 
with 114 tackles in ’93. Junior Morris Foreman 
(6-1, 215), who had 71 tackles and two intercep- 
tions as an eight-game starter last year before be- 
ing shelved by injury, will be at the other outside 
backer berth, with soph B.J. Crane (6-1, 225) 
scheduled to open at middle backer after serving 
as a co-regular a year ago. Soph Carlos Brown 
(6-1, 215) and JUCO transfer Jermaine Smith 
(6-3, 220, jr.), who chose ECU over Tennessee 
and Clemson, will push for playing time at the 
backer posts. 

A trio of last year’s regulars return to the 
Pirate deep defense, led by soph strong safety 
Daren Hart (5-9, 175), who earned second team 
Freshman All-America recognition last season 
after posting 97 tackles and eight hits behind 
enemy lines. Sophs David Hart (5-9, 180) and 
Dwight Henry (5-11, 175) will again split starting 
time at free safety, while junior Emmanuel 
McDaniel (5-9, 170) is the incumbent at one cor- 
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ner. McDaniel had a pair of pass pickoffs last 
season. Junior Hank Cooper (6-0, 185) has earn- 
ed the starting job at the other cornerback post. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Pirates 
may not be able to post a winning record in '94, 
but it won’t be because they're not a heckuva lot 
better than they were in °93. Offensively, the 
healthy return of Marcus Crandell at quarter- 
back, plus the presence of super fullback Junior 
Smith and a veteran blocking corps will add up 
to an attack force that'll easily surpass its 1993 
output, while the ECU defense, which was fairly 
respectable last fall, figures to give ground much 
more grudgingly this season. As we see it, this 
team has a great shot at winning more games

Have you ever heard that old expression about 
putting up a good front? Well, Army’s offense 
hopes it’ll be able to do just that this season after 
graduation claimed four of its top five blockers. 
And while they’re praying for some help in this 
area, the Cadets should also ask the man 
upstairs to fortify their aerial artillery. 

Head Coach Bob Sutton will look to an ex- 
cellent trio of seasoned quarterbacks to author a 
respectable passing attack as a more productive 
complement to Army’s very good ground game. 
Senior Rick Roper (5-10, 180) is the incumbent 
at QB, but he’ll be pressed hard by senior Mike 
Makovec (5-10, 195) and junior Steve Carpenter 
(5-10, 185). Roper ran for 491 yards and nine 
scores last year while completing 59.8 percent of 
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his passes for 733 yards and two TDs against five 
interceptions. Both Makovec and Carpenter are 
capable of unseating Roper as the first string 
quarterback, assuming both are 100 percent 
again after missing last year’s action following 
knee surgeries. 

The Army receiving crew that hopes to get 
more of a workout this season includes seniors 
Leon Gantt (6-0, 195) and Dondra Jolly (5-9, 
155) at split end, along with strong-blocking Ron 
Leshinski (6-3, 235, so.) and Mike Williams (6-1, 
235, sr.) at tight end. Gantt led the Cadet pass 
catchers a year ago with 21 receptions and one 
TD. 

The Army Wishbone netted nearly 299 yards 
per game overland a year ago, and a fine stable 
of seasoned running backs returns, led by the 
great 1-2 punch of junior Akili King (5-10, 220) 
and senior Joe Ross (5-10, 195) at fullback. King 
topped the Cadet ball toters a year ago with 883 
yards on the ground, a 5.9-yard average and six 
TDs despite missing most of four games with a 
pulled hamstring. Ross added 356 yards at 5.4 
yards per trip and one scoring run. Senior Kevin 
Vaughn (6-0, 180) rushed for 443 yards and six 
TDs out of his halfback slot, while HB partner 
Mike Robinson (5-10, 190, so.) posted a 
5.4-yard average when his number was called. 

As noted earlier, the Army blocking crew was 
a team strength last season but is in need of ma- 
jor repair this time around. Junior guard Ed 
Stover (6-3, 270) is the only 93 holdover back in 
harness. Seniors Josh Freeman (6-2, 265) and 
Gavin Lawrence (6-2, 265) are knocking helmets 
for the other guard assignment, with junior 
Mike Wells (6-3, 240) and soph Nathan Liles 
(6-2, 250) the top candidates to fill the vacancy 
at center. Soph Rich Fredricks (6-2, 260), junior 
Bill Blair (6-3, 255) and seniors Casey Minott 
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(6-1, 250) and Casey Doheny (6-3, 265) are the 
principal combatants at tackle. 

As with the offensive line, there’s only one ’93 
regular returning for duty in the Army defensive 
forward wall, and that’s tackle Joe Davis (6-4, 
270, jr.). Ex-linebacker junior Adrian Calame 
(6-0, 255) and senior Mitch Sizelove (6-0, 245) 
are the candidates to fill the other DT slot. At 
the nose, soph Colin Kearns (6-1, 250) and 
senior Justin Hackenberg (6-1, 250) are dueling

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for the first string post. 

All-star candidate Pat Work (5-11, 230, sr.) is 
the headliner in the Army linebacking con- 
tingent. Last year, Work pulled down 114 ball 
carriers from his inside backer berth, making 
three stops for minus yardage along with two 
sacks. Senior Ken Spearman (6-0, 225) is first in 
line at the other ILB post, but he’s being 
challenged by junior Mike Bellack (6-1, 225). On 
the outside, senior Eric Oliver (6-2, 220) is a 
returning regular, last year racking up 60 tackles 
with four hits for negative yardage, two sacks 
and an interception. Senior Bob Heckathorne 
(6-2, 230) will also see plenty of game time at 
OLB. 

The Cadets have decent experience in the deep 
defense, led by holdover free safety Jim 
Cantelupe (6-0, 190, jr.) and junior strong safety 
Landis Maddox (5-11, 190). Cantelupe was 
credited with 102 tackles a year ago, caused four 
fumbles and intercepted three enemy aerials, 
with Maddox adding 79 stops and one INT. 
Junior Ray Tomasits (6-1, 190) is the chief 
backup at the safeties. At the corners, seniors 
Jami Wolocko (5-9, 190), James Chun (5-10, 
175) and Mark Keels (5-10, 180) plus soph 
Garland Gay (5-8, 185) are the contenders to fill 
the two vacancies. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With a host 
of talented skill position people at their disposal, 
the Cadets could be awesome on offense if their 
rebuilt blocking corps is up to the mark. But no 
matter how many cylinders Army’s O-line is 
operating on, its attack force will be able to 
move the pig on anyone it faces this season. As 
for the Cadet defense, it can’t be classified as a 
team strong suit, but neither can it be labelled a 
weakness, especially when confronting enemy 


passers. All told, GAMEPLAN will be very sur- 
prised if this team doesn’t post a winning record 
while vying for the right to showcase the Com- 
mander in Chief’s Trophy.

If it’s what’s up front that counts, Navy could 
be in for a long season this year because the Mid- 
dies saw their offensive and defensive lines 
blown out of the water by graduation. So Head 
Coach George Chaump will look to several 
talented skill position people to hold the fort 
while he rebuilds the ramparts. From our van- 
tage point, it’s painfully obvious that Coach 
Chaump had better hurry. 

Leading the Mids into battle once more will be 
senior quarterback Jim Kubiak (6-2, 220), who 
set I] school records last year when he com- 
pleted 61.8 percent of his aerial tries for 2,628 
yards and 11 TDs. He did suffer 17 intercep- 
tions, however. Senior Tony Solliday (5-11, 190) 
will once again serve as Kubiak's backup. 

The Navy receivers are a seasoned and 
talented lot, with seniors Damon Dixon (5-8, 
175) and Mike Jefferson (5-6, 175) again station- 
ed at the wideouts, and classmate Kevin 
Hickman (6-5, 250) the incumbent at tight end. 
Dixon had 51 receptions for a team-leading 620 
yards last year with three TD catches, Jefferson 
made 23 grabs for 238 yards and Hickman’s 39 
catches resulted in 479 yards gained and two 
scores. Jim Mill (6-2, 220, sr.), who had two TD 
receptions in °93, provides strong support at

tight end, while junior Matt Scornavacchi (5-10, 
190) will see plenty of time at the wideout posts 
after averaging 18.1 yards on his 18 catches a 
year ago. 

Navy lost its top four running backs from a 
year ago, but considering the Middies gained but 
89.5 yards per game overland, perhaps that’s a 
blessing. Junior Monty Williams (5-10, 215) saw 
the most action of the running back candidates, 
but he had just four carries all of last season. 
Others seeking ball toting opportunities are 
senior Robbie Edwards (5-11, 210) and sophs 
Willie Smith (5-6, 165), Omar Nelson (5-9, 215) 
and Chris Rantin (5-8, 200). 

As noted earlier, graduation devastated the 
Navy blocking crew and all the faces up front 
will be new ones this time out. Junior Garrett 
Smith (6-3, 250) will take over at center, with the 
prime guard candidates being juniors Alex 
Domino (6-4, 265) and Bryce Minamyer (6-2, 
255) plus soph Brandon Morris (6-1, 265). 
Senior Dean Wakeham (6-5, 285) and junior 
Chris Eichinger (6-5, 265) are the logical choices 
to fill the vacancies at tackle. 

The Navy defensive front was also hard hit by 
graduation, but a trio of performers returns with 
starting experience. The most experienced of 
those is DE Andy Person (6-4, 235, jr.), who had 
79 tackles, 14 hits for negative yardage and seven 
sacks a year ago. Senior Chris Reaghard (6-2, 
265) and junior Erasto Jackson (6-2, 260) both 
started at times last fall at defensive tackle, 
where senior Tom Neville (6-0, 260) is also look- 
ing for playing time. Junior Deric Cotton (6-2, 
225) figures to open at the terminal opposite 
Person. 

The leaders of the linebacking crew will be 
senior Shane Halloran (6-2, 230) and super 
quick junior Fernando Harris (6-1, 215). 
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Halloran finished second on the Navy tackle 
chart last year with 109 stops, including seven 
tackles for losses. Harris added six hits behind 
enemy lines. Senior Mati Kaslik (6-0, 220) 
figures to claim the third linebacking berth. 

Navy returns six lettermen to the deep zones, 
four of whom have started in the past. Senior 
Chris Hart (5-8, 190) was an All-East choice a 
year ago when he made 68 tackles and had three 
pass thefts, while junior Joe Speed (6-1, 200) is 
the incumbent at free safety where he made 83 
stops and one INT in °93. Juniors Jonathan 
Wellington (5-9, 180) and Andy Thompson (6-0, 
205), both of whom had one pass theft a year 
ago, will get the starting nods at cornerback and 
strong safety, respectively. Lettermen available 
for backup duty as deep defenders are soph Ted 
Farrell (5-11, 180) and junior Cory James (5-10, 
175). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Despite hay- 
ing a potent passing attack and a very good 
secondary at their disposal, the Middies don’t 
have enough firepower to win more games than 
they did a year ago; in fact, a tougher schedule 
may prevent them from winning as many! All 
told, this is a well-coached football team that 
always comes to play, but effort alone doesn’t 
always ensure success. And such will be Navy’s 
fate this season.

LAFAYETTE (5-4-2, 3-1-1 in Patriot) — The 
Leopards surprised last season with a second 
place Patriot League finish in what was suppos- 
ed to have been a “‘rebuilding’’ year. This time 
around, if Coach Bill Russo can successfully 
rebuild his graduation-depleted offensive line, 
Lafayette could climb all the way back to the top 
of the league. 

Junior Mike Talerico (6-1, 190), who took 
over in 93 when Jason Carnevale fractured his 
wrist, has a firm grip on the starting quarterback 
assignment after finishing last season with 62 
completions in 123 attempts for 853 yards and 
six scoring aerials. All-league tight end Craig 
Roubinek is missing but the ’Pards do welcome 
back both starting wide receivers in Tramont 
Evans (6-2, 175, jr.) and Jarrett Shine (5-9, 180, 
jr.). Evans averaged 19.1 yards and scored twice 
on 29 catches last season, while Shine carried 27 
aerials for 15.5 per grab. Converted fullback 
Chris SanGiovanni (6-2, 230, sr.) is slated to step 
into the vacancy at tight end. 

School career rushing ledaer Erik Marsh (6-0, 
205, sr.) at tailback is coming off a huge "93 
showing when he packed the pigskin for 1,441 
yards on 304 carries. He’s also the Patriot 
League’s all-time rushing leader. Trying to nail 
down the fullback job will be ex-tight end Glenn 
Hunzinger (6-0, 205, jr.) and promising 
youngster Mike Gaumer (6-1, 230, so.). The 
Leopards will mold their offensive line around a 
pair of holdover regulars, guard Matt Kujovsky 
(6-3, 255, sr,) and tackle Jeff Denning (6-6, 260, 
jr.), but the makeup of the rest of the blocking 
corps is very unsettled. *‘The *X’ factor is the of- 
fensive line at this point,”’ comments Coach 
Russo. 

Seven starters, nicely spread out over most 
areas, are back on the defensive side except at 
linebacker where all three regulars have 
departed. Up front, all-league choice Harrison 
Bailey (6-3, 230, sr.), who last season made 87 
TTs and nine sacks, and senior classmate Derek 
Mast (6-3, 250) return at the DE spots, with 
Gavin Morrisey (6-2, 250, jr.) and Steve Spencer 
(6-0, 230, sr.) the most experienced of the DT 
candidates. 

The Leopards return only two linebackers 
with so much as letter-winning savvy -- Chris 
Johnson (6-2, 210, sr.) and Jason Barber (6-0, 
215, so.). Coach Russo will look to a talented in- 
coming frosh class to help here. ‘We really 
think,”’ says Russo, ‘the linebacking corps is 
where the freshmen can have the most impact.’’ 
Only fine tuning is needed in the secondary 
where three of four starters return in All-Patriot 
free safety Matt Cope (6-2, 190, jr.), who return- 
ed two of his pass interceptions for touchdowns 
last season, plus cornerbacks Chris Everett 
(5-11, 180, sr.) and Kevin Conaboy (5-10, 160, 
jr.). Missing, however, is strong safety standout 
Mark Reardon. 


BUCKNELL (4-7-0, 3-2-0 in Patriot) -- The 
Bison closed last season strong, winning three of 
their final five games after a 1-5 start and nearly 
earned a share of the Patriot League title. ‘We 
have a certain amount of momentum and con- 
fidence,’* Coach Lou Maranzana says on the eve 
of the 1994 college football campaign. 

The Bison have a pair of battle-tested quarter- 
backs in seniors Rob Glus (6-2, 185) and Travis 
Kopp (6-1, 205), who split time last season and 
combined for 156 completions in 316 pass at- 


tempts with nine touchdowns, but they gave up 
19 interceptions, Top '93 pass grabber Mark 
Gentile (6-6, 230, sr.) returns at tight end after 
hauling in 30 aerials last season, but both star- 
ting wide receivers, Brad Bernardini and Damon 
Gamer, have departed. Junior lettermen John 
Sakowski (5-8, 170) and Mike Phillips (5-10, 
165) should inherit the regular spots on the out- 
side. 

Bucknell’s rushing attack is built around 
sophomore Rich Lemon (6-8, 150), who darted 
for 1,151 yards on 212 carries during his frosh 
Season and earned Patriot League Rookie of the 
Year laurels. Also returning is No. 2 tailback 
Craig Svendsen (6-0, 180, sr.), with Steve 
McHugh (5-11, 235, sr.) and Bob Horst (5-11, 
220, jr.) running 1-2 at fullback again. All- 
league candidate Ed Frattarelli (6-3, 270, sr.) at 
tackle, center Gary Peatross (6-0, 275, sr.) and 
guard Brian Gay (6-2, 250, jr.) are back at their 
normal spots in the offensive line. Converted 
defensive tackle Andy DeFalco (6-5, 275, sr.) 
and former tight end Gil Hodges (6-2, 245, jr.) 
will contribute here, as should lettermen Todd 
Hazlett (6-3, 250, sr.), Jason Donkers (6-3, 265, 
jr.) and Scott Lennox (6-2, 250, jr.). 

Moving *93 starting DT DeFalco to the offen- 
sive line will create some adjustments in the 
defensive front wall where DT Jon Castiglia 
(6-1, 250, sr.) is the lone holdover regular. 
Others back in the D-line with various amounts 
of experience are seniors Jeremy Patty (6-2, 
235), Pat Feeley (6-2, 230) and Ed Jackson (6-2, 
220), along with juniors Len Grecek (6-3, 210), 
Ed Burman (6-5, 225) and sophomore Bernard 
Perry (6-2, 225). 

Linebacking play should be outstanding for 
the Bison, and the trend setter in this area is 
senior all-league choice Russ Strohecker (6-2, 
230), who led the club for the second straight 
year in "93 with 117 TTs including 10 stops for 
minus yardage. His starting ’backer partners will 
again be Andrew Welty (6-1, 220, sr.) and David 
Strickland (6-0, 210, jr.), with Rob Bird (6-2, 
215, jr.) sure to be a factor in this area. In the 
secondary, three regulars are back on duty in 
strong safety John Henry (5-10, 200, sr.) and 
junior cornerbacks Mike Miller (5-9, 165) and 
Charlie Crudup (5-8, 160). Miller tied for the 
Patriot League lead last season with six intercep- 
tions. Lettermen David Todd (5-10, 185, sr.), 
Mike King (5-10, 160, so.) and Greg Hines (5-11, 
175, jr.) will also see their share of action in the 
deep zones. 


LEHIGH (7-4-0, 4-1-0 in Patriot) ~ Fresh off 
winning their first Patriot League grid title, the 
Engineers have some huge shoes to fill on of- 
fense if they are to repeat. Missing on the attack 
side are All-America wide receiver Dave Cec- 
chini (88 catches, 15 TDs in '93) and all-league 
quarterback Scott Semptimphelter, who passed 
for 30 scores last season. 

Former Tulane transfer Bob Aylsworth (6-0, 
185, jr.) expects to take over at the signal calling 
spot after spending the '93 campaign learning 
Lehigh's complex offensive system. Pushing him 
at QB will be Larry Kahn (5-11, 180, jr.) and 
Aaron Brown (6-2, 185, so.). Cecchini’s loss is 
certain to hurt the receiving corps, but the 
Engineers do return two top-shelf targets in 
wideout Cody Allred (5-9, 170, jr.), who was 
slated to start last season but went down with a 
knee injury, and second-team all-league tight 
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end Mark Lafier (6-6, 250, sr.), who numbered 
five scoring grabs among his 30 receptions in 
"93, 

Despite the departure of top rusher Mark 
Lookenbill, Lehigh expects to have an even 
stronger ground attack this season with senior 
Jason Mastropierro (5-10, 195), Raphael Still- 
ings (5-11, 200, jr.) and Brian Klingerman (5-7, 
170, jr.) leading the overland onslaughts. The 
cornerstones in a rebuilt offensive line will be 
tackle Ray Powers (6-7, 280, sr.) and guard Ed 
McGahan (6-1, 290, so.). Others slated to play 
primary roles in the O-line are lettermen Don 
Gormsen (6-6, 250, sr.), Rich Slomko (6-1, 280, 
jr.), Chris Bauer (6-0, 235, jr.), Alex Vulakh 
(6-3, 290, sr.) and Doug Yates (6-2, 265, so.). 

While graduation was most unkind to 
Lehigh's offensive unit, its defensive counter- 
part welcomes back a plethora of veterans, and 
the stoppers will have to carry the load until the 
offense takes form. D-line holdovers with ample 
experience include seniors Greg Moore (6-2, 
235), Sam Lawler (6-2, 250), D’Andre Dina (6-6, 
290) and Rich Owens (6-5, 220) along with 
junior Kee Song (6-2, 230). Moore is an honors 
candidate who last season made 40 tackles and 
eight sacks, while Lawler added 50 stops and 
five QB traps. 

Another all-star hopeful, senior Greg Amon 
(6-1, 215), paces the linebacking corps and 
finished runnerup on the squad in ’93 with 89 
tackles. Seniors Todd West (6-3, 210) and John 
Slowick (6-0, 210) are projected as the other two 
Starting “backers. The deepest area of the 
defense in the secondary, where All-Patriot 
selection Jason Mack (6-1, 195, sr.) is the 
featured performer after making 86 stops and 
picking off five enemy passes last season. Fellow 
seniors Michael Blunt (5-7, 165) and Hector 
Martinez (6-0, 175), juniors Roman McDonald 
(5-11, 175) and Tony Perilla (5-11, 190), and 
sophomore Mark Miller (6-1, 180) all saw exten- 
sive 93 duty, while sophomores Tahir Rivers 
(5-8, 170) and Curtis May (6-0, 180) have great 
promise. 


HOLY CROSS (3-8-0, 2-3-0 in Patriot) -- Last 
season was a rough one for the Crusaders, who 
were struck by an outbreak of injuries and strug- 
gled to a fourth place Patriot League finish. 
**1993 is over,”’ says Coach Peter Vaas, ‘now 
it’s time for the 94 team to come forth and 
develop its own character and identity.’’ 

The big question at quarterback is the status 
of junior Andy Fitzpatrick (6-3, 215), who went 
down with a hyperextended knee which required 
surgery mid-way through last season. Up to that 
point, Fitzpatrick had been impressive, com- 
pleting 65 of 117 passes with six TDs and not a 
single interception. Fitzpatrick was reportedly 
still rehabilitating that knee over the summer, so 
The Cross may have to turn to either Rob 
Callahan (5-11, 195, sr.), who started two games 
in ’93, or Chad Vaughn (5-11, 190, so.). In the 
receiving corps, graduation carried off all-league 
wideout Chris Summers, who last season caught 
68 passes for 1,057 yards and scored 13 of the 
team’s 25 touchdowns. Senior flanker Shannon 
Splaine (6-0, 180) and senior tight end Joe 
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Cooney (6-3, 225) do return for starting duty, 
with converted defensive back Craig Marinella 
(5-9, 190, sr.) expected to claim the split end job. 

The Crusaders are in desperate need of a 
stronger rushing attack after senior Randy 
Trivers (5-3, 170) led last year’s ground game 
with a meager 280 yards. Kevin Wynn (5-10, 
195, sr.) will again help with the tailback chores, 
while Ron Sanchez (5-10, 190, so.) and A.C. 
Cravedi (6-0, 195, sr.) both have starting ex- 
perience at fullback. The best news on offense is 
that The Cross welcomes back five players who 
started "93 games in tackles Tom Claro (6-5, 
285, jr.), an all-league choice last season, and 
Mike Zimirowski (6-3, 270, so.), guards Ray Fit- 
tipaldo (6-1, 265, sr.) and David Walker (6-2, 
260, jr.), and center Chris Nichol (6-1, 260, sr.). 

Much more uncertain is the situation in the 
defensive line, where tackle Matt Faery (6-1, 


250, jr.) has a lock on one starting job but the 
other two D-line spots are up for grabs. Senior 
Sam Leo (6-0, 230) is scheduled to nail down the 
nose guard assignment, with sophomore Greg 
Timity (6-3, 250) taking over at the vacant DT 
berth, 

The Crusaders do have some experience at 
linebacker. J.T. Scott (6-3, 200, sr.), David 
Streeter (6-2, 220, so.) and Paul Tyburezy (6-1, 
210, so.) all started ’93 games, while Bryan Hof- 
fman (6-2, 220, so.) has good promise. All- 
league selection Pat Smith (6-3, 205, sr.) leads 
the secondary from his free safety spot after 
finishing second on the ’93 defense with 93 
tackles, while Jim Cook (5-7, 155, sr.) and Tous- 
siant Roberson (5-11, 175, sr.) are set to go at 
cornerback. Trying to replace all-league strong 
safety Todd Araujo will be Gabe Infante (6-0, 
210, sr.) and Brian Mullaney (5-10, 190, sr.). . 
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COLGATE (3-7-1, 1-3-1 in Patriot) — The 
Red Raiders fielded some outstanding teams 
during the ’70s and '80s, but the ’90s have not 
been so good to the 'Gate. This season may be 
another rough one for Coach Ed Sweeney’s 
club, which sustained heavy graduation losses on 
both sides of the ball. 

Vying to fill the vacant quarterback slot will 
be senior Bill McDuffee (6-2, 195) and junior 
lan Prisuta (6-2, 200), neither of whom has 
much experience. The good news in the receiving 
corps is the return of wideout Tom Nash (5-11, 
170, sr.) and tight end Jon O'Flynn (6-3, 225, 
jr.) for another year of starting duty. Nash led 
the club in *93 with 42 catches for 582 yards, 
while O’Flynn reeled in 21 aerials. J.J. Hope 
(6-0, 175, jr.) has the most experience of the can- 
didates for the other WR spot. 

Missing at tailback is all-league standout Bill 
Sparacio, who rushed for 2,799 career yards. 
Stepping in at tailback will be sophomore 
Daymon Smith (5-9, 210), runnerup to Sparacio 
in *93 with 435 yards on 110 carries, while Jim 
Herrera (6-0, 220, sr.) is the most seasoned of 
the fullback aspirants, The 'Gate will structure 
its offensive line around three returning regulars 
— tackle Mike Boorman (6-2, 250, sr.), guard 
Steve Lueptow (6-5, 275, so.) and center Jeff 
Wall (6-2, 230, sr.). Other holdovers counted on 
for O-line help are senior lettermen R.J. Col- 
osimo (6-3, 255), Matt McDonald (6-5, 285) and 
sophomore John Durkin (6-3, 270). 

Depth is said to be the big problem in the 
defensive line, where ends Tom Rossi (6-3, 220, 
sr.) and Joe Manhertz (6-6, 230, jr.) plus tackle 
Joe Kasztenja (6-5, 235, jr.) are returning 
starters, Rossi is an honors candidate who last 
season recorded 41 tackles and nine sacks. Hag- 
gling over the vacant DT position are senior Pat 
Peto (6-3, 245) and converted offensive lineman 
Sean Gagen (6-2, 265, sr.) 

The main area of concern on defense is at 
linebacker, where three '93 regulars are missing 
and Chris Young (6-2, 220, so.) is the lone 
starter back. Hoping to move up after serving 
apprenticeships last season are junior Tom 
Morelli (5-11, 190) and sophomores Adam 
Sofran (6-3, 200), Blair Hicks (6-2, 210) and 
Brian Funk (6-0, 205), but the Red Raiders will 
be dangerously young here. In the three-man 
secondary, Andre Martin (5-10, 180, sr.) returns 
at one cornerback spot, but among the missing is 
three-year safety regular Ryan Cook and corner- 
back Mike Hand. Hoping to move up into full- 
time roles are Rob Howard (5-9, 180, jr.) and 
Marcus Cameron (6-0, 175, so.), both of whom 
served as primary backups last season. 


FORDHAM (1-10-0, 1-4-0 in Patriot) -- New 
Fordham grid mentor Nick Quartaro, the 
associate head coach at Kansas State the past 
three years, has an uphill battle ahead of him. 
Quartaro inherits a Ram team which set a school 
record for losses in ’93 and has won just two 
Patriot League games over the last four years. 

Senior John Pohlman (6-2, 205) and junior 
Joe Moorehead (6-6, 210) return with starting 
experience at the quarterback spot, but last 
season they combined to complete just 153 of 
359 passes with 24 interceptions against 10 scor- 
ing aerials. Best of a very thin receiving corps is 
senior wideout Calvin Hargrove (6-2, 195), who 
averaged 17.2 yards on 27 catches in '93, while 
junior Ryan Bathman (6-0, 175) and sophomore 
Kevin Frattura (6-3, 190) also have some ex- 
perience al wide receiver. Juniors Brendon Kelly 
(6-3, 235) and Randy Zingo (6-2, 230), a con- 
verted fullback, will try to fill the yoid at tight 
end. 

Two-time rushing leader Chris Ross (6-0, 205,

sr.) returns to key the ground game after runn- 
ing for 699 yards on 202 carries last season. Ad- 
ding a speed dimension to the overland attack 
will be sophomore Andre Robinson (6-0, 180). 
The most battle-seasoned returnees in the offen- 
sive line are juniors Noah Melnick (6-5, 280), 
Scott Novak (6-5, 275) and Steve Borys (6-3, 
265), along with senior Mark Mooney (6-5, 280). 
How well the blocking corps shapes up is critical 
to this year’s offense. 

There’s more experience in the defensive line, 
where seniors Aaron Torgler (6-2, 220) and Jeff 
Rupp (6-3, 230) are the holdover DE regulars, 
and classmate Mark Myers (6-0, 275) has star- 
ting savvy at DT. The Rams also welcome back 
Chris Shaw (6-3, 250, sr.), who was starting at 
DT last season before going down with a knee 
injury. 

Graduation really did a number at linebacker, 
where among the missing is "93 Patriot League 
Defensive-Player-of-the-Year Aaron Dougherty. 
Hoping to pick wp the slack here are Jim 
Ciarlante (6-2, 230, jr.), Jason Jacobs (6-1, 235, 
sr.), Mike Montanari (6-1, 210, sr.) and Maurice 
O'Shea (6-0, 220, sr.), but they have some very 
large shoes to fill. A different matter is the 
secondary, where six players return who started 
"93 games -- juniors Won Kyu Rim (5-11, 190), 
Chris O*Leary (6-1, 200) and Steve Pietrowicz 
(6-0, 200), and seniors Chris Angelillo (6-1, 185), 
Leos Kennedy (5-11, 175) and Brian Weick (6-1, 
195). 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION; Without ex- 
ception, graduation struck every Patriot League 
member hard, which should lead to a wide-open 


scramble for conference honors featuring a lot 
of new faces. One familar face, however, is that 
of Lafayette RB Erik Marsh, who will power a 
solid Leopard offense which also returns steady 
if unspectacular QB Mike Talerico, Mix in a 
veteran defense (seven returning starters) and 
Lafayetie looms as the odds-on favorite to win 
the Patriot League title. Bucknell also boasts an 
explosive RB in sophomore Rich Lemon plus 
two QBs (Rob Glus and Travis Kopp) who 
shared starting duties in '93, They'll be 
operating behind an experienced offensive line. 
The Bison need to make some adjustments on 
defense but have a super LB in Russ Strohecker. 
Defending league champion Lehigh suffered 
heavy graduation losses, especially on offense, 
but has the ingredients to field another solid at- 
tack. Until Lehigh’s offense finds its footing, the 
Engineers will rely on a deep and talented defen- 
sive unit to hold the fort. Expected to push 
Lehigh for the third spot in the league will be 
Holy Cross, which went through a trying '93 
season but returns a good mix of veterans, If 
quarterback Andy Fitzpatrick bounces back 
from a knee injury, the Crusaders could move 
even further up the league ladder -- but only if 
their rebuilt defense is up to the task, Colgate 
will repeat last year’s fifth place finish and will 
pull some surprises along the way if: 1) A decent 
quarterback emerges; 2) Someone fills RB Bill . 
Sparacio’s shoes, and; 3) The re-tooled Red 
Raider defense finds its stride. Bringing up the 
rear in the Patriot League once more will be the 
downtrodden Fordham Rams, who finished 1-10 
last season and don’t look to be much better this 
year,

BOSTON UNIVERSITY (12-1-0, 8-0-0 in 
Yankee) -- The Terriers were a huge surprise in 
*93, rolling through the Yankee Conference and 
nearly winning the NCAA Divison 1-AA cham- 
pionship, bowing out 21-14 to a very good Idaho 
squad. Much of the success was due to the 
emergence of junior quarterback Robert 
Dougherty (5-10, 175), who threw for 2,875 
yards and 18 touchdowns a year ago, adding 
another 1i TDs on the ground. Dougherty is 
about as good a quarterback as you'll find at 
this level and he simply thrives in the wide open, 
modified Run and Shoot offense utilized by 
Coach Dan Allen. Senior Chris Pincince (6-1, 
210) is a solid number two signal caller. 

Gone from last year’s outstanding receiving 
corps is Jaosn Andrade (61 catches and seven 
TDs), but big play specialist Carnell Henderson 
(5-7, 175, sr.) is back after picking up 41 recep- 
tions and seven scores in '93 despite missing two 
games due to injury. Edward Mantie (6-1, 200, 
jr.) and Ron Stephenson (5-6, 155, jr.) combined 
for 74 grabs last fall and they'll start alongside 
Henderson in BU’s three-wideout look. Backup 
wide receivers look to be Jay Hobbs (5-8, 165, 
sr.), Chris Walker (5-11, 175, jr.), Jim Lippie 
(6-1, 175, so.) and converted defensive back 
Chris Woycke (5-10, 170, jr.). The tight end 
vacancy will go to either Kyle McKenna (6-0, 
220, so.) or Brett Dedman (6-0, 225, jr.). 

The ground game may be a bit weaker without 
Star running back Zack Burwell, who in °93 ran 
for over 1,300 yards with 12 touchdowns. 
Favored to start in the one-back formation is 
sophomore Don Benaglio (5-9, 195), who as a 
"93 reserve rushed for 300 yards and three TDs. 


After Benaglio, there's a major dropoff to 
junior Ron Jenkins (5-9, 195) and redshirt frosh 
Michael Fox (5-10, 190). 

Up front, all-star candidates Andre 
Maksimow (6-3, 265, sr.) and Mike Pedone (6-1, 
270, sr.) return at center and guard, respectively. 
Also back for another year of starting duty are 
guard Tim Foley (6-1, 285, sr.) and tackle Bryan 
Adams (6-8, 300, sr.), while the vacant tackle 
post is due to be manned by letterman Mike 
Holbrook (6-4, 260, so.). The primary O-line 
reserves look to be Brian Byrne (6-3, 255, so.), 
Mike Barry (6-0, 250, so.), Bill Kearney (6-7, 
285, fr.) and John Capriotti (6-6, 270, fr.). 

Coach Allen confidently calls his secondary 
the best in the Yankee Conference and he is right 
on target! Seniors Chris Helon (5-11, 170), John 
May (5-10, 170) and Pablo Rodriguez (5-10, 185) 
will all challenge for all-conference honors this 
fall, while the fourth starter, junior Lex Thorn- 
ton (5-9, 185) isn’t exactly a weak link. Helon led 
the entire nation with 12 interceptions last 
season. Reserve D-backs include Randy Smith 
(5-11, 190, so.), Ed Raffonit (5-11, 185, so.) and 
Rick Lynch (5-10, 175, fr.), 

The Terriers are solid at linebacker, though 
departed MLB Marc Fauci (130 tackles) will be 
difficult to replace. Banging helmets to replace 
Fauci are Jose Conde (6-1, 210, jr.) and Kevin 
Kalfass (6-0, 235, sr.), while the two OLB slots 
will again be divided up between Andrew Bren- 
nan (6-2, 205, sr.), Don Hubbard (6-2, 215, sr.) 
and Jake Slemmer (6-1, 195, jr.), all of whom 
started several games a year ago. Also in the pic- 
ture at linebacker are redshirt freshmen Alton 
Turner (6-0, 220), Peter Gambardella (6-1, 205)

and Jason Young (6-1, 205). 

Up front, tackles Anthony Primavera (6-0, 
255, sr,) and Ivan Padilla (6-2, 245, so.) form a 
solid duo inside, while back to man the terminals 
are John Schaefer (6-2, 230, sr.) and John Cof- 
fey (6-2, 235, sr.), the Terriers’ big play artists 
who combined for 18 sacks last fall. Junior 
Quentin Scott (6-1, 235, jr.) is the top D-line 
sub, with further depth provided by Matt Claflin 
(6-5, 270, sr.), Nat Davis (6-1, 230, so.) and Jeff 
Fuller (6-2, 235, jr.). 


JAMES MADISON (6-5-0, 4-4-0 in Yankee) 
-- This team is ready to make its mark in its se- 
cond season of Yankee Conference play with 18 
starters and 39 of the top 44 overall players 
returning from last year’s solid squad. Back to 
run the JMU attack is junior quarterback Mike 
Cawley (6-1, 195), who a year ago hit on 131 of 
239 passes, with 14 TDs and 11 interceptions. A 
former transfer from Syracuse, Cawley could 
emerge as one of the premier signal callers in the 
Yankee Conference. Steady veteran Gary Lyons 
(6-0, 190, jr.) returns to backstop Cawley. 

The receiving corps took a major loss with the 
graduation of David McLeod (64 catche for 
1,207 yards), but several talented wideouts do 
return, including “93 regular Juan Dorsey (6-1, 
185, jr.), who had 26 receptions a year ago. 
Senior John Allen (5-8, 165) and soph Jay Jones 
(6-1, 175) are the primary contenders to fill 
McLeod’s shoes, with lettermen Macey Brooks 
(6-4, 205, so.) and Mike Woolever (6-0, 190, jr.) 
also due to see time at wide receiver. The Dukes 
are blessed with two solid tight ends in 
sophomore Ed Perry (6-4, 225) and junior Ryan 
Anderson (6-4, 230). Perry had 17 catches and 
three scores in "93, 

The running game produced nearly 2,000 
yards last season, though no single runner put 
up more than 500 yards a year ago. Fullback 
Steve Agee (5-10, 205, sr.) rumbled for 467 yards 
and 10 TDs in 93, also providing outstanding 
blocking. At tailback, Rhadshaun Miles (5-7, 
205, jr.) battled injuries last fall that limited him 
to six games played, but when healthy he averag- 
ed 5.4 yards per carry and rolled up 427 yards. 
Lettermen D’Artagnan Townes (5-10, 175, so.), 
Kelvin Jeter (5-8, 175, so.) and Paul Harris (5-9, 
170, jr.) combined for an even 700 yards off the 
bench last year, giving JMU outstanding back- 
field depth. Also, watch out for true frosh 
Damon Roberts (5-10, 175), who could push for 
starting duty at tailback. 

Up front, Coach Rip Scherer welcomes back 
four incumbents in guards John Kraus (6-3, 260, 
sr.) and Mike Long (6-3, 270, sr.), plus tackles 
Brent Secrist (6-2, 290, jr.) and David Bailey 
(6-5, 275, jr.). Bailey may move to cener this 
flal, with juniors Matt Smith (6-3, 270) and Matt 
Ricciardi (6-2, 270) expected to battle for 
Bailey’s old tackle job. 

Defensively, JMU has a host of talented 
athletes, but this unit was often too generous in 
1993. With nine starters returning, the only 
rebuilding will take place up front where D-line 
standouts Malik Moody and Dion Foxx have 
graduated, Senior DT Tyrone Washington (6-2, 
250) heads up the returnees having posted 4.5 
sacks a year ago, with junior Julius Williams 
(6-3, 235) back to man one of the flanks. The 
other DE slot will go to either Renell Jones (6-3, 
240, jr.), Steve Logan (6-3, 240, so.) or DeVen- 
chi Arnold (6-1, 245, jr.). Solid vets Lamont 
Gooding (6-1, 265, jr.) and Marcus Cuttino (6-2, 
250, jr.), who combined for 59 tackles off the 
bench last fall, will battle for the vacant DT 
post, 
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The Dukes are loaded at linebacker where in- 
cumbent regulars Clint Dunn (6-2, 225, sr.), 
Brian Smith (5-11, 215, so.) and Alonzo Bowler 
(6-1, 220, jr.) all return for another year of ac- 
tion. Dunn was the club’s leading tackler a year 
ago, while Smith was very impressive as a true 
freshman in '93. 

Coach Scherer welcomes back his top five 
defensive backs from a year ago in the form of 
Dwight Robinson (5-10, 175, sr.), David Lee 
(6-0, 190, so.), Kelly Wiltshire (5-11, 190, jr.), 
John Stein (6-0, 180, so.) and David Quat- 
tlebaum (5-10, 190, jr.), The best of the group is 
All-Yankee cornerback Robinson, who last year 
was a third team All-America choice. Stein came 
up from his free safety spot to post four 
pickoffs, easily tops on the club, Others in the 
picture at D-back include J.C, Hall (6-2, 195, 
sr.), Tony Jordan (6-2, 200, so.) and Shaun 
Marshall (5-8, 175, jr.). 


DELAWARE (9-4-0, 6-2-0 in Yankee) -- The 
Blue Hens have been one of the premier pro- 
grams in the Yankee Conference since joining 
the league back in 1986. Tn fact, this school has 
had just three losing seasons since 1966 as Coach 
Tubby Raymond has directed this program for 
nearly three decades. And despite heavy gradua- 
tion losses, Delaware will again field one of the 
better teams in the conference in 1994. One of 
Coach Raymond's biggest decisions this fall will 
be deciding on a starting quarterback after alter- 
nating Keith Langan (6-3, 195, jr.), Leo Hamlett 
(6-1, 190, so.) and the now graduated Dale Fry 
throughout the '93 campaign. Langan threw for 
756 yards and rushed for another 363 markers in 
his six starts in 1993, but by season’s end the 
ultra-quick Hamlett had emerged as the number 
one QB. 

The Blue Hens will again start three running 
backs in their ground oriented offense, which 
last year produced over 303 rushing yards per 
game. The main rushing threat for Delaware will 
be senior fullback Daryl Brown (6-3, 240), who 
in 93 rambled for 1,469 yards and 13 touch- 
downs. Brown is one of the premier running 
backs in the country and looks to be a future 
NFL draft choice. Lanue Johnson (690 yards 
and 1] TDs) will be missed at halfback, but the 
Blue Hens are still in good shape with a starting 
HB combo of Norman Coleman (5-11, 185, so.) 
and Pat Williams (5-9, 165, jr.). Coleman was 
spectacular as a '93 frosh, averaging 7.6 yards 
per carry on his way to 489 yards. Also looking 
for starting duty is Illinois transfer Marvell Scott 
(5-9, 205, jr.). Backfield depth is supplied by 
Jerry Boggs (5-10, 185, so.), John Key (5-11, 
180, so.), Kai Hebron (5-10, 170, jr.) and Drew 
Armany (6-1, 210, so.). 

The Hens rarely pass, but when they do, look 
for senior Doug Flower (6-2, 185) and redshirt 
freshman Courtney Batts (6-0, 165) to be the 
primary targets. Also available at split end are 
Joe Fillipone (5-11, 180, jr.) and David Grove 
(5-11, 175, jr.), with the vacant tight end post 
going to senior Rob Higbee (6-6, 260), with Asa 
Owen (6-5, 25, fr.) and Steve Brady (6-2, 210, 
jr.) in reserve. 

Gone from last year’s outstanding O-line are 
three starters, including All-Yankee performers 
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Matt Wildes and Geoff Hannan, leaving only 
guard Shannon Trostle (6-3, 270, jr.) and tackle 
Steve Archibald (6-4, 275, jr.) with starting ex- 
perience. Vanderbilt transfer Keith Bulicz (6-4, 
270, so.) takes over at center, with lettermen 
Mark Spinelli (6-3, 255, jr.), Jimi Chesslock 
(6-3, 260, so.), Matt Smith (6-3, 245, sr.), Sean 
Duff (6-4, 265, jr.), Lynn Pyne (6-2, 245, so.) 
and Chris Kumpon (6-4, 270, so.) competing for 
two interior vacancies. 

This year’s defensive line will be minus All- 
America DE Matt Morrill, but two solid starters 
do return in the tackle combo of Mark Hondru 
(6-0, 250, so.) and Greg Ventresca (6-3, 255, sr.), 
Both defensive end posts are completely up for 
grabs, with the main contenders being senior 
Jason Slusser (6-4, 245) and sophomore Chuck 
Blessing (6-6, 255). Others in the hunt for play- 
ing time up front include Keith Sabo (6-5, 235, 
so.), Jim Eagan (6-4, 250, so.) and Joe Zack 
(6-3, 230, fr.). 

Senior outside linebacker Pat Mulhern (6-4, 
230) is back after racking up 12] tackles a year 
ago. The Hens are so thin up front that Mulhern 
could be switched to defensive end this fall. The 
two vacant LB posts will probably be manned by 
*93 lettermen Geof Gardner (6-1, 210, so.) and 
Josh Mastrangelo (6-1, 235, jr.), with reserve 
help at LB coming from Sean Lenz (6-3, 220, 
so.), Adam Gregori (6-0, 220, jr.) and John 
Ziemba (6-2, 215, so.). 

Talented free safety Kenny Bailey (5-11, 185, 
sO.) is the top dog in the secondary, with in- 
cumbents Derek Underwood (5-11, 170, so.) and 
Paul Williams (5-9, 165, jr.) back to man the 
cornerback posts. Bailey should contend for All- 
Yankee honors this fall. The fourth starting job 
belongs to Larry McSeed (6-1, 205, jr.), with 
reserve help at DB coming from Mike Sye (6-3, 
190, sr.), Mike Ryan (5-11, 185, jr.) and Tyran 
Rice (5-8, 160, so.). 


MASSACHUSETTS (8-3-0, 5-3-0 in Yankee) 
-- The Minutemen narrowly missed out on a 
playoff berth last season, compiling an 8-3 mark 
that tied the school record for regular season 
wins. Coach Mike Hodges was rewarded with a 
four-year contract extension and high expecta- 
tions will surely plague this club in 94. But if the 
UMass charges are to prove successful this fall, 
Coach Hodges will need to overcome the loss of 
three All-Conference offensive linemen. Last 
year’s awesome O-line led the Minutemen to 
nearly 300 yards per game on the ground, but 
the only regulars back from that unit are tackles 
Dan Markowski (6-5, 275, so.) and Joe Sabella 
(6-5, 270, sr.). The vacant guard posts will go to 
Mark Zych (6-4, 270, so.) and Todd Tinker (6-2, 
265, sr.) with sophomore Mark Shalala (6-3, 
275, so.) slated to take over at center. Depth up 
front comes from lettermen Lou Brandt (6-2, 
260, jr.), Geoff Thomas (6-2, 285, so.), Matt 
Rocha (6-1, 250, so.) and Marc Croteau (6-2, 
245, jr.). 

Back to operate behind the rebuilt O-line is 
junior quarterback Andrew McNeilly (6-2, 195), 
a solid runner and inconsistent thrower who in 
’93 passed for 808 yards and ran for another 229 
markers. When McNeilly missed four games due 
to injury, sophomore Vito Campanile (6-0, 195) 
took over and displayed some promise. Cam- 
panile completed just 42 percent of his passes, 
but threw twice as many touchdowns as McNeil- 
ly did in less than half the attempts. Throwing 
the ball is not a strong suit for this club, 

The starting wideouts will be junior Matt 
Read (6-0, 175) and sophomore Kevin Bourgoin 
(6-1, 185), who in 793 combined for just 2] 
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receptions. Depth on the outside comes from "93 
letter winners Darryl Thomas (5-10, 175, so.) 
and Zach Clark (6-1, 170, so.), with talented 
junior Matt Stefanski (6-4, 250) moving up to 
the number one tight end role. Sophomore 
Bryan Healy (6-2, 225) will backstop Stefanski. 

The UMass rushing attack was simply awe- 
some in ’93 as alternating tailbacks Rene In- 
goglia (6-0, 190, so.) and John Johnson combin- 
ed for nearly 2,200 yards. With Johnson 
graduated, Ingoglia could put up some gaudy 
numbers this fall on the heels of last year’s 
superb freshman campaign that included 1,284 
yards and 14 touchdowns! Ingoglia will move to 
fullback this year, with sophomore scatback 
Frank Alessio (5-7, 175) due to start at TB after 
racking up 525 yards as a ‘93 reserve. The top 
reserves in the backfield will be David Smith 
(6-1, 215, sr.), Ron Drapeau (6-1, 235, jr,) and 
Clark Ramos (6-0, 185, sr.). 

Defensively, the Minutemen are in great shape 
up front where All-Yankee DE Brian Corcoran 
(6-2, 250, sr.) returns to lead the way. Corcoran, 
who had 82 tackles and 12 sacks last fall, will 
team on the flank with talented sophomore Ver- 
nard Fennell (6-4, 225), who posted seven QB 
traps as a 93 redshirt frosh, While Corcoran 
and Fennell get all the recognition, steady 
seniors Ben Albert (6-1, 240) and Silas Burke 
(6-2, 235) do an outstanding job at defensive 
tackle. Overall, the Minutemen posted 50 QB 
sacks in 1993! D-line depth comes in the form 
of Ken Bello (6-0, 225, so.), David Dakin (6-2, 
235, jr.), Jeron Alston (6-0, 235, so.) and John 
Sawyer (6-1, 255, so.). 

There’s some new faces at linebacker where 
middle man Mike Valentino (6-1, 215) is the only 
returning regular. Valentino, who started as a 
freshman last fall, is likely to team with '93 let- 
termen Trejo Rust (6-4, 215, jr.) and Roger 
Kotlarz (6-1, 200, sr.), The primary reserves at 
linebacker look to be Brett Hammond (6-0, 210, 
jr.), Phil Curtin (6-1, 220, sr.) and Mike Dawson 
(6-2, 205, so.). 

Incumbent cornerbacks Breon Parker (5-11, 
185, jr.) and Tony Williams (5-11, 175, sr.) will 
both contend for All-Yankee honors after com- 
bining for nine interceptions last fall. Parker 
may be the best cover guy in the entire league. 
The new safety regulars are Jason Mumford 
(5-9, 180, jr.) and Jason Tudryn(6-2, 190, jr.), 
while depth in the secondary comes from Bryan 
Mooney (5-9, 175, so.), Justin Riemer (5-11, 
180, so.), Kevin Duthley (6-2, 185, so.) and Scott 
Kaplowitz (5-9, 170, jr.). 


WILLIAM & MARY (9-3-0, 7-1-0 in Yankee) 
-- After two straight nine-win seasons, the Tribe 
could be in for a long 1994 campaign, though 
Coach Jimmye Laycock still has some talented 
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players on his roster. Gone from last year’s 
outstanding squad are a host of first rate per- 
formers, including All-Americans Tom Walters 
(OG), Craig Staub (DT), Eric Lambert (LB) and 
Corey Ludwig (WR). Coach Laycock will 
rebuild his charges around standout senior signal 
caller Shawn Knight (5-10, 175, sr.), who a year 
ago threw for 2,235 yards and 22 touchdowns. 
Knight completed nearly 70 percent of his passes 
and was intercepted on just four occasions. The 
backup QB job will go to either Matt Byrne 
(5-11, 190, jr.) or Yonce Shelton (6-0, 175, so.). 

With Ludwig gone, senior Mike Tomlin (6-0, 
195) will be the number one pass catcher. 
Tomlin had 39 catches for 674 yards and seven 
scores last fall. Letterman Terry Hammons (5-8, 
155, jr.) had 23 receptions off the bench in "93, 
and he'll team with Tomlin to form a potent 
combination at wide receiver. Redshirt frosh Bil- 
ly Commons (5-10, 165) will be a key reserve at 
wideout, along with returnees Josh Whipple 
(6-2, 210, so.), Steve Dougherty (6-1, 185, so.) 
and Jimmy Fedison (6-0, 170, jr.). The vacant 
tight end post will be filled by either junior War- 
ren Roark (6-2, 240) or converted fullback Chris 
Applewhite (6-2, 225, sr.). 

Back to lead the Tribe ground game is the 
tailback tandem of Derek Fitzgerald (5-8, 190, 
jr.) and Troy Keen (5-10, 215, jr,). Fitzgerald 
rushed for 1,100 yards and 10 TDs in ’93, while 
Keen added 668 yards and 14 scores. Laycock 
has toyed with the idea of using the two at the 
same time, which would relegate incumbent 
fullback Greg Parker (6-0, 230, jr.) to second 
string status. 

The offensive line was absolutely decimated 
by graduation, leaving only senior tackle John 
Stem (6-2, 280) back from last fall’s starting 
five. Stem’s new partner at tackle is likely to be 
senior Frank Dawson (6-4, 270), with the vacant 
guard spots going to lettermen Josh Beyer (6-5, 
285, so.) and John Teza (6-4, 280, so.), with red- 
shirt freshman Dan Rossettini (6-2, 285) favored 
to win the center job. The top O-line subs look 
to be Reed Prosser (6-5, 280, jr.), Dave 
Miloszewski (6-4, 270, jr.), Charlie White (6-0, 
250, jr.), Ray Geyer (6-3, 270, fr.) and Jason 
Pendleton (6-4, 290, fr.). 

The Tribe lost four of its top six tacklers from 
1993, with the best returning defender being 
senior middle linebacker Greg Applewhite (6-2, 
220), who posted 115 stops last fall. Back to 
flank Applewhite is senior Jason Miller (6-1, 
205) with the second OLB job going to talented 
sophomore Stefon Moody (6-2, 215). Look for 
sophomore Michael Hertz (6-0, 215) to challenge 
for starting duty on the outside, with other LB 
reserves including Jude Waddy (6-2, 200, fr.), 
Mike McGowan (6-0, 230, so.) and Tim Brady 
(6-0, 210, fr.). 

Along the defensive front, Coach Laycock 
welcomes back three solid ends in Melvin Griffin 
(6-1, 240, jr.), Mike Bertoni (6-2, 230, so.) and 
Jim Simpkins (6-1, 250, jr.), who a year ago 
combined for 12 QB sacks. All three could end 
up in the starting lineup if Bertoni is converted 
to outside linebacker. Brian Giamo (6-3, 260, 
so.) and Jeff Chattin (6-4, 265, jr.) will man the 
tackle posts, with interior depth provided by 
Peter Coyne (6-2, 260, fr.), Tim Kagle (6-3, 260, 
so.), Anders Timberg (6-2, 240, jr.) and John 
Wellons (6-1, 225, so.). 

In the secondary, sophomore free safety Dar- 
ren Sharper (6-3, 205) is the only returning 
regular, with the three vacancies due to be filled 
by '93 letter winners Jason Steiner (5-10, 180, 
jr.), Mark McCain (5-10, 190, jr.) and Mike 
Britt (5-10, 175, sr.). Speedy cornerback Joe 


Wilkins (5-9, 175) heads up an impressive 
quartet of redshirt freshmen which also includes 
Sean McDermott (6-0, 195), John Childs (5-10, 
170) and Jason O'Reilly (6-0, 170), 


CONNECTICUT (6-5-0, 5-3-0 in Yankee) -- 
It’s the start of a new era at this school where 
Skip Holtz, son of the Notre Dame coach, will 
take direction of the Husky program. The 
strength of his initial edition of UConn gridders 
will be on offense, where junior QB Zeke 
Rodgers (6-4, 200) returns to run the show. 
Rodgers a year ago threw for 1,705 yards, com- 
pleting nearly 57 percent of his tosses, but had 
just seven TDs against 12 interceptions. Inex- 
perienced redshirt freshman Scott Parker (6-2, 
190) is the leading contender for the backup QB 
job. 

The Huskies should again boast a productive 
rushing attack, led by junior tailback Wilbur 
Gilliard (6-0, 205), who in ’93 rolled up 1,099 
yards on the ground. Gilliard scored 17 of 
UConn’s 34 touchdowns last fall. Former starter 
Ed Long (6-0, 200, sr.) returns in support of 
Gilliard and he came off the bench to add 473 
yards and six TDs last year. Gilliard and Long 
are one of the premier tailback duos in the 
league, while fullback co-regulars Dave Schman 
(6-0, 220, so.) and Ed Nook (6-2, 235, jr.) repre- 
sent another solid combination. Others who’ll 
look to contribute in the backfield include 
Jerome Edwards (5-10, 200, sr.), Pete Connolly 
(5-11, 195, so.) and Hezekiah Faison (5-11, 195, 
fr.). 

Back to head up the receiving corps are split 
end Monte Nowden (6-3, 195, jr.) and flanker 
Brian Reid (6-1, 190, sr.). Nowden emerged as 
the star in "93, catching 52 passes for 756 yards. 
Junior Mike Walker (6-1, 175) will push Reid for 
the starting flanker job, while other contenders 
for playing time on the outside include D.J. 
Cleary (6-0, 180, so.) and Heath Walker (6-3, 
200, sr.). The Huskies must replace a good tight 
end in Tom Bachonski, with sophomore An- 
thony McKinney(6-2, 220) the leading candidate, 
and Rod Schmidt (6-3, 215, so.) and Scott 
Studds (6-5, 250, fr.) also in the tight end pic- 
ture. 

The strength of the offensive line is at tackle 
where honors candidates Pat Walsh (6-9, 305, 
jr.) and Sherrard Joseph (6-5, 300, sr.) return to 
man the flanks, with sophomore guard Baran 
Johnson (6-3, 270) a third returning regular. The 
Huskies were dealt a severe blow when academ- 
ics claimed guard regular Alonzo Montague, 
and center Joe Henrich was forced to quit foot- 
ball due to a serious neck injury. Lettermen 
looking for playing time up front are Mitch 
Krause (6-3, 260, jr.), Bill Millard (6-7, 275, jr.), 
John Walker (6-1, 260, sr.), Paul Ficaro (6-3, 
270, so.), Dan Jones (6-5, 260, so.) and Rich 
Reising (6-6, 245, so.). 

The Huskies lost their top six tacklers from 
1993, and will rebuild this season around 
talented junior cornerback Lamont Parker (5-9, 
165), who'll work with three new faces in the 
secondary this fall. Two of the vacancies will go 
to seniors Jemal Davis (6-0, 175) and Leonard 
Dandridge (5-7, 185), while the other DB slot is 
being battled for by juniors John Groves (5-11, 
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170), Kendall Madison (5-9, 165) and redshirt 
frosh Jamie Lyle (6-2, 190). 

Gone are star linebackers Paul Duckworth 
and Brian Bourgoin. The second line of defense 
will rely heavily on the play of veteran inside 
linebackers Paul Zenkert (6-2, 235, sr.) and 
Dean Cassimatis (6-2, 240, sr.), the latter of 
whom started last year at defensive tackle, The 
two OLB spots will probably go to lettermen 
Damon Lewis (6-], 220, sr.) and Henry Thomp- 
son (6-0, 215, jr.), with the LB reserve crew be- 
ing junior John Coen (6-0, 200) and senior Jerry 
Chanterelle (6-0, 215). 

Coach Holtz has little doubt about his three- 
man defensive line where the projected starters 
are Ryan Coutant (6-3, 250, so.), Brian Gleason 
(6-3, 270, jr.) and Brian Arnold (6-4, 255, so.). 
All three of these guys were starters at times in 
the '93 campaign, while the D-line backups look 
to be F.J. Burkowsky (6-2, 225, sr.) and Justin 
Stanko (6-2, 250, jr.). 


NEW HAMPSHIRE (6-5-0, 4-4-0 in Yankee) 
-- Coach Bill Bowes begins his 23rd season al the 
Wildcat helm and this looks to be his strongest 
team since winning the Yankee Conference 
championship back in 1991. Coach Bowes will 
hand over the starting quarterback job to '93 co- 
regular Jim Stayer (6-3, 220, sr.), who completed 
better than 55 percent of his passes a year ago. 
Stayer opened the "93 season as the starter, but 
eventually gave way to the now graduated Rich 
Green. Behind the veteran Stayer is the inex- 
perienced trio of Chris Bresnahan (6-5, 220, so.), 
Bill Batchelder (6-1, 185, so.) and Jeff Myszka 
(5-11, 200, so.). 

The Wildcats are in great shape at running 
back where seniors Avrom Smith (5-10, 195) and 
Lee McLinton (5-11, 250) return to the starting 
backfield. Tailback Smith racked up 1,050 yards 
and 11 scores in '93, while bruising FB McLin- 
ton averaged nearly six yards per carry on his 
way to 513 yards rushing. The top reserves 
behind Smith and McLinton will be junior Matt 
Mezquita (5-11, 190) and redshirt freshman 
Dave Lopez (5-10, 200). 

Last year’s solid passing attack revolved 
heavily around the talents of departed wideout 
David Gamble (67 receptions and 13 TDs), but 
UNH still has some talented pass catchers on the 
roster, Converted tailback Calvin Jones (5-9, 
180, so.) is expected to be an impact player at 
wide receiver, with the other WR post probably 
going to steady senior Mike Allan (6-4, 200). 
Jones arid Allan combined for 27 receptions and 
four TDs off the bench last fall. Reserve 
wideouts include Al Barrow (5-11, 190, so.) and 
Chad Holleman (6-1, 185, so.). Sophomores 
_Jeff Tamulski (6-2, 245) and Matt Tetro (6-3, 
245) will run 1-2 at tight end. 

Coach Bowes is pleased to welcome back all 
five O-line regulars from a year ago, including 
super soph center Pat Downey (6-2, 295), who 
shocked the Wildcats by earning a starting job as 
a freshman in °93. Back to flank Downey at 
guard will be the duo of Jeff Curina (6-3, 310, 
jr.) and Matt Gibby (6-4, 270, sr.), with steady 
veterans Chris Bourdon (6-5, 275, jr.) and Keith 
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Novak (6-3, 285, sr.) back to man the tackle 
posts. Depth in the blocking corps is provided by 
lettermen Steve Wagoner (6-3, 290, jr.), Matt 
Grant (6-2, 240, so.), Bud Yost (6-4, 290, sr.) 
and Tim Stone (6-2, 270, so.). 

Nine starters return on defense, including all 
seven defensive linemen and linebackers, The 
Wildcats are very solid at DT where Sean Fin- 
neran (6-0, 265, jr.) and Joe Fleming (6-3, 270, 
sr.) return for action. Fleming posted 7.5 sacks 
in ’93, second on the club behind only big play 
specialist Mike Foley (6-3, 275, jr.), who had 11 
QB traps a year ago. Foley returns to a DE slot, 
with junior Joe Walker (6-3, 245) due to again 
man the opposite flank. Depth up front comes 
from James Rushton (6-3, 255, so.) and Brendan 
Richter (6-3, 225, so.), the latter of whom will 
also see time at linebacker. : 

Senior Walter Armes (6-0, 235) returns to an- 
chor the second line of defense, where Adam 
Mott (6-2, 235, sr.) and Romande Carter (6-0, 
225, so.) will again be the starters alongside 
Armes. The reserve linebacker contingent will be 
made up of the aforementioned Brendan 
Richter, Peter Christopher (6-2, 225, so.), Dave 
Dembowski (6-0, 220, sr.), Jeremy Johnson 
(6-1, 215, fr.) and J.V. Massey (5-10, 200, fr.). 

Gone from the secondary are standouts Mike 
Cassano and Bob Jordan, but All-Yankee choice 
Jim Concannon (6-1, 200, sr.) is back to man the 
free safety post. Junior Wes Mills (5-9, 175) will 
again start at one cornerback, with Sean Con- 
cannon (5-10, 170, so.) expected to be the new 
starter at the other CB slot, and Rob McCoy 
(6-0, 200, jr.) due to be the starting strong safe- 
ty. Backups in the deep zone will be Geoffrey 
Boyd (6-0, 175, so.), Oliver Asmar (5-11, 190, 

jr.), Jason Robie (5-9, 185, jr.) and Jason Swett 
(5-9, 170, so.). 

NORTHEASTERN (2-9-0, 2-6-0 in Yankee) 
-- The Huskies dropped five contests by less than 
a touchdown last fall, leaving Coach Barry 
Gallup to claim that his squad will be the sur- 
prise team of the "93 campaign. Gallup will 
again utilize a modified Run and Shoot offense 
with three wide receivers and two backs. Back to 
pilot this wide open attack is senior QB Clarzell 
Pearl (6-1, 210), who in "93 threw for 1,885 
yards and 12 touchdowns. Pearl had better stay 
healthy since sophomore backup Jeff Pilarcek 
(6-4, 210) has thrown just 30 career passes. 

NU welcomes back all three wideout regulars 
from a year ago in the trio of Tom Monios (5-11, 
185, jr.), Chris Brady (5-9, 175, jr.) and Des- 
mond Bellot (6-2, 185, jr.), who combined for 97 
catches and eight TDs last season. Monios 
averaged better than 15 yards per catch in "93, 
and he looks to be the most explosive of the 
three starters at wide receiver. Others due to see 
playing time at wideout include Dean Yeadon 
(5-11, 175, jr.), Kevin Morrison (6-1, 165, so.), 
Matt Perry (5-11, 170, jr.) and Phil Hochmuth 
(6-1, 190, so.). 

The Husky rushing attack was virtually non- 
existent a year ago, but Coach Gallup is confi- 
dent that starting running backs Kevin Williams 
(5-10, 205, sr.) and Brian Vaughn (5-7, 170, so.) 
can put up respectable numbers if they get a bet- 
ter performance from the boys along the offen- 
sive line. Williams was the club’s leading rusher 
a year ago, but netted just 332 yards on the 
ground, while Vaughn did most of his damage as 
@ pass receiver, leading the club with 37 recep- 
tions. Both Williams and Vaughn had better stay 
on their toes or talented soph Ike Wilkins (6-2, 
210) will take away somebody's job. Wilkins 
picked up 331 yards as a freshman and his play- 
ing time could increase dramatically in '94, Also 
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in the picture at running back are seniors Bill 
Eacrett (5-9, 205) and Langston Gallop (6-2, 
210), as well as juniors Bruce Pugh (5-9, 185) 
and Pat Murphy (5-11, 210). 

Coach Gallup faces the prospect of starting 
four sophomores in the offensive interior, with 
senior guard John Robinson (6-2, 250) the only 
upperclassman projected in the regular blocking 
corps. Sophs Jim Bailey (6-1, 260) and Brian 
Chamberlain (6-5, 275) are returning regulars up 
front, while the newcomers are classmates 
Jerome Daniels (6-6, 320) and Gregg DeNote 
(6-3, 255). Reserve O-linemen who could push 
for playing time include Nate Smith (6-4, 225, 
fr.), Pat McEvilly (6-0, 280, jr.), Rob Rebovich 
(6-5, 285, so.) and Geoff Loviza (6-2, 255, fr.). 

Seven defensive starters are back, though 
standouts Mark Salisbury (SS) and Jeff Laing 
(LB) were among the departed. The Huskies ap- 
pear to be in good shape in the secondary where 
free safety Jason Seapker (6-3, 200, sr.) returns 
after leading the squad with 102 tackles a year 
ago. Also back for another year of duty is the 
solid veteran cornerback combo of Silas 
Calhoun (5-10, 190, sr.) and Mark Hopkins (5-9, 
170, jr.), with junior Antwaine Smith (5-9, 175, 
jr.) expected to fill the vacant strong safety slot. 
Reserves in the deep zone include Sean Brady 
(5-8, 175, sr.), Arthur Brayboy (6-0, 200, sr.) 
and Bruce Richardson (5-10, 165, jr.), 

The leading light at linebacker is senior middle 
man David Atwood (6-0, 220), who posted 80 
stops a year ago. One outside ’backer position 
will again go to hard-hitting Reggie Thornton 
(6-1, 220, jr.), with the vacant OLB job going to 
either Mike Ivanoski (6-1, 215, jr.) or Matt 
Quinn (6-1, 210, so.). Key subs at linebacker will 
be redshirt freshmen Shawn Murphy (6-2, 215) 
and Phil Sessener (6-2, 220), plus senior Chris 
Petrone (5-11, 220), 

Up front, senior end Josh Heinrich (6-6, 250) 
and junior tackle Dan Schena (6-2, 260) return 
to starting jobs, with °93 letter winners Bob 
Grillo (6-2, 260, sr.) and Frank Iacaboni (6-2, 
240, sr.) due to be the new regulars at tackle and 
end, respectively. Also in the hunt for playing 
time along the defensive front wall are juniors 
LeMonte Addison (6-2, 240) and Mike Hosak 
(6-1, 230), plus sophomore Brian DeAntonio 
(6-1, 250). 


RICHMOND (5-6-0, 3-5-0 in Yankee) — After 
some lean years, the Richmond Spiders have 
returned (o respectability in the recent past, 
posting a combined 12-10 mark over the past 
two seasons. With just eight starters returning 
from last year’s squad, Coach Jim Marshall 
could be in for a long 1994 campaign. 

Among the departed is three-year starting 
quarterback Greg Lilly, who threw for over 
6,700 yards in his career, Junior Jason Gabrels 
(6-1, 200) is favored to be the number one QB in 
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‘94, but he performed miserably in two starts 
when Lilly was hurt last fall. Gabrels completed 
just 46 percent of his passes last year, so 
sophomore Joe Elrod (6-2, 205) is still very 
much in the hunt for the starting job. 

The new signal caller will work with an ex- 
tremely inexperienced receiving corps, where the 
returnees from last fall combined for just seven 
receptions. Lettermen Antoine Lee (5-7, 160, jr.) 
and Jon Craig (6-1, 180, so,) were the primary 
reserve wideouts last season, but neither player 
saw significant playing time. As a result, Coach 
Marshall has switched Rodney Bowens (5-9, 
180, jr.) over from the defense where he started 
all 11 games in the secondary a year ago. Bowens 
played wide receiver as a freshman and he 
should easily claim a starting job in '94, Redshirt 
frosh Keith Middleton (6-1, 185) is also in the 
wideout battle. The Spiders have absolutely no 
experience at tight end where redshirt freshmen 
Rahmaan Streater (6-4, 235) and Brian Holtorf 
(6-4, 205) are vying for the number one job. 

The picture is a bit brighter at running back 
where senior TB Uly Scott (5-9, 190) is back to 
lead the ground game after picking up 1,068 
yards a year ago. Joining Scott in the starting 
backfield is strong blocking fullback Jon 
Strashensky (5-7, 195, sr.), while depth in this 
area comes from Minoso Rodgers (5-9,180, so.), 
T.J. McNally (6-0, 190, so.) and Kevin Ander- 
son (5-9, 180, fr.). 

Seniors Matt Farmer (6-3, 250) and C.J. Lin- 
dhjeim (6-2, 275) return to man the guard posts, 
but the rest of the O-line jobs are pretty much up 
for grabs. Returning lettermen Bob Wershbale 
(6-1, 255, sr.), Pete Woods (6-5, 260, sr.) and 
Lance Conway (6-3, 245, so.) are in the hunt for 
the three vacancies, but a concerned Coach Mar- 
shall has also switched Brad Butkovich (6-3, 275, 
sr.) and Jon Pritchett (6-0, 245, jr.) over from 
defense in an effort to shore up his offensive 
line. 

The strength of the Richmond defense is at 
linebacker, where four senior starters are back in 
the quartet of Ray Geoffroy (5-11, 210), Jason 
Gredell (5-11, 215), Carlos McCain (5-11, 190) 
and Edmond Mintah (6-3, 215). Geoffroy had a 
huge "93 campaign with 116 tackles, four sacks 
and eight other stops for minus yardage, while 
Mintah led the Spiders a year ago with six QB 
traps. Junior Bryan Leibrand (5-11, 205) is the 
most experienced LB reserve, but the Spiders do 
have three very talented redshirt freshmen look- 
ing for action at linebacker in the trio of Owen 
McGill (6-2, 195), Cary Goodwin (6-1, 210) and 
Jasmonn Coleman (6-2, 220). 

The Spiders are painfully young along the 
defensive line where the projected starters com- 
ing out of spring drills were Art Blanchard (6-0, 
250, so.), Lawrence Nightingale (6-3, 245, so.) 
and Steve Quander (6-3, 230, fr.), who started a 
combined zero games last fall. Others in the 
D-line equation include Chris Plunkett (6-1, 250, 
so.), Lee Owens (6-3, 230, fr.), Jason Giska (6-5, 
240, fr.) and ’93 injury victim Teo Ngatuvai 
(6-1, 235, sr.). 

All-America candidate Maurice Glenn (6-1, 
180, sr.) is the leading light in the secondary. 
Glenn will again be at free safety, with "93 co- 
regular Scott Burton (6-0, 185, sr.) due to man 
the strong safety posts, The new CB regulars 
look to be senior Brian Lyle (6-0, 180) and red- 
shirt freshman Lamont Neal (5-11, 180), with 
the reserve crew in the deep zone including 
sophomores Denver Haught (6-1, 175) and 
Omar Banks (5-11, 175), plus redshirt freshmen 
Rob Miller (5-9, 155) and Shawn Barber (6-1, 
195). 
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VILLANOVA (3-8-0, 1-7-0 in Yankee) — 
After posting an excellent 9-3 mark in ’92, the 
Wildcats slipped to just 3-8 a year ago as an in- 
credible rash of injuries were simply too much to 
overcome. Injuries forced 18 different starters to 
miss at least one game, causing Coach Andy 
Talley to wonder if he was running a MASH 
unit instead of a football team! 

Stepping into the fulltime role as the number 
one signal caller is promising sophomore Erik 
Pearson (6-3, 205), who was forced into duty as 
a freshman when the now graduated Brad Par- 
pan went down with an injury, Pearson respond- 
ed by completing 53 percent of his passes, but 
had just four TDs against 11 interceptions. 
Junior Tom Marchese (6-3, 200) is expected to 
challenge Pearson for starting honors, as could 
redshirt frosh Mike Rusnak (6-2, 200). 

The Wildcats have switched backup tailback 
Eric Hunt (5-10, 195, jr.) to wide receiver in an 
effort to improve production on the outside. 
Hunt led "Nova with 32 receptions a year ago, 
but failed to score a receiving touchdown, plus 
he added 331 yards rushing. Junior Pete Petrillo 
(5-9, 175) will be the other starting wideout, with 
the reserve receiving corps including Rob Carter 
(5-8, 150, so.), Josh Dolbin (6-0, 180, fr.) and 
Brian Keating (5-11, 180, jr.). The tight end 
duties will be split up between junior Leo 
Massaro (6-2, 250) and junior Brent McCracken 
(6-2, 240), the latter of whom missed all of last 
year with a foot injury, but had started several 
times in 1992. 

Coach Talley welcomes back four offensive 
line regulars, including All-Yankee candidates 
Jose Ramirez (6-2, 275, sr.) and Richard Ras 
(6-4, 280, sr.). Ramirez will be rejoined at guard 
by sophomore Andy Weidl (6-3, 260), with 
junior Ante Benzija (6-3, 265) back to man the 
center position. The vacant tackle post will go to 
either Matt McKnight (6-7, 310, so.) or Kevin 
McCarty (6-4, 285, so.), with Chris Okano (6-3, 
260, so.), Robin Rees (6-3, 270, fr.) and Craig 
Shirey (6-1, 250, fr.) the primary O-line reserves. 

With a stronger offensive line, the Wildcats 
will hope to improve on last year’s dismal 
rushing attack, but will miss the services of 
graduated TB regular Kevin Mosley. Soph An- 
thony Cowsette (6-2, 205) ran for 219 yards as. a 
frosh and he could be the featured back this fall. 
Others expected to contribute heavily to the 
overland assaults are Steve Shepard (6-1, 195, 
so.), Ross Kingsbury (5-10, 205, jr.) and con- 
verted linebacker Gary Dennis (6-2, 240, jr.). 

The Wildcats will switch to a 3-4 defense this 
year, with returning regulars Chris Curtis (6-4, 
265, jr.) and Greg Ziegler (6-3, 260, jr.) due to be 
two of the up front starters. The third D-line 
post will go to either Nate McIntyre (6-3, 250, 
so.), Remo Guarnieri (6-3, 255, sr.), Jim 
Kelcourse (6-4, 260, fr.) or George Freiberger 
(6-5, 265, fr.). 

The second line of defense gets a big shot in 
the arm from talented Penn State transfer Adam 
Burawski (6-0, 220, jr.), who could contend for 
all-conference honors immediately. Burawski 
will man one inside backer position, with the 
other ILB slot going to "93 injury victim Preston 
Walker (6-1, 230, jr.). Reserves pushing for duty 
inside are Michael Coleman (6-0, 230, so.), John 


Deignan (6-0, 225, jr.) and John Reilly (6-1, 225, 
jr.). The OLB regulars look to be Andy 
Cobaugh (6-2, 230, sr.) and converted defensive 
end Mark Baker (6-4, 235, sr.), but junior 
Tyrone Frazier (6-2, 225) will press for regular 
action, as could John Kovalcik (6-2, 240, jr.) 
and William Brannan (6-1, 205, jr.). 

There’s some question marks in the secondary 
where All-Yankee FS Devian Logan (5-10, 170, 
sr.) had major knee surgery last winter and may 
not return for the "94 campaign. Converted wide 
receiver Deon Jackson (5-9, 175, so,) and letter- 
man Chris Hardy (5-11, 200, jr.) will battle for 
the free safety job if Logan can’t go, The SS 
post will go to either Kyle Helton (5-11, 185, so.) 
or the aforementioned Hardy, with the corner- 
back positions probably going to sophs Curtis 
Dunaway (5-10, 190) and Brian Barajas (5-10, 
175). Other players contending for playing time 
at defensive back include William Grimmer (5-8, 
170, so.), Jack Foley (5-11, 185, so.), Henry 
Miller (5-11, 175, so.) and Dax Banks (5-8, 170, 
fr.). 


RHODE ISLAND (3-8-0, 1-7-0 in Yankee) -- 
The Rams took a pretty good beating 
throughout most of the ’93 campaign, but look 
to regroup this fall around talented sophomore 
quarterback Chris Hixson (6-3, 205), who a year 
ago was voted the Yankee Conference Rookie of 
the Year. Hixson won the number one job as a 
true freshman and stunned the league by com- 
pleting 162 of 269 passes for 2,218 yards and 12 
TDs with just eight INTs. Hixson will be 
backstopped by former starting signal caller 
Tony Squitieri (6-0, 180, sr.), who back in “92 
threw for nearly 2,000 yards. 

Hixson’s favorite target will again be big play 
wideout Bobby Apgar (6-0, 180, so.), who ex- 
ploded on the Yankee scene as a freshman, con- 
tributing 40 receptions and seven TDs. Apgar’s 
new partner at wide receiver is likely to be 
sophomore Cy Butler (5-7, 165), who had five 
starts at the H-back position last fall, providing 
22 catches and 189 yards rushing. The reserve 
wideout crew is made up of Donald Talley (5-11, 
170, jr.), Terence Carter (6-3, 190, fr.), Shaun 
Morgan (5-9, 175, sr.) and Alonzo Boyd (5-8, 
165, so.). Senior Frank Marinella (6-3, 235) 
returns for regular duty at tight end after snaring 
23 passes last fall, with redshirt frosh Kris Kelly 
(6-3, 230) and senior Craig Vendersea (6-0, 220) 
in reserve. 

The running game received bad news last spr- 
ing when projected starter and ’93 leading rusher 
Frantzy Jourdain (5-8, 180, so.), blew out his 
knee and may be lost for the entire '94 season. 
Sophomore Cameron Pouler (5-10, 175) is the 
likely replacement for Jourdain, with Ohio State 
transfer Travis McGuire (5-11, 205, so.) pushing 
Pooler for starting duty. McGuire may also end 
up at H-back, where Kevin Quinn (6-0, 220, sr.) 
and James Krause (6-0, 210, jr.) look to be the 
leading contenders should McGuire stay at 
tailback. Redshirt frosh Ken Guerrier (6-2, 210) 
could also see extensive playing time at both 
backfield slots. 

Up front, the anchor of the Rhode Island 
blocking corps will again be senior guard Greg 
Fournier (6-3, 280), who'll team with Tod Short 
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(6-5, 295, sr.) to form a huge guard combo by 
Yankee Conference standards. The starting 
tackles look to be Chris Keneally (6-7, 260, sr.) 
and Mike Hansen (6-6, 265, so.), with veteran 
Paul Scoffone (6-4, 280, jr.) due to handle the 
snapping duties. There's very little depth up 
front with only the sophomore trio of Greg 
Guyer (6-2, 265), Brian Tibolla (6-2, 270) and 
Andy Gresh (6-4, 300) considered proven 
reserves, 

The top returning defender for the Rams is 
junior OLB Lou D’Agostino (6-0, 230), who 
posted 72 tackles and four sacks last season. 
D'Agostino gets two new partners at linebacker 
this fall in the duo of Lucien Belanger (5-11, 220, 
so.) and Troy Rothmann (6-1, 200, sr.), with key 
subs in the second line of defense due to be Rob 
DeSalvo (6-0, 215, jr.), Tom Meier (6-1, 220, 
so.) and Rob Wondolowski (6-1, 230, so.). 

Both starting defensive tackles return in the 
form of sophomore Will Santi (6-0, 275) and 
junior Brian Smith (6-4, 245), with reserve help 
at DT coming from Robert McGoodwin (6-4, 
235, so.) and freshman Jesse Clark (6-2, 230). 
The new DE regulars look to be senior Eric 
Jenkins (6-6, 245) and redshirt frosh Frank Fer- 
rara (6-3, 225), with fellow redshirt freshmen 
Paul Wortley (6-4, 230) and Rashidi Lewis (6-2, 
215) the primary reserves. 

The rebuilt Ram secondary will include Mark 
Swistak (5-8, 175, jr.) and converted tailback 
Shundell Hicks (5-7, 160, sr.) at the cornerback 
posts, with the new safety regulars likely to be 
Dan Sullivan (5-11, 190, sr.) and Ron Tannotti 
(6-0, 180, fr.). Also in the hunt for playing time 
in the deep zone are Chris Lawson (5-11, 180, 
so.) and Curt Whiting (5-11, 175, jr-). 


MAINE (3-8-0, 2-6-0 in Yankee) — The Black 
Bears return 14 starters from a year ago, in- 
cluding seven on each side of the ball, but this 
program is still a long way from cracking the up- 
per echelon of the Yankee Conference. Back to 
run the Maine offense is senior signal caller 
Emilio Colon (6-0, 200), who enters his fourth 
season as the team’s starting quarterback. Colon 
pitched for 1,603 yards and 11 TDs a year ago, 
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and now has nearly 5,000 career passing yards. 
Reserve QBs Joe Marsilio (6-5, 220, sr.) and 
BobZurinskas (6-2, 210, sr.) have extensive ex- 
perience under center, but neither has ever been 
too impressive. 

The leading lights in the receiving corps look 
to be senior wideout Steve Cates (5-11, 180) and 
junior tight end Brian Gaine (6-5, 250), who in 
*93 joined forces for 48 receptions. Gaine will be 
backstopped at tight end by sophomore Mitch 
Maury (6-6, 255) and redshirt frosh Chris Scott 
(6-4, 230), while the vacant wide receiver post 
will go to either James Rice (5-10, 195, so.) or 
Donny Ledbetter (5-10, 165, sr.), Redshirt 
freshmen Rameek Wright (5-9, 170) and Bren- 
dan Prophett (5-11, 190) could also figure in the 
picture at wideout. 

Senior Steve Knight (5-11, 235) and sopho- 
more Bob Jameson (5-9, 200) return to anchor 
the Black Bear rushing attack after combining 
for nearly 1,000 yards last season. Knight has 
battled injuries throughout his career, but when 
healthy, he’s proven to be a first rate fullback. 
Soph Jameson will split up time at tailback with 
classmate Andre Pam (5-11, 195, so.). Others 
expected to contend for playing time in the 
backfield are junior Ray Baur (6-2, 235) and red- 
shirt frosh Scott Tracey (5-8, 175). 

There's some rebuilding to do in the offensive 
line where three starters are gone, but a host of 
experienced veterans do loom on the horizon. 
Look for junior Mike Missbrenner (6-3, 235) to 
take over at center, where he should be flanked 
by the guard duo of Mike Thomas (6-3, 265, jr.) 
and Steve Stinson (6-4, 280, jr.). The tackle 
posts should go to Dave Rilatt (6-6, 310, so.) and 
Ryan Ray (6-6, 290, jr.), with O-line depth pro- 
vided by Brendon Parker (6-3, 270, so.), Mike 
Flynn (6-5, 265, so.), Hugo Alvarez (6-1, 260, 
jr.) and Kevin Murphy (6-3, 260, jr.). 

Defensively, junior middle linebacker Ross 
Fichthorn (6-0, 230) is the anchor of the Black 
Bear stop unit, having led the entire Yankee 
Conference with 162 tackles in 1993. Flanking 
Fichthorn will be senior Jeff Commissiong (6-2, 
205) and junior Al Hall (5-10, 220), both of 
whom started several games a year ago. Pushing 
for playing time at OLB will be converted safety 
Joe Robinson (6-2, 205, jr.), Ako Stafford (6-3, 
225, sr.), Shawn Stephenson (5-11, 210, so.) and 
Peter Poirier (6-2, 220, so.). 

Graduation claimed some quality people up 
front, but senior tackles Todd Park (6-5, 270) 
and Mike Adamets (6-0, 240) do return with 
Starting experience. Currently running first str- 
ing at defensive end are '93 lettermen George 
McDonald (6-4, 260, jr.) and Rob Shaw. (6-3, 
255, sr.), but they will be pressed for starting du- 
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ty by the trio of Jon Gautier (6-3, 230, fr.), 
Jason Agren (6-3, 240, so.) and Travis Thomp- 
son (6-1, 245, jr.). Juniors John Foley (6-1, 235) 
and John Whitesides (6-0, 235) are the reserve 
tackles, 

In the secondary, free safety Greg Mikell (6-2, 
200, sr.) and cornerback Alon Byers (6-0, 175, 
so.) are solid returning regulars, while redshirt 
freshmen Derek Carter (6-2, 185) and Greg Ar- 
chie (5-10, 170) won starting roles following spr- 
ing drills, Converted TB Robert Tubbs (5-9, 185, 
sr.) could push Archie for a CB post, while other 
D-back reserves include Greg Kelley (6-3, 200, 
jr.), Mike Long (5-10, 185, fr.), Kevin Harris 
(5-11, 170, so.) and Bob Williams (5-10, 200, 
so.). 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Terriers 
of Boston University were undefeated in con- 
ference play last year, a feat which they may 
duplicate this fall. With standout signal caller 
Robert Dougherty at the helm, BU will boast 
one of the most productive offenses in the coun- 
try, On defense, the Terriers have the ability to 
stifle the league’s pass happy clubs with the 
premier secondary in the Yankee Conference. 
James Madison looks to be a rising program and 
they should ride a potent offense to a high con- 
ference finish. After BU and James Madison, 
there’s a major drop to Delaware, Massachu- 
setts and William & Mary, who will battle for 
the third slot in the league standings. Delaware 
lost a lot of good people, but this is a great pro- 
gram and they always have an impressive ground 
game, For the first time in several years, Dela- 
ware may not have the best rushing attack in the 
league, that honor going to the Minutemen of 
Massachusetts. UMass also has one of the better 
defenses in the Yankee, William & Mary is 
always solid, but this may be their weakest team 
in several years, especially on defense. Next 
comes Connecticut, a solid club that could sur- 
prise some folks if they can rebuild a suspect 
defense. UConn may have the best offensive line 
in the league. New Hampshire returns a lot of 
people and should be highly competitive, but the 
talent level may not be first divison material at 
this school, Look for the Huskies of Northeast- 
ern to be the most improved club in the league, 
but after all, they were 2-9 last fall. The Rich- 
mond Spiders will be a lot weaker in 1994, main- 
ly due to questionable play up front on both 
sides of the scrimmage line. The Villanova Wild- 
cats were awful in ‘93, but if they stay healthy, 
they could be a sleeper team this year. The 
Rhode Island Rams and the Maine Black Bears 
will battle for the right to stay out of the Yankee 
Conference basement.

As we told you they would, the Seminoles 
rewarded Head Coach Bobby Bowden with his 
first National Championship last year. So what 
do they do for an encore? Are they capable of 
making it two in a row this season? Do cows give 
milk? 

Despite losing a slew of quality performers, 
FSU’s potent offense will again give its op- 
ponents plenty of trouble and a lot of heartburn. 
Especially if junior quarterbacks Danny Kanell 
(6-4, 215) and Jon Stark (6-4, 215) can build on 
their excellent performances as Charlie Ward’s 
top backups last fall. Kanell connected on 36 of 
49 passes (73.5 percent) for 499 yards and seven 
TDs without an interception last fall, while Stark 
was good on 25 of 35 passes (71.4 percent) for 
328 yards and three scores with two INTs suf- 
fered. Redshirt freshman Thad Busby (6-3, 215) 
is also in the QB picture. 

Senior three-year letterman Kez McCorvey 
(6-0, 185) is the headliner in the FSU receiving 
crew after compiling the best season for a 
Seminole wideout in 25 years. McCorvey led 
FSU in '93 with 74 receptions good for 966 yards 
and six TDs as he earned All-ACC honors. 
Beyond McCorvey, however, inexperience is the 
main asset of the pass catching contingent. Bid- 
ding for assignments at the wideout posts are 
Phillip Riley (5-11, 185, jr.), Omar Ellison (6-1, 
210, sr.), sophs Andre Cooper (6-2, 195) and 
Wayne Messam (6-4, 215) plus redshirt 
freshman E. G. Green (5-11, 185). Senior Billy 
Glenn (6-3, 260), last year’s backup at tight end, 
has moyed up to the first string where he'll be 
challenged for playing time by sophs Kamari 
Charlton (6-1, 240) and Terry Davis (6-3, 2450. 

The ranks at running back are also a bit thin 
in the experience department, but certainly not 
in the talent category. Tailback Warrick Dunn 
(5-9, 180, so,) led last year's Seminoles with 10 
touchdowns, six coming via passes. Overland, 
Dunn rushed for 511 yards at 7.5 yards per try 
with four scores as he earned Frosh All-America 
honors. The Seminoles’ leading rusher from *92, 
Tiger McMillon (5-9, 185, sr.), returns to action 
after sitting out last year with a torn tendon, 
while others in line to fill in at tailback include 
redshirt frosh Rock Preston (5-9, 185) and soph 
Jermaine Green (5-8, 175). At fullback, 93 red- 
shirt Zack Crockett (6-2, 245, sr.) inherits the 
position yacated by William Floyd, who opted 
for an early jump to the NFL. Soph Pooh Bear 
Williams (6-1, 270), who ran for 266 yards at 6.8 
yards a carry with three TDs a year ago, will 
share time at the bucking back slot. 

The new skill position players will operate 
behind what Coach Bowden calls one of the 
finest offensive lines in the school’s history. The 
best of the bunch is center Clay Shiver (6-2, 275, 
jr.), an All-ACC and Soph All-America choice a 
year ago. Senior three-year letter winner Patrick 
O'Neil (6-3, 280) and junior Lewis Tyre (6-5, 
270) return at the guard positions, with junior 
Juan Laureano (6-5, 285) the incumbent at one 
tackle. Juniors Forrest Conoly (6-6, 325) and 
Jesus Hernandez (6-2, 290) are the prime com-

batants to fill the vacancy at the other tackle. 
The capable O-line reserve list includes Andy 
Crowe (6-3, 265, jr.) and redshirt frosh Kevin 
Long (6-5, 265) at center, guards Chad Bates 
(6-3,275, so.) and incoming JUCO A-A Tim 
Johnson (6-4, 295, jr.) plus tackles Todd For- 
dham (6-5, 285, so.), Greg Frey (6-4, 305, jr.) 
and redshirt frosh Tra Thomas (6-8, 325). 
Defensively, Florida State will be led by a pair 
of ‘‘Derricks,”’ both of whom earned All- 
America honors last season. The first is outside 
linebacker Derrick Brooks (6-1, 220, sr.), a 
three-year letterman and consensus A-A pick as 
he racked up 77 tackles, seven stops for negative 
yardage, two sacks, a pair of interceptions and 
two fumble recoveries. He was a finalist for the 
Butkus Award given to the nation's outstanding 
linebacker despite the fact he played hurt most 
of the campaign. The other Derrick is defensive 
end Derrick Alexander (6-5, 285, jr.), who 
dominated play as a sophomore a year ago. 
Alexander piled up 100 tackles, including eight 
tackles for minus yardage and five sacks. 
Senior three-year veteran James Roberson 
(6-4, 245) returns at the terminal slot opposite 
Alexander where he had five tackles for negative 
yardage and 3.5 sacks in '93,. Another three-year 
letterman, Chris Cowart (6-2, 240, sr.), a co- 
regular in 1993 when he led the Seminols with 
7.5 QB traps, will see plenty of time at DE, with 
sophs Reinard Wilson (6-2, 240) and Rhodney 
Williams (6-4, 270) rounding out the reserve 
corps at the flanks. The battle for the starting 
rights at tackle features senior Dulack Guerrier 
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(6-2, 255), junior Tyrant Marion (6-2, 255), red- 
shirt freshman Julian Pittman (6-3, 280) and in- 
coming JUCO All-American Orpheus Roye 
(6-4, 280, jr.). At nose guard, junior Enzo 
Armella (6-09, 255) and soph Connell Spain 
(6-2, 285) are dueling for first string honors. 

Rejoining Brooks at outside linebacker will be 
junior Todd Rebol (6-0, 215), who was credited 
with 75 tackles a year ago. Senior three-year let- 
terman Eric Smith (6-0, 220) and soph Sam 
Cowart (6-3, 235) will see action at OLB in relief 
of the starters. At middle backer, sophs Travis 
Sherman (6-1, 225) and Henri Crockett (6-2, 
255) are battling with frosh redshirt Daryl Bush 
(6-2, 230) and freshman recruit Lamont Green 
(6-3, 235) for game time. Green was rated the 
top inside linebacker in the nation’s prep ranks a 
year ago. 

The Seminoles are earning a reputation for 
developing top cornerbacks, and this year is no 
exception as senior three-year veteran Clifton 
Abraham (5-9, 185) is a legitimate contender for 
A-A honors. He had 61 tackles and one INT a 
year ago. Soph Byron Capers (6-1, 195) is the 
choice to fill the other cornerback slot, although 
soph James Colzie (5-10, 160), redshirt freshman 
Rodney Wells (5-10, 185) and senior Corey 
Fuller (5-11, 200) will have a lot to say about 
that. Fuller, a three-year letterman, was a starter 
in *92 who missed last year’s action due to knee 
surgery. Senior Steve Gilmer (5-10, 205), who 
also sat last year as he rehabilitated an injured 
knee, is expected to earn the start at free safety, 
where his chief competition includes redshirt 
frosh Jeremy Morris (6-2, 210) and soph Sean 
Hamlet (6-0, 220). Junior honors candidate 
Devin Bush (6-0, 205) is the incumbent at strong 
safety where he had 68 stops and a pass theft a 
year ago, with frosh recruit Robert Hammond 
(6-3, 185) in reserve. Hammond was rated the 
very best schoolboy safety in the country in 93. 

Soph Scott Bentley (5-11, 180) will again han- 
dle the Seminoles’ placement work after an er- 
ratic but productive season in '93. Bentley hit 56 
of 64 PAT tries and 13 of 20 field goals for 95 
points. The FSU punter will again be Sean Liss 
(6-4, 220, so.), who quietly averaged nearly 40 
yards per punt as he was called on to kick just 32 
times all last season. 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: It’s a tall 


order, but FSU’s well-balanced strike force is 
certainly capable of matching its 1993 output of 
548 yards and 43 points per game. On the defen-

He com- 
pleted 139 of 217 passes (64 percent!) for 1,878 
yards and 12 touchdowns last year, and he also 
ran for 406 yards and four scores on 109 carries 
(a 3.7 average). Stanicek will again be supported 
by junior Mike Thomas (6-2, 225), who hit on 20 
of 37 passes for 336 yards in °93. 

The receiving corps will sorely miss the ser- 
vices of graduated wideouts Corey Holliday and 
Bucky Brooks, but one of those voids will be 
very capably filled by speedy junior Marcus 
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Wall (5-10, 170), who caught 22 passes as a co- 
regular last fall. Fellow junior Gray Bovender 
(6-1, 185), who saw spot action in 93, could get 
the starting call at the other WR post, as could 
super frosh recruits Darien Johnson (6-2, 195) 
and Mark Dunn (6-3, 190). Strong-blocking 
senior Greg DeLong (6-4, 245), who averaged 
22.5 yards per catch last year, is a real force at 
tight end, as is his very impressive backup, 
sophomore letterman Freddie Jones (6-4, 250). 

Carolina’s potent ground game is spearheaded 
by alternating tailbacks Curtis Johnson (5-10, 
210, jr.) and Leon Johnson (6-1, 210, so.), a 
couple of bonafide A-A candidates who can 
really motor. A year ago, Curtis ran for 1,034 
yards and 11 touchdowns on 173 carries (a 6.0 
average), while Leon rushed for 1,012 yards and 
14 TDs on 179 totes (a 5.7 average). Leon also 
caught 29 passes for 233 yards and two scores. 
Rejoining Stanicek and the two Johnsons in the 
offensive backfield are powerful fullbacks 
Malcolm Marshall (6-1, 240, sr.) and William 
Henderson (6-1, 245, sr.). They split time at that 
spot last season and ran for a combined 353 
yards and five TDs. 

Rebuilding an offensive interior line that 
returns only one starter is Coach Brown's 
number one priority on this side of the ball. 
Junior Pat Conneely (6-5, 270) is back at his 
center post, where he figures to be flanked by 
new starting guards Russell Babb (6-4, 290, jr.) 
and Scott Overbeck (6-3, 285, jr.), as well as the 
new tackle tandem of Byron Thomas (6-4, 300, 
so.) and Roge Purgason (6-5, 290, sr.). Also in 
the O-line picture are lettermen Don Meredith 
(6-5, 280, sr.) and Jerness Gethers (6-3, 265, jr.), 
as well as A-A frosh recruit Jeff Wertalik (6-5, 
290). 

The defense was hit hard by graduation, but 
Coach Brown has a lot to work with in restruc- 
turing this unit. Especially at inside linebacker 
where seniors Kerry Mock (6-3, 235), Mike Mor-

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Now unlike other newsletters, the ATS 
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ton (6-3, 235) and Eddie Mason (6-0, 230) are 
back to share the two starting berths. A year 
ago, they made a combined 241 tackles! Taking 
over at the two outside backer posts are 1993 co- 
regulars Oscar Sturgis (6-5, 265, sr.) and James 
Hamilton (6-6, 250, so.), who recorded an ag- 
gregate 63 tackles last fall. Also in the OLB pic- 
ture are lettermen John Bradley (6-1, 235, sr.) 
and Doug Leonard (6-5, 245, jr,), as well as A-A 
frosh recruits Michael Pringley (6-5, 240) and 
Vonnie Holliday (6-5, 250). 

Leading the charge up front will be big-play 
tackle Marcus Jones (6-6, 270, jr.), a co-regular 
last year who made 50 tackles, including nine 
quarterback sacks. Moving in at the other tackle 
slot is junior Greg Black (6-4, 300), who racked 
up 27 stops in *93, while senior Riddick Parker 
(6-3, 270), who made 18 tackles last season, is 
ticketed to start at nose guard. Lettermen Brian 
Honeycutt (6-4, 275, so.), Andre Purvis (6-5, 
290, jr.) and Rick Terry (6-4, 290, so.) are ex- 
pected to be the top reserves in the three-man 
trench. 

The secondary welcomes back two starters 
and a host of experienced lettermen who logged 
extensive duty last season. The two incumbents 
are senior cornerback Jimmy Hitchcock (5-11, 
190) and junior strong safety Sean Boyd (6-3, 
205). Hitchcock made 78 tackles and broke up 
seven passes last fall, while Boyd recorded 70 
stops, deflected nine passes and intercepted four 
enemy aerials. 1993 co-regulars Tim Smith (5-10, 
190, sr.) and Fuzzy Lee (5-11, 190, jr.) are bang- 
ing heads for starting rights at the CB spot op- 
posite Hitchcock, with Kevin Addis (6-2, 205, 
jr.) and Eric Thomas (6-0, 200, jr.) first in line to 
fill the free safety slot. Others expected to be 
heard from in the deep zones are sophomore let- 
terman Ronald Thomas (6-1, 185) and explosive 
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A-A frosh recruit Greg Williams (6-0, 185), 
although Williams may very well ply his substan- 
tial wares at wide receiver since he has game- 
breaking ability. 

A big plus for this team is the return of senior 
placekicker Tripp Pignetti (5-10, 215). Last 
season, he hit on 12 of 15 field goal tries and 
converted 50 of 52 PAT attempts in scoring 86 
points. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Carolina 
offense may be a little less imposing up front this 
season, but that won’t matter much to a team 
that has a backfield like the Tar Heels do. So 
don’t expect much of a dropoff (if any!) in pro- 
duction when this well-balanced strike force is 
on the attack. Defensively, the Heels may be a 
bit more vulnerable than they were a year ago, 
but they'll still exact a heavy price for every yard 
of real estate they surrender. Add it all up and 
you should come up with at least eight or nine 
Carolina wins this fall. And you can take that to

Just like they did in 1992, the Cavaliers went 
into a season-ending tailspin in 1993 as they lost 
five of their last seven games, including a 31-13 
pounding at the hands of Boston College in the 
Carquest Bowl. Still, the Cavs did chalk up 
seven victories while outgaining and outscoring 
their foes by substantial margins. Which is why 
Head Coach George Welsh is optimistic that his 
charges will have a big season in 1994. 

If they do, junior quarterback Symmion 
Willis (6-4, 205) will be a big reason why. A year 
ago, he hit on 165 of 276 passes (60 percent) for 
2,347 yards and 19 touchdowns, and he also ran 
for a net of 222 yards while being sacked only 11 
times. Junior Mike Groh (6-3, 195) will again 
serve as Willis’ backup. 

The Cavs have an excellent corps of wide 
receivers, with the top four pass catchers from a 
year ago returning for this year’s action. Junior 
Demetrious ‘‘Pete’’ Allen (5-10, 170, jr.) and 
three-year letterman Tyrone Davis (6-5, 225, sr.) 
are the holdover regulars, with another three- 
year vet, Larry Holmes (5-9, 180, sr.) and junior 
Patrick Jeffers (6-4, 220) also assured of plenty 
of game time. Jeffers had 32 receptions for 580 
yards, an 18.1-yard average and six TDs last 
season, Holmes added 29 receptions for 461 
yards and four scores, Davis averaged 19.5 yards 
on his 23 catches with six scoring grabs, and 
Allen had 15 catches with one TD. At tight end, 
junior Bobby Neely (6-4, 255), who caught 10 
aerials a year ago, will succeed All-ACC selec- 
tion Aaron Mundy. 

Senior three-year letter winner Charles Way 
(6-2, 240), the most productive fullback in the 
ACC last season, is back on duty for ’94, while 
junior Kevin Brooks (5-11, 200) is expected to 
fill the vacancy at tailback caused by the gradua- 
tion of leading ball toter Jerrod Washington 
(871 yards, five TDs in "93), Way rushed for 468 
yards, a 5.3-yard norm and seven scores, while 
Brooks added 538 yards and six scoring runs in a 
backup role. Soph Tiki Barber (5-9, 180) and 
redshirt freshman Antonio Prosise (5-8, 220) will 
also see action at the running back slots. 

Coach Welsh will focus most of his attention 
on rebuilding the offensive line where center 
Bryan Heath (6-3, 290, sr.), a three-year veteran, 
and junior John Slocum (6-6, 300) are the only 
returning regulars from a year ago. Slocum 
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started at tackle last season but will likely play 
guard this time out, Letterman Jeremy Raley 
(6-3, 265, so.) is first in line to fill the vacancy at 
the other guard, while the experienced trio of 
juniors Jason Augustino (6-6, 275) and Greg 
Powell (6-5, 270) plus senior Chris Harrison 
(6-4, 285) are laying claim to the tackle posi- 
tions. 

Over on the stop side, Coach Welsh’s seven 
holdover starters include three returning regulars 
in the forward wall, DE Mike Frederick (6-6, 
270) and tackles Mark Krichbaum (6-6, 280) and 
Ryan Kuehl (6-5, 275), All three are seniors and 
three-year lettermen. Frederick was Virginia's 
big play man a year ago, racking up 21 tackles 
for losses and 10 sacks. Krichbaum had a dozen 
hits behind enemy lines and three sacks as he and 
Frederick each posted 74 tackles. Soph Duane 
Ashman (6-4, 265) is expected to win the other 
defensive end assignment after lettering at DT a 
year ago. Soph Jon Harris (6-8, 265) and senior 
Brendan Kilfeather (6-4, 260) are veteran 
reserves at the flanks, with letterman Todd 
White (6-1, 250, so.) the top backup at DT. 

Last year’s leading tackler, senior three-year 
letterman Randy Neal (6-3, 240), holds over at 
one linebacker post where he'll be rejoined by 
soph Jamie Sharper (6-3, 215). Neal rang up 139 
tackles with four stops for negative yardage and 
two INTs a year ago, while Sharper was second 
on the tackle chart with 99 hits, also adding a

The road team is 8-1 ATS in the Virginia-Ga. 
Tech series since 1985—89% 
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pair of pass pickoffs. The principal combatants 
to fill the vacancy at the other linebacker slot are 
ex-defensive end Curtis Hicks (6-3, 240, sr.), a 
three-year veteran, and James Farrior (6-2, 215, 
so.), who saw extensive duty a year ago. Junior 
Skeet Jones (6-2, 230) is also in the hunt. 
Junior Paul London (6-2, 200), who led the 
Cavs a year ago with four pass thefts, is the in- 
cumbent at one of the safety slots, with three- 
year letterman Carl Smith (6-0, 200, sr.) again 
on duty at one corner. Junior Joe Crocker (6-0, 
205), who had two pass thefts a year ago, junior

Levens and Bell contributed a combined 1,634 
yards and 15 TDs a year ago. First in line for the 
job is senior three-year letterman Jimy Lincoln 
(5-9, 185), who rushed for 344 yards with two 
TD carries in "93. Redshirt freshman T.J. 
Johnson (5-8, 175) will operate in support of 
Lincoln, as will incoming JUCO transfer Mel 
Bowers (6-0, 210, jr.). The fullback post is also 
up for grabs, with ex-linebacker Michael Smith 
(6-0, 210, sr.), a three-year letterman, getting the 
first shot at filling the vacancy.

Curtis McGee (6-5, 280). Junior Jason Dukes 
(6-7, 330) will be a key backup at tackle, while 
Rob Garner (6-5, 290, jr.) and redshirt freshman 
LaShon Mitchell (6-4, 300) will provide support 
at guard. y 

Unlike its offensive counterpart, graduation 
hit the Tech defensive line hard, leaving senior 
three-year veteran tackle Bill Neuss (6-5, 260) as 
the lone returnee from a year ago. Junior Elliott 
Fortune (6-5, 280), who had 4.5 tackles for 
losses and 1.5 sacks a year ago, is expected to 
man the other DT slot. At nose guard, the can- 
didates include senior three-year letterman 
Raleigh Boulware (6-6, 270), soph James 
Singleton (6-3, 310) and redshirt freshman Der- 
rick Shepard (6-2, 280). 

The strength of the second line of defense will 
be the inside linebackers, with senior three-year 
letter winners Jamal Cox (6-3, 245) and Rodney 
Wilkerson (6-2, 235) both returning to their 
regular posts.

Which is why Head Coach Mike 
O’Cain and his charges are anxious to get the '94 
season underway. They believe they have the 
firepower to obliterate the awful stigma attached 
to that debacle. And they may be right! 

There aren’t too many teams in the country 
that can boast of having two quarterbacks each 
with more than 2,000 career passing yards. But 
that’s what the Pack has in the seasoned duo of 
junior Terry Harvey (6-1, 190) and senior Geoff 
Bender (6-3, 205). Last year, Harvey tossed for 
1,837 yards and 14 TDs versus eight intercep- 
tions as he connected on 55.7 percent of his 
aerials, while Bender’s stats show a 55.8 percent 
completion rate, 817 aerial yards with ‘six TD 
strikes and five INTs. 

Four veteran receivers will head a strong 
wideout crew, the brightest star being split end 
Eddie Goines (6-1, 190, sr.), a three-year letter- 
man who set school records last fall with 48 cat- 
ches for 928 yards, a 19.3-yard average and 10 
TDs. The All-ACC performer will be rejoined 
this year by lettermen pass catchers Adrian Hill 
(6-2, 190, sr.), Jimmy Grissett (6-0, 185, so.) and 
Mike Guffie (6-3, 190, jr.). The Pack tight end 
will be senior three-year vet Dallas Dickerson 
(6-1, 240), who had a dozen catches last fall and 
will be supported by redshirt freshman Jackie 
Baldwin (6-4, 205).

For the second straight year, the Wolfpack 
loses its tailback and top rusher (Gary Downs, 
835 yards, nine TDs), but promising youngsters 
Brian Fitzgerald (6-0, 190, jr.) and Kevin Matier 
(6-1, 200, so.) look ready to take over. Fitzgerald 
gained 199 yards last year with one TD, while 
Matier averaged 7.4 yards on his seven carries 
With one scoring jaunt. Soph Rod Brown (6-0, 
235), who ran for 108 yards and two scores in 
’93, is first in line to fill the vacancy at fullback, 
with a challenge for that job coming from red- 
shirt frosh Carlos King (6-1, 200). 

Up front, the Wolfpack is solid with the 
potential to be one of the best blocking crews in 
recent history. Holdover regulars include guards 
Chris Hennie-Roed (6-5, 265, jr.) and Steve 
Keim (6-3, 265, jr.), plus tackle Scott Woods 
(6-4, 285, sr.). The Wolfpack O-line includes a 
couple of brother acts, with junior Kenneth Red- 
mond (6-2, 265, jr.) projected as the regular at 
center, with his brother, Jonathan (6-1, 285, jr.), 
a key backup at guard, while Heath Woods (6-4, 
315, sr.), twin brother of Scott, is due to start at 
the other tackle slot. Soph Terrence Boykin (6-7, 
270) will be the first tackle off the bench, while 
senior three-year vet David Inman (6-4, 270) will 
be the number two pivotman. 

Over on the stop side, the man to watch is in- 
side linebacker Damien Covington (6-1, 235, 
sr.), a three-year starter who a year ago piled up

The leader in the forward wall figures to be 
senior Carl Reeves (6-5, 235), an all-star can- 
didate who piled up six stops for minus yardage 
and two sacks despite missing seven games with 
a broken leg last season. Junior Mike Harrison 
(6-3, 260) will take over the other DT slot, with 
relief help coming from junior Nick Kukulinski 
(6-4, 290) and redshirt freshman Delaine Manley 
(6-4, 260). Senior three-year veteran Eric Counts 
(6-2, 255), who had eight tackles for losses and 
5.5 sacks a year ago, will again be stationed at 
one end, with redshirt freshman Montez Moye 
(6-0, 280) scheduled to start at the other ter- 
minal. 

In the secondary, "93 strong safety regular 
Ricky Bell (5-11, 185, so.) has been shifted to 
cornerback where he’ll be paired with senior in- 
cumbent William Strong (5-10, 180).

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185) and Allen Johnson (6-0, 185, jr.) head the 
CB reserve crew. Soph letterman Kenny Harris 
(6-2, 190) will start at Bell’s old strong safety 
spot, with junior James Walker (6-3, 195) the 
returning regular at free safety where he led the 
Wolfpack tacklers with 139 stops a year ago. 
Redshirt freshman Brandon Davis (6-0, 205) will 
see backup duty at both safety posts. 

Handling the placement Work again in ’93 will 
be All-ACC kicker Steve Videtich (6-2, 205, sr.), 
who canned 12 of 13 field goal tries along with 
26 of 28 PAT kicks. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: On the 
strength of excellent quarterbacking, a solid 
blocking corps and several talented receivers and 
running backs, the well-balanced Wolfpack of- 
fense should average at least 400 yards and 28 
points per game. Defensively, the Pack boasts a 
lot of experience and should be a little stingier 
than they were last season, but they will be 
anything but overpowering. This is a good [foot- 
ball team that'll win more games than it loses, 
but we don’t believe that State has enough 
weapons to win the ACC championship.

The Tigers parlayed a ball control offense and 

a punishing, opportunistic defense into a big 
season last year as they chalked up nine wins, in- 
cluding a thrilling 14-13 victory over Kentucky in 
the Peach Bowl. If they hope to repeat that per- 
formance this year, the Tigers will have to throw 
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the ball much more effectively than they did in 
93. 

New Head Coach Tommy West will look to 
junior quarterbacks Patrick Sapp (6-4, 230) and 
Louis Solomon (5-10, 170) as the architects of an 
improved passing game. A year ago, Sapp pass- 
ed for 1,084 yards and four TDs against four 
INTs as the Tiger starter. Also throwing his hat 
in the QB ring is strong-armed JUCO transfer 
Shawn Young (6-0, 190), who set a JC school 
record last year when he threw for 390 yards in 
one game. 

A quartet of letter winners will be trying to 
pick up the slack left by the graduation of Clem- 
son’s all-time receiving leader, Terry Smith. The 
most experienced of that group is junior Marcus 
Hinton (6-0, 175), who had 14 catches for 241 
yards, a 17.2-yard average and one score in *93. 
Also available are soph Antwuan Wyatt (5-11, 
185), junior Henry Guess (6-2, 200) and senior 
Dwayne Bryant (6-1, 195). Strong-blocking 
Stephon Wynn (6-2, 245, sr.) is the holdover 
regular at tight end.

DeSue (5-10, 195) and Milt Shaw (5-8, 195) plus 
redshirt freshman Amel Jackson (5-8, 180) get- 
ting the first opportunities to show their stuff. A 
couple of outstanding frosh recruits, Lamont 
Pegues (5-11, 200) and Anthony Downs (6-1, 
200), could also be heard from at tailback. 

Coach West loses three first stringers from 
last year’s offensive line, including two-time All- 
America guard Stacy Seegars, so rebuilding this 
area is of prime concern. Junior Will Young 
(6-2, 275) holds over at the other guard, with 
junior Robert Jackson (6-6, 330) the incumbent 
at one tackle slot. All-America frosh recruit 
Mark Landry (6-4, 275) is battling with junior 
Wyatt Wilson (6-4, 275) to fill Seegars old job, 
while the combatants to plug the vacancy at 
tackle include junior Terrence Abney (6-4, 310), 
JUCO A-A Dwayne Morgan (6-3, 320, jr,), in- 
coming JC transfer Perez Davis (6-5, 340, jr.) 
and Brent Banasiewicz (6-3, 290), a prime frosh 
recruit. Junior Trevor Putnam (6-4, 265) has a 
leg up on capturing the first string center post. 

While there are many holes to be filled on the 
attack side, there’s hardly enough positions to 
go around on the stop side where nine of last 
year’s 11 starters are back in uniform, along 
with a ’92 regular who missed most of '93’s ac- 
tion with a knee injury. Up front, juniors 
Lamarick Simpson (6-2, 265) and Carlos Curry 
(6-2, 275) return to their defensive end and mid- 
dle guard positions, respectively. Simpson had 
67 tackles last year, four tackles for losses and 20 
QB hurries, while Curry added four stops 
behind enemy lines and two sacks to his 56 
tackles, Junior Warren Forney (6-3, 275), who 
started every game in ’92 at DE, sat out last year 
with a bad knee but will reclaim his place at the 
terminal opposite Simpson this season. Junior 
Marvin Cross (6-4, 260) and soph Brett Williams 
(6-4, 240) will also see plenty of action in the 
defensive trench. 
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Clemson's number one hit man holds over at 
inside linebacker where Tim Jones (6-1, 230, sr.) 
made 109 stops a year ago with two fumble 
recoveries and two pass thefts. Senior Mike 
Barber (6-1, 230) is back at the other ILB post 
after making 72 hits in "93, while seniors Darnell 
Stephens (6-0, 235) and Wardell Rouse (6-2, 225) 
are again stationed at the outside backer slots. 
Rouse racked up 78 tackles a year ago with 10 
stops behind enemy lines, three sacks, two fum- 
ble recoveries and two INTs. Senior Lewis Usher 
(6-1, 225) is the number one reserve on the out- 
side, while junior Derek Burnette (6-0, 220) is 
first off the bench to relieve the inside backers. 

There’s plenty of experience in the Tiger 
secondary as well, with juniors Brian Dawkins 
(6-0, 185) and Leemont Evans (6-1, 200) holding 
over at the safeties and junior Andre Humphrey 
(5-8, 195) returning at one cornerback post. 
Humphrey had 74 tackles and two pickoffs in 
’93, Evans added 70 tackles and Dawkins’ stats 
show 66 stops, three tackles for negative yardage 
and three interceptions. Soph Dexter McCleon 
(5-10, 190), who had three pass thefts a year ago 
and also quarterbacked Clemson to a 23-14 win 
over Virginia, is due to fill the vacancy at the 
other comer. Soph Peter Ford (5-11, 180), who 
had two INTs last fall, Andre Carter (5-10, 190, 
so.) and Andye McCrorey (5-10, 185, jr.) are the 
principal deep zone reservists. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The strength 
of this team is its veteran, hard-nosed defense 
that creates big plays and takes very few 
prisoners. But you need a little offense to win 
games, too, and the Tigers desperately need to 
become more proficient in that regard if they 
hope to crack the victory column as often as they 
did a year ago. Look for the well-coached Tigers 
to finish on the plus side of .500 in "94, but don’t 
look for them to match their '93 win total.

Just like his first two seasons at the Maryland 
helm, Mark Duffner’s third campaign will not 
be a winning one. It will, however, be a much 
more successful one, especially if the Terp stop 
troops can improve on their horrendous perfor- 
mance of a year ago. And GAMEPLAN 
believes they can! 

We also believe that junior Scott Milanovich 
(6-4, 220),is one of the best quarterbacks in Col- 
lege Football, He proved it last season when he 
was just about the whole O-show for Maryland 
while completing 279 of 431 passes (65 percent!) 
for 3,499 yards and 26 touchdowns. Milanovich 
is a big athlete with a big-time arm! He’s also an 
outstanding punter, his 43.8-yard average rank- 
ing sixth in the nation and earning him All-ACC 
honors. Returning as his top backup is soph 
Kevin Foley (6-2, 185). 

As Maryland moved for 347.6 yards per game 
through the air, a lot of pass catchers had their 
numbers called, led by senior slot receiver Russ 
Weaver (6-3, 215), who grabbed 69 tosses for 
606 yards and two scores as he led the ACC in 
receptions. Wideout Jermaine Lewis (5-9, 170, 
jr.) added 52 catches for 957 yards, an 18.4-yard 
average and seven scores — in just eight games! 
Soph Andrew Carter (5-10, 180) pulled down 42 
aerials good for 370 yards and two TDs, soph 
Geroy Simon (6-1, 175) had 19 catches and a 
pair of scores, soph Mancel Johnson (6-1, 175) 
made 18 catches for 339 yards (18.8-yard 
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average) and three touchdowns, and Walt 
Williams (6-0, 170, so.) carried his 13 catches for 
a 22.7-yard average and three six-pointers. 
Junior Wade Inge (6-1, 180), a standout in "92 as 
a freshman, was hurt most of last year but will 
be a big contributor in ‘94 if he’s healthy. 

Maryland uses just one setback on most occa- 
sions and that back most likely will be senior 
Allen Williams (5-11, 200), who ran for 242 
yards in the final three games last season. The 
competition at running back is fierce, however, 
and includes seniors Doug Burnett (5-8, 190) and 
Larry Washington (5-11, 220) plus standout 
frosh recruits Buddy Rogers (6-0, 225) and Ken- 
dall Ogle (6-1, 210). 

The Terps figure to be strong up front as all 
five of last year’s regulars return for "94 duty 
along with most of the backups. Senior Jamie 
Bragg (6-1, 280) will be at center, with seniors 
Jade Dubis (6-2, 285) and David Hack (6-6, 285) 
at the guards. Senior Steve Ingram (6-5, 300), a 
third-year starter, and junior John Teter (6-5, 
280) will again handle chores at the tackles. Soph

The Maryland stoppers in ‘93 showed less 
resolve than Teddy Kennedy would at a hookers’ 
convention, but new defensive coordinator 
Kevin Coyle has some ideas about shaping up 
the defense that a year ago yielded an unholy 553 
yards per game to enemy attacks. The leaders in 
the Terp front wall will be holdover regulars 
Johnnie Hicks (6-2, 275, so.), Sharrod Mack 
(6-3, 285, so.) and Mike Gillespie (6-3, 235, jr.). 
Sophs Tim Watson (6-4, 245) and Jason Brown 
(6-2, 225) will work with Gillespie on the flanks, 
while others figuring to share in trench duties are 
sophs Darryl Gilliam (6-6, 310), Aaron Henne 
(6-5, 275) and Farad Hall (6-2, 270) plus JUCO 
transfer Ashley Sims (6-4, 260). 

Junior Mike Settles (6-1, 220) and Al Wallace 
(6-4, 240, so.) will handle the assignments at out- 
side linebacker, with soph Ratcliff Thomas (6-1, 
220) and junior Erick Wood (6-1, 220) having 
regular experience at ILB. Also being counted 
on at linebacker are juniors Gene Gray (6-1, 215) 
and Tim Brown (5-11, 210), senior Kevin Plank 
(6-0, 215), JUCO transfers Robert Moore (6-0, 
230, jr.) and Gary Talbot (6-0, 230, jr.) plus A-A 
frosh recruit Latroy Fowlkes (6-1, 240).

Raphael Wall (5-11, 200, sr.). Strozier led the 
Terps with four pass thefts a year ago. There’s 
also a host of others waiting for a shot if the 
starters can’t hack it, including Andreal 
Johnson’s brother, Jonathan (6-0, 195, jr.), a 
JUCO transfer; another JC newcomer, Charles 
Cannon (6-1, 190, jr.), soph Andre Martin 
(5-10, 180), junior Derrick Rather (6-1, 220) and 
senior Angel Guerra (6-2, 200). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: While opera- 
ting behind a big, strong offensive line, 
Milanovich will again drive enemy defenders 
crazy as he authors another potent, pass- 
oriented attack that promises to be even more 
productive than its 1993 counterpart.

Fischer will again be ably supported by senior 
Joe Pickens (6-4, 220), who threw for 413 yards 
and two TDs in 93.

Chappell (6-6, 285) return as top reserves at 
tackle, while the vacant guard posts will be 
fought for by experienced lettermen Louis 
Clyburn (6-5, 285, sr.), Jon Merrill (6-4, 275, jr.) 
and Marty McCall (6-4, 290, jr.). 

Coach Goldsmith's number one priority on 
defense is to rebuild a front wall that lost all four 
starters to graduation. A good foundation to 
build on is junior end James Kirkland (6-2, 265), 
a 1993 co-regular who made 49 tackles, in- 
cluding 13 for minus yardage with seven QB 
sacks. Junior letterman Orlando Adwaters (6-3,

returning starters John Zuanich (6-2, 220, jr.) 
and Billy Granville (6-3, 245, so.) at OLB and 
ILB, respectively. 1993 co-regulars David 
Hawkins (6-3, 245, sr.) and Carlos Bagley (5-10, 
215, jr.) figure to run I-2 at the vacant outside 
backer post, while other key returnees at LB are 
lettermen J.D. Lewis (6-1, 235, jr.), Jason Ritz 
(6-0, 225, jr.) and Chris Little (6-1, 235, so.). 

Junior free safety Ray Farmer (6-4, 220), who 
made 68 tackles and intercepted three passes last 
fall, spearheads a secondary which returns two 
other starters -- strong safety Tee Edwards (6-1, 
205, jr.) and cornerback Sidney Wells (6-0, 175, 
jr.). A year ago, Edwards recorded 66 stops and 
also picked off three passes, while Wells is a 
good cover man who missed six games because 
of injuries. Senior Abdul Aleem (6-0, 190), who 
started six times in place of Wells last season, 
will be at the other CB position, while lettermen 
Mark Anderson (6-0, 180, jr.), Maurice Powell 
(6-0, 200, so.) and Aaron Bullock (6-3, 205, jr.) 
are projected as the top reserves in the deep 
zones. 
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GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Offensively, 
the Blue Devils have all the ingredients on hand 
to cook up another well-balanced attack capable 
of averaging 400 yards and 24 points per game. 
But their 1994 fortunes will really be dictated by 
how well the Duke defense performs. If the stop 
troops prove to be a real surprise, then the Devils 
will flirt with a winning record -- unfortunately, 
we believe the chances of that happening are 
more unlikely than Bambi beating up Godzilla!

five starts a year ago when he completed 55.4 
percent of his passes for 854 yards and one score 
but suffered five interceptions. He’ll be 
challenged by redshirt freshman David Cerchio 
(6-4, 210). 

The receiving corps will undergo restructuring 
after losing wideout Todd Dixon, the second- 
leading pass catcher in school history (2,466 
yards, 24 TDs), The leading candidate to suc- 
ceed Dixon is senior Roger Pettus (6-0, 190), 
who had 30 catches for 510 yards, a 17-yard 
average and one TD in ’93. Others being con- 
sidered at the wideout posts are sophs Dan 
Ballou (5-11, 165) and B.J. Franklin (5-9, 170), 
along with frosh recruit Thabiti Davis (6-3, 210). 
At tight end, senior three-year letterman Rhett 
Blanchard (6-4, 235) has earned the starting role, 

Graduation also cleaned out Wake’s running 
back regulars, including the ACC’s leading ball 
toter, John Leach, who skipped to 1,089 yards 
and 10 TDs in ’93. Senior Jeremiah Williams 
(6-1, 225), who has seen most of his action to 
date on special teams, leads the primary con- 
tenders for the running back slots. Also getting a 
chance will be sophs John Lewis (5-10, 215) and 
Gardell Chavis (6-0, 220). 

Coach Caldwell has a little more stability on 
the defensive side where eight regulars from a 
year ago are back in harness. The strongest unit 
figures to be the linebacking crew, led by all-star 
candidate Kevin Giles (6-2, 230, sr.), Wake’s 
leading tackler the past two years. In ’93, Giles 
rolled up 109 tackles, including six hits for 
negative yardage. He also had an interception. 
Junior Tucker Grace (6-2, 225) finished second 
in hits with 83, while senior Jimmy Quander 
(6-4, 235) rounds out the holdover backer 
brigade. Senior three-year letterman Mike 
Neubeiser (6-2, 220) and soph Nelson Bonilla

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(5-11, 200) are the chief LB backups. 

Up front, the big holes to fill are those left by 
graduated seniors Dred Booe and Jay Williams, 
who combined for 133 tackles, 25 stops for 
negative yarage and seven sacks a year ago. Bid- 
ding to fill those spots at defensvie tackle are 
sophs Steve Vaughan (6-5, 280) and Jerome Sim- 
pkins (6-3, 260), junior Andre Mason (6-3, 290) 
and frosh recruits Rob Hyman (6-4, 260) and 
David Zadel (6-5, 250). Hyman is an incoming 
schoolboy All-American. Senior Semmajh 
Taylor (6-2, 275) and soph Harold Gragg (6-4, 
260) are holdover regulars at the terminals where 
they combined for nine hits behind enemy lines 
and six sacks a year ago. Junior Rick Gardner 
(6-3, 250) is a valuable reserve at DE. 

With nine returning lettermen in the secon- 
dary, play in the deep zones should be improved 
this season. Leading the way will be soph Tom 
Stuetzert (5-11, 190) at cornerback, who a year 
ago earned Frosh All-America honors as he 
recorded 50 tackles and four pass interceptions. 
He'll be paired again with Brent Morehead (6-1, 
200, jr.), who had two pickoffs in "93, while 
Alex Sockwell (6-2, 185, jr.) and Major Griffey 
(6-0, 175, so.) form the CB backup crew. Griffey 
had a pair of INTs a year ago, while Sockwell 
had one theft. Senior Richard Goodpasture 
(5-11, 190) is the incumbent at strong safety 
where he was credited with 54 stops last season, 
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with soph Terrence Suber (5-10, 180) due to line 
up as the starting free safety. Senior three-year 
veteran Maurice Gravely (6-4, 210) will provide 
relief at the safety positions. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION; If all those 
new people at running back, tight end and wide 
receiver come through, Wake’s offense will be 
well-balanced and should be more productive 


than last year’s respectable strike force. But 
that’s a very big if, as is the ability of Wake’s 
defense to perform at a much higher level than it 
did a year ago, Granted, the stop troops are very 
experienced and they will be better -- but not 
enough to ensure that the Deacons have a 
legitimate shot at finishing on the plus side of 
-500.

MARSHALL (11-4-0, 6-2-0 in Southern) -- 
Last year’s Thundering Herd came within 12 
points of winning a second straight national title 
as they dropped a 17-5 verdict to Youngstown 
State in the Division I-AA championship game. 
“We have established a high level of expectancy 
here,’’ says Marshal! skipper Jim Donnan. 
‘Everyone takes for granted that we have an ex- 
cellent team and we plan to live up to those high 
expectations." 

The coach’s son, senior Todd Donnan (6-0, 
185), will quarterback the offense again. Last 
season, his first as a regular, the younger Don- 
nan completed 2)! of 372 passes and threw for 
13 touchdowns but needs to cut down on the 15 
interceptions he surrendered in 93, Junior Ricky 
Carter (5-10, 175), last year’s top receiver with 
69 catches, and versatile sophomore Tim Martin 
(5-9, 175) aré set to go at the wideout positions, 
with senior Danny White (6-5, 250) offering size 
and experience at tight end. 

The main weapon in Marshall's rushing attack 
is junior Chris Parker (5-11, 190), who set a 
school record last season with 1,750 yards and 
23 touchdowns on 339 carries. Letter-winning 
senior Chris Grose (5-10, 230) takes over at 
fullback. Up front, senior J.D, Cyrus (6-1, 255) 
is back at center, with sophomore Aaron 
Ferguson (6-3, 280) filling his customary guard 
slot. Other lettermen certain to play key O-line 
roles are senior Jim Lanzo (6-2, 260) and burly 
sophomores Curtis ‘Buck’? Manning (6-6, 360) 
and Jamie Wilson (6-7, 295). 

Graduation claimed five defensive regulars, 
including All-American William King and his 
starting linebacking partners, Shannon King and 
Donahue Stephenson. Lettermen slated to fill 
those ’backer voids are senior Vince Parker (6-0, 
220) and sophomores Brian Stump (6-0, 235) 
and Albert Barber (6-0, 225). 

The defensive line welcomes back three 
starters in senior end Chris Hamilton (6-5, 250), 
junior nose tackle Byron Turner (5-11, 280) and 
sophomore tackle Billy Lyon (6-5, 270). A 
newcomer to watch here is redshirt freshman 
B.J. Cohen (6-3, 235). The Herd boasts an 
outstanding senior safety duo in Roger Johnson 
(6-1, 200) and Shannon Morrison (6-0, 210), 
Last season, they had aggregate totals of 250 
tackles and five interceptions, Sophomore 
Melvin Cunningham (5-10, 185) returns at one 
cornerback position, with junior letterman 
Jayson Grayson (5-11, 190) taking over at the 
other CB spot. 


GEORGIA SOUTHERN (10-3-0, 6-1-0 in 
Southern) -- Last year’s Eagles won a league title 
and a Division I-AA playoff berth in their first 
season as Southern Conference members. 
Defending that championship, however, will not 
be easy since graduation hit GSU very hard on 
both sides of the ball. 

Senior Joe Dupree (6-2, 200) will again be 
found at the offensive throttle after passing and 
running for over 900 yards last season, with 
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fellow senior Charles Bostick (6-0, 195) return- 
ing as the No. 2 quarterback. Senior Dexter 
Dawson (5-10, 180), junior Kris Joyner (5-11, 
180) and sophomore Alfonza Harris (5-9, 165) 
are experienced hands at wide receiver. Dawson 
led the '93 Eagles with 19 catches for a 19.0 yard 
average and three TDs. 

In their Flexbone offense, the Eagles used 
three running backs, and they have starters back 
at two of those spots in seniors Chris Wright 
(461 yards, six TDs in '93) and Shafton Fraley 
(219 yards). Senior letterman Tyrone Stephens 
(6-0, 235) steps in at fullback after serving as 
understudy to the now-departed James Williams 
(921 yards). The most secure area of the GSU at- 
tack force is the offensive line, which sees the 
return of All-America center Franklin Stephens 
(6-0, 265, sr.), tackles Joey Cushing (6-1, 265, 
sr.) and Jamie Glover (6-0, 270, so.), and guard 
Issac Ferrell (6-1, 270, sr.). 

Coach Tim Stowers will put primary emphasis 
on rebuilding an Eagle defense which returns 
just five starters and lost the likes of SoCon 
Defensive Player of the Year Alex Marsh and 
fellow D-line regular Walter Flowers. The Eagles 
will reshape their defensive trench around senior 
Charlie Burt (6-0, 220) and sophomore Edward 
Thomas (6-1, 220), incumbent regulars at the 
end spots. Senior Brian Sellers (6-0, 250) and 
sophomore Roy Clayton (6-2, 260) will fill out 
the front wall. 

Senior Paul Carroll (6-0, 220), who paced the 
‘93 Eagles with 102 tackles, and junior Scott 
Davis (6-1, 210) are the veteran leaders at 
linebacker. Junior safeties Rob Stockton (5-11, 
175) and Alton Hitson (5-10, 180), along with 
two-time junior lettermen Brancas Williams 
(5-9, 175) and Travis Taylor (5-8, 170), offer 
plenty of know-how in the secondary. 


WESTERN CAROLINA (6-5-0, 5-3-0 in 
Southern) - Looking at a 1994 schedule which, 
after a home opener with Lenoir-Rhyne, has the 
Catamounts on the road versus Georgia Tech, 
The Citadel, North Carolina State and Furman, 
WCU Head Coach Steve Hodgin had the 
following to say: **Playing four straight on the 
road against two Division I teams and two of the 
best teams in our conference is not conducive to 
getting off to a good start, but we are going to 
play and have fun doing it." Sure, coach, and 
the Christians enjoyed their outings in the Col- 
iseum! 

Missing at quarterback is multi-purpose stan- 
dout Lonnie Galloway, who last season passed 
for over 2,000 yards and led WCU rushers with 
480 yards. Junior redshirt Chad Greene (6-2, 
205) is slated to take offensive command. 
“Chad is an outstanding leader who has talents 
comparable to Lonnie Galloway’s’’ says skipper 
Hodgin. Senior big-play specialist Kerry Hayes 
(5-9, 165) returns to one wide receiver spot, With 
classmate Craig Aiken (5-10, 170) on the other 
side. Hayes last season averaged 19.4 yards on 
35 catches and returned an amazing three 


kickoffs for touchdowns, while Aiken was na 
slouch either, leading the "93 Catamounts with 
37 receptions for a 19.4 yard average, 
Sophomore letterman Chad Simpson (6-3, 235) 
takes over at tight end. 

Outside of QB Galloway, WCU returns all of 
its top °93 rushers, including seniors Harold 
Hines (6-0, 230), Marcus Roberts (6-!, 235), Tim 
Johnson (6-1, 220) and Chris Houston (5-9, 190) 
along with junior Mark Howell (5-9, 185). 
Fullbacks Hines and Roberts are a pair of inside 
pounders who each averaged 5.9 yards per carry 
last season. Experience is a definite plus in the 
Catamount offensive line, where seniors Jason 
Young (6-5, 280) and Tommy Smith (6-5, 255), 
juniors Wes Greenwell (6-5, 285), Trade Elkins 
(6-5, 280) and Scott Stinson (6-1, 290) plus 
sophomore Jimmy Butler (6-5, 275) all started 
‘93 games. 

The Catamount defense Jost not as much in 
quantity as in quality, especially in the line and 
secondary. Moving front and center in the 
defenisve line will be senior Billy Bumper (6-6, 
290), junior Derek Summerour (6-2, 290) and 
redshirt freshman Leander Dumas (6-5, 250), 
but there’s not much behind them in the way of 
blue-chip talent. 

Boasting betler depth is a linebacking corps 
that welcomes back seniors Tom Bodine (6-2, 
235), Kenny Banks (6-0, 235) and Aaron Lucas 
(6-2, 235) for starting duties, with a host of 
reserve lettermen also on hand. Bodine heads in- 
to this season as the school’s all-time tackles 
leader with 347 during his career. The rebuilt 
Calamount secondary revolves around seniors 
Herb Streater (5-11, 210) and Jonathan Jenkins 
(6-3, 205), with lettermen Lance Sockwell (6-0, 
175, jr.), Donnell Brinson (5-11, 175, so.), 
Robert Tucker (5-11, 185, sr.) and Jeff Rogers 
(5-9, 185, jr.), along with redshirt freshman 
Dammion Poole (5-11, 180) sure to be major 
contributors here. 

FURMAN (5-5-1, 4-4-0 in Southern) -- 
Former Paladin assistant Bobby Johnson has 
returned to take command of the Furman grid 
program which over the past 16 years has pro- 
duced nine SoCon champions and one NCAA 
1-AA title. Johnson inherits a fairly experienced 
team which lost some good players bul has a 
veteran core to build upon. 

Senior Philly Jones (5-10, 175) returns at 
quarterback with excellent backup support from 
talented sophomore Brannif Bonaventure (6-1, 
180). Last season, Jones passed for 1,606 yards 
and nine scores, while Bonaventure came off the 
bench against Marshall to lead the Paladins to 
an upset of the nationally-ranked Thundering 
Herd. Furman is in yery good condition in the 
receiving corps with senior Rick Ford (5-10, 180) 
and junior Adrick Harrison (6-1, 185) the chief 
wideouts, and imposing sophomore Luther 
Broughton (6-2, 235) taking over al tight end 
after an impressive frosh season. Ford 
numbered five touchdown grabs among his 33 
catches last season, Harrison had 22 receptions 
and Broughton reeled in 12 aerials. 

Furman’s main objective on offense is bulking 
up the rushing attack, which produced only 
159.2 yards per game in °93 and enters this 
season minus Lop ground gainer Rod Green. Ex- 
pected to shoulder the brunt of the ground gain- 
ing load are junior Leonardo McClarty (5-9, 
205), sophomore Barney Lynch (6-0, 220) and 
Vanderbilt transfer Brandon Culpepper (5-11, 
195, jr.). Seniors Mike Jordan (6-0, 235) at 
center, guard Jim Peevy (6-2, 235) and junior 
tackle Brian Fisher (6-2, 240) are holdover 
starters in the blocking corps, while ’93 guard 
regular Michael Brown (6-1, 235, jr.) has been 
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shifted to the defensive line. Sophomore let- 
termen Greg Sander (6-3, 250) and Brian Nutter 
(6-2, 255) will also be prominent in the O-line 
picture. 

Major overhaul is required in Furman's 
defensive line where senior tackle Rodger Colvin 
(6-1, 255) is the lone returning starter. Offensive 
line convert Michael Brown will be a factor in 
this area, as should be seniors Jim Miller (6-1, 
235) and Todd Kramer (6-0, 220), junior Brent 
Solomon (6-2, 210) and promising redshirt 
freshman Mike Davis (6-0, 235). 

The big question at linebacker is the health 
status of senior Clayton Gibson (5-11, 215), who 
made 150 tackles through last year’s first nine 
games then was felled by a knee injury. Junior 
F.B. Mack (6-0, 215) is another question mark 
after missing all of °93 with a knee injury. 
Sophomore letterman Bernard Scott (6-0, 200) is 
the best of the other LB candiates. Senior Kavis 
Reed (5-11, 175) and junior Mark Tate (5-10, 
185) are the secondary cornerstones, while 
sophomore monogram winners Michael McNeil 
(5-9, 180), Corey Leathers (5-9, 185) and Andre 
Hentz (5-9, 175) will also make their presence 
felt in the deep zones. 


EAST TENNESSEE STATE (6-5-0, 3-7-0 in 
Southern) -- The outlook is bright for this year’s 
Buccaneers, who return 16 starters (eight offen- 
sive, eight defensive) and a host of experienced 
lettermen, and have added some excellent 
recruits. Coach Mike Cavan won't make any 
predictions, but he does feel that ETSU will bea 
definite factor in the Southern Conference title 
race. 

Sophomore Greg Ryan (6-0, 180) has a strong 
grip on the quarterback job. Last season, as a six 
game starter, Ryan hit on 99 of 171 passes for 
1,137 yards and seven touchdowns. The Bucs 


have a superb wide receiver in Division 1-AA 
All-American Jeff Johnson (5-10, 175, sr.), who 
set a school record in "93 with 69 catches for 915 
yards and 11 scores. Senior Chris Beatty (6-1, 
190) is set to fill the other wideout slot after sery- 
ing as a primary backup last season, while 
sophomore Jeremy Anderson (6-2, 220) is set 
again at tight end. 

ETSU's main objective on offense is improv- 
ing a rushing attack which averaged just 107.0 
yards per game last year and was led by 
sophomore tailback Larry Bell (5-11, 195) with 
474 yards, Bell and incumbent fullback 
Woodrow Dixon (6-1, 210, sr.) will be pushed by 
JUCO transfers Kentress Hampton (5-10, 200, 
jr.) and Terrance Staples (5-10, 200, jr.). The 
Bucs have the nucleus for a solid offensive line 
starting with holdover regulars Richy Walker 
(6-3, 270, sr.) and Adam Brasher (6-3, 260, so.) 
at the guards, senior tackle Brett Dotson (6-6, 
275), and junior sidekick Jay Pittman (6-7, 270). 
Moving into the center vacancy is sophomore 
letterman Justin Calhoun (6-2, 260), while 
foremost of the O-line newcomers is junior Mike 
Fredenburg (6-5, 310), a transfer from the 
University of Georgia. 

The only area of the Buccaneer defense 
needing overhaul is the front wall where 
sophomore tackle Armondo DeLeon (6-5, 275) 
is the only returning starter. Senior Aubury 
Bosket (6-5, 265) will fill the other tackle hole, 
with senior T.J. Weston (6-2, 265) and 
sophomore James Russell (6-3, 220) slated to 
man the DE posts. 

The strength of the defense can be found at 
linebacker where sophomore Nakia Thomas 
(6-1, 210), senior Richie Johnson (6-3, 210) and 
junior Craig Wasik (5-11, 210) return for more 
starting action. Thomas led the ‘93 Bucs with 


115 tackles, with Johnson adding 89 stops. 
Senior Chaka Sutton (5-8, 180) and juniors Don- 
nie Abraham (5-11, 180) and Ron Black (5-10, 
175) are back in the secondary. 

APPALACHIAN STATE (4-7-0, 4-4-0 in 
Southern) -- The Mountaineers rebounded from 
a rocky start to win their final three games of the 
1993 campaign, but ASU saw its string of eight 
straight winning seasons end. Sixth-year skipper 
Jerry Moore welcomes back 15 starters, in- 
cluding nine on the offensive side, but ASU's 
defense needs major overhaul, especially in the 
secondary. 

Veterans abound at the quarterback spot 
where the chief aspirants are junior Scott Satter- 
field (6-1, 190), a seven game starter in ’93, and 
senior Andy Arnold (6-1, 195), who missed last 
season with a broken collarbone. Senior Don 
Blue (5-7, 165) and sophomore Kevin Burton 
(5-11, 175) will open at wide receiver after tying 
for second on the team in °93 with 17 catches 
each. Figuring to share tight end chores once 
more are senior John McPhaul (6-2, 235) and 
sophomore Jeff Vollmer (6-3, 230). 

Shifty senior Chip Hooks (5-7, 175) will be the 
workhorse in the rushing attack. Hooks rambled 
for 919 overland yards in '93, moving into third 
place on the school’s all-time rushing list, Runn- 
ing 1-2 at the fullback position will be sopho- 
more Damon Scott (5-11, 200), who banged out 
475 yards on the ground in °93, and junior 
Aldwin Lance (5-8, 185). The bellwether of the 
blocking corps is senior all-league tackle Brad 
Ohrt (6-1, 275), with guards John Porter (6-5, 
255, jr.) and Scott Kadlub (6-0, 275, so.), and 
center Chad Groover (6-6, 285, so.) also back at 
their starting berths. 

Senior All-SoCon selection William Peebles 
(6-0, 255) at tackle and junior nose guard Mark 
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Ivey (6-1, 235) return as starters in the defensive 
line, with lettermen Chip Miller (6-3, 235, jr.) 
and Jeff McGowan (6-2, 220, so.) moving into 
the DE slots. 

The Mountaineers have a youthful standout at 
linebacker in sophomore Dexter Coakley (5-11, 
215), who made 159 tackles last season and was 
chosen Southern Conference Freshman of the 
Year. Lettermen LB help comes from senior 
Larry Dennis (6-0, 210) and the sophomore 
foursome of Joe DiBernardo (6-2, 225), Spencer 
Reeves (6-2, 220), Brian Wozny (6-1, 210) and 
Brian Jean-Mary (6-1, 210). Heading up the 
secondary will be junior standout Matt Stevens 
(6-1, 195), who last season made 70 tackles and 
hijacked six enemy passes. Battling for the cor- 
nerback spot across from Stevens are junior 
Tom Perry (5-9, 170) and sophomore Ron 
Gilliam (5-10; 175), with senior Johnny Smith 
(5-9, 185) and sophomore Jamie Coleman (5-10, 
185) taking over at the safety positions. 


THE CITADEL (5-6-0, 4-4-0 in Southern) -- 
The Bulldogs have enjoyed consistent success 
under Coach Charlie Taaffe, who four times 
(1988, 1990, 1991, 1992) has led The Citadel toa 
national ranking among Division I-AA schools. 
The ’Dogs did slip under .500 last season in what 
was a rebuilding year, but we look for them to 
bounce back this season. 

Mission No, | on offense is settling on a star- 
ting quarterback, with senior C.J. Haynes (5-10, 
180) and redshirt sophomore John Burton (5-11, 
175) the chief aspirants. The Cadets averaged 
averaged a meager 51.2 yards passing per game 
last season, with Haynes (512 yards through the 
air, 490 running the football) the starter in all 11 
games. Vying for the lone wide receiving spot 
are lettermen Mike Flintom (5-6, 165, sr.), who 
averaged 18.0 yards on five catches last season, 
and Kenny Filmore (5-9, 170). At tight end, 
junior Jon Horn (6-1, 235) is the only experienc- 
ed returnee, and he'll be challenged by redshirt 
freshman George Hampton (6-2, 230). 

The biggest offensive loss was that of stan- 
dout fullback Everette Sands, second leading 
rusher in school history and a bone jarring 
blocker to boot! Looking to fill that void are 
junior Jason Pryor (5-9, 195) and sophomores 
Anthony Taylor (5-10, 190) and Garrick 
Haltiwanger (6-0, 185), but senior Terrance 
Rivers (346 yards and five rushing TDs in '93) 
figures to be the spearhead here. Keep an eye 
also on exciting redshirt freshman Kenyatta 
Spruill (5-11, 185). The Cadets have few con- 
cerns other than depth in the offensive line, 
where sophomore center Shawn Lyons (6-5, 265) 
will lead the way. Others returning with exten- 
sive experience here are senior Levi Davis (6-2, 
260), juniors Mike Wilkerson (6-3, 285) and E.J, 
O'Neill (6-1, 230), and sophomore Derek Beres 
(6-1, 250), 

The whole ball of wax may melt down for this 
team unless replacements can be found for eight 
defensive starters. Up front, senior Todd Lair 
(6-2, 250) has returned after a year on the offen- 
sive line and projects as one DT regular, with 
junior lettermen Lenny Clark (6-1, 235), Elijah 
White (6-0, 265) and Brad Keeney (6-3, 250), 
along with sophomore Maurice Johnson (6-5, 
245), hoping to fill the other D-line holes. 

Far more heartening is the linebacking situa- 
tion, with seniors Tracey Gamble (6-0, 230), top 
*93 hit man with 97 tackles, Micah Young (6-1, 
220), Raymond Eddelton (6-3, 220) and Kendall 
McKnight (6-1, 215) offering vast experience in 
this area. The "Dogs return only one starter in 
the secondary, junior free safety Ahern Self 
(5-11, 185), and can only hope that sophomore 
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lettermen Anquan Gist (5-11, 195), Reggie 
Moore (6-1, 180) and James Brown (5-9, 170) 
can adequately fill the three vacancies in the 
deep zones. 


TENNESSEE-CHATTANOOGA (4-7-0, 
2-6-0 in Southern) — The Moccasins have a new 
grid mentor in Buddy Green, and it shouldn’t 
take him long to see what his team is made of. In 
three of their first five games this season, the 
Moces tackle national powerhouse Alabama and 
the 1-2 teams in the Southern Conference last 
year, Georgia Southern and Marshall. 

Kenyon Earl (5-11, 180) returns for his senior 
year at quarterback, but there’s no proven depth 
behind him, Last season, Earl fired completions 
on 146 of 264 passes and threw for 16 touch- 
downs. UTC welcomes back all three starting 
receivers in junior wideouts Terrell Owens (6-3, 
195) and Derek Hall (5-11, 175), plus senior tight 
end Demarko Kemp (6-2, 220). Owens is a big- 
play artist who scored eight times and averaged 
19.1 yards on 38 catches last season, while Hall 
and Kemp combined for 47 receptions, 

Graduation carried off last year’s 1-2 rushers, 
Jerry Ellison and James Roberts, with lettermen 
Tobe Taylor (5-8, 170, jr.), Bryan Covington 
(5-7, 220, so.), Nick Ross (6-0, 215, so.) and 
Bruce Fowler (5-11, 210, so.), along with non- 
lettering sophomore Harry Bowen (5-10, 195), 
hoping to keep the ground game respectable. 
The biggest task on the attack side will be 
rebuilding an offensive line which returns just 
one starter, junior tackle Quonta Vance (6-2, 
250). Monogram Winners expected to play more 
prominent O-line roles are seniors Kevin 
Johnson (6-5, 275), Craig Maddox (6-3, 275) 
and Adrian Long (6-3, 250), and juniors Jer- 
maine Sellers (6-2, 250), Keith Tatum (6-2, 255) 
and Andy Norman (6-2, 285). 

Eight starters and a horde of lettermen return 
on the defensive side, but this unit needs to im- 
prove after giving up too much yardage and too 
many points last season. Up front, juniors Kurt 
Gielink (6-5, 230) at DE and tackle David Storm 
plus sophomore end Matt Green (6-1, 230) are 
incumbent regulars, but the Mocs are shuffling 
personnel in this area and the new coaching 
regime says no one’s starting job is secure. 

Holdover linebacking regulars are junior Ray 
Marsh (6-2, 210) and sophomore Antoine 
Goldwire (6-0, 210), but here again, all positions 
are up for grabs. In the secondary, the Mocs 
have back an outstanding safety duo in junior 
Jermaine Barnett (6-0, 175) and senior Tirone 
McKenzie (5-9, 175). Barnett led the '93 club in 
tackles (66) and interceptions (three), Senior 
Tony Ballard (5-9, 185) also returns at one cor- 
nerback position, 


VMI (1-10-0, 1-7-0 in Southern) — The 
Keydets have a new grid skipper in Bill Stewart, 
who spent the past four years as an assistant al 
the Air Force Academy. Stewart's task at VMI is 
reviving a pigskin program that hasn’t produced 
a winning record since 1981. 

On offense, the Keydets have scrapped the 
Wishbone formation for a more pass-Oriented 
attack, and those hoping to land the quarterback 
job are senior Spike Johnson (5-9, 175), junior 
Rob DeMaio (6-2, 180) and sophomore Jason 
McCoy (6-0, 200). Johnson is the only one of the 
three with any game experience, but last season 
he completed just 39,2 percent of his passing at- 
tempts. VMI has undergone extensive change in 
its receiving corps, with junior Marlon Anderson 
(5-9, 165) the only sure thing at wideout. Vying 
for the other WR spot are ex-quarterback Erik 
Reynolds (5-8, 175, sr.) and converted defensive 
back Jeff Hubbard (6-3, 195, jr.), with junior 
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Bryan Rychlik (6-5, 250) and sophomore Greg 
Harris (6-5, 235) sharing time again at tight end. 

Sophomore Thomas Haskins (5-8, 180), who 
rushed for a team-leading 594 yards and seven 
TDs last season, is a fixture at the tailback posi- 
tion, with senior walk-on Brett Badgett (6-1, 
205) and redshirt freshman Darrell Summerville 
(6-0, 200) out to land the fullback job. In VMI's 
offensive front wall, four starters return in 
juniors Sid Mitchener (6-3, 250) at center, 
guards Brandon Savochka (6-1, 235) and Mike 
Ledford (6-5, 260), and sophomore tackle Brian 
Gliba (6-3, 255). 

The Keydets will employ a more aggressive 
defensive scheme this season, but this unit must 
show vast improvement after surrendering 426.9 
yards and 36.0 points per game last fall. Back 
for another year of starting duty in the defensive 
line are seniors John Cross (6-0, 250) at one end 
and tackles Keith Burwell (6-2, 235) and Jon Fa- 
byonic (6-2, 255). Junior monogram winners 
Terry Minor (6-2, 220) and Mark Stephenson 
(6-0, 230), along with non-lettering sophomore 
Mike Coley (6-5, 250), will help out here. 

Three-year starter Camillus Musselman is 
missing at linebacker, where juniors Sam 
Daniels (5-11, 210) and Drew Dunnington (6-0, 
225) plus sophomore Mike Edwards (5-11, 200) 
are the key returnees, Senior honors candiate 
Keyin Reardon (6-1, 175) leads the secondary 
crew after pacing the "93 Keydets in tackles (115) 
and interceptions (three). He'll be joined back 
deep by junior Andre Johnson (6-0, 185), 
sophomore Ron Hill (5-9, 170) and converted 
wide receiver Demond Ferebee (6-0, 205). 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Marshall and 
Georgia Southern, both 1993 Division 1-AA 
playoff participants, will again be the dominant 
teams in the Southern Conference. The 
Thundering Herd lost some quality performers 
to graduation but returns three all-league stan- 
douts in QB Todd Donnan, RB Chris Parker 
and DB Roger Johnson plus a passle of other 
seasoned veterans, The Georgia Southern Eagles 
won the '93 SoCon title in their first year of 
league membership and could repeat this season 
because of a wealth of talent. Western Carolina 
will battle to a third place league finish and 
could push Marshall and Georgia Southern if 
the Catamounts rebuilt defensive unit takes 
shape, Perennial SoCon contender Furman 
broke eyen in league play last season at 4-4 and 
must be considered a factor in this year’s race -- 
provided the Paladins, too, can measure up on 
defense, The potential ‘‘sleeper’’ in the 1994 
SoCon picture is East Tennessee State, which 
returns eight starters on offense and eight on 
defense but needs to improve the rushing attack 
if the Bucs are to break into the league's first 
division. Appalachian State is another potential 
“dark horse’? and hopes to build on three 
straight wins at the close of the "93 campaign. 
Occupying the 7 and 8 spots will be Citadel and 
Tennessee-Chattanooga. Graduation hit both of 
these teams hard, but each school has a winning 
tradition on the gridiron and each plans to spr- 
ing some surprises in 1994, Virginia Military has 
a new boss-man in Bill Stewart, and his first year 
at the helm of the Keydets will be a rough one.

A year ago, he completed 144 of 243 
passes (59.3%) for 1,732 yards and 17 touch- 
downs. Projected as Pullig’s top backups are 
senior letterman Steve Emerson (6-2, 205) and 
talented frosh recruit Mark Ferris (6-2, 190). 

Junior flanker Brian Mitchell (6-0, 195) will 
spearhead a receiving corps that’s young but 
promising. He caught 11 passes as a regular last 
fall. Sophomore lettermen Kevin Beirne (6-3, 
190) and Danny McCray (6-0, 185) are first in 
line to fill the vacancy at split end, while fellow 
lettermen Gene Lowery (6-0, 185, jr.) and Chris 
Sanders (6-4, 220, sr.) are also in the wideout 
picture. Senior James McKeehan (6-4, 255) takes

The bellwethers of A&M’s running game are 
junior Rodney Thomas (5-11, 210) and 
sophomore Leeland McElroy (5-11, 200). Shar- 
ing time at tailback with the now-departed Greg 
Hill, Thomas and McElroy were simply sensa- 
tional last year as they ran for a combined 1,609 
yards and 20 touchdowns on an aggregate 263 
carries (a 6.1 avg!), The explosive McElroy also 
led the nation in kickoff returns in "93 as he 
scored three touchdowns and averaged 39.3 
yards per runback! Senior Clif Groce (5-11, 245) 
and junior Detron Smith (6-0, 230) will again 
run 1-2 at fullback. They are outstanding 
blockers who run very hard and have the ability 
to catch the ball while swinging out of the 
backfield. 

Up front, Coach Slocum will rebuild the 
blocking corps around returning regular Calvin 
Collins (6-3, 300, sr.), who started at guard last 
year but will man the center post this year, The 
vacant tackle slots will be filled by senior Tim 
Vordenbaumen (6-5, 275, sr.) and redshirted 
JUCO transfer Hunter Goodwin (6-5, 275, jr.). 
Vordenbaumen lettered at nose guard in 93. Vy- 
ing for the two vacancies at guard, as well as 
providing backup support in this area, are senior 
lettermen Ryan Kern (6-3, 300) and John 
Richard (6-5, 285); juniors Michael Cody (6-5, 
295) and James Brooks (6-4, 280); and A-A red- 
shirt freshman Chris Ruhman (6-6, 295). 

The strength of A&M's punishing defense is a 
veteran secondary that returns three starters -- 
free saety Junior White (6-1, 180, sr.), strong 
safety Michael Hendricks (6-0, 185, sr.) and cor- 
nerback Ray Mickens (5-8, 175, jr.). The vacant 
cornerback berth is being fought for by let- 
termen Billy Mitchell (5-11, 185, sr.) and 
Donovan Greer (5-10, 175, so.), while fellow let- 
termen Steve Kenney (6-0, 195, sr.), Kyle Max- 
field (6-2, 185, sr.) and Dennis Allen (6-2, 185, 
jr.) will again be valuable reserves in the deep 
zones. 

The three-man front wall will be rebuilt 
around senior end Larry Jackson (6-4, 245), who 
started at inside linebacker last year and made 60 
tackles, including five for minus yardage. 
Sophomore letterman Brandon Mitchell (6-4, 
275) is ticketed to take over at the other flank 
post, while super redshirt freshman Marcus 
Heard (6-3, 285) and sophomore Eddie Jasper 
(6-4, 295) are expected to duke it out for starting 
rights at nose guard. Also in the D-line picture 
are heralded JUCO transfer Pat Williams (6-4, 
280, jr.) and A-A redshirt freshman Brad 
Crowley (6-5, 245). 

Senior OLB Antonio Shorter (6-4, 235) spear- 
heads the linebacking corps. A year ago, he 
made 78 tackles, including 12 quarterback sacks! 
Former special teams terror Reggie Brown (6-2, 
230, jr.) will man the other outside backer post, 
while strong support at the OLB positions will 
be provided by lettermen Chris Colon (6-3, 235, 
jr.) and Keith Mitchell (6-3, 230, so.). 1993 co- 
regular Reggie Graham (6-2, 235, sr.) is a real 
force at one inside backer spot, while the other 
ILB slot will be filled by sophomore letterman 
Larry Walker (6-2, 225). Graham and Walker 


will be backstopped by talented sophomores 
Jason Andrus (6-1, 230) and Cedrick Bryant 
(6-4, 220). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Aggies 
may not be as productive on offense as they were 
last season because their rebuilt blocking corps 
appears to be a bit weaker than its 1993 counter- 
part. But their outstanding backfield will see to 
it that any decrease in offensive output is very 
minimal. As for A&M's ‘Wrecking Crew” 
defense, this unit will be a bit more yielding to 
enemy running backs, but it will again be stingier 
than Scrooge to opposing passers and receivers, 
The Aggies may not win as many games as they 
did a year ago, but only a fool would bet on such 
a prospect. And we're not fools!

We really don’t know why, but we’ve got this 
strong feeling that John Mackovic’s Longhorns 
are gonna stampede a lot of people this season. 
Maybe it’s because we recognize that Coach 
Mackovic has a wealth of talent at his disposal; 
or maybe it’s because we feel it in our collective 
bones here at GAMEPLAN. Whatever the 
reason, please be advised that this team is loaded 
for bear and looking for some payback! 
Looking to improve on his respectable stats 
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while starting as a redshirt freshman last year is 
sophomore quarterback Shea Morenz (6-2, 200), 
and we believe he'll do so in a big way. Last 
season, Morenz set a number of Texas records as 
he threw for 2,341 yards and 13 TDs. He con- 
nected on 54.6 percent of his passes but suffered 
18 interceptions. And the Texas quarterback pic- 
ture gets even better, as redshirt freshmen James 
Brown (6-0, 185) and John Dutton (6-4, 215) are 
both strong-armed standouts ready to compete 
for time under center. 

Making the Longhorn QB’s job that much 
easier is the return of two All-SWC choices at 
wide receiver, soph flanker Mike Adams (6-1, 
180) and junior split end Lovell Pinkney (6-5, 
235). The duo set a batch of Texas records 
themselves, including the title as the most pro- 
ductive pair of wideouts in Longhorn history. 
Adams ran under 52 tosses in '93 for 908 yards, 
a 17.5-yard average and seven scores, while 
Pinkney made 47 catches for 686 yards and five 
TDs. Three-year senior letterman Justin 
McLemore (6-1, 180) complements that pair 
well, last year having caught 17 throws for 276 
yards and one touchdown. Senior three-year vet 
Jimmy Hakes (6-5, 240) also saw some balls 
tossed his way at tight end as he made 13 catches 
with one scoring grab. Soph Steve Bradley (6-3, 
230) backs up Hakes. 

The Longhorns lose the services of versatile 
back Phil Brown, last year’s top rusher and 
1992’s number one receiver, but holdover in- 
cumbent Curtis Jackson (5-10, 195, jr.) looks 
very capable of picking up the slack. Jackson 
ran for 291 yards and two scores a year ago 
while making 16 receptions. Rodrick Walker 
(6-0, 200, sr.), who added 345 yards and four 
touchdowns, along with Anthony Holmes (5-10, 
190, jr.), who netted 237 yards with two TDs, 
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will also see plenty of game time at running 
back. Lurking in the background and capable of 
winning regular assignments are redshirt 
freshman Darrell Wilson (6-1, 210) and incom- 
ing freshman All-American William Barnes 
(5-11, 200). 

Anchoring one of the Longhorn’s strongest 
units is consensus All-SWC choice and A-A can- 
didate Blake Brockermeyer (6-5, 290, jr.), a two- 
year starter at tackle. Also returning as regulars 
up front are center Dan Neil (6-2, 280, so.) and 
guards John Elmore (6-3, 275, jr.) and Joe 
Phillips (6-5, 275, jr.). Ex-defensive tackle 
Dominic Bustamante (6-5, 290, jr.) will move in- 
to the opening at the other tackle. Senior Trent 
Elliott (6-4, 275) heads the O-line reserve group 
that also includes All-America frosh recruits Oc- 
tavius Bishop (6-6, 320), Ben Adams (6-5, 285) 
and Russell Gaskamp (6-5, 280). 

Texas will do a flip-flop on the stop side this 
year, changing from its traditional 4-3 setup to a 
3-4 alignment. That transition will be helped by 
the return of proven starters like soph Tony 
Brackens (6-4, 230) at end and tackles Thomas 
Baskin (6-2, 280, sr.) and junior Stonie Clark 
(6-1, 320). Brackens was the SWC’s defensive 
newcomer of the year in "93 as a true freshman 
when he had 79 tackles, six stops for losses, 10 
sacks and 23 quarterback pressures in an All- 
SWC effort. Prep All-American Chris Akins 
(6-2, 310) will challenge for playing time when he 
arrives on campus this fall, with juniors Brian 
Vasek (6-5, 245) and Shane Rink (6-2, 260) on 
call with letter-winning experience. 

The new setup will also mean changes in the 
linebacking crew, with former defensive ends 
Norman Watkins (6-2, 235, sr.) and Byron 
Johnson (6-2, 225, so.) getting their chance in 
the second line of defense this season.

©Coming into this season, Texas has won four 
straight versus the spread—100% 
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had six stops for negative yardage in ‘93 while 
Johnson was credited with 3.5 QB sacks. Kevin 
Watler (6-3, 230, sr.), who had 54 stops last 
season, and Robert Reed (6-2, 220, jr.), who 
made 88 hits, are sure things to start at a couple 
of the backer berths, while Jason Reeves (6-3, 
205, jr.) also has an excellent chance to start. 
Others in the hunt for regular jobs are Jim Bob 
Evans (6-0, 210, jr.) and Tyson King (6-0, 215, 
S0.), 

The deep defense will be led by A-A candidate 
Joey Ellis (5-10, 185) at cornerback, The senior 
three-year letter winner had 56 tackles and two 
INTs last season as he earned All-SWC honors. 
Soph Bryant Westbrook (6-0, 205), who had two 
pass picks as well, is the incumbent at the other 
corner, with soph Chris Carter (6-1, 185) return- 
ing at free safety where he made 85 tackles and 
snatched four enemy aerials a year ago. Soph 
Tre Thomas (6-1, 205) has the inside track on the 
strong safety job, while the secondary relief con-

yards and 30 points per game. Defensively, the 
Longhorns won't rank with the best in the land, 
but they won’t be far behind.

Strong-armed Kevin 
Rhea (6-1, 190, jr.) will also get his shot at the 
QB job. Baylor is expected to feature more 
rollout passing and shotgun formations in order 
to take full advantage of the talents of their 
quarterbacks. 

The majority of last fall’s pass catching crew 
returns for 94 action, led by senior split end 
John Stanley (5-11, 180), who averaged 24.5 
yards on his 12 catches a year ago. Senior Ben 
Bronson (5-9, 160) had a fine 18.7-yard average 
on his 15 catches along with three TD grabs, 
while soph Pearce Pegross (5-10, 165) carried his 
10 receptions for a 19.5-yard norm. Soph Gerald 
Patterson (6-1, 205) will also play at flanker, 
while junior Todd Crawford (6-0, 220) and 
senior Damon Rhynes (6-4, 265) are the chief 
competitors to fill the vacancy at tight end. 

The Bears rolled up better than 228 yards per 
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game on the ground a year ago, and this year’s 
rushing game will again feature last fall’s top 
ball toter, tailback Brandell Jackson (5-9, 205, 
jr.), who tallied 899 yards and three TDs while 
averaging 5.3 yards per trip. He also pulled 
down 15 aerials. Soph Kalief Muhammed (5-6, 
175), who netted 6.3 yards per carry and two 
scores in limited duty, will spell Jackson at 
tailback, At fullback, senior Bradford Lewis 
(5-7, 205) moves up to fulltime duty after 
rushing for 387 yards and five touchdowns as 
the reserve bucking back a year ago. 

Baylor’s blocking crew shapes up as a very 
good one, led by incumbent tackles David Davis 
(6-4, 300, so.) and Fred Miller (6-7, 275, jr.) plus 
holdover guard Will Davidson (6-4, 300, sr.), a 
three-year letterman. Miller has added 25 
pounds of muscle for this season and Davis 
comes off an excellent year in which he started 
every game as a true freshman. John Turner 
(6-3, 275, jr.), who’s served as the backup the 
last two campaigns, takes over the pivot, with 
letterman Hunter Hunter (6-1, 305, so.) really 
really in the battle for the other guard job. His 
chief competition will come from soph Curtis 
Draper (6-4, 325) and redshirt freshman Jerome 
Jackson (6-3, 305). Juniors Edwin Newman 
(6-3, 285) and Bruce Nowak (6-5, 285) plus 
senior David Anderson (6-5, 275) fill out the 
reserve O-line corps. 

The Bears will make a major change on the 
defensive side this season, switching to a 3-4 
setup from last year’s 4-3 alignment. In the tren- 
ches, all three projected starters are All-SWC 
candidates -- nose tackle Steve Strahan (6-1, 300, 
sr.) and ends Scotty Lewis (6-3, 260, sr.) and 
Daryl Gardener (6-7, 290, jr.), All three started a 
year ago and Lewis and Strahan are three-year 
lettermen. Strahan paced the Bears last fall with

11 tackles for losses along with seven sacks, 
while Lewis had nine hits behind enemy lines, 
seven sacks and blocked three PAT tries, 
Gardener led the Bears with a dozen hits for 
negative yardage along with four sacks. Junior 
Charles Horton (6-3, 270), who had nine tackles 
for losses and four sacks as a starter at DT in 
*93, will back up Lewis and Gardener at DE, 
with senior Joseph Asbell (6-2, 260) the principal 
reserve at the nose. 

Injuries forced the Bears to play a lot of dif- 
ferent linebackers a year ago, a fact that should 
mean improved play from this season’s backers. 
On the outside, Phillip Kent (6-1, 220, jr.) and 
Chris Dull (6-2, 240, sr.) are holdover regulars, 
while junior LaCurtis Jones (6-0, 200) is an in- 
cumbent on the inside, Three-year letterman 
Dull had 96 stops a year ago. Tony Tubbs (6-0, 
230, sr.), who had seven hits behind enemy lines 
last fall, is the frontrunner to fill the other ILB 
slot. Soph Malcolm Hamilton (6-2, 220) and 
redshirt freshmen Robert Mason (6-1, 230) and 
Dean Jackson (6-1, 230) comprise the reserve 
ILB contingent, with juniors Justin Still (6-3, 
230) and Chad Boyd (6-3, 210), redshirt frosh 
Glenn Coy (6-2, 235) and JC transfer Gary Ban- 
dy (6-4, 240, jr.) the most likely to see game time 
at outside backer in relief of the regulars. 

The leader in the Baylor secondary is senior 
free safety Chris Lewis (6-2, 205), a three-year 
letterman who is beginning his fourth season as

a deep zone starter in '94, Last fall, Lewis was 
credited with 90 stops, three pass thefts and 
three furnble recoveries. Junior Adrian Robin- 
son (6-2, 210), who led Baylor’s deep zoners 
with four pass thefts a year ago, returns to his 
strong safety post, with three-year veteran Ken- 
drick Bell (5-8, 170, sr.) and soph George Mc- 
Cullough (5-10, 175) the holdover starters at cor- 
nerback, Juniors Tyrone Smith (5-11, 180) and 
Raynor Finley (5-9, 170) are key cornerback 
reserves, while redshirt frosh Anthony Taylor 
(5-11, 180) will see combat time at strong safety. 
Working behind Lewis at free safety will be blue 
chip frosh recruit Nikia Codie (6-4, 185), called 
by many the top safety coming out of the 
nation’s high school ranks last year. 
GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION; Baylor's of- 
fense will again boast an excellent ground game 
which will be even more effective if new QB 
Moore is able to connect quite frequently with 
his very good receivers.

After leading the Horned Frogs to a position 

of respectability in his first two years as head 

coach, Pat Sullivan could lead them to a winning 

season this year —- but only if he’s able to 

strengthen his secondary while getting greater 
production from his ground game. 

Junior quarterback Max Knake (6-1, 205) will 
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see to it that TCU’s passing attack will again 
provide more than its share of yardage and 
points. A year ago, he was successful on 207 of 
357 aerial tries (58 percent) for 2,130 yards and 
12 touchdowns versus 14 INTs. Knake now 
holds most of TCU’s single season passing 
records, 

The ranks are a bit thin at wide receiver, but 
soph John Washington (5-9, 160) and senior 
three-year letterman Jimmy Oliver (5-11, 175) 
have starting experience. Washington had 19 
catches a year ago while Oliver pulled down 13 
throws with one scoring grab. Others being 
counted on to contribute at the wideouts are 
Chris Brasfield (6-1, 180, jr.), LaBron Cornell 
(6-1, 175, so.) and frosh recruit Jason Tucker 
(6-2, 175), The Horned Frogs are well-fixed at 
tight end where junior Brian Collins (6-4, 220) 
was a second team All-SWC selection a year ago 
and soph Ryan Tucker (6-6, 250) is a strong 
backup. Collins had 37 catches with two scores a 
year ago, while Tucker carried two of his five 
catches for TCU touchdowns. 

The field is crowded at the running back 
spots, but no one’s gonna bounce junior Andre 
Davis (5-9, 185) from the tailback job he's earn- 
ed. Last fall, Davis skipped for 867 yards and 
eight TDs to lead TCU in those categories, also 
adding 36 receptions good for one score as he 
was tapped for the SWC second team, Soph Koi 
Woods (6-0, 215) will handle the assignments at 
fullback. Others in the picture at running back 
are junior Derrick Cullors (5-11, 190), a co- 
regular in '91 and ’92 who sat out ’93 with a leg

quartet of incoming freshmen - Basil Mitchell 
(5-11, 190), Lance Williams (6-1, 220), John 
Williams (5-10, 195) and Marcus Sanders (6-0, 
210). Williams brings high school All-America 
credentials with him to TCU. 

The best news for Coach Sullivan on the of- 
fensive side is the return of the entire blocking 
crew -— center Kevin Brewer (6-3, 265, so.), 
senior guards Bart Epperson (6-3, 275) and 
Chuck Wills (6-4, 305) plus the three-year letter- 
man combo of seniors Boyd Milby (6-3, 280) 
and Barrett Robbins (6-4, 295) at the tackles. 
Junior Clifford Barnes (6-5, 275) and senior 
Brandon Hickman (6-4, 275) will be valuable 
O-line backups. 

Over on the other side of the line of scrim- 
mage, Coach Sullivan has just two vacancies, 
both in his secondary where cornerback Charles 
McWilliams (6-1, 170, jr.) and free safety 
Manvel Hopes (5-11, 180, jr.) are back on the 
job. Hopes, who had 72 tackles and one pass 
pick in '93, was a starter at cornerback a year 
ago. Soph Geoff Stephens (6-0, 210) is slated to 
take over at strong safety, with junior Mikyha 
Martin (5-11, 180) manning the corner opposite 
MeWilliams. Redshirt frosh Corey Masters 
(5-11, 180) should see plenty of time at the cor- 
ners as well. 

Up front, junior Chris Piland (6-4, 220) and 
senior three-year letterman Vincent Pryor (6-3, 
230) are seasoned regulars at defensive end. 
Piland had 65 tackles with three tackles for 
losses, three sacks and 22 QB pressures a year 
ago, Pryor adding five QB traps. Soph Aaron 
Burton (6-4, 250) is the incumbent at DT, with 
senior three-year vet Brian Brooks (6-3, 285) a 
holdover regular at nose guard. The big play 
man in the TCU front wall is senior three-year 
letterman Royal West (6-3, 280), an All-America 
candidate who a year ago made 85 stops, in- 
cluding nine tackles for negative yardage, a 
school record nine QB sacks and 36 QB 
pressures as he earned All-SWC designation. 
Sophs Fred Johnson (6-1, 290) and Gaylon 
Hyder (6-6, 285) are also experienced performers 
on the defensive interior line. 

The Horned Frogs seem well set at linebacker, 
where senior three-year lettermen Mike Moulton 
(6-2, 230) and Reggie Anderson (6-2, 230) plus 
junior Lenoy Jones (6-3, 210) all have starting 
experience. Anderson paced the Frogs in tackles 
last year with 144, Jones added 90 and Moulton 
had 86. Junior Tyrone Roy (6-1, 235), a starter 
in the past who posted 96 hits and three sacks, is 
the first backer off the bench, with Jay Davern 
(6-1, 210, so.) and Tony Brown (6-3, 210, so.) 
also making strong bids for game time. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With an im- 
proved ground game complementing another 
good aerial arm, TCU's attack force will enjoy 
greater balance and should easily exceed its 1993 
output of 350 yards and 18 points per game. 
Defensively, the Horned Frogs will be very 
tough to run on, but the overall effectiveness of 
this unit will be dictated to a large extent by how 
well the rebuilt secondary performs. If most of 
its performances are worthy of ovations, the 
Frogs could hop over the .500 mark; if not, 
they'll at least yanquish four or five of their 
foes.

New Head Coach Ken Hatfield is very op- 
timistic that he can lead the Owls to their third 
straight Winning record, It’s not an unrealistic 
goal, but it’s certainly a difficult one since Rice 
has to rebuild what was a strong offensive line 
while finding a replacement for talented quarter- 
back Bert Emanuel. 

Junior Josh LaRocco (6-1, 200), who has 
started in the past, is the new man under center 
for the Owls. A year ago, he connected on 35 of 
56 throws for 354 yards and four TDs, while suf- 
fering three interceptions as Emanuel’s backup. 
Junior Kurt Roper (5-11, 180) will also get a 
look-see at QB. 

Rice’s number one receiver from a year ago, 
senior three-year letter winner Jimmy Lee (5-9, 
175), returns to his H-back post where he pulled 
down 36 throws for 365 yards and two scores. 
Lee, however, missed spring drills recovering 
from off-season surgery. Another three-year vet, 
Ed Howard (6-4, 195, sr.), has won the wide 
receiver job after catching 32 tosses for 431 
yards and three touchdowns in ‘93. Junior 
Emerson Allen (5-6, 155), who made 25 catches 
with three TD grabs a year ago, is back at split 
end, while senior Clemente Torres (6-4, 235) is 
the holdover incumbent at tight end. 

Another standout who sat out spring practice 
because of surgery is tailback Yoncy Edmonds 
(5-8, 185, jr.), last fall’s top ground gainer with 
94) yards, a 4.7-yard average and seven scores. 
The All-SWC choice had off-season ankle 
surgery, but is expected to be 100 percent by 
kickoff time. He'll be supported by three-year 
vet Byron Coston (5-9, 180, sr.), who rushed for 
437 yards and four scores while catching 20 
tosses for an 18.2-yard average and six touch- 
downs. Soph Spencer George (5-11, 195) and 
junior Pat Callahan (5-8, 190) are the chief can- 
didates at fullback. 

The leader in the Rice interior line will again 
be Chris Cooley (6-5, 290, jr.), a two-time All- 
SWC choice at tackle who’ll be switching to 
guard this year. He’ll be paired with holdover 
guard Bobby Gray (6-4, 280, sr.) with soph 
Jeremy Thigpen (6-1, 260) due to take over the 
center's responsibilities, A trio of contenders are 
battling to fill the vacancies at tackle — soph 
Brian Lyssy (6-8, 300), junior Everett Burton 
(6-3, 280) and redshirt freshman Richard 
Williams (6-5, 250). 

Over on the stop side, Rice may possess one of 
College Football’s finest set of linebackers, led 
by all-star candidate Emmett Waldron (6-2, 220, 
st.), a two-time All-SWC second team choice 
who’s led the Owls in tackles the past two 
seasons. A year ago, Waldron popped 103 ball 
carriers from his inside backer slot, registering 
eight tackles for minus yardage and three sacks. 
His inside partner will again be Joe Davis (6-1, 
210, jr.), who had 82 stops in '93, while Larry 
Izzo (6-0, 210, jr.) returns to his OLB slot where 
he posted 75 hits a year ago, including six behind 
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(6-5-0) 


enemy lines and four sacks. Junior Jeffrey 
Mercer (6-1, 225), who had 73 hits last fall, 
heads the reserve linebacker contingent that also 
includes soph Derrick Williams (6-1, 215). 

The up front crew will be led by returning 
regulars DE Deric Rutherford (6-2, 225, sr.) and 
junior DT Brynton Goynes (6-4, 245), who com- 
bined for 10 sacks a year ago. Sophs Ndukwe 
Kalu (6-4, 215) and Jason Winship (6-2, 245) are 
due to round out the starting D-line at end and 
nose guard, respectively, 

Rice returns two regulars from a year ago in 
the secondary, cornerback Bobby Dixon (6-0, 
175, so.) and strong safety Jeff Sowells (5-11, 
180, jr.). Dixon led the "93 Owls with three pass 
pickoffs and deflected 11 others, while Sowells 
snatched two enemy aerials on his way to recor- 
ding 66 tackles. Junior Jay Lamy (6-0, 185) will 
provide relief at strong safety, with soph Aaron 
Stanley (6-1, 190) to fill the vacancy at free safe- 
ty, Senior three-year veteran Dana Hogan (6-0, 
170) is duking it out with soph Warrick Franklin 
(5-10, 170) for starting rights at the corner op- 
posite Dixon. 

Returning to handle the Owl placekicking 
chores is soph Johnny Bagwell (5-9, 160), who 
rang up 65 points a year ago on 10 of 16 field 
goal attempts and a perfect 35 for 35 on PATs. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: If the rebuilt 
blocking corps is up to the mark, Rice’s offense 
will again be well-balanced and very productive 
because the Owls are blessed with several quality 
performers at the skill positions, On the stop 
side, the smallish Owls are experienced and 
scrappy, but they don’t have the strength to stop 
people with the regularity that’s needed to en- 
sure a lot of success. This is a good football team 
that always comes to play, but we don’t think 
it’s good enotigh to forge a winning record this 
season.

After three consecutive runnerup finishes in 
the Southwest Conference, Head Coach Spike 
Dykes is faced with the monumental task of 
rebuilding the school's most prolific offense 
ever. He also needs to teach his veteran defense 
that generosity is not really a virtue. From our 
vantage point, it appears that Dykes will be 
eminently more successful in achieving the latter 
than the former. 

Hoping to achieve starting status as Tech’s 
new quarterback are three inexperienced 
newcomers, the best of whom appears to be red- 
shirt freshman Tony Darden (6-0, 175), who as a 
high school senior two years ago tossed for 3,235 
yards and 45 TDs while running for 751 yards! 
Another redshirt frosh, Zebbie Lethridge (6-0, 
175), and soph Sone Cavazos (6-1, 195) will bat- 
tle Darden for the starting nod. Whoever wins 
the honors will have immense shoes to fill, as 
departing QB Robert Hall earned All-SWC 
honors on the strength of a 63.3 percent passing 
completion mark, 2,894 aerial yards and 21 TD 
tosses.

Byron Hanspard (6-0, 190), a Texas product 
who earned All-America honors lat fall when he 
ran for 2,101 yards with 35 TDs and an 8.7-yard 
average. Another JUCO transfer, Rod Hobbs 
(6-2, 235), should be in the picture at fullback 
where junior Lashon Earnest (6-0, 225, jr.) is the 
frontrunner for that job. 

The loss of high-octane offensive performers 
continues at wideout where All-SWC performer 
Lloyd Hill and Derrell Mitchell have graduated 
after combining for 1,482 receiving yards and 12 
TDs their final season. Hill, in fact, departs as 
the all-time SWC leader in receiving yardage 
with 3,069. Senior Jayson Lavender (5-8, 170) is 
the only holdover with any game experience at 
all and he had just two catches a year ago. 
Coach Dykes did, however, sign a number of 
highly regarded pass grabbers in order to fill the 
openings at split end and flanker, the most pro- 
minent of whom are JUCO transfer Tony 
Wilson (5-7, 175, jr.) and freshman newcomer 
Malcolm McKenzie (6-2, 185), One of the Red 
Raiders’ three returning regulars on the attack 
side is at tight end where senior three-year letter- 
man Scott Aylor (6-4, 245) is back after missing 
spring drills due to knee surgery. He'll be backed 
up by junior Jerod Fiebiger (6-5, 235). 

The blocking contingent also must be rebuilt, 
and Coach Dykes will do so around holdover 
regulars tackle Jeff Wood (6-5, 295, sr.) and 
center Scott Fitzgerald (6-2, 265, sr.), a three- 
year monogram owner who moves over from the 
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guard post he occupied a year ago. Duking it out 
for starting rights at the other tackle are sophs 
Ben Kaufman (6-4, 275) and Casey Jones (6-5, 
280) along with incoming JUCO transfer J.T. 
Sprouse (6-3, 290, jr.). Lettermen Ed Hendrix 
(6-4, 285, jr.) and Robert Rivera (6-2, 275, sr.) 
are pencilled in to take over at the guards. 


At least five All-SWC candidates will lead the 
Tech defense this year, the best of whom may be 
middle linebacker Zach Thomas (6-0, 230, jr.), 
the headliner in what should be a strong second 
line of defense. Thomas was Tech’s number one 
tackler last year with 117 stops to go with three 
fumble recoveries and he set an all-time bowl 
record with seven tackles for negative yardage in 
Tech's loss to Oklahoma in the John Hancock 
Bowl, Manning the weak side spot again will be 
junior Shawn Banks (6-2, 220), a two-year 
regular who was second on the hit list last fall 
with 108 stops. Junior Anthony Armour (6-0, 
210) returns on the strong side where he made 91 
hits a year ago. The backup crew at linebacker is 
also a very good one, featuring the veteran 
talents of Dee Foster (6-3, 225, sr.), Donnie 
Taylor (6-1, 230, sr.), Jabbar Thomas (6-4, 245, 
jr.) and Jerome Lang (6-3, 235, so.), 


Big senior defensive tackle Stephen Gaines 
(6-3, 300) will be a force again in the forward 
wall where he'll be rejoined by holdover regular 
Byron Wright (6-4, 250, sr.) at one DE post. 
Senior three-year letter winner Damon 
Wickware (6-3, 250), who led the Red Raiders 
with five sacks and caused four fumbles last 
year, is first in line to open at the other terminal, 
but he’ll be challenged by senior William Ritter 
(6-2, 245) and soph Tony Daniels (6-3, 250), 
Seniors Tyrone Brooks (6-0, 270) and Chris Ori 
(6-1, 265) are the principal combatants to fill the 
vacancy at nose tackle. 


All four of last year’s regulars return to their 
starting posts in the secondary. Senior Cat 
Adams (5-8, 175), the team leader with four in- 
terseptions in ’93, will be rejoined at cornerback 
by Shawn Hurd (5-8, 175, jr.). At the rover post, 
junior Marcus Coleman (6-2, 205) racked up 80 
tackles, three INTs and four sacks a year ago 
and is due back to the first string after sitting out 
spring practice due to academic ineligibility. At 
free safety, senior Dewayne Bryant (6-0, 195) 
registered 89 stops a year ago. There's also good 
depth in the deep defense with veterans Verone 
McKinley (5-11, 190, jr.), George Ramsey (5-9, 
175, so.), Metrick McHenry (6-0, 180, so.), 
Robert Johnson (5-11, 190, so.), Robert Ander- 
son (6-0, 205, so.) and Jody Brown (6-0, 200, 
so.) on the bench. 

The Red Raiders also welcome back outstan- 
ding placekicker Jon Davis (5-11, 200, sr.), 
who’s entering his third season as the Tech 
kicker. Last fall, Davis punched home 84 points 
as he hit on 45 of 47 PAT tries and 13 of 16 field 
goal attempts. 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The youthful 
Red Raiders will be respectable when moving the 
pig, but they won't even come close to racking 
up the yardage and points that they did last 
season. Especially early in the campaign, when 
Tech’s defense will be called on to hold the fort 
until its rebuilt offense is able to operate on all 
cylinders. And the stop troops may be able to do 
just that since this unit is experienced and deep, 
although the Raider defenders will not have 
enough firepower to completely repel the “big 
boys” on their schedule. Our crystal ball tells us 
that Tech will be lucky to match its "93 win total 
in '94, and that’s a prognosis not to be challeng- 
ed!

Doing his best to see that it does is talented 
quarterback Ramon Flanigan, who can run and 
pass with equal aplomb, A year ago, he con- 
nected on 55.8 percent of his passes for 1,334 
yards and eight TDs with eight interceptions, 
while rushing for 462 yards and three scores. 
Flanigan is the leading returner in the SWC in 
total offense with 224.5 yards per game. Coach 
Tom Rossley hopes junior Mark Eldred (6-2, 
195) is fully recovered from off-season shoulder 
surgery and can resume his backup position 
behind Flanigan. 

The Mustang receiving crew is in fine shape,

471 yards and two TDs, Whitmore'’s 31 recep- 
tions went for 510 yards and two scores, while 
Wilburn ran under 29 aerials for 484 yards and a 
pair of six-pointers. Junior Kevin Thornal (6-2, 
180), who had five starts a year ago, made 14 
catches with one scoring grab. 

The majority of SMU’s ball carrying duties 
will be shared by senior Kevin Shepard (5-11, 
195) and three-year veteran Jacques Smith (5-9, 
230, sr.). Shepard ran for 463 yards and one 
score last fall while Smith had four touchdown 
runs and 426 yards gained to his credit. 

The blocking contingent returns four regulars 
from a year ago, all four of whom started all 11 
games in "93. Soph Brannon Kidd (6-4, 280) is 
back at center where he earned Freshman All- 
America honors last season, soph Keith Chiles 
(5-11, 320) is at one guard while three-year letter 
winner Tony Ned (6-3, 295) and junior Bryan 
Craig (6-3, 285) form the tackle duo. Senior 
three-year vet Greg Shea (6-3, 315) has the other 
guard post locked up, while soph Jason Holtz 
(6-8, 300) and senior Jason Hunt (6-5, 290) are 
first off the bench to relieve the starting tackles. 

The SMU defense showed some promise last 
season as they finished third in the conference in 
points allowed (25.2 ppg), but the stoppers suf- 
fered major losses up front in the persons of 
graduated All-SWC defensive ends Chad Patton 
and Adam Voyles. The contestants to fill those 
major holes in the SMU ‘‘D”’ include soph let- 
termen Mac McKinnie (6-4, 240), Wilbert Mit- 
chell (6-3, 250) and Jason Lindbloom (6-2, 295) 
plus redshirt freshman Warwick Woodard (6-3, 
235). The only holdover from last year’s trench 
team is tackle Vernon Edwards (6-5, 265, sr.), 
who had three QB sacks in ’93, Letter winner 
Brian Kennedy (6-3, 270, jr.) is battling redshirt 
freshman Ahmad Hayes (6-2, 290) for the rights 
to the other DT post. 

The Mustangs’ leading light at linebacker is 
soph Chris Bordano (6-2, 225), an all-star can- 
didate who racked up 66 tackles last season from 
his middle backer slot. Junior Cagan Morgan 
(6-1, 240), who had 64 tackles and three hits for 
negative yardage, has locked up starting rights at 
one outside backer berth, with the other ex- 
pected to be occupied by either senior three-year 
letterman B.J. Stankovich (6-4, 240) or junior 
Craig Swann (5-11, 225). Stankovich and Swann 
were both three-game starters a year ago who 
were kayoed by knee injuries. Senior Brian 
Whitehill (6-1, 230) is also pressing for a spot on 
the first string. 

All-star candidate Rodney Watkins (5-10, 
195, sr.), a three-year letter winner, is the leader 
of the SMU secondary from his strong safety 
spot where Watkins led last year’s ’stangs with 
93 tackles.

(6-1, 205, jr.) returns at quarterback. Last 
season, Joseph connected on 138 of 282 passes 
for 1,981 yards and 20 TDs, plus he ran the foot- 
ball for another 359 yards and four more scores. 
Both starting wide receivers have departed, and 
in line to take their places are lettermen Skeet 
Owens (6-0; 175, sr.) and Terence Davis (5-11, 
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195, jr.). Owens averaged 16.6 yards and scored 
four times on 18 catches last season. Junior all- 
league pick Michael Warren (6-3, 265) is a bruis- 
ing blocker and clutch receiver back at the tight 
end spot. 

The Cowboys welcome back all their top run- 
ning backs, with junior tailbacks Henry Fields 
(854 yards rushing in ’93) and Bryan Foster (633 
yards) leading the way. Sophomore Rusty Strup- 
peck (5-11, 225) returns at fullback. McNeese 
State will rebuild its offensive line around 
holdover regulars Ronald Cherry (6-5, 300, sr.) 
and Johnathan Ashley (6-3, 270, jr.) at the 
tackles, and junior Marsh Buice (6-3, 270) at 
guard. Other lettermen sure to contribute up 
front are Paul Durnin (6-3, 265, sr.), Edmundo 
DeLaCerda (6-3, 315, so.) and Joe Carter (6-3, 


new offensive alignment will result in a more 
balanced attack that should be a bit more pro- 
ductive than it was a year ago.

285, so.). 

Last year’s Cowboy defense led all Division 
I-AA teams with a yield of just 276.2 yards per 
game, but graduation claimed six regulars, in- 
cluding All-America linebacker Terry Irving. In 
the D-line, seniors Dane Scott (6-5, 255) and 
Michael Hinton (6-5, 270) are back at their 
customary end and tackle spots, respectively, 
with lettermen Tyrone Smith (6-2, 260, so.), 
Kavika Pittman (6-5, 255) and Southwestern 
Louisiana trasnfer Jason Sauviak (6-3, 245, so.) 
also sure to see action in the defensive trenches. 

Another former USL player, Chad Reeves 
(6-3, 235, jr.), joins an MSU linebacking corps 
which returns junior Vincent Landrum (6-2, 
225) on one side. Yet another transfer, ex-LSU 
Tiger Lee Williams (6-3, 235, jr.), will be a fac- 
tor here, as will letter winners Rodney Washing- 
ton (6-3, 235, sr.) and Carl Quiller (6-0, 225, 
so.). The Cowboys return three secondary 
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starters in senior Kevin Smith (5-11, 175), junior 
Damon Gladney (5-10, 170) and sophomore 
Zack Bronson (6-1, 175), Bronson had a spec- 
tacular debut as a '93 redshirt freshman with 91 
tackles and nine pass interceptions, one of which 
he returned for a touchdown. 


STEPHEN F. AUSTIN (8-4-0, 5-2-0 in 
Southland) -- After several disappointing years, 
the *93 Lumberjacks climbed to the 14th spot 
nationally and made their first Division I-AA 
playoff appearance in the 1990s. The “Jacks will 
be out to build on that success this season and 
may be able to do so with 18 starters (nine of- 
fense, nine defense) returning. 

Junior James Ritchey (6-3, 210) enjoyed an 
impressive "93 campaign as SFAU’s starting 
quarterback, completing 83 of 15) passes for a 
dozen TDs while rushing for 357 yards and five 
more scores, The Lumberjacks boast an outstan- 
ding set of wide receivers in juniors Michael 
Pearce (5-10, 170), a two-time All-SLC pick, 
and Kevin Goodwin (5-8, 175), Pearce last 
season reeled in a team-high 47 aerials, while 
Goodwin averaged 19.9 yards and scored eight 
times on 37 catches. All but certain to claim the 
light end spot is U. of Pittsburgh transfer Mar- 
cus Harper (6-5, 250, jr.). 

Despite the loss of 1,000-yard rusher Curtis 
Luper, the ‘Jacks will again have a strong 
Tushing attack, with junior Leonard Harris (944 
overland yards in ’93) the leading light. Others in 
the RB mix are sophomores Jumarion White 
(6-0, 210) and Walter Terry (5-10, 215), and 
senior Wade Booker (5-9, 185). Returning to 
their normal spots in the offensive line are All- 
SLC senior tackle Octus Polk (6-5, 330), senior 
center Scott Griggs (6-3, 275) and junior guards 
Lee Kirk (6-1, 285) and Rubin Covington (6-2, 
285). Junior letterman Joey Wylie (6-5, 290) will 
step into the other tackle hole. 

The Lumberjacks lost several key performers 
on defense, among them All-America free safety 
Cedric Walker, but this unit returns a solid 
nucleus of veterans. Up front, all-league senior 
DT Chris Roberson (6-1, 285) made 80 tackles 
and 10 sacks last season, with sophomore mono- 
gram winner Chris Zander (6-5, 280) expected to 
move into the other tackle slot. Part-time '93 
regulars juniors James Kern (6-2, 255) and 
Adam Rossow (6-2, 235) are the leading DE can- 
didates. 

The big news at linebacker is the return of 
senior Willie Mitchell (5-11, 225), who sat out 
last season after leading the "92 Lumberjacks 
with 104 tackles. Seniors Baron Brown (5-11, 
235) and Jason Holman (6-1, 230), as well as 
converted strong safety Cally Belcher (6-1, 210, 
sr.), are others sure to contribute at linebacker. 
In the secondary, seniors Terrance Shaw (5-11, 
185), another ‘93 All-SLC selection, and Ryan 
Thomas (6-1, 180) offer the most experience, 
while sophomores Damiyon Bell (5-11, 175), 
Jason Speights (5-9, 170), Kenny Haggerty (6-0, 
180) and Clayton Odom (5-9, 175) have good 
potential. 


NORTHWESTERN STATE (5-6-0, 2-4-0 in 
Southland) -- The schedule should work in favor 
of this year’s Demons, who have seven home 
games in Natchitoches, including six of seven to 
open the season. “If we can hit the conference 
season on a roll,’* comments Coach Sam Good- 
win, “and develop a winning attitude, we'll be in 
the thick of things (SLC title race) come 
November.” 

Junior Brad Laird (133 of 239 pass comple- 
tions, eight TDs and 14 interceptions) is the in- 
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cumbent at quarterback, but he faces a stern 
challenge from Southwestern Louisiana transfer 
Tori Williams (5-11, 190, jr.). ‘A Jot of how our 
offense develops will depend on Tori Williams. 
If he can blend in and share some time with 
Brad, it will alter our offensive scheme and 
make us more dangerous,’ says Coach Good- 
win. Seniors Jared Johnston (6-3, 200) and 
James Brock (5-7, 175) headline the wide receiv- 
ing contingent. Each caught 21 passes last 
season, with Brock averaging 22.9 yards and 
scoring three times. Stepping into the tight end 
spot is sophomore Brandon Gooserand (6-1, 
235), who saw extensive duty in °93. 

The big ‘‘if’’ in the Demon rushing attack is 
the health status of sleek sophomore Clarence 
Matthews (5-9, 175). In just three games last 
season before undergoing an appendectomy 
operation, Matthews darted for 198 yards at 6.2 
a pop. Hard-running senior Danny Alexander 
(6-1, 220) returns at fullback afler pounding out 
354 overland yards and snaring 19 passes in '93. 
The whole offensive cause this season hinges on 
coming up with adequate replacements in a front 
wall which returns only senior center John Dip- 
pel (6-1, 240). All-American JUCO transfer 
Neal Sharkey (6-3, 235, jr.) is a welcome addi- 
tion here, and the NSU coaching staff feels that 
several lettermen can fill the remaining holes in 
the O-line. 

The big problem for last year’s Demon 
defense, which got burned for averages of 392 
yards and 28.6 points per game, was simply a 
lack of size against bigger opponents. Off- 
season Weight training has apparently improved 
NSU’s strength. Holdover D-line regulars are 
junior ends Joe Cummings (6-3, 240) and Jason 
Storm (6-2, 235), while junior tackle Nathan 
Platt (6-1, 255) also has extensive experience in 
this area. 

Top '93 hit man (with 101 tackles) Steve 
Readeaux (6-0, 250, sr.) is an intimidating force 
at linebacker, where sophomores Marlon Ed- 
wards (6-0, 210) and Terry Johnson (6-1, 230) 
will be even bigger contributors after solid 
freshman seasons. The strongest area of the 
defense will be the secondary, which finds senior 
Tony Echols (5-11, 200) and juniors Don Butler 
(6-0, 170) and Kevin Rhodes (6-0, 185) back for 
starting duty. 


SAM HOUSTON STATE (4-7-0, 2-5-0 in 
Southland) —- The Bearkats slipped to a rare los- 
ing record last season under veteran skipper Ron 
Randleman. But five of their seven defeats were 
by a touchdown or less, and four losses came 
against nationally ranked teams. If Randleman 
can fill a few holes on both sides of the ball, this 
year’s Bearkats will be more of a factor in the 
SLC race. 

Project number one on the offensive side is 
finding a new quarterback, with sophomore 
Stacey Arrambide (6-2, 195), who started two 
games last season as a redshirt freshman, and 
Texas A&M transfer Tommy Preston (6-3, 210, 
ir.) anxious to get the starting call. The headline 
maker in the receiving corps is senior wideout 
Blake Vincent (6-1, 190), who snared a team- 
leading 46 aerials in '93, while senior Travis 
Dougherty (6-5, 245) is back at tight end. 
Transfers expected to make an impact at wide 
receiver are former Nevada-Las Vegas regular 
Mike Brown (5-10, 180, jr.) and Wenschell 
Winslow (5-11, 180, jr.), who comes over from 
Texas-El Paso. 

Senior tailback Charles Harris (5-11, 210) 
needs just 332 yards this year to become the 
school’s all-time career rushing leader. Last 


season, Harris set a Bearkat ground gaining 
record with 1,142 yards and scored a dozen 
overland TDs. Fullbacking sidekick Kirk 
Lawrence (6-0, 210, jr.) also returns to his star- 
ting post. Seniors Donald Henson (6-7, 295) and 
D.J. O'Connor (6-1, 265) at tackle and guard, 
respectively, along with junior center Darius 
Smith (6-2, 275) form the yeteran nucleus in the 
offensive front wall. TUCO product Jay For- 
sythe (6-2, 270, jr.) and New Mexico transfer 
Breck Hamrock (6-5, 275, jr.) are key new- 
comers in this area, 

The Bearkats have long been noted for their 
stingy defensive units, and this year’s bunch will 
be cut from the same mold. Up front, seniors 
John Solomon (6-3, 235) and Zenon Flores (6-0, 
230), who combined last season for 103 tackles 
and 1] sacks, return to their DE positions, with 
senior classmate Elvin Massenburge (6-0, 250) 
back at nose guard. JUCO recruits expected to 
be prominent in the D-line scheme are Dushan 
Henderson (6-2, 260, jr.) and Rodney Lott (6-2, 
265, ir.). 

The 'Kats return all three starting linebackers 
in Mare Tidwell (6-0, 230, so.), Jeff Jordy (6-2, 
225, sr.) and Billy Holmes (6-1, 210, jr.). Tidwell 
led the "93 squad with 99 tackles plus he pounced 
on three enemy fumbles, Senior Era Palmer 
(6-1, 205) and junior Trey Woods (5-10, 170) are 
holdover regulars in the secondary, but after 
those two the Bearkats are thin in experience, so 
it is not surprising that junior Red Jones (5-10, 
180), second on the '93 club in pass receptions as 
a wideout, has been switched to defensive back. 
Newcomers counted on to contribute in the deep 
zones are JUCO transfers Eric Anderson (5-11, 
200, jr.), Duane Maynard (5-11, 190, jr.) and 
David Garrett (6-2, 200, jr.). 
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the season, An excellent combination of key stats, 
trends and analysis. Any pro er beginner will appre- 
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NORTH TEXAS (4-7-0, 2-5-0 in Southland) 
-- The Mean Green have a new grid mentor in 
Matt Simon, offensive coordinator at New Mex- 
ico the past two years. Simon inherits a fairly 
solid team which is looking to break the school’s 
string of three straight losing seasons. 

Coach Simon has to like what he sees at the 
quarterback position, where senior Mitch Maher 
(6-0, 175) is coming off an outstanding '93 cam- 
paign during which he found the mark on 176 of 
324 passes for 2,595 yards and 24 touchdowns 
against 14 interceptions. Senior David Brown 
(5-9, 175) and junior Troy Redwine (6-1, 185) 
are foremost of the veteran wide receivers. 
Brown led the 93 Mean Green with 45 catches, 
including seven for TDs, while Redwine averag- 
ed a gaudy 25,5 yards and scored eight times on 
30 receptions. All-SLC candidate Luis Silva (6-2, 
225, sr.) returns at tight end where he’s one of 
the league’s strongest blockers and a sure- 
handed pass grabber. 

One-thousand-yard rusher Terrance Brown is 
missing at tailback, with sophomore lettermen 
Cedric Cromer (5-11, 200) and Kervin Crenshaw 
(5-8, 170) and redshirt freshman Kareem Grant 
(6-2, 210) out to fill Brown’s big shoes. At 
fullback, smallish junior Stacy Anderson (5-10, 
180) is the incumbent regular. Seniors Brad 
Smith (6-2, 255) and Greg Price (6-3, 290) return 
as starters in the offensive line, with monogram 
winners Greg Hirsch (6-5, 270, sr.), Troy Evans 
(6-3, 275) and Tory Castillo (6-2, 250, so.) ex- 
pected to play bigger roles in the blocking corps. 
Tops among the newcomers are JUCO transfer 
Jeff Daniels (6-5, 270, jr.) and redshirt freshmen 
Jeff Bowles (6-3, 265) and Mark Bierds (6-0, 
250). 

The Mean Green welcomes back three 
fulltimers in the defensive front wall, where 
seniors Willie Hudson (6-1, 250) and Shane 
McLaughlin (6-5, 255) are back at the tackles 
and senior Stan Thomas (6-2, 315) returns al one 
end slot. JUCO recruit Stephen Gilliland (6-5, 
275) brings some needed size to the defensive 
line. 

All linebackers, new and old alike, will follow 
the lead of senior Shawn Hicks (5-8, 210), who 
was third on the "93 squad with 72 tackles. He 
also recovered three fumbles. Sophomore letter- 
man Justin Ray (6-2, 225) figures to improve his 
status at linebacker, while redshirt freshmen be- 
ing counted on for instant contributions here are 
Russell Jones (6-2, 225), Brett Renfro (6-0, 210), 
Howard Short (6-1, 210) and Kenneth Tatmon 
(6-2, 225). Senior Lorenza Washington (6-1, 
180) and sophomore Benny Cherry (6-1, 200) 
return for starting duty in the secondary, but 
replacements must be found for three standouts 
in Sean Mayes, Wayne Walker and Greg Mat- 
thews. Newcomers to watch here are JUCO 
transfers Rogdrick Manor (5-11, 180, jr.) and 
Kelon Wilson (5-8, 180), plus Gerald Farley (5-8, 
185, jr.), a transfer from the U. of Oklahoma, 
and Deyon Johnson (5-11, 180, fr.), a transfer 
from Texas Christian, 


NICHOLLS STATE (3-8-0, 2-5-0 in South- 
land) -- The Colonels now have had a full year to 
adapt to the philosophy of Coach Rick Rhoades, 
so they hope -- with 15 Starters returning — to 
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make a move up the SLC ladder this season. 
However, for that to occur, NSU has to develop 
a competent quarterback and improve a defense 
which gave up 406.5 yards and 30.3 points per 
game last fall. 

Haggling over the QB spot will be junior 
Henri Ransefore (5-11, 175) and sophomores 
Corey Thomas (6-1, 180) and Jonathon Terrell 
(5-10, 190), all three of whom saw their share of 
action last season. Thomas is a decent runner 
who finished second on the '93 squad with 540 
rushing yards, but completed just seven of 33 
passes. ‘To be our quarterback, a person is go- 
ing to have to learn how to run this offense,” 
says Coach Rhoades. In the receiving corps, 
sophomores Derrick Maxwell (5-11, 170) and 
Dain Fontenot (5-10, 180) loom as the starting 
wideouts after catching an aggregate 18 passes in 
93. Undersized junior letterman Toby Lafont 
(6-0, 200) is first in line to fill the tight end berth. 

Leading "93 rusher Clyde Washington (653 
yards) is missing, but those back with ball-toting 
experience are seniors Roscoe Griffin (5-11, 
200)and Mark Thomas (6-0, 230), along with 
sophomore Reggie Rogers (5-9, 200). Rogers, 
while appearing in just seven ‘93 games with 
three starts, averaged 8.0 yards on 19 carries and 
scored three times. The best news on offense for 
the Colonels is the return of four starters in the 
front wall: seniors Ruble Encalade (6-0, 250) and 
Mike LeBlanc (6-2, 260) plus juniors Dean 
Buckland (6-2, 250) and Allen Catoie (6-2, 250). 

Any mention of the NSU defense has to start 
with senior All-America candidate Darryl 
Pounds (5-11, 180), who led the 93 Colonels 
with 99 tackles and forced four fumbles with his 
heavy hitting. Back with him in the secondary 
are senior Jared Allemand (6-1, 200) and junior 
Tedrick Henry (5-11, 180), making this the 
strongest area of the NSU defense. 

In the defensive line, senior Aaron Ward (6-1, 
260) is the most experienced returnee, with let- 
termen Darren Beringer (6-0, 210, jr.), David 
Eaton (6-0, 225, sr.), Eric Fountain (5-11, 265, 
jr.) and Todd Harris (6-2, 220, sr.) other battle- 
tested hopefuls in the trench. The Colonels are 
deep in experience at linebacker, with seniors 
Brett Adams (6-0, 210) and Clarence Wiggins 
(5-10, 190) plus juniors Tyrone Houston (5-11, 
200) and Ivan Williams (6-1, 215) the top 
returnees. Houston was second on the club with 
81 tackles last fall, while Williams made 70 stops 
and Adams recorded 69 tackles. 


SOUTHWEST TEXAS (2-9-0, 1-60 in 
Southland) -- Many forecasters picked last year’s 
Bobcats to be SLC title contenders, but Coach 
Jim Bob Helduser’s club sank into the league 
basement in a highly disappointing season. The 
list of priorities required to come back this 
season starts on offense, where the pseudo 
Wishbone look has been junked for a more pass- 
oriented attack and starting quarterback John 
Hygh has been moved to wide receiver. 

Experience-wise, the leading QB candidate ap- 
pears to be junior letterman James Rogers (6-2, 
185), who saw action in seven games last season, 
but sure to be in the hunt are JUCO transfers 
Jeff Lefevre (6-3, 200, jr.) and Matthew Dyson 
(6-5, 220, jr.), both of whom can fire the 
pigskin. Best of a thin veteran receiving corps 
are juniors Clint Owens (5-10, 185) and Chris 
McGarrahan (5-11, 190), and last season they 
had a meager 22 catches between them. If the 
newly installed Bobcat passing game is to take 
off, SWT needs to find some quality receivers. 

Senior tailback Donald Wilkerson (5-7, 180) 
returns to spearhead the rushing attack. He 
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pranced for 787 yards and eight overland scores 
in "93. Last year’s starting fullback, junior 
Donald Miller (6-1, 225), has been moved to 
linebacker, but that should proye to be a small 
problem with the Bobcats going to their new of- 
fensive scheme, Up front on the attack side, 
senior Chris Mantooth (6-1, 260) is the only 
holdover regular, with fellow senior Wes Camp- 
bell (6-5, 310), junior Chris Sanchez (6-3, 270) 
and JUCO recruit John Smith (6-3, 270, jr.) very 
much in the O-line framework. 

Graduation did the Bobcats no favors on the 
defensive side, either, with seniors Monte Lewis 
(6-2, 250) and Michael Thompson (6-0, 235) the 
only returning D-line regulars, Lewis got credit 
for 10 sacks last season from his tackle spot. 
Senior Albert Kelley (6-2, 250) is the only other 
holdover with letter-winning savvy in the trench. 

Seniors Scott Swinnea (6-3, 220) and Vincente 
Reid (5-11, 200) are the veteran leaders at 
linebacker. Swinnea finished runnerup on the 
"93 club with 87 tackles. The Bobcats will be 
very young in the secondary, with holdover 
sophomore starters Todd Siebert (5-11, 175) and 
Nicolas Jack (6-0, 185) the best of a thin crew of 
experienced performers, 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Despite some 
costly graduation losses, McNeese State will suc- 
cessfully defend its SLC title this season while 
emerging again as a national contender at the 
Division I-AA level, MSU has a solid offense 
tooled around versatile QB Kerry Joseph and a 
rebuilt defense which should more than measure 
up to most challengers. Second in the Southland 
will be the Stephen F, Austin Lumberjacks, 
another Division I-AA playoff participant fast 
season which has the offensive and defensive 
muscle to repeat in 1994, After an up-and-down 
year in '93, the Northwestern State Demons 
should settle down this season and -- with seven 
home games -- push for SLC honors. Sam 
Houston State is also coming off a trying '93 
campaign, but the Bearkats have a winning grid- 
iron tradition, a veteran-rich defensive unit and 
an offense geared around 1,000-yard rusher 
Charles Harris, North Texas, Nicholls State and 
Southwest Texas will battle for the 5-6-7 spots in 
the SLC, and all three have several things in 
common — youth and inexperience most of all, 
The Mean Green of NTU have a new mentor in 
Matt Simon and an ace QB in Mitch Maher. 
Nicholls State limped home at 3-8 (2-5 in the 
SLC) in '93 and looks to be headed for another 
tough year with uncertainty at the vital quarter- 
back spot and a defense that has to tighten up 
after allowing better than 30 ppg last season. 
Southwest Texas can only hope to improve on 
last year’s disappointing 2-9 season, but the 
Bobcats were hit hard by graduation and appear 
destined to wind up in the SLC basement again

STARTERS RETURNING Offense 6

For the first time in 20 years, the Cougars fail- 
ed to post a winning record last season. And the 
primary reason that happened was a defense 
which was more generous than Santa Claus! So 
Head Coach Lavell Edwards spent the off- 
season raiding the JUCO ranks in an effort to 
ensure that his stop troops identify more with 
Scrooge. We don’t know to what extent they 
will, but we do know that Edwards will have a 
very merry Christmas this year, 

Doing his best to see that his coach does will 
be sensational quarterback John Walsh (6-4, 
210, jr.), a prolific passer who last year pitched 
for 3,727 yards and 28 TDs against 15 intercep- 
tions. The Sophomore All-American completed 
61.5 percent of his aerial attempts. Walsh was 
ranked fifth nationally in pass efficiency at 166.1 
and fourth in the country in total offense at 
309.1 yards per game. Senior Steve Clements 
(6-2, 200) will again serve as Walsh's capable 
backup. 

There’s some holes to be filled in the BYU 
wide receiver corps, but the projected starters do 
have the experience necessary to get the job 
done. Senior Bryce Doman (6-1, 190) is due to 
open at flanker, while Tim Nowatzke (6-2, 200, 
sr.) will be the starter at split end. Both three- 
year lettermen, Doman had 36 catches for 455 
yards and seven scores in '93 while Nowatzke 
(6-2, 200) added 23 catches good for 364 yards 
and four touchdowns. Tight end incumbent 
Terence Saluone (6-3, 230, jr.) made 25 grabs 
good for 344 yards and two TDs a year ago, 
while soph Chad Lewis (6-6, 230) is a solid 
backup tight end after catching 11 throws with 
one touchdown. 

The Cougars’ ground game fell off last 
season, primarily because halfback Jamal Willis 
(6-3, 220, sr.) played hurt all year. Willis, a 
three-year letter winner, rushed for 1,004 yards 
in 1992, but had just 404 yards and six TDs last 
fall. He also had 17 receptions with one scoring 
grab. Junior Hema Heimuli (6-2, 210) will get 
the nod at fullback where he ran for 269 yards 
(5.4-yard average) and one touchdown last fall, 
He’s also a good receiver, hauling in 18 throws 
in 93, Veteran Chad Knowles (6-2, 210, sr.) will 
also get a shot at the bucking back chores. 

A trio of regulars from a year ago form the 
nucleus for the Cougar blocking crew, led by 
All-WAC selection Evan Pilgrim (6-5, 290, sr.) 
at guard. Senior Jim Edwards (6-4, 280) returns 
at the other guard, with senior three-year letter- 
man Eli Herring (6-8, 335) a giant presence at 
one of the tackles. Soph James Johnson (6-6, 
285) and junior Matt Meservey (6-5, 300) are 
battling to fill the vacancy at the other tackle, 
while seniors Nathan Gibbs (6-2, 265) and Tim 
Hanshaw (6-5, 285) are experienced backups at 
the guards. Senior Troy Stoddard (6-5, 275) is 
expected to move up to the first string at center, 
with his biggest competition being junior Morris 
Unutoa (6-3, 265). 

Coach Edwards prime objective this spring 
was to get his defense squared away after the 
Cougars allowed more than 475 yards per game 
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to enemy attacks last season, The forward wall 
will feature three experienced D-liners, end 
Travis Hall (6-6, 260, sr.) and the tackle tandem 
of Randy Brock (6-6, 260) and Greg Pitts (6-5, 
285). All three of the returning starters are three- 
year lettermen. Brock, beginning his fourth year 
as a regular, had a dozen tackles for losses and 
four sacks last fall, while Hall Jed the squad with 
13,5 hits behind enemy lines along with 3,5 
sacks. Junior Matt Redden (6-4, 265) is a season- 
ed backup at the terminals, while senior three- 
year letter winner Scott Sralla (6-5, 295) and 
JUCO import Stan Raass (6-0, 250, jr.) are the 
chief combatants to fill the vacancy at nose 
guard. 

Soph Shay Muirbrook (6-0, 235) is the lone 
returning starter in the second line of defense, 
with senior Brian Hughes (6-3, 240) and JUCO 
transfers Scott Albrecht (6-3, 235, jr.) Jim 
Freeland (6-4, 240, jr.) and Ed Lamb (6-4, 220, 
jr.) all locked in combat for starting rights at the 
two vacant backer berths. 

There's a bit more stability in the secondary 
where cornerback Patrick Mitchell (6-0, 170), 
free safety Cory Cook (6-1, 190) and strong safe- 
ty Jack Damuni (6-0, 190) are holdover in- 
cumbents back for their senior campaigns. 
Three-year letterman Mitchell is an all-star can- 
didate, while Damuni was the Cougs’ leader in 
’93 with three pass thefts. Junior Jon Pollock 
(6-2, 195) and JUCO transplants Jamie Cook 
(6-0, 195, jr.) and Tyrone Marshall (6-1, 180, jr.) 
are competing to win the cornerback job op- 
posite Mitchell. 

The BYU kicking game will be reinforced by 
the return of placement specialist David Lauder 
(6-2, 210, sr.), who rang up 81 points in "92 but 
sal out last year’s action. Alan Boardman (5-11, 
185, so.), who punted for a 43-yard average last 
season, is also back in uniform for "94. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With Walsh 
at the helm, BYU's potent, pass-oriented attack 
will annex just as much real estate as it did a year 


ago when the Coogs averaged 475 yards and 36 
points per game. So with even slight defensive 
improyement (which we know will materialize!), 
the Cougars will be able to gift wrap at least 
seven or eight wins for Coach Edwards this 
season.

The Rams expect to pick right up where they 
left off in closing their 1993 campaign with three 
straight wins. They also expect to challenge for 
WAC supremacy while forging a winning 
record. And GAMEPLAN believes such great 
expectations may very well become reality. 

Doing his best to see that they do will be 
multi-talented quarterback Anthoney Hill (5-11, 
195, sr.), who is just as good at running the pig 
as he is throwing it. A year ago, he ran for 433 
yards and three scores while gaining 1,636 yards 
with 10 TDs versus seven interceptions up top. 
He’s beginning his third season as Colorado 
State’s starting signal caller. Junior Erich Prahl 
(6-3, 215) is a capable backup to Hill. 

Providing a solid 1-2 punch at fullback again 
will be veterans E.J. Watson (5-11, 205, jr.) and 
Leonice Brown (5-11, 185, sr.), who rushed fora 
combined 10 touchdowns a year ago. Watson 
rolled up 695 yards in just six games to lead the 
Ram rushers, while Brown added 485 yards. 
Junior Yan Ward (5-11, 210) is also in the 
fullback picture. 

The Rams look to be well-fixed at the receiv- 
ing positions, where senior Eric Olsen (6-1, 200) 
was CSU’s leading pass catcher a year ago with 
31 grabs for 546 yards, a nice 17.6-yard average 
and four TDs. Soph Paul Turner (5-10, 185) 
averaged 15.6 yards on his 28 catches with three 
scores as the regular at the other wideout. Senior 
Matt Phillips (6-1, 200), a starter in 92 who sat 
out last fall’s action, is back in action this year, 
while soph Ronald Antoine (5-9, 170) is also 
available for backup duty after catching 10 
tosses in ’93. Incoming JUCO transfer Donovan 
Burks (5-11, 180, jr.) is a talented addition to the 
receiving crew. At H-back, senior Jeremy 
Burkett (6-1, 205) is the incumbent after making 
10 receptions a year ago. Soph Terrence Zenno 
(6-1, 190) had a fine season as a true freshman, 
catching 14 aerials with one scoring reception. 
The Ram tight end will be Justin Shull (6-6, 265, 
so.), Who came on strong at season's end, win- 
ding up with eight catches, a 21.5-yard average 
and two TDs. 

A trio of holdover regulars returns to the of- 
fensive line, led by senior three-year letterman 
Pat Meyer (6-1, 290), an all-star candidate at 
tackle.

Junior James Cregg (6-4, 260) is 
first in line to fill the vacancy at the other guard, 
while senior John Polouski (6-1, 280) and JUCO 
redshirt Todd Peterson (6-4, 280, jr.) are battl- 
ing to take over the center duties. 

Coach Lubick’s defensive unit was the 
WAC’s most improved stop squad a year ago, 
and with nine holdovers returning for "93 action, 
there’s no reason to believe that improvement 
won’t continue. Up front, juniors Sean Moran 


(6-3, 245) and Brady Smith (6-5, 245) will again 
guard the flanks, while All-WAC selection Steve 
Hodge (6-2, 270, sr.) returns at one tackle slot. 
Moran led the Rams last year with 11 stops 
behind enemy lines, Smith added six and each 
had three sacks. Hodge, a three-year letterman, 
contributed 52 tackles, nine stops for negative 
yardage and a team-best nine sacks. Soph Kirk 
Bowman (6-4, 245) and junior Clint Colon (6-4, 
240) are knocking heads to fill the vacancy at the 
other DT berth. ° 

The Rams lose three-year starter Brian 
Schneider at linebacker, but seniors Kenya 
Ragsdale (5-11, 220) and Kareem Ingram (5-11, 
210) are incumbents who'll lead what should be 
a strong LB corps. Ragsdale, a three-year vet, 
led the Rams’ hit list a year ago with 98 tackles, 
tied DE Moran with 11 stops behind enemy lines 
and also posted four fumble recoveries. Ingram 
was credited with 67 stops. Principal contenders 
for the other starting backer position include 
junior Garrett Sand (6-2, 235), senior Derrick 
Roth (6-3, 215) and junior Jim Detterick (6-3, 
205). 

The Rams were ripped for better than 257 
yards per game by enemy passers a year ago, but 
play in the secondary should be a team strength 
in 1994. Leading the deep defenders again will 
be junior free safety Greg Myers (6-2, 190), a 
two-time All-WAC selection who had 76 tackles 
and two INTs a year ago. Junior Scott Lynch 
(6-1, 200) is again stationed at strong safety, 
while Prentice Davis (5-11, 190, jr.) and Aaron 
Alford (6-0, 210, so.) provide support at the 
safeties. There’s plenty of experience at the cor- 
ners as well where senior Andre Strode (5-8, 170) 
and junior Ray Jackson (6-0, 180) are holdover 
regulars. Strode had 68 tackles and three in- 
terceptions a year ago, two of which he returned 
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for Colorado State TDs, while Jackson was the 
team leader with five pass thefts, one of which 
he turned into six points. Seniors Mack Craft 
(5-10, 180), a co-regular in '92 who sat out °93, 
and Vincent Booker (5-9, 185) will work behind 
Strode and Jackson. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: This could be 
the ‘Year of the Ram”’ in the WAC! State will 
field a very productive, well-balanced attack, as 
well as a defense that'll be difficult to penetrate 
either by land or air. The only question mark 
relating to this team is a lack of experienced 
depth in the offensive and defensive lines, but we 
consider this a minor liability that will have little 
or no bearing on the Rams’ chances of winning 
the conference championship. And we like their 
chances very much! 


NEW MEXICO

STARTERS RETURNING Offense 5 
Defense 5 
In just his second year at the New Mexico 
helm, Head Coach Dennis Franchione-led the 
Lobos to their first winning season in 11 years. If 
he can successfully rebuild his offensive line and 
defensive secondary, Franchione could lead his 
charges to the top spot in the WAC this year. 
Senior quarterback Stoney Case (6-3, 200) is 
the biggest reason why New Mexico will 
challenge for conference supremacy in 1994. A 
year ago, he drilled 177 completions in 304 at- 
tempts (58 percent) for 2,490 yards and 17 TDs 
with just eight interceptions. The All-America 
candidate also legged it for 329 yards and 14 
touchdowns! Case should challenge all of the 
New Mexico career passing and total offense 
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records this season if he stays healthy -- and he 
should, he’s a pre-med student! 

The Lobos lost top receivers Carl Winston 
and Turhon O’Bannon to graduation, but 
veterans like Zack Wesley (6-0, 180, sr.) and 
Manley Woods (6-2, 170, sr.) look more than 
capable of getting the job done. Wesley had 35 
catches a year ago for 437 yards and two scores, 
while Woods sat out a suspension after being a 
starter in 1991 and 1992. He’s got 60 career cat- 
ches for 1,147 yards. Joining the wideout con- 
tingent is standout JUCO transfer Steve 
Pagador (5-10, 180, jr.), a flyer who'll also be 
used to run back punts. Tight end will be a 
strength for the Lobos with junior Chris Griffin 
(6-3, 240) and senior David Sloan (6-7, 240) bat- 
tling for first string honors. Griffin had eight 
catches and one score in ’93, while Sloan grabb- 
ed 13 aerials and scored three times. 

New Mexico is solid at tailback with the return 
of junior Winslow Oliver (5-8, 175) and soph 
Abe Ghoston (5-9, 185) and the arrival of super 
frosh recruit Caleb Quinn (5-11, 180). Oliver led 
the Lobos in ground gaining last season with 648 
yards with two TD carries despite being limited 
to just six games due to a foot injury. Ghoston 
added 594 yards and three scores. Quinn is a 
highly acclaimed Texas product who ran for 
2,014 yards and 28 TDs as a high school senior. 

One of Coach Franchione’s principal con- 
cerns is his offensive line, where three-year 
senior letterman Alex Crowder (6-5, 300) at 
guard is the only holdover from a year ago. The 
candidates to fill the other guard slot include 
juniors Kevin Ned (6-4, 320) and Calvin Allen 
(6-7, 350, jr.), redshirt frosh Matt Tyner (6-3, 
300) and incoming freshman All-American 
Chris Wallace (6-2, 300). Soph Brandon Turner 
(6-3, 275) is slated to take over at center, while 
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soph Andy Gleason (6-5, 290) and junior Ryan 
Mummert (6-3, 285) are first in line to fill the 
vacancies at the tackles. Also battling for OT 
assignments are Manny Alderete (6-2, 290, so.) 
and Aaron Saavedra (6-4, 340, jr.). 

Last year’s Lobos finished second in total 
defense in the WAC, a complete tumaround 
since the "91 New Mexicans were dead last in the 
conference in that category. Up front, big play 
man Buddy Billingsley (6-3, 240, so.) will again 
line up at end where he piled up 75 tackles in- 
cluding 11 stops for negative yardage and seven 
sacks a year ago, all team-leading numbers for 
the down linemen. Senior Damon Burrest (6-3, 
315) holds over at defensive tackle where he had 
50 stops and two fumble recoveries a year ago, 
while soph Creighton Solomon (6-0, 345) is due 
to be the man at nose tackle. Redshirt frosh 
John Wingate (6-3, 235) will see time at DE, 
while senior John Lisker (6-3, 270) will spell Bur- 
rest at tackle. 

The leader of the outside linebacker crew will 
be senior Dan Coverley (6-5, 235), with Roston 
Thomas (6-4, 230, jr.) back at the other outside 
post, and Rod Coverley (6-2, 190), Dan’s 
brother, working in relief at OLB. Dan Coverley 
had 68 hits a year ago. Inside, sophs Daniel 
Johnson (5-11, 215) and Chris Carroll (5-11, 
215) have the inside track. Carroll registered 73 
tackles in "93. 

The New Mexico secondary led the conference 
in pass defense a year ago, but the loss of two 
All-WAC performers has Coach Franchione 
more than a bit concerned. Senior cornerback 
Charles Butler (5-9, 180) is the only ’93 regular 
back in uniform, and he'll be joined by junior 
Art Celestine (5-9, 190) in protecting the Lobo 
comers. Senior three-year letterman Trent Coit 
(6-1, 195) takes over at free safety, with junior 


Terrence Sharper (5-9, 180) assuming the strong 
safety responsibilities. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: If the rebuilt 
blocking corps can do its job (and we think it 
can!), Case and his skill position buddies will 
author another potent, well-balanced attack that 
could surpass its 1993 averages of 413 yards and 
31 points per game. Defensively, the Lobos lost 
their top six tacklers to graduation, so this unit

It'll be bombs away in Salt Lake City as the 
explosive Utes will again strafe their foes with as 
much firepower as the U.S. Air Force unleashed 
on Iraq. Which is why Head Coach Ron Mc- 
Bride thinks his charges will make their third 
straight bowl appearance. And we’re not about 
to argue with him! 

Utah’s biggest aerial ace is senior quarterback 
Mike McCoy (6-4, 205), a prolific passer who 
last year ended his season with three straight 
games of better than 400 overhead yards. Mc- 
Coy, who wound up second in the nation in total 
offense last year, led Utah to 324.3 aerial yards 
per game as he connected on 276 of 430 tosses 
(64.2 percent) for 3,860 yards and 21 TDs 
against just 10 interceptions. 

Two of McCoy’s top targets from last fall are 
back in action this year in the talented persons of 
seniors Deron Claiborne (5-11, 180) and Henry 
Lusk (6-2, 220). Each had 42 catches a year ago, 
Claiborne netting 797 yards at a super 19-yard 
average with one TD while Lusk, the MVP in 
Utah's narrow loss to Southern Cal in the 
Freedom Bowl, carried his catches for 692 yards, 
a 16.5-yard average and five scores. The Utah 
wideout crew also includes three-year veteran 
Hank Dorner (6-2, 210), who sat out all of 
1993’s action; senior Curtis Marsh (6-2, 205), 
junior David Kozlowski (6-1, 190) and JUCO ar- 
rival Jamal Williams (6-0, 190, jr-). 

The Utes lost their top three ground gainers 
from a year ago, including number one pigskin 
packer Jamal Anderson (958 yards, 11 TDs), 
leaving three-year letterman Charlie Brown (5-9, 
195) as the most experienced bali toter on the 
roster. Brown will have plenty of competiton for 
the running back job, however, as Utah's 
recruits include All-America prepster Teneil 
Ethridge (5-11, 190) as well as another outstand- 
ing frosh newcomer, Juan Johnson (6-3, 195). 

Coach McBride’s offensive line will again be 
led by senior center Lance Scott (6-3, 270), an 
All-WAC choice a year ago. Roy Ma’Afala (6-2, 
265, sr.) is a holdover at one guard, while senior 
Anthony Brown (6-5, 315), a second team all- 
leaguer in *93, is the incumbent at one tackle. 
Seniors Kaniela Neves (6-3, 290) and Tim Todd 
(6-5, 275) are expected to take over the first str- 
ing roles at the vacant guard and tackle posts, 
respectively. 

Over on the defensive side, the man to watch 
is senior end Luther Elliss (6-5, 260), who racked 
up nine sacks last season as he earned All- WAC 
first team honors for the second consecutive 
year.

The leader in the two-man linebacking setup is 
senior Mark Rexford (6-2, 235), who paced last 
year’s Utes with 112 tackles. The all-star can- 
didate will be rejoined with senior Derrick 
Stapley (6-2, 235, sr.), who had 72 stops a year 
ago. 

The Utes employ five defensive backs in the 
pass-happy WAC, with three holdovers from 
last year’s secondary contingent back on duty — 
Ernest Boyd (6-1, 190, sr.), Harold Lusk (6-2, 
220, so.) and Marcus Woods (5-11, 210 sr.). 
Boyd was the team leader with six interceptions 
a year ago, one of which he returned for a Utah 
six-pointer, while Lusk recorded three pass 
pickoffs. Welcome returnees to the deep defense 
are Kareem Leary (6-1, 175, sr.), Jeff Kirkman 
(6-2, 200, jr.) and Edwin Garrette (6-0, 175, sr.), 
all of whom were starters in '92 who were forced 
to sit out last year’s combat with injuries. Leary 
had three pass thefts in "92.

Harding had eight catches that he 
carried for a 28.6-yard average and three scores 
last season, while Lacey averaged 19.3 yards on 
his dozen grabs with one scoring catch. Junior 
Brannon Kennedy (6-3, 210), an incoming 
JUCO transfer, also figures to see plenty of 
game time at WR. 

Hawaii uses two slotbacks in its offensive set, 
with seniors John Veneri (6-1, 195) and Glenn 
Carson (6-1, 215) dueling with soph Phil Cunn- 
ingham (6-1, 205) for those duties.

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three scores. Carson added a pair of TD runs. 
The wheelhorse of the ground game returns in 
running back Calvin Melvin (5-10, 195, sr.), who 
topped the rushing chart a year ago with 831 
yards, a 6-yard average and three TDs. Tupu 
Alualu (6-0, 220, jr.), who averaged 7.6 yards 
per carry and gained 320 yards with four scores, 
will back up Melvin, as will junior Brett Wash- 
ington (5-10, 230). 

There'll be a host of new faces in the offensive 
interior line, with seniors Kelly McGill (6-1, 265) 
at tackle and guard Kendall Goo (6-7, 305) the 
only returning regulars from a year ago. Both 
are three-year lettermen. Soph Mark Hernandez 
(6-4, 270) is due to fill the vacancy at the other 
tackle, but soph Michael Petersen (6-4, 290), 
junior Tanoai Reed (6-2, 280) and senior Jude 
Dreisbach (6-5, 285) all may have something to 
say about that.

(6-1, 245) and Rod York (5-10, 265) will also see 
combat time at DT. 

Leading the second Jine of defense will be ‘93 
incumbent Victor Santa Cruz (6-0, 210, sr.), a 
three-year letter winner who piled up 70 ball car- 
riers a year ago. The leading contenders at the 
two other starting backer positions are senior 
Coby Stewart (6-2, 210) and junior Joe Shaw

Three-year letterman Jeff Arnold (6-5, 
245, sr.), who had 11 catches and two scores last 
season, will start at tight end if he’s recovered 
from off-season back surgery. If he’s not, soph 
Todd Koenig (6-7, 250) or JUCO transfer Corey 
Williams (6-3, 260, jr.) will get the call. 

The Bulldog offensive line will undergo 
reconstruction, with the only holdover from a 
year ago being All-America candidate Jason 
James (6-5, 305, sr.) at center. Soph Gary 
Osmundson (6-3, 275) will back up James, with 
juniors Brian Malcolm (6-2, 285) and Brandon 
Molale (6-5, 270) taking over at the guard posi- 
tions and sophs Scott Mueller (6-4, 275) and Dan 
Han (6-4, 310) to be the new tackle tandem. 

Over on the stop side, the "dogs lose emo- 
tional leader DE Brad Bell (144 tackles, nine 
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sacks in ’93), but senior Chris Rockwell (6-5, 
255) holds over at the other terminal and 
classmate Demetrius Edwards (6-3, 285) is a fix- 
ture at tackle. Edwards had 88 tackles last fall, 
while Rockwell corralled enemy ball carriers 92 
times, including five stops for minus yardage 
and four sacks. Soph Shatony Sargeant (6-5, 
265) is set to start at the other DT post, with 
junior Steve Casner (6-3, 230) first in line to fill 
Bell’s old DE slot. Also in the D-line mix are 
senior Adaryll Thomas (6-3, 270), soph Darin 
Preisendorf (6-3, 270) and frosh recruit Jerry 
Lemon (6-2, 270). 

The Bulldogs have a pair of standouts at 
linebacker in senior Ron Papazian (6-1, 220) and 
junior Gene Smith (6-4, 235), Papazian having 
led Fresno State in tackles a year ago with a 
school record 158. He also had seven hits for 
minus yardage, three sacks and an INT. Smith 
added 73 stops, including five sacks. The leading 
contenders to fill the other two starting backer 
berths are junior Alphonso Bigelow (6-1, 220) 
and senior Andre Deshay (6-3, 230), with the 
deep LB contingent going on to include Leroy 
Colbert (6-3, 245, so.), A.J. Gass (6-3, 200, so.), 
T.C. Wolfgramm (6-0, 215, jr.), Ronnie Mor- 
rissette (6-3, 235, so.), JUCO import Andre 
Griggs (6-3, 225, jr.) and A-A frosh recruit Ryan 
Holmes (6-3, 230. 

Fresno also has a lot of talent in the secon- 
dary, despite the fact that free safety Lance 
Thomas (5-11, 180, sr.) is the only returning 
regular from a year ago. Thomas had 85 tackles 
and two pass pickoffs in '93. Soph Omar Stout- 
mire (5-11, 195), a part-time starter at strong 
safety last fall where he had 96 stops and two 
pass interceptions, moves into that post fulltime 
this year. Backups at the safeties include Jeremy 
Bacon (6-2, 210, jr.), Nakawa Shepherd (6-3, 
180, sr.) and George Frazier (5-11, 180, sr.). 
Soph Rio Wells (5-9, 170) and senior Larry 
Cook (5-11, 175) have first dibs on the corner- 
back posts, but they'll be challenged by seniors 
Chris Tolbert (5-8, 170) and James Fuller (6-1, 
190). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Bulldogs 
are known for their explosive offensive units, 
and their 1994 strike force will be no exception. 
But it will not be as explosive or as productive as 
its 1993 counterpart. It will, however, be better 
than average and very respectable, as will an 
FSU defense that figures to be a bit stingier than 
it was a year ago. The Bulldogs may not rule the 
WAC this year, but we wouldn’t care to wager 
that they won't.

Joe Tiller and his Wyoming Cowboys made us 
eat our words last season as they grabbed a share 
of the WAC championship and earned a Copper 
Bowl berth in the process. And we’re very happy 
that they did. We’ll be even happier if they can 
repeat that performance this season -- but we’d 
also be happy if we could turn water into oil and 
make gold out of tin. In other words, it ain’t 
gonna happen! 

A happening is what Coach Tiller is hoping 
for when JUCO transfer Josh Wallwork (6-4, 
210, jr.) hits campus in August. If he’s as good 
as his junior college statistics suggest, then he 
figures to become Wyoming’s new starting 
quarterback. A year ago, Wallwork completed 
166 of 275 passes (60 percent) for 2,421 yards 
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and 21 touchdowns. Also very much in the QB 
picture is senior John Gustin (6-6, 225), who was 
the backup a year ago. 

The Cowboys have got to miss Ryan Yar- 
borough at wide receiver where a year ago he 
pulled down 67 throws for 1,512 yards and 16 
TDs. The leading receivers returning for Wyom- 
ing are senior A-back Eddie Pratt (6-0, 175) and 
junior wideout Brent Tillman (6-0, 185), with 
sophs William Holland (5-11, 175) and Marcus 
Harris (6-1, 205) also bidding for game time, A 
year ago, Pratt had 30 catches for 375 yards and 
two scores, while Tillman ran under J3 aerials. 
Junior Jeremy Gilstrap (6-2, 240) is the incum- 
bent at tight end, with senior Michael Jones (6-5, 
240) in reserve. 

Wyoming’s premier offensive threat this year 
will be halfback Ryan Christopherson (6-0, 240, 
sr.), a three-year letterman and Academic All- 
American who rushed for 1,014 yards and nine 
touchdowns last season. With Christopherson 
and another three-year vet, Terry Hendricks 
(5-10, 240, sr.), the Cowboys have the biggest 
running back tandem in the WAC. 

Coach Tiller will rebuild his offensive line 
around incumbents Jeff Pinnick (6-3, 290, sr.) at 
center and soph tackle Steve Scifres (6-3, 275), 
who last year as a true freshman was named the 
WAC’s frosh of the year. Juniors Jason Bartlett 
(6-5, 275) and Ryan Oman (6-5, 255) are vying 
for the other tackle job, but both missed spring 
drills recuperating from shoulder surgery. Senior 
Dan Jensen (6-4, 275) is also a candidate at 
tackle. At guard, Nebraska transfer Wayne 
Meylan (6-5, 300, jr.) will get a very long look, 
with senior Phil Cafferty (6-4, 270) and junior 
Travis Studie (6-2, 280) other leading candidates 
to fill those vacancies. 

Most of the Cowboys’ returning experience is 
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on the defensive side, including at the terminals 
up front where seniors John Burrough (6-6, 260) 
and Brent Schieffer (6-3, 255) are back in 
harness. Schieffer led the WAC in sacks last year 
with 11 and also contributed six stops behind 
enemy lines, while Burrough had four sacks and 
seven stops for minus yardage. Junior Joe Cum- 
mings (6-3, 255), who had 60 tackles as a 
linebacker starter in ’93, will work in reserve at

Tyrone Williams (6-3, 270) and Ty Hopkins 
(6-3, 270) are competing with Ken Boris (6-3, 
260, jr.) for the regular rights at defensive 
tackle. 

Senior Ryan Folsom (6-3, 245), who racked 
up 72 tackles and two fumble recoveries in ’93, is 
the pacesetter in the linebacking crew. Junior 
Mark Brook (6-5, 230), who registered five stops 
behind enemy lines last year, has earned the 
regular’s role on the strong side, with soph Jay 
Jenkins (6-1, 220) and JUCO transfer Jason 
Holanda (6-3, 215, jr.) competing for the other 
backer designation. 

The leaders in the Wyoming secondary will be 
senior Steve Hendrix (5-10, 165) and junior 
Wade Constance (5-11, 185), both of whom are 
holdovers at the corners. Soph Lee Vaughn 
(5-11, 170) and junior Erek Noland (6-0, 180) 
are the top candiates to fill the vacancy at free 
safety, while either soph Chuck Polson (6-1, 
200) or JUCO transfer Randy Karliner (6-1, 225, 
jr.) will earn the starting nod at strong safety. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: We don’t 
believe the Cowboys will be as adept at moving 
the pig as they were a year ago when they averag- 
ed 430 yards and 31 points per game.

mildly shocking since this team boasted the most 
prolific all-purpose yardage tandem in NCAA 
history -- RB Marshall Faulk and WR Darnay 
Scott. So what’s the prognosis for State in 1994 
now that Faulk and Scott have joined the play- 
for-pay ranks? Can they win the WAC cham- 
pionship and contend for national honors? Can 
pigs fly?!!! 

There'll be a lot of pigs in flight when the 
Aztecs have the ball this season. The primary 
reason for same is the return of senior quarter- 
back Tim Gutierrez (6-1, 200), a heady gunsl- 
inger who last year completed 208 of 341 spirals 
for 3,033 yards and 24 touchdowns with just 10 
interceptions. 

Gutierrez will be playing catch with several 
talented wide receivers — Ray Peterson (5-8, 170, 
jr.), Curtis Shearer (5-10, 175, sr.) and DeAndre 
Maxwell (6-2, 205, jr.). They caught a combined 
68 passes for 909 yards and four touchdowns in 
"93, Also in the wideout picture is A-A redshirt 
freshman Will Blackwell (6-0, 180), while let- 
termen Mare Ziegler (6-3, 235, sr.) and Zach 
Smith (6-4, 230, jr.) are ticketed to run 1-2 at 
tight end. 

Senior Wayne Pittman (5-11, 195) will at- 
tempt to fill Faulk’s big shoes at the running 
back position. Pittman is a very good back, hav- 
ing proved it as Faulk’s number one backup over 
the last three years by scampering for 1,237 
yards and five TDs. Up front, All-WAC tackle 
candidate Chris Finch (6-6, 290, jr.) is the only 
returning starter on the offensive line, but five 
players with game experience are available to fill 
the void -- Eric Peterson (6-2, 260, jr.), Matt Roe 
(6-5, 275, so.), Louie Zumstein (6-4, 290, sr-), 
Burt Ewert (6-7, 275, sr.) and Brandon Bejarano 
(6-5, 290, sr.). 

Defensively, the Aztecs will be strongest up 
front where the four-man wall welcomes back 
three starters -- tackle LaRoi Glover (6-2, 280, 
jr.) and ends Jamal Duff (6-7, 260, sr.) and 
Doug Tom (6-4, 265, jr.). Getting first crack at 
filling the vacant DT slot are junior letterman 
Roger Blake (6-4, 260) and redshirted JUCO 
transfer Avo Avetisyan (6-3, 260, jr.), while 
sophomores Adrian Loja (6-2, 250) and Dwight 
Chornomtud (6-1, 240) are also looking for work 
on the D-line. 

The linebacking corps lost all three fulltime 
starters to graduation, but new Head Coach Ted 
Tollner has several talented performers at his 
disposal here. 1993 four-game starter Scott 
Blade (6-1, 225, sr.), senior letterman Aaron 
Pruitt (5-9, 225) and heralded JUCO transfer 
Tom Merrill (6-1, 235, jr.) are banging heads for 
starting rights at the MLB spot, while the two 
outside backer posts are being fought for by let- 
termen DeMario Evans (6-0, 220, so.), Mike 
Burns (6-2, 235, jr.) and Craigus Thompson 
(6-1, 215, so.). 

Senior All-WAC candidate Eric Sutton (5-10, 
175) spearheads the secondary from his corner- 
back position. Junior letterman Craig Weems 
(5-10, 175) returns as a top reserve here, while 
the other CB post will again be shared by 
talented youngsters Leonard Jones (6-0, 180, jr.) 
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and Michael Driver (6-3, 195, so.), Super 
sophomore letterman Ricky Parker (6-1, 190) 
will get the starting call at free safety, with 
junior monogram winner John McCartney (6-0, 
195) expected to take over at strong safety. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: As we strong- 
ly implied early on in this article, we do not 
believe the Aztecs will win the conference cham- 
pionship. What we do believe is that State’s ex- 
plosive offense, while expected to be very effec- 
tive and very exciting Once more, has lost too 
many weapons for it to be as productive as it was 
a year ago. And that will spell big trouble 
because the stop troops, although potentially 
very respectable and a little less yielding than 
they were last season, will still be too generous 
for their own good. All of which leads us to con- 
clude that this team will be lucky to win more 
games than it loses.

The Falcons didn’t fly very high last season as 
they sustained their first losing record in five 
years. But Head Coach Fisher DeBerry believes 
an improved defense will be the catalyst in Air 
Force soaring to loftier heights this season. And 
we believe his optimism to be well-founded. 

If such a scenario is to unfold, however, 
Coach DeBerry must successfully rebuild his of- 
fensive line and create a more potent aerial at- 
tack. Hoping to achieve the latter is junior 
quarterback Demond Cash (6-0, 195), whose 
passing prowess fell far short of his running 
ability last year, Cash had just 30 completions 
for 403 yards and one score while suffering 
seven interceptions as Air Force totalled just 
66.9 yards per game up top a year ago. Cash was 
the Falcons’ leading ground gainer, however, 
running for 875 yards at 5.3 per carry with four 
scores out of the Air Force Wishbone setup. All 
told, Air Force netted 284.9 yards per game on 
the ground a year ago. Senior Preston McCon- 
nell (6-2, 195) has letter-winning experience in 
reserve at QB. 

Moving up to the first string at the running 
back posts will be senior three-year letterman 
Jeremy Johnson (5-9, 165) and junior Jake 
Campbell (5-7, 160), with veteran Jake Maloy 
(6-0, 210) the incumbent at fullback. Johnson 
totalled 301 yards overland last year with three 
TD carries, Campbell averaged 5.9 yards per trip 
with 224 total yards and four touchdowns, while 
Maloy contributed 327 yards and one six- 
pointer. 

Air Force doesn’t take the aerial routes much 
(just 151 attempts a year ago), but when they do, 
it’s a good bet that junior wideout Richie Marsh 
(5-11, 185) will be on the receiving end. Marsh 
had 19 receptions and averaged 16.9 yards per 
catch with one TD last fall. He’s an all-star can- 
didate, but beyond Marsh, the wideout ranks are 
very, very thin. In fact, Air Force doesn’t have 
even a single returning letterman to fill the 
vacancy at tight end. 

There’s also a dearth of experience in the 
front line, where senior guard Jim Moore (6-1, 
255) is the only returning regular from a year 
ago. Senior Nick Capotosto (6-4, 270) is due to 
take over at the other guard, with senior Doug 
Thurston (6-1, 240) doing the snapping at center. 
Senior three-year letterman Matt Young (6-1, 
245) will open at one tackle post, with veteran 
Daniel Palmer (6-4, 250, jr.) manning the other. 

There’a a lot of holes to be filled on the defen-

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sive side as well, with just one holdover starter 
from a year ago in the forward wall. In the tren- 
ches, defensive tackle Erik Davis (6-3, 260, sr.) is 
the incumbent who’ll most likely be partnered 
with senior Jason Tone (6-5, 260), who racked 
up five tackles for losses as a reserve a year ago. 
Junior Mark DeRock (6-2, 240) is scheduled to 
move up to the first string at the nose guard 
post. 

There’s a bit more stability in the second line 
of defense where seniors Johnny Harrison (6-1, 
220) and Steve Russ (6-6, 245) are returning 
regulars at linebacker. Harrison was the big play 
man for the Falcons last season, registering 
team-bests of six sacks and nine hits behind 
enemy lines. All-star candidate Russ had 71 
stops in ’93. Senior Steve Walker (6-1, 220), who 
tied Harrison with nine tackles for losses and ad- 
ded four sacks, will play fulltime at backer this 
season, with juniors Brian McCray (6-0, 215) 
and Bobby Holloway (6-3, 240) squaring off to 
fill the other backer vacancy. 

The secondary features incumbents galore 
with seniors Brian Watkins (5-7, 185) and Kevin 
Williams (5-10, 185) again on guard at the cor- 
ners, Kelvin King (6-0, 195, jr.) the holdover at 
free safety and junior LeRon Hudgins (6-1, 200) 
back to operate out of the ‘‘Falcon’’ (strong 
safety) position, Watkins led last year’s deep 
zoners With 12 passes defended and four in- 
terceptions, two of which he returned for Air 
Force touchdowns. King had a pair of pass 
pickoffs while Hudgins rang up 56 tackles and 
five stops for negative yardage. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION; The Falcons 
may meet with a bit more success when throwing 
the ball, but their primary mode of advancement 
will still be via the overland routes. And they'll 
again be very productive when running at their 
foes, As for the Falcon stop troops, they’re gon- 
na stop a lot more people than they did last year, 
especially when defensing the pass. A tougher 
schedule may prevent the Flyboys from getting 
back on the winning track this season, but we 
don’t recommend that you bet on it!

The only positive to be cited about UTEP’s 
last place finish in the WAC last fall is that it 
can't get any worse for the Miners this season. 
In fact, it can only get better, especially if Head 
Coach Charlie Bailey is able to strengthen his 
aerial arm and convince his stop troops that they 
should no longer strive to identify with Swiss 
cheese! 

Getting first crack at authoring a more pro- 
ductive passing game is senior quarterback Cor- 
ey Tucker (5-11, 180), who started most of 
UTEP’s games last fall and completed 44.8 per- 
cent of his tosses for 889 yards and four TDs. He 
also rushed for 238 yards with two scoring trips. 
Senior three-year letterman Shawn Gray (6-2, 
205) will back up Tucker. 

UTEP’s new pro set attack alignment will 
feature two wide receivers, and Coach Bailey has 
a pair of surehanded pass grabbers holding over 
in senior three-year letter winner J.J, Rowlett 
(6-3, 215) and junior Alvin Black. Rowlett pull- 
ed down 32 tosses for 508 yards, a 15.9-yard 
average and two touchdowns in ’93, while Black 
had 20 catches for 311 yards, a 15.6-yard norm 
and three scores. At tight end, JUCO import 
Tony Rodriguez (6-2, 230, jr.) has the best shot 
at earning starting duties, 

The Miners are also well set at running back 
where senior Kaio Aumua (6-2, 220) and soph 
Jermaine Brown (6-2, 175) are holdover in- 
cumbents. Aumua led UTEP’s ball toters in '93 
with 642 overland yards and four touchdowns, 
while Brown earned first string honors late in the 
campaign and showed great potential as he car- 
ried his five receptions for a 25.6-yard average 
with two scoring catches. Senior Ray Williams 
(6-2, 240) and juniors Daryl Phillips (5-11, 210) 
and Andre Brittingham (6-1, 180) add letter- 
winning depth at running back. 

Four regulars from a year ago return to the

JC 
transfer Parish Jackson (6-2, 245, jr.) is com- 
peting with junior Martese Thornton (6-3, 230) 
for the other terminal post, while JUCO transfer 
Brian Burks (6-2, 265, jr.) is expected to get the 
starting nod as Davis’ defensive tackle partner. 

Senior Larry Burton (6-1, 220) will anchor the 
linebacking contingent after racking up 72 
tackles a year ago. Principal contenders for the 
other two backer berths are sophs Best 
Ihegborow (6-2, 225) and Michael Comer (5-10, 
250), senior Demetrious Maxie (6-3, 250) and 
JUCO transfer Mark Medlin (6-2, 240, jr.), 

The secondary will be an experienced one and 
should be stingier than a year ago when UTEP 


was bombed for 224.4 yards per game through 
the overhead lanes. The all-senior group of 
holdover starters includes Kevin Goolsby (5-11, 
190) and Quincy Guy (5-9, 180) at the corners, 
free safety Greg Shead (5-11, 190) and Brian 
Vellmure (5-11, 190) at strong safety. Goolsby 
was credited with four pass thefts a year ago, 
while Shead had 78 tackles along with his three 
interceptions. 

Coach Bailey welcomes back placement 
specialist Marshall Young (5-11, 195, jr.), who 
also handles the Miner punting. Last year, 
Young earned All-WAC honors as he canned 11 
of 13 field goal tries and punted to a 39-yard 
average. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: We're con- 
vinced that Coach Bailey will have the Miners 
playing a tougher brand of football than they 
did last season, Offensively, a solid blocking 
corps and several talented skill position people 
will add up to a balanced attack that should sur- 
pass its 1993 output, but it’s the UTEP defense 
that'll dictate the extent of this team's improve- 
ment, If the stop troops prove to be even a little 
less generous than their porous predecessors, the 
Miners could win two or three games. And we 
will be very surprised if they don't! 


Big Sky Conf. 


MONTANA (10-2-0, 7-0-0 in Big Sky) — The 
Grizzlies roared through the Big Sky undefeated 
last season, then lost 49-48 to Delaware in the 
first round of the Division 1-AA_ playoffs. 
Forty-six lettermen, including 16 starters, are 
back for this season, indicating that Montana 
looms as a strong favorite to successfully defend 
its league title. 

Junior Dave Dickenson (5-11, 175) is at the 
offensive throttle again. Last season, he con- 
nected on 262 of 392 passes for 3,640 yards with 
32 scoring strikes against just nine interceptions. 
For good measure, Dickenson also ran the ball 
for 338 yards and set a school record with 14 
rushing TDs in ’93. The Grizzlies often use a 
three-wide receiver configuration, and set to fill 
those slots are Scott Gurnsey (6-0, 200, sr.), 
Matt Wells (5-7, 160, jr.) and Shalon Baker (5-5, 
155, sr.). Gurnsey led the team last season with 
67 catches, including nine for scores, while Wells 
and Baker added respective totals of 43 and 39 
receptions. 

Damon Boddie (5-9, 175, sr.) and Kelly Sten- 
srud (5-11,. 180, jr.) will again share the single 
running back spot. Boddie rambled for a team- 
best 444 yards in 93, while Stensrud ran for 230 
more yards, Hulking All-America candidate 
Scott Gragg (6-9, 315, sr.) and fellow tackle Eric 
Simonson (6-5, 295, jr.) return to the offensive 
line, as does guard Mike Agee (6-5, 295, so.). 
There's a host of battle-tested lettermen after the 
other O-line spots, so the Grizzlies should have 
the premier blocking corps in the league. 

Some overhaul is needed on the defensive 
side, but the Grizzlies have a solid core of 
veterans leading the way and will be looking for 
improvement after allowing 23.7 points per 
game last season, Back in the defensive line are 
ends Yohanse Manzanarez (6-3, 260, jr.) and 
Keith Jones (6-5, 260, sr.), who teamed up last 
season for 76 tackles and seven sacks. Lettermen 
out to nail down the two vacant tackle berths are 
Alan Carver (6-1, 250, sr.), Tony Lucas (6-3, 
265, jr.), Ryan Thompson (6-3, 260, so.) and 

Brian Toone (6-3, 245, so.). JUCO transfer 


Marty Duffin (6-2, 265, jr.) will also be in the 
picture, 

The strongest area of the defense figures to be 
al linebacker where seniors Dan Downs (6-3, 
225), Kurt Schilling (5-11, 210) and Garrett 
Venters (6-3, 230) are holdover regulars. Downs 
and Schilling combined for 161 tackles and 10 
sacks last fall. Dennis Scates (6-3, 230, sr.) has 
also’ been a starter at LB in the past. The 
Grizzlies welcome back half their starting secon- 
dary in seniors Mike Burke (5-11, 185) and Mike 
Goicoechea (6-0, 185). Burke led the club last 
season in interceptions (five) and pass deflec- 
tions (10). JUCO transfers looking for regular 
duty in the deep zones are Justin Hazel (6-1, 190, 
jr.), Billy Ivey (5-10, 180, jr.) and Mike Temple 
(5-10, 180, jr-). 


IDAHO (11-3-0, 6-2-0 in Big Sky) - The Van- 
dals rolled up some incredible scores last season 
on their way to the Division I-AA playoff 
semifinals, averaging a mind-boggling 47.5 
points per game. But graduation claimed Walter 
Payton Trophy winner Doug Nussmeier at 
quarterback plus a good portion ofthe offensive 
line, and Coach John L. Smith voices obvious 
concern. ‘‘Our offense,”’ says Smith, *‘is going 
to take a little time to come around.”’ 

Vying to fill Nussmeier'’s enormous shoes are 
junior monogram winner Eric Hisaw (6-2, 195), 
redshirt freshman Brian Brennan (6-5, 200) and 
Stanford transfer Tommy Knecht (6-3, 210, sr.). 
Hisaw has the edge experience-wise after serving 
as last year’s number two quarterback. The Van- 
dals employ a three-wide receiver set on most oc- 
casions, and slated to fill those spots are Kyle 
Gary (5-10, 170, sr.), Dwight McKinzie (5-11, 
175, jr.) and Keith Neal (6-3, 180, sr.). Gary led 
the club last season with 49 catches, including 
five for scores, while McKinzie hauled 20 aerials 
for a 21.5-yard average. The most impressive °93 
stats belonged to Neal, who averaged 24.2 yards 
and scored seven times on 16 grabs, Andy Gilroy 
(6-2, 215, so.) hopes to move in at the tight end 
post, but his plans could be foiled by either of 
two transfers, ex-Missouri player Avery Griggs 
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I refer to this publication weekly, 
the most complete College Yearbook."

Thompson (6-5, 235, sr.). 

The Vandals boast a potent 1-2 punch at the 
lone running back posilion in Sherriden May 
(6-1, 210, jr.) and Joel Thomas (5-8, 205, so.). 
May led the Big Sky in rushing last season with 
1,267 yards and 20 touchdowns, while Thomas 
ran for 691 yards at a gaudy 7.6 yards per try. 
The Vandals welcome back only one starter to 
the offensive line, junior guard Mike Hughes 
(6-2, 270, jr.), but Jim Mills (6-5, 275, jr.), Jay 
Lukes (6-5, 285, sr.) and Eric Johnson (6-2, 255, 
jr.) all have extensive experience. New to this 
area, but expected to be an immediate factor, is 
converted defensive lineman Spencer Folau (6-2, 
270, jr.). 

The Vandals return a veteran nucleus on the 
defensive side with eight starters and 26 let- 
termen on hand. Up front, Ahmani Johnson 
(6-3, 255, jr.) and Ryan Phillips (6-3, 235, so.) 
are the holdovers at end, with senior Brian 
Strandley (6-5, 255) back at his DT post. 
Johnson last season made 66 tackles and 7.5 
sacks. Letterman Mike Tyrall (6-5, 260, jr.) will 
battle redshirt freshmen Tim Wilson (6-1, 250), 
Dan Zeamer (6-3, 260) and Crosby Tajun (6-5, 
250) for the DT spot left vacant when "93 regular 
Spencer Folau was moved to the offensive line. 

All three starting linebackers return in juniors 
Jason Shelt (6-1, 225) and Avery Slaughter (5-9, 
200) plus senior Duke Garrett (6-2, 225). Shelt 
led the 93 Vandals with 148 tackles, while Gar- 
rett (121) and Slaughter (105) ran 2-3 on the hit 
list. Some fine tuning is needed in the secondary 
where two starters return, Miregi Huma (6-0, 
185, jr.) and Cole Wilson (5-11, 190, sr.), each 
of whom had two interceptions in '93. 


MONTANA STATE (7-4-0, 4-3-0 in Big Sky) 
-- Last year’s Bobcats were involved in a number 
of close games, but the return of 15 starters 
(eight offense, seven defense) has Coach Cliff 
Hysell looking forward to better things in 1994 
than last season’s fourth place Big Sky finish, 

Senior Brock Spencer (6-3, 195) is back to 
serve as offensive field general. After transferr- 
ing from the JUCO ranks last year, he had an 
impressive debut with the Bobcats by completing 
110 of 195 passes with 12 TD throws and eight 
interceptions. Mark Crews (5-10, 170, jr.) and 
Eric Hopkins (5-10, 185, jr.) are the most ex- 
perienced wide receivers on hand, They had ag- 
gregate totals of 43 catches and five TDs last 
fall, Certain to push for playing time at WR is 
redshirt freshman Kenyatte Morgan (5-7, 150). 
Tight end Pat Gulick (6-2, 225, jr.) returns but 
faces stern challenges from promising 
sophomore Aaron Wilkins (6-5, 235) and con- 
verted quarterback Chad Mayer (6-3, 230, jr.). 

The Bobcats have a potent 1-2 punch at the 
tailback spot in seniors Fred Moore (6-0, 195) 
and Clint Morton (5-8, 180). Moore rambled for 
1,005 yards last season, while Morton ran for 
703 yards, and each scored nine TDs. Hard- 
blocking T.T. Ryan (5-9, 220, jr.) is the incum- 
bent at fullback, Up front, starters return in 
tackles Kerry Pribnow (6-6, 295, sr.) and Jason 
Westbrock (6-3, 260, jr.) along with guard J. C. 
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Murry (6-2, 260, jr.), while Brawn Lausen (6-5, 
250, jr.) has extensive experience at the center 
spot. Foremost of the newcomers here is JUCO 
transfer Tom Brinan (6-2, 295, jr.). 

Lack of experienced depth is the primary con- 
cern on the defensive side for the Bobcats. That, 

and a preponderance of young players at key 
postions. Up front, tackle Mike Nye (-2, 260, jr.) 
and E/LB Devlan Geddes (6-2, 230, so.) will 
follow the lead of stalwart end Jason Hicks (6-1, 
250, jr.), provided the latter is recovered from a 
Knee injury which kept him out of spring drills. 
Rob Brandland (6-5, 265, so.) is expected to fill 
the other DT spot. 

Returning starters at linebacker are Chris 
Steinbeisser (6-1, 210, sr.) and Matt Krahe (5-11, 
230, sr.), with fellow senior Chris Ogle (6-3, 210) 
slated to be the third regular. Steinbeisser finish- 
ed third on the 93 Bobcats with 98 tackles. All- 
star free safety Mark Grimmer (6-3, 180, jr.), 
who last season had 106 tackles and made seven 
intercepitons, shows the way in the secondary, 
where he'll likely be joined in the starting rota- 
tion by seniors Anthony Ferguson (5-10, 160) 
and Danny Jefferson (6-0, 165) plus sophomore 
Scott Matthews (6-0, 180). 


EASTERN WASHINGTON (7-3-0, 5-2 in Big 
Sky) -- The Eagles have a new head man in Mike 
Kramer, who spent the past five years as EWU’s 
offensive line coach. He inherits a team deep in 
yeteran personnel, including seven starters on 
each side of the scrimmage line. But Kramer 
knows it won't be easy to duplicate last year’s tie 
for second’ place in the highly competitive Big 
Sky. 

Coming off an impressive first year as a 
starter, senior Todd Bernett (6-3, 230) returns at 
quarterback. He ranked 11th in NCAA Division 
I-AA passing efficiency last season, connecting 
on 117 of 226 aerials for 1,956 yards with 16 
scoring strikes and only three interceptions. 
Graduation carried off standout wide receiver 
Tony Brooks (60, catches, 17.1-yard average, 
seven TDs in °93), but fellow wideout Jason 
Anderson (6-0, 175, sr.) and tight end Jesse 
Hardt (6-3, 235, jr.) are back for another year as 
regulars. Anderson carted 33 passes for a 
17.8-yard average and six scores last season, 
while Hardt had 25 grabs. 

The rushing attack will be without the Wright 
brothers, Daryl (team best 809 overland yards) 
and Harold, with David Lewis (5-11, 175, jr.) 
the only returning ball carrier with letter- 
winning experience. Lewis rambled for 475 
yards on.the ground in 93 at 4.8 per carry, and 
he can be explosive when he’s healthy. All- 
America and Senior Bowl participant Trent 
Pollard is missing from the offensive line, but 
back at their usual haunts are All-Big Sky guard 
Harold Fox (6-5, 295, sr,), tackle Tom Acker- 
man (6-3, 255, jr.) and center T.J. Ewing (6-1, 
270, sr.). 

Four quality performers were lost on the 
defensive side, including "93 league defensive 
player of the year Jason Marsh and three of four 
starting defensive backs. That’s the bad news. 
The good tidings start with the return of the en- 
tire D-line, where the senior foursome of Troy 
Alexander (6-2, 260), Craig Steinmetzer (6-5, 
265), Rob Arnow (6-3, 235) and Jason Martin 
(6-3, 245) are holdover regulars. Alexander is an 
honors hopeful who in "93 led the trenchmen 
with 50 tackles while getting credit for five sacks- 

Despite the loss of all-star Marsh, EWU 
should be strong again at linebacker with return- 
ing starters Dion Alexander (6-2, 215, jr.) and 

Evan Brady (6-3, 210, sr.) assuming leadership 


roles. Alexander paced the "93 defense with 99 
tackles, while Brady ran third with 88 stops. 
Trouble could be looming in the secondary 
where the lone regular back is Lavon Major 
(5-10, 175, sr.). Monogram winners looked to 
for help here are seniors Lee Brown (5-11, 200), 
Leon Hatch (5-8, 175), Troy Turner (6-2, 195) 
and Jason Williams (5-9, 205) along with 
sophomore Ryan Moore (5-11, 185), 


NORTHERN ARIZONA (7-4-0, 3-4-0 in Big 
Sky) — The Lumberjacks started last season with 
six straight wins and had visions of a Big Sky ti- 
tle dancing in their heads. But losses in four of 
their final five contests proved that to be wishful 
thinking. 

At the offensive controls once more is junior 
Jeff Lewis (6-3, 205), who enters his third year as 
the starting quarterback. Last season, Lewis 
fired completions on 189 of 335 passes with 15 
touchdown aerials and just six interceptions. 
Keeping Lewis on his best behavior will be New 
Mexico transfer Manny Guardiola (6-3, 220, so.) 
and JUCO product Scott Partridge (6-1, 190, 
jr.) The ‘Jacks have an explosive trio of wide 
receivers in Seniors Rod Alexander (6-0, 195) and 
Rod Marshall (5-10, 175) along with junior Alex 
Calderwood (5-9, 170). Alexander averaged 18.1 
yards and scored seven times on 48 catches last 
season, while Marshall had 46 grabs and Calder- 
wood caught 20 passes. JUCO recruits John 
Fenger (6-3, 250, jr.) and Ryan Hodson (6-3, 
235, jr.) will battle junior letterman Myron Hess 
(6-5, 250) for the TE/H-back spot. 

The ‘Jacks have a strong pair of running 
threats sharing duty at the one-back position in 
Len Raney (5-10, 185, sr.) and Brian Galbreath 
(5-9, 185, so.). Despite injuries in '93, Raney 
banged out 592 yards and scored nine TDs, 
while Galbreath tacked on 523 overland yards, 
The main area of concern on offense is the front 
wall, where tackle Art Donnell (6-5, 285) and 
guards Eric Freund (6-5, 265, jr.) and Bill 
Sowders (6-5, 260, jr.) Will serve as the building 
blocks. Newcomers who could make immediate 
impacts here are redshirt freshmen Ryan 
Lingenfelder (6-2, 280) and David Heasman 
(6-5, 310, along with JUCO transfer Mark Deniz 
(6-2, 275, jr.). Also in the picture is former 
regular Art McDonald (6-5, 295, sr.), who did 
not play last season. 

NAU’s defensive line is also thin in the way of 
veteran personnel and will be lead by two 
holdover regulars: tackle Chris West (6-2, 250, 
sr.) and end Frank Romano (6-3, 230, sr.), Last 
season, West made 57 tackles and 8.5 sacks, 
while Romano added 7.5 QB traps. Senior Den- 
nis Paige (6-5, 250) appears a lock to fill the 
other DE berth, and the Lumberjacks are ex- 
cited about the potential of redshirt freshman 
Jarrett Loggins (6-3, 260). 

At linebacker, Jeff Bergman (6-0, 210, sr.) 
returns after leading the "93 squad with 111 
tackles, Josh Parker (6-2, 230, sr.) and Kevin 
Kolkman (6-3, 230, so.) also have good ex- 
perience, Transers sure to help the LB cause are 
Tyrone Coleman (6-2, 210, jr.) and James 
Taylor (6-1, 210, jr.), both up from the JUCO 
ranks, and ex-Kansas State player Paul Magana 
(6-1, 235, so.). The deepest and strongest area of 
eeececeerseseosecoeeoeegaeeaases 
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the defense is (he secondary, with Rayna Stewart 
(5-11, 185, jr.), Donta Abron (5-9, 175, sr.), 
Dereck Williams (6-1, 180, jr.) and Todd 
McMillon (5-11, 180, sr.) comprising the starting 
quartet again. And there is quality depth behind 
them. 


BOISE STATE (3-8-0, 1-6-0 in Big Sky) -- 
Last year’s Broncos opened the season with wins 
in two of their first three games, but things went 
steadily downhill after that. Second-year mentor 
Pokey Allen admits he was ‘‘very disappointed’’ 
with his team’s 93 showing, but comments: *‘! 
like the players we have returning, and I’m very 
excited about the players we signed.”’ 

Back to run BSU’s multiple offense is 
sophomore Tony Hilde (5-11, 195), who won the 
Starting job as a true freshman four games into 
the '93 campaign and wound up hitting on 116 
of 221 passes for 1,461 yards and five TDs while 
giving up nine interceptions. Last year’s top pass 
catcher returns in junior tight end Del Graven 
(6-2, 225), who vacuumed up 54 aerials in '93, 
Ryan Ikebe (5-11, 175, so.) is back at one 
wideout spot after snaring 25 passes his frosh 
year. Senior Jarett Hausske (6-0, 180) will take 
over at the other WR spot after catching 26 balls 
as the chief backup on the outside. 

The Broncos welcome back their top two 
rushers in tailbacks Willie Bowens (5-9, 190, sr.) 
and Prentice Stephens (5-10, 215, sr.), who had 
respective totals of 493 and 398 yards in °93, 
Brandon Ferguson (5-11, 215, jr.) returns. at 
fullback, but there’s speculation tight end 
Graven may be moved to this spot where he 
could challenge Ferguson for the starting assign- 
ment. Major repair is needed in an offensive line 
which returns only two regulars -- guards Matt 
Romberg (6-5, 275, jr.) and John Miller (6-2, 
265, sr.). The BSU coaching staff brought in a 
large contingent of burly recruits here, most of 
them junior college transfers, with former JC 
standout Alex Toyos (6-2, 285, jr.) the most 
touted of the bunch. 

The Broncos are a bit deeper in experienced 
personnel on the defensive side, starting up front 
where DEs Chris Shepherd (6-5, 265, sr.) and 
Joe O'Brien (6-2, 255, sr.) return for another 
year of starting duty. O’Brien last season record- 
ed 68 tackles, most among the down linemen, 
and 8.5 sacks. JUCO transfer Brian Clark (6-0, 
285, jr.) is a welcome addition up front. 

Junior Brian Smith (5-10, 220) and senior 
Stefan Reid (6-3, 220) are the building blocks at 
linebacker. Smith led the '93 BSU defense with 
109 tackles, while Reid got in on 70 stops. In the 
pass-happy Big Sky Conference, it’s vital that a 
team have a solid defensive secondary, and the 
Broncos feel they'll measure up with all four 93 
starters back in senior Chris Cook (6-1, 175) and 
the junior threesome of Rashid Gayle (5-9, 170), 
Tim Foley (6-3, 200) and DaWuan Miller (6-3, 
180). 


WEBER STATE (7-4-0, 3-4-0 in Big Sky) -- 
To say Wildcat skipper Dave Arslanian faces a 
major rebuilding project this season is akin to 
saying the U.N. is having a “‘little’’ trouble in 
Bosnia. Graduation and player defections have 
cost WSU 19 starters, including all but one of- 
fensive regular, The ‘Cats’ string of three 
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straight winning seasons is in serious jeopardy! 

WSU was dealt an unexpected blow when ’93 
starting quarterback Brad Otton transferred to 
Southern Cal, leaving Rob Westervelt (6-3, 205, 
st.), Bryan Martin (6-3, 195, jr.) and JUCO 
recruit Roger Cook (6-3, 205, jr.) to battle for 
the position. Unquestionably the leader in the 
receiving corps is all-league tight end Pat 
McNerney (6-5, 255, sr.). He hauled in 53 
aerials, including five for scores, in 93, and has 
92 catches the past two years. Most experienced 
of the holdover wideouts are Pokey Eckford 
(5-9, 165, jr.), Novel Young (5-11, 175, so.), Joel 
Pelagio-Williams (6-1, 200, jr.) and Dell Stinson 
(6-2, 205, sr.). 

Foremost of the returning running backs are 
Von Robinson (5-11, 210, jr.), who rushed for 
413 yards last year before going down with a 
mid-season knee injury, and Larry Rogers (6-1, 
185, so.), Newcomers figuring into the RB equa- 
tion are redshirt freshman Alex Gresham (5-9, 
190), Southwestern Louisiana transfer Aaron 
Fisher (5-11, 190, jr.) and JUCO product Reggie 
Carter (6-0, 190, jr.). Nary a starter returns in 
the offensive line. Monogram winners being 
counted on for larger contributions this season 
are seniors Justin Blasko (6-3, 250), Chris 
Sulages (6-3, 290) and Tony Valencia (6-6, 285), 
junior Roy Charles (6-5, 285) and sophomore 
Kyle Stephens (6-7, 255), 

The defensive line will be restructured around 
holdover DE regulars Jason Jensen (6-5, 255, 
jr.) and Obie Spanic (6-3, 265, sr.), who combin- 
ed last season for 78 tackles. Slated to fill the va- 
cant DT holes are top '93 backups Tau Pupua 
(6-5., 275, sr.) and Tom Smith (6-1, 250, jr.), 

The situation is far less encouraging at 
linebacker, where Allen Orton (6-3, 220, sr.), 
Carl Swanson (6-3, 215, sr.) and Naki Pilivi (6-1, 
200, so.) are the best of a thin veteran cast. 
Medical redshirt David Cunningham (6-0, 220, 
so.) is mended and ready to make his presence 
felt here, as should JUCO transfers Eric Lichter 
(6-0, 230, jr.) and Jacob Belmont (6-2, 210, jr.). 

The strongest area of the defense looks to be 
the secondary, with Rob Hitchcock (6-2, 200, 
sr.) -- who plays the Wildcat position, which is 
sort of a cross between outside linebacker and 
strong safety -- Derrick Beatty (5-9, 175, sr.) and 
Sheddrick Mickles (5-11, 175, sr.) returning for 
starting duties. Jed Davies (6-0, 185, sr.) and Ian 
Franklin (6-3, 185, so.) are other experienced 
hands in this area. 


IDAHO STATE (2-9-0, 0-7-0 in Big Sky) — 
The Bengals have scrapped last year’s run- 
oriented offense for a high percentage short 
passing game, and Coach Brian McNeely also 
wants his defensive unit to be more aggressive. 
Whether or not this translates into what would 
be ISU's first winning record since 1983 is 
another matter. 

Running that more juiced-up attack will be ex- 
citing sophomore Alfredo Anderson (5-10, 170). 
He played his first four games at quarterback in 
"93 before being shifted to tailback, where 
Anderson exploded for 1,159 rushing yards, set- 
ting a school record. Another big reason for the 
turn to a more pass-oriented offense is the return 
of all three starting receivers in wideouts Sam 
Carter (5-11, 180, sr.) and Ronnie Wheeler 
(5-10, 175, sr.) plus tight end Josh Gibbs (6-3, 
250, sr.). Gibbs led the "93 Vandals with 26 cat- 
ches, while Wheeler (23, 20.8-yard average) and 
Carter (22, 24,5 average) finished 2-3 on the 
receiving chart. 

Chad Kay (6-0, 215, sr.) is set again at the 
fullback spot, while JUCO transfer Thomas 
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Washington (6-2, 215, so.) is among those out to 
land the tailback job. Veterans abound in ISU’s 
offensive line, where the holdover regulars are 
guards Jeff Vrbas (6-6, 280, sr.) and Shaun 
Lawson (6-5, 270, jr.), tackle Steve Mutsaers 
(6-5, 275, sr.) and center Jeff Clark (6-3, 260, 
sr.). 

Graduation simply savaged ISU’s defensive 
unit, which returns just three players with star- 
ting experience and will look to JUCO recruits 
to play critical roles on this side of the ball, In 
the D-line, Bryon Price (6-2, 260, jr.) and Tom 
Prudhomme (6-2, 235, sr.) shared time at one 
end spot in '93 and combined for 10.5 sacks. Br- 
inging bulk to the defensive trenches is JC pro- 
duct Alipate Taualupe (6-2, 280, jr.). 

JUCO transfers will also figure prominently 
at linebacker, where newcomers Derrick Carter 
(6-5, 235, jr.), Ike Johnson (6-1, 225, jr.) and 
Steve Krause (6-3, 215, jr.) are all in the hunt for 
starting jobs. Brion Bethel (6-0, 185, jr.) is the 
lone returning starter in the secondary, with 
JUCOs Erie Johnson (6-2, 215, jr.), Tim Sidney 
(6-2, 195, jr.) and Chris Toles (5-10, 185, jr.) ex- 
pected to have an immediate impact in the deep 
zones. 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The defen- 
ding champion Montana Grizzlies are clear-cut 
favorites to annex another Big Sky crown in 
1994, but after that, the league will be a wide- 
open scramble. Montana has a veteran pass- 
oriented offense fueled by QB Dave Dickenson, 
while the Grizzly defense plays with the same 
nastiness its nickname implies, all of which gives 
UM a leg up on the rest of the league. Idaho lost 
All-America QB Doug Nussmeier, and its offen- 
sive line was hit hard by graduation, but there’s 
enough material on hand to field another strong 
attack, The Vandal defensive unit boasts a solid, 
veteran base to build on and should be able to 
carry the team when its offense runs into trou- 
ble, Montana State and Eastern Washington 
figure to engage in a tight battle for the 3-4 spots 
in the league, with the Bobcats seeming to hold a 
slight edge. MSU has an experienced offense 
styled around QB Brock Spencer and 1,000-yard 
rusher Fred Moore, and the defense has a nice 
blend of veterans mixed throughout. Northern 
Arizona will push hard for a first division finish 
but, while the ‘Jacks have battle-tested person- 
nel sprinkled throughout their offensive and 
defensive units, they'll likely have to settle for a 
fifth place spot, Boise State struggled to a 3-8 
record last season, but should be improved this 
year, although the Broncos don't figure to ap- 
proach the .500 mark or rise much higher than 
sixth in the Big Sky. Weber State and Idaho 
State will battle to stay out of the league cellar, 
with the Wildcats, who were hit extremely hard 
by graduation, emerging as the seventh place 
finisher. The ISU Bengals went winless in Big 
Sky competition last fall and will continue to ex- 
perience hard times in the season ahead as they 
sink into the basement once more.

Arizona’s foes this season. 

Also awaiting them is a Wildcat offense that 
Head Coach Dick Tomey calls the best he’s had 
in the eight years he’s been at Arizona. The man 
who pilots this unit is junior quarterback Dan 
White (6-5, 215), who enjoyed a solid campaign 
in his first year as a starter last season when he 
completed 114 of 230 passes for 1,562 yards and 
13 touchdowns. White will again be capably sup- 
ported by sophomore lettermen Brady Batten 
(6-2, 205) and Ryan Hesson (6-1, 205). 

The receiving corps lost all three starters to 
graduation, but their replacements look real 
good, Taking over the two WR spots are 1993 
co-regulars Richard Dice (6-2, 210, so.) and 
Cary Taylor (5-11, 180, jr.), who last year 
caught a combined 26 passes for 495 yards and 
three touchdowns. They'll probably be 
backstopped by three newcomers with all-star

Carter will be strongly supported by 
sophomore Gary Taylor (5-11, 195), who 
scampered for 345 yards in °93, while the 
fullback post will be shared by the hard-running, 
strong-blocking duo of junior letterman Jason 
Patterson (5-11, 235) and redshirt freshman 
Charles Myles (6-1, 240). 

The strength of Arizona’s offense is a big, 
strong blocking corps that returns all five 
starters and has more depth than a bottomless 
pit! The two tackle positions will again be shared 
by the senior quartet of Joe Smigiel (6-5, 285), 
Mu Tagoai (6-4, 350), Paul Stamer (6-4,270) and 
Mike Ciasca (6-6, 310), while fellow seniors 
Warner Smith (6-3, 295) and Pulu Poumele (6-3, 
300) are back at their guard posts where they'll 
be supported by A-A redshirted JUCO transfers 
Bryan Hand (6-3, 295, jr.) and Willie Walker 
(6-4, 290, so.). Returning to share regular duty 
at center are junior Mani Ott (6-3, 270) and 
senior Hicham El-Mashtoub (6-3, 295).

Color Arizona’s defensive line illegal!

Bouie led the club 
with six interceptions last year, while Sanders led 
the secondary with five tackles for losses. Senior 
Claudius Wright (5-11, 190) returns to his cor- 
nerback position, with 1993 co-regulars Mike 
Scurlock (5-11, 200, sr.) and Spencer Wray

the other CB post. Projected as the top reserves

The Bruins were very offensive last season as 
they averaged 31 points per game enroute to 
eight wins and a Rose Bowl appearance. And 
they'll be just as productive when on the attack 
this season. But their defense has to make a big- 
ger contribution if the Bruins hope to make a 
return trip to Pasadena — and Head Coach Terry 
Donahue has vowed to see that it does. 

The biggest contributions on offense will 
again be made by strong-armed senior quarter- 
back Wayne Cook (6-3, 205) and All-America 
split end J. J. Stokes (6-5, 220, sr.). A year ago, 
Cook pitched for 2,067 yards (55.6 percent com- 
pletion ratio) with 18 aerial tosses and just four 
interceptions. His touchdown to interception 
ratio set a record for the PAC-10. The three-year 
letterman became only the sixth QB in UCLA 
history to pass for more than 2,000 yards in a 
season. He will again be backed up by solid 
junior Rob Walker (6-4, 200). 

Cook's favorite target last fall was All- 
America wideout Stokes, a Heisman Trophy 
candidate this season as the nation’s outstanding 
collegiate performer, A year ago, Stokes pulled 
down 82 aerials for 1,181 yards and 17 touch- 
downs as he set a host of UCLA and PAC-10 
records. Stokes is just one of the Bruins’ talented 
receivers, with junior Kevin Jordan (6-2, 190) 
holding over at flanker where he gets very 
capable relief help from senior veteran Mike 
Nguyen (6-0, 185). Last year, Jordan earned 
Soph A-A honors as he ran under 45 aerials for 
612 yards and two scores. Nguyen added 26 cat- 
ches for 300 yards and one TD. There’s a vacan- 
cy to be filled at tight end, with soph Jamal 
Clark (6-5, 245) and junior Brian Richards (6-4, 
235) the principal combatants for the job. 

The Bruins also appear well-fixed at running 
back where five of UCLA’s top six rushers from 
a year ago are back in harness. Leading the 
parade is soph Skip Hicks (6-1, 205), last fall’s 
number one ball toter as a true freshman despite 
missing several contests with a bum ankle. Hicks 
ran for 563 yards at 5.6 per trip with five TD car- 
ries. Junior James Milliner (6-0, 215) added 366

yards (6.4-yard average) and two scoring runs, 
while three-year letterman Daron Washington 
(6-1, 205, sr.) had\288 yards and five scoring sor- 
ties. Also competing for time at running back 
will be sophs Sharmon Shah (5-10, 185) and 
Derek Ayers (5-10, 180), Ayers having averaged 
11.2 yards on 22 carries last fall with one touch- 
down scamper. 

The Bruins have a number of holes to be filled 
up front as two four-year starters and A-A selec- 
tions, Vaughn Parker and Craig Novitsky, have 
graduated. In fact, the only returning regular is 
junior tackle Jonathan Ogden (6-8, 315),who 
earned Soph All-America honors a year ago and 
is an honors candidate this season. Junior Mike 
Rohme (6-6, 295) is battling three-year letterman 
Paul Kennedy (6-7, 295, sr.) for starting rights at 
the other tackle. Junior Matt Soenksen (6-5, 
290) and senior James Christensen (6-4, 285) are 
first in line to fill the guard vacancies, but 
they’re being challenged by soph Darren Mc- 
Clure (6-6, 275) and Karl Schroller (6-6, 300, 
jr.). In the middle, junior Mike Flanagan (6-5, 
275) stepped in when injuries hit last year and 
started the season’s final nine games at center. 

The leader in the Bruins’ defensive front line 
will be nose guard George Kase (6-2, 260, jr.), 
who had 54 tackles a year ago, including 11 
behind enemy lines and 5.5 sacks. Soph Travis 
Kirschke (6-5, 260) will also see time at nose 
guard, having been one of just two true 
freshmen to have played on the defensive side 
for UCLA last season. A pair of senior three- 
year letter winners, Sale Isaia (6-4, 300) and 
London Woodfin (6-2, 275) are in charge at the 
tackle posts, where juniors Grady Stretz (6-4, 
270) and Gary Walton (6-3, 270) are also looking 
for playing time. 

The headliner in the UCLA linebacking con- 
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tingent is junior Donnie Edwards (6-4, 225), an 
All-America candidate who a year ago piled up 
63 tackles, seven stops for negative yardage and 
two sacks, picked off two enemy passes and had 
three fumble recoveries from his outside post. 
Three-year senior lettermen Rod Smalley (6-4, 
235) and Andrew McClave (6-4, 235) are com- 
peting for the other OLB job, along with sophs 
Phillip Ward (6-3, 230) and Anthony Jones (6-4, 
250). At the two inside backer berths, three-year 
senior lettermen Shane Jasper (6-2, 245) and 
Brian Tighe (6-3, 235) have the inside track for 
the starting nod, Jasper last season having 
registered 60 tackles in a reserve role. Soph Brent 
Guyton (6-1, 230) and redshirt frosh Brian 
Willmer (6-2, 225) are also bidding for ILB 
assignments. 

In the secondary, the Bruins return both of 
last fall’s starting cornerbacks, but must replace 
both safeties. Junior Teddy Lawrence (5-9, 185), 
who returned one of his three INTs for a Bruin 
TD, is back at one corner, with three-year letter- 
man Carl Greenwood (6-0, 195) again stationed 
at the other, Greenwood is outstanding on man- 
to-man coverage. Soph Paul Guidry (5-10, 170), 
who saw most of his game time in '93 as the 
nickel back, is first in line to fill the vacancy at 
free safety, with junior Ted Nwoke (6-0, 200) 
scheduled to open at strong safety. Soph Abdul 
McCullough (6-0, 200) and incoming frosh All- 
American DuVal Hicks (6-2, 195) are pressing 
for game time at the safety posts. 

The Bruins’ kicking game should be outstan- 
ding again this season as returning placement 
specialist Bjorn Merten (6-0, 205, so.) and 
punter Darren Schager (6-0, 195, sr.) are both 
coming off All-PAC-10 seasons in ’93. Merten, 
in fact, earned All-America honors as a fresh- 
man as he hit 32 of 35 PAT tries and 21 of 26 
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field goal attempts for 95 points last season. 
Schager, a three-year letterman, averaged 41.7 
yards on 66 boots a year ago. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With Cook 
and Stokes doing their thing via the aerial lanes, 
and a plethora of talented running backs 
operating behind a strong blocking corps, 
UCLA's balanced attack force will easily surpass 
its 1993 averages of 384 yards and 31 points per 
game. Sizing up UCLA’s stop troops, we see 
strength and depth up front and at linebacker, 
but a depleted secondary which lost five of its 
top eight people to graduation appears to be a 
bit more vulnerable than it was a year ago. All 
told, however, the Bruins will rank among the 
best teams in the PAC-10 this season.

With 10 returning starters being joined by a 
horde of heralded newcomers (including 11 
JUCO transfers!), the Trojans are primed to 
make a lot of noise in the PAC-10, In fact, it 
could become a roar if Head Coach John Robin- 
son is able to strengthen his running game and 
successfully rebuild his defense. 

The biggest plus for this team is the return of 
super quarterback Rob Johnson (6-4, 220, sr.), 
who was simply sensational last year when he 
earned all-league honors and registered a 
phenomenal 155.2 efficiency rating. That was 
based on a 68.6 percent completion ratio for 
3,630 yards and 29 touchdowns against just six 
interceptions. The Heisman Trophy candidate 
will be backed up by junior Kyle Wachholtz 
(6-5, 220) and Weber State transfer Brad Otton 
(6-6, 205, so.), no slouch himself in the aerial 
department. Last year, Otton pitched for 2,307 
yards and 15 TDs at Weber State. 

USC must deal with the loss of All-America 
wideout Johnnie Morton (88 receptions, 1,520 
yards and 14 TDs). Hoping to take up some of 
that slack will be senior Ken Grace (5-10, 170, 
sr.), a starter a year ago who pulled down 36 
aerials for 458 yards and two scores. Senior Ed- 
ward Hervey (6-3, 195), who had 22 catches and 
two scoring receptions, will battle with classmate 
Ryan Lenderman (5-11, 180) for the other 
wideout spot. Also expected to make a real push 
for playing time is incoming JUCO All- 
American Keyshawn Johnson (6-4, 205, jr.), 
who in just nine games last year had 55 catches 
for 1,245 yards and a dozen six-pointers. The 
Trojans are well stocked at tight end, where 
soph John Allred (6-5, 240) will move up to the 
first string after serving as the backup a year 
ago. He had 10 catches in ’93. Juniors Johnny 
MeWilliams (6-5, 265) and Tyler Cashman (6-4, 
240) will also see plenty of game time. Cashman 
grabbed 21 tosses last fall with two scores, while 
MeWilliams had 17 receptions and four scoring 
catches, 

Soph Shawn Walters (6-0, 225) heads up a 
Trojan tailback contingent that is chockful of 
talented ball toters. Walters was USC’s leading 
ball carrier a year ago, rushing for 711 yards 
with seven TDs. Soph David Dotson (5-11, 185) 
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contributed 204 yards and one TD a year ago. 
Coach Robinson will also be looking at a trio of 
newcomers with exceptional credentials. Red- 
shirt freshman LaVale Woods (5-7, 190) looked 
great in '93 spring training before an ankle in- 
jury put him on the sidelines. Incoming JUCO 
A-A Leonard Green (6-0, 180, jr.) rushed for 
1,110 yards and 25 TDs last fall while catching 
56 tosses for 1,013 yards and six scores, with 
frosh recruit Marlin Carey (5-10, 180) having 
perhaps the best numbers of all. Carey cruised 
for 1,896 yards and 27 TDs in '93 as he earned 
Parade A-A honors. At fullback, sophs Kevin 
Clark (5-11, 230) and Mark Farlin (6-0, 235) are 
dueling for the job, but it wouldn't surprise us if 
one of those outstanding newcomers lines up at 
bucking back for the opening whistle. 

The three returnees to the Trojan offensive 
line offer a sizeable and solid nucleus up front. 
Senior tackle Tony Boselli (6-8, 310) is a can- 
didate for the Outland and Lombardi trophies, 
while his tackle partner, junior Norberto Gar- 
rido (6-7, 300), earned Sophomore All-America 
honors a year ago, At guard, senior incumbent 
Kris Pollack (6-5, 285) is an all-league candidate. 
Junior Jeremy Hogue (6-4, 265) is due to take 
over the pivot duties, with juniors Clay Hat- 
tabaugh (6-3, 270), Robert Loya (6-2, 285) and 
Kyle Ramsay (6-3, 290) all bidding to fill the 
vacancy at the other guard. A trio of outstan- 
ding JUCO transfers -- Richard Beatie (6-6, 290, 
jr.), Jesse Gomez (6-2, 270, jr.) and Heith 
Baughman (6-6, 300, jr.) -- give great depth to 
the O-line crew. 

Coach Robinson will undertake a major 
reconstruction effort on the defensive side where 
only four holdovers return from last year’s ranks 
and the Trojans will be realigning to a 3-4 setup 
this time out. The only player on the USC roster 
with any starting experience in the trenches is 
soph end Matt Keneley (6-5, 290), who piled up 
seven stops for negative yardage a year ago, 
Soph Willie Lowery (6-5, 250) will battle with 
newcomers JUCO transfer Marcus Bonds (6-6, 
260, jr.) and Parade All-American Darrell 
Russell (6-4, 290) to fill the vacancy at the other 
terminal. Junior Stuart Gage (6-4, 300), who 
saw a little time at nose tackle after being switch- 
ed from the offensive side last fall, will knock 
helmets with JUCO transplant Anthony Sanford 
(6-5, 275, jr.) for starting rights in the middle. 

The Trojans’ number one tackler from last 
fall, senior Jeff Kopp (6-4, 235), returns to his 
inside linebacker post where he rang up 83 stops, 
two sacks and eight tackles for losses a year ago. 
Lettermen Donn Cunnigan (6-2, 205, sr.) and 
Brian Haas (6-3, 230, jr.) plusincoming JC A-A 
Errick Herrin (6-2, 225, jr.) are competing for 
the other ILB berth. On the outside, senior 
Brian Williams (6-2, 235) is an incumbent after 
registering 78 tackles and six hits behind enemy 
lines in 93. Letter winner Gerald Caruthers (6-3, 
240, sr.), who had five starts last year, is first in 
line to fill the other OLB slot. He’ll have to fend 
off challenges from senior Errol Small (6-3, 225) 
and JUCO newcomer Israel Ifeayani (6-5, 250, 
jr.), a native of Nigeria. 

Three-quarters of USC's secondary from a 
year ago has graduated, including big play cor- 
nerback Jason Sehorn, who had seven INTs in 
93. Senior cornerback John Herpin (6-0, 185), 
who had two pass pickoffs, is the lone returning 
starter. Veteran Jerald Henry (5-8, 180, sr.) and 
junior Jesse Davis (6-0, 200), who sat out last 
year with a knee injury, are competing against 
incoming JUCO transfer Mario Bradley (6-2, 
200, jr.) for starting rights at Sehorn’s old post. 
Letterman Micah Phillips (6-0, 180, jr.) will 
open at free safety if he survives a challenge

from incoming frosh A-A Grant Pearsall (6-1, 
185), while veteran Scott Fields (6-3, 200, jr.) 
and soph Sammy Knight (6-1, 195) are the prin- 
cipal contenders for first string rights at strong 
safety. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: On the 
strength of another potent passing attack and an 
improved ground game, the USC offense should 
easily average over 400 yards and 28 points per 
game. Defensively, the Trojans have a strong 
linebacking corps, a good secondary and a 
youthful front wall that’s relatively inexperienc- 
ed but very promising. In what should be a hotly 
contested race for PAC-10 honors this fall, 
Southern Cal looms as one of the teams to beat.

primed to make a serious bid for conference 
honors in 1994, 

Head Coach Bruce Snyder is pleased as punch 
to have Plummer at State’s offensive controls. 
While starting six games a year ago, Plummer 
(6-2, 180) led the Sun Devils to 29.3 points per 
game after the club had averaged just 21 ppg 
before he took command, For the campaign, 
Plummer connected on 51.3 percent of his tosses 
for 1,650 yards and nine TDs versus seven in- 
terceptions. 

Plummer’s targets this season will be an ex- 
perienced group, led by senior wideouts Johnny 
Thomas (5-11, 175) and Clyde McCoy (6-1, 
175). Thomas was the team leader with 34 cat- 
ches (16.9-yard average) and three TD grabs, 
while McCoy ran under 30 aerials with one 
touchdown catch. There’s plenty of depth in this 
area as well, with Keith Poole (6-0, 180, so.) 
Carlos Artis (6-2, 175, jr.), Troy Rauer (6-4, 
220, jr.) and Jason McCorvey (5-11, 190, so.) on 
call, Steve Bush (6-3, 250, jr.), who had 13 cat- 
ches and one score in '93, will duel with senior 
Matt Nelson (6-2, 240) for starting rights at tight 
end. 

There’s a scramble ensuing to fill the running 
back slots after ASU lost the services of all- 
league tailback Mario Bates, who chose to enter 
the NFL draft. Bates departure leaves a major 
void in the ground game as he rushed for 1,111 
yards and eight touchdowns a year ago. First in 
line to fill Bates old job is junior Chris Hopkins 
(5-11, 180), who averaged 6.1 yards per carry 
last fall as he gained 23] yards overall with two 
TD trips. Expected to contribute immediately at 
tailback are a pair of outstanding frosh recruits, 
Terry Battle (6-0, 185) and Marlon Farlow (5-10, 
185), At fullback, senior Parnell Charles (6-1, 
220) has first dibs on the job. He averaged 6.4 
yards and scored twice on just 16 carries a year 
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ago, and he found paydirt five other times as he 
reeled in 26 aerials, 

A couple of three-year lettermen will lead the 
ASU blocking contingent, with seniors Jeff 
Kysar (6-7, 325) and DeMario Vaughn (6-5, 280) 
returning to their tackle slots. Soph Juan Roque 
(6-8, 305) will also make his presence felt at OT. 
At center, senior Troy Martz (6-3, 275) will bat- 
tle redshirt freshman Kyle Murphy (6-4, 265) for 
Starting rights, with senior Joe Cajic (6-4, 290) 
and soph Pat Thompson (6-1, 305) first in line to 
fill the vacancies at the guard posts. Thompson 
is making a comeback after being sidelined mid- 
way through last season by knee surgery. 


Coach Snyder is counting on his defensive 
Unit to tighten up a bit this time around after 
ASU allowed better than 375 yards per game to 
enemy attacks a year ago. One thing he won’t be 
counting on is All-America defensive end Shante 
Carver, who graduated as ASU’s all-time sack 
leader with 41 QB traps in 44 games. Working to 
fill that void will be veterans Ken Talanoa (6-4, 
275, sr.) and Brent Burnstein (6-8, 260, so.), who 
are due to open at the terminals, In the middle, 
senior Bryan Proby (6-5, 270) is a returning 
regular who had nine hits for negative yardage a 
year ago. Junior Mike Balian (6-1, 275), who 
went out early last year with a knee injury, is 
back for assignment at defensive tackle, as are 
soph Shawn Swayda (6-4, 265) and senior Eric 
Schmidt (6-0, 250). 


The strongest unit on the stop side for ASU 
could be the inside linebacking crew where 
seniors Brian Easter (6-1, 255) and Dan Lucas 
(6-2, 235) are holdover regulars. Easter had nine 
stops behind enemy lines in "93, while Lucas was 
credited with three interceptions, one of which 
he returned for a Sun Devil score. Also available 
is senior letterman Justin Dragoo (6-3, 240), an 
all-star candidate who was a starter last season 
before he was kayoed with a knee injury that 
necessitated surgery. Rounding out the im- 
pressive ILB contingent are senior veteran Jason 
Kyle (6-3, 235), who had 74 tackles and three 
sacks a year ago, plus junior Sam Santana (5-11, 
220). 


At the outside backer berths, called the 
*‘Rover’’ and “‘Gunner”’ positions in the ASU 
setup, junior Harlan Rashada (6-2, 210) is a 
returning incumbent, with three-year veteran 
Kendell Rhyne (6-3, 225, sr.) first in line for the 
other outside spot. Competition for those jobs 
will come from soph Raenaurd Turpin (6-2, 205) 
and incoming JUCO All-American Lee Cole 
(6-0, 200, jr.). 

The leader in the Sun Devil secondary is senior 
cornerback Craig Newsome (6-0, 185), an All- 
PAC-10 choice a year ago when he had four pass 
thefts and busted up a dozen other aerial at- 
tempts. Junior Marcus Soward (5-11, 175) will 
battle with JUCO import Anthony Davis (6-0, 
175, jr.) for the CB spot alongside Newsome. At 
free safety, senior veteran Eddie Cade (6-1, 200) 
is the returning regular who had a pair of INTs 
in '93. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: All the ingre- 
dients are on hand for this team to cook up 
another potent, well-balanced attack capable of 
averaging over 400 yards and 28 points per game 
-- especially if those new people at tailback come 
through, And we think they will! We also think 
that State's defense, which didn’t get it done all 
that often in ’93, will be more of a team strength 
in ‘94. Don’t be surprised if the Devils burn the 
backside of at least seven or eight of their foes as 
they challenge for PAC-10 supremacy this 
season.

When he replaced the legendary Don James as 
head coach of the Huskies last year, Jim Lam- 
bright knew he had a tough act to follow, But he 
followed it very well, and he believes his perfor- 
mance this year will be even better. For that to 
happen, however, Coach Lambright must build 
another good blocking corps and overcome the 
loss of five of his top six defenders. 

Hoping that Lambright will be successful in 
the former endeavor is junior quarterback 
Damon Huard (6-4, 220), the Huskies’ only ex- 
perienced signal caller who a year ago connected 
on 58.9 percent of his passes for 1,282 yards and 
nine touchdowns with 10 interceptions. 

Senior Eric Bjornson (6-5, 225, sr.), who 
backed up Huard a year ago, has switched to 
wide receiver, where he joins junior Theron Hill 
(5-11, 175, jr.) and Dave Janoski (5-10, 185, so.) 
in the battle for the first string wideout jobs. Hill 
had 21 catches for 220 yards and one score a 
year ago, while Janoski pulled down !4 catches 
for 249 yards. All three, however, may play se- 
cond fiddle to incoming JUCO standout Greg 
Quesada (6-0,-180, jr.), who set a junior college 
record a year ago when he caught 108 passes for 
1,270 yards and 10 TDs, Washington’s leading 
receiver from a year ago, senior three-year 
veteran Mark Bruener (6-5, 245), returns to his 
tight end position Where in °93 he earned All- 
PAC-10honors. The All-America candidate had 
30 receptions, averaged 13.8 yards per catch and 
scored three times in '93. He’ll get support from 
Ernie Conwell (6-3, 235, jr.), who averaged 21.6

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yards on his nine receptions last fall with one 
scoring grab. 

Washington’s leading offensive threat again 
this season will be senior tailback Napoleon 
Kaufman (5-9, 175, sr.), a three-year veteran 
who is being touted for Heisman Trophy honors 
this season. The All-PAC-10 selection needs just 
441 yards to become Washington’s all-time 
leading ball carrier. A year ago, Kaufman rush- 
ed for 1,299 yards, averaged 5.7 yards per trip 
and scored 14 TDs while catching 23 aerials. 
Coach Lambright intends to take full advantage 
of Kaufman’s many skills this season, adding 
kick return duties to Kaufman’s other respon- 
sibilities. Junior Leon Neal (5-9, 175), who 
averaged 5,3 yards per carry last season with one 
scoring run, will again back up Kaufman. Junior 
Richard Thomas (5-9, 229) and soph Cam Kissel 
(6-2, 220) are the leading candiates to fill the 
vacancy at fullback. 

A key to Washington’s offensive success will 
be how well the restructured blocking crew func- 
tions. The only returning starters from last 
year’s outstanding O-line are Frank Garcia (6-1, 
290) and Andrew Peterson (6-5, 305), both 
seniors and three-year lettermen at guard. Gar- 
cia will likely play the pivot this time around. 
Junior Opu Semenivage (6-5, 290), a JUCO 
transfer, is also bidding for the center’s job, as is 
junior Eric Battle (6-2, 280). Junior Patrick Kesi 
(6-3, 305) and former defensive tackle Trevor 
Highfield (6-4, 285, jr.) are candidates at guard. 
The battle to fill the vacancies at the tackle posts 
is wide open, featuring junior Don Willis (6-3, 
340), JC transfer Matt Hicks (6-6, 305, jr.) and a 
couple of incoming high school All-Americans, 
Tony Coats (6-7, 285) and Benji Olson (6-4, 
285). 

Up front on the defensive side, the Huskies 
lost three of last year’s regulars but return seven 
players who made at least one start in °93, in- 
cluding tackle regular Steve Hoffmann (6-6, 270, 
jr.), who is back in action after undergoing back 
surgery just two games into the last campaign. If 
Highfield doesn’t work out on the O-side, he’ll 
be a candidate to start at DT, along with soph 
Cedric White (6-3, 275). At nose tackle, junior 
Mike Ewaliko (6-4, 270) is first in line to fill that 
vacancy, while David Richie (64, 240, so.) is 
competing with redshirt freshman Jason Chorak 
(6-4, 250) for defensive end duties. 

The leaders in the Huskies linebacking con- 
tingent figure to be Donovan Schmidt (6-3, 245, 
sr.) and Demetrius Devers (6-0, 235, jr.) on the 
Outside plus inside backer Ink Aleaga (6-2, 220, 
jr.). Schmidt is a three-year letterman, while 
Devers had five tackles for losses and three sacks 
a year ago. Aleaga, who had five hits for minus 
yardage, missed the first half of last season with 
a broken leg, but came back strong to earn All- 
PAC-10 honorable mention honors. Seniors 
Richie Chambers (6-2, 220) and Justin Thomas 
(6-4, 245) will also work at OLB, with soph John 
Fiala (6-3, 220) and junior Jaime Weindl (6-2, 
225) contributing on the inside. 

The Washington secondary should again be a 
defensive strong suit, as all four regulars from 
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last year’s outstanding group that tied for the 
most interceptions in the country (22) are back in 
action. Soph Russell Hairston (5-11, 185) and 
junior Scott Greenlaw (6-0, 195) are holdovers at 
cornerback, with senior three-year lettermen 
David Killpatrick (6-1, 210) and Louis Jones 
(6-2, 225) again stationed at the safeties. 
Killpatrick and Hairston each had four pass 
thefts a year ago to lead Washington in that 
category, with Hairston adding 5.5 tackles for 
negative yardage, Jones contributed three in- 
terceptions. Junior Reggie Reser (5-10, 180), 
who had three pickoffs in 93, is the principal 
reserve at cornerback, while the relief crew at the 
safeties includes soph Lawyer Milloy (6-2, 200), 
junior Lamar Lyons (6-3, 210) and redshirt 
freshman Ikaika Malloe (5-11, 190). Milloy had 
two INTs in ’93, while Lyons contributed 58 
tackles. 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Washing- 
ton’s rebuilt offensive line should prove to be a 
very good escort service for Huard and his 
fellow skill position mates. The result will be a 
well-balanced attack force capable of averaging 
400 yards and 28 points per game. Defensively, 
the Huskies will be extremely tough to throw 
against, but they'll probably be a bit more 
vulnerable to the run. All told, this team appears 
to have the horses to run away with at least six or 
seven victories. 


CALIFORNIA 


(9-4-0) LETTERMEN Lost 28

Nothing breeds success like success, and Cal 
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hopes that the momentum created by four 
straight victories at the end of the "93 campaign, 
including a 37-3 romp over Iowa in the Alamo 
Bowl, will carry through this season. And it 
should -- but only if Head Coach Keith Gilbert- 
son is able to successfully rebuild his offensive 
line. 

Gilbertson’s biggest and best building block 
on the attack side is senior quarterback Dave 
Barr (6-4, 210), a bonafide All-America can- 
didate who last year compiled the 10th best pass- 
ing efficiency mark in NCAA history at 164.5, A 
year ago, Barr hit on 68 percent of his aerial tries 
for 2,619 yards and 21 scores with just a dozen 
interceptions. Last fall, Cal was 9-0 in games in 
which Barr was in good health, and 0-4 in the 
contests he missed or was hampered by a 
shoulder injury. The top reserve at the QB slot is 
soph Pat Barnes (6-5, 200), another strong- 
armed thrower. 

Graduation wiped out all of Cal’s starters at 
the receiving posts, but last year’s third top pass 
grabber, junior [Iheanyi Uwaezuoke (6-2, 195), is 
back on duty after grabbing 25 tosses for 422 
yards, a 16.9-yard average and two scores. Also 
being counted on at the wideouts are speedsters 
Na’il Benjamin (6-0, 185, so.) and Fred Sims 
(5-10, 185, jr.). Benjamin carried 14 catches for 
201 yards last season. At tight end, sophs Sean 
Bullard (6-4, 225) and Matt Johnson (6-6, 245) 
were part of a four-man rotation at that position 
last season. Also expected to make a strong bid 
for the regular TE job is incoming All-America 
frosh recruit Tony Gonzalez (6-6, 240). 

The Golden Bears’ ground game will miss the 
contributions of Lindsey Chapman (1,037 yards, 
14 TDs), but there are a number of returning let- 
termen waiting for an opportunity at both the 
tailback and fullback posts. Junior Reynard 
Rutherford (6-2, 190), who finished second on 
the ball toting chart last year with 578 yards and 
three scores, is set to take over at tailback. He 
also had 15 pass receptions in *93, Soph Tarik 
Smith (6-0, 185) has blazing speed and will also 
get his shot at tailback, At fullback, senior 
Tyrone Edwards (6-2, 205), who had three TD 
carries a year ago, is set to assume the fulltime 
duties, with soph Johnny Tavake (6-0, 240) also 
in contention. 

As noted earlier, Coach Gilbertson’s principal 
concern on the O-side is rebuilding up front, but 
he does have two holdover regulars from a year 
ago around which to restructure, tackles Brian 
Thure (6-5, 300, sr.) and Frank Beede (6-5, 290, 
jr.). Thure is beginning his third consecutive 
season as a Golden Bear regular. Junior Ben 
Lynch (6-4, 280), who had four starting 
assignments last fall at guard, will move into the 
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vacancy at center, with senior Randy Nonhof 
(6-7, 295) and junior Jeremy Becker (6-5, 285) 
pencilled in as the starters at the two guard 
posts, Soph Todd Stewart (6-6, 275) and incom- 
ing JUCO A-A Derek Barton (6-6, 290) figure to 
be the top reserves in the blocking crew. 

Over on the stop side, Coach Gilbertson has 
the luxury of an experienced contingent of 
D-liners with which to work, including °93 
regulars Regan Upshaw (6-4, 240, so.) at end 
and tackle Brad Bowers (6-7, 270, sr.). Upshaw 
led the Bears with 7.5 sacks last year. Sophs An- 
dy Jacobs (6-3, 245) and Rick Asbell (6-4, 240) 
plus junior Duane Clemons (6-6, 240) are con- 
tenders for the other DE slot, while aspirants to 
pair with Bowers at tackle are sophs Tarik Glenn 
(6-6, 320) and Brent Jones (6-3, 265) along with 
senior Greg Webb (6-3, 260). Jacobs was due to 
Start at DE last season but suffered a neck injury 
early and missed most of the campaign. 

The headliners of the Bear linebacker corps

are insiders Jerrott Willard (6-2, 230) and Paul 
Joiner (6-2, 230), both three-year lettermen 
seniors. Willard, an All-America candidate, a 
year ago racked up 149 tackles with 14.5 stops 
for negative yardage and 5.5 sacks along with an 
interception, while Joiner contributed 52 
tackles, five hits for minus yardage and two 
sacks. Junior James Stallworth (6-4, 225), who 
had four sacks a year ago, is the leading can- 
didate to fill the vacancy at outside backer, with 
junior Maurice Johnson (6-1, 235) and three- 
year letterman Marshall Foran (6-2, 240, sr.) ex- 
pected to be the principal reserves in this area. 

There’s also plenty of seasoning in the per- 
formers available for work in the secondary, in- 
cluding last year’s starting cornerbacks, senior 
Artis Houston (5-8, 180) and soph Kevin Devine 
(5-11, 175). Junior Rich Richardson (6-0, 190), 
who sat out last season with a hamstring injury, 
will be the first CB off the bench. Lettermen 
Jerod Cherry (6-1, 195, jr.) and Ricky Spears 
(6-4, 200, sr.) are expected to earn starting rights 
at free safety and strong safety, respectively. 
Spears had three pass thefts a year ago, one of 
which he ran back for a Bear score, Junior 
Dante DePaola (5-10, 190), who had 55 tackles 
and one pass pickoff in "93, leads the reserve 
crew at safety that also includes seniors Derrell 
Miles (6-1, 200), Matt Clizbe (5-11, 180) and 
Jasha Moore (6-2, 200). 

California also returns sophomore kicker 
Ryan Longwell (6-0, 180), who will probably 
add the placekicking duties to the punting chores 
he had in '93, Longwell wound up with a 
40.6-yard punting average last fall. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With the loss 
of eight starters to graduation, Cal’s offense 
may not be as productive as it was last season. 
But we wouldn’t care to bet on it. We would, 
however, be willing to wager a peso or two that 
QB Barr and his new supporting cast will see to 
it that any decrease in offensive output is very 
minimal. And such a dropoff would be more 
than offset by a stingier defense that'll be 
especially tough to run on. Which is why we 
believe the Bears could easily match their 1993 
win total. 


WASH. STATE

The Cougars got off to a good start last 
season by winning five of their first seven games 
while outgaining and outscoring their foes by 
very healthy margins. But then they did an el 
foldo and lost their last four games to finish on 
the down side of .500. If they hope to scale that 
barrier this season, the Coogs must successfully 
rebuild an offense that was almost completely 
wiped out by graduation. 

Head Coach Mike Price will hand the offen- 
sive reins to junior Chad Davis (6-2, 200), a 
transfer from Oklahoma who redshirted last 
season. Davis is a strong-armed sharpshooter 
who completed 87 percent of his passes during 
spring drills. Also in the QB picture are senior 
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Chad DeGreinier (6-1, 205), junior Derek Chap- 
man (6-4, 220) and soph Shawn Deeds (6-5, 
245). 

The new QB will work with a wide receiver 
crew that lost its top three pass catchers from a 
year ago who combined for 142 receptions, 
2,134 yards and 13 TDs. Scheduled to take over 
at flanker is senior Albert Kennedy (6-3, 200), 
with support coming from JUCO import Larry 
Evans (6-0, 180, jr.). The new split end will be 
soph Chad Carpenter (6-0, 185), with competi- 
tion for the job coming from junior Jay Dumas 
(6-1, 180). JUCO transfer Kearney Adams (5-9, 
165, jr.) will be WSU’s new slotback, while let- 
terman Eric Moore (6-5, 230, jr.) moves up to 
the first string tight end job. 

There’ll be major warfare to unseat senior 
Kevin Hicks (5-9, 185) from the running back 
post. Hicks a year ago rushed for 497 yards with 
three TDs and caught 22 aerials with one more 
score. His challengers include junior Derek 
Sparks (5-11, 230), who sat out "93's action due 
to shoulder surgery, and soph Will Haskell 
(5-11, 200), whose °93 stats show 222 yards gain- 
ed at 6.2 per carry with two TDs. 

The anchors in the Cougar offensive line this 
year will be senior tackle Clay Reis (6-8, 290), 
senior Paul Reed (6-2, 280) and junior Mare Mc- 
Closkey (6-4, 300). Reed and McCloskey are 
switching positions this fall, Reed moving to 
center while McCloskey transfers over to guard. 
Senior Ron Lewis (6-3, 300) will open at the 
other guard post if he can withstand a challenge 
from redshirt freshman Jason McEndoo (6-7, 
290), while soph Scott Sanderson (6-7, 270) has 
won the tackle job opposite Reis. 

There’s no doubt Washington State’s success 
this year will be built around the stoppers, which 
a year ago ranked eighth nationally in overall 
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defense and second against the run, allowing just 
88.3 yards per game to enemy ground attacks. 
Two of the big reasons for that success are 
defensive end DeWayne Patterson (6-1, 250) and 
tackle Chad Eaton (6-5, 275), both seniors and 
both all-star candidates. A year ago, Patterson 
earned All-PAC-10 honors as he recorded 22 
tackles for losses and 17 sacks, also causing six 
fumbles. Eaton chipped in with 62 tackles, in- 
cluding 13 hits behind enemy lines, six sacks and 
two fumble recoveries. Junior Robert Booth 
(6-2, 245) will take over at the terminal oppoite 
Patterson, with the reserve crew at the flanks to 
include Mark Pimiskern (6-3, 230), and JUCO 
imports Dwayne Sanders (6-7, 245, jr.) and John 
Tialavea (6-5, 255, jr.). Eaton’s tackle partner 
will be senior Don Sasa (6-4, 285), with three- 
year letterman Todd Shaw (6-6, 280, sr.) also on 
call. 

Senior three-year veteran Ron Childs (6-1, 
210) is the ringleader of the talented linebacker 
corps, last year registering 79 tackles. with seven 
stops behind enemy lines. Junior Chris Hayes 
(6-0, 210), who had six tackles for losses a year 
ago, will again patrol the strong side, with junior 
Mark Fields (6-2, 240) taking over at middle 
linebacker. Fields was a co-regular in '92 who sat 
out last year’s action. Sophs James Darling (6-1, 
230) and Frank Russell (5-9, 200) are key 
linebacker reserves. 

The Cougar secondary is experienced as well 
as talented, 1994 being the fourth season that the 
four returning regulars have played together. 
The incumbents -- all seniors and all three-year 
letter winners -- are Torey Hunter (5-10, 180) 
and Greg Burns (5-10, 165) at the corners, free 
safety John Rushing (5-10, 210) and Singor 
Mobley (6-0, 180) at strong safety. Burns led the 
group with three pass thefts in ’93, with Hunter

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: There’s no 
question that WSU’s success this fall will be built 
around its punishing defense, especially early in 
the season. And the stop troops will certainly be 
up to the task as they'll again be tough to run on 
and even tougher to throw against. On the at- 
tack side, the Cougars lost a horde of quality 
people, so their offense doesn’t figure to be as 
productive as it was a year ago. It will, however, 
be more than a respectable complement to 
State’s very strong stop troops. And such a com- 
bination could easily produce a winning record 
for this team.

Stanford was relegated to losers’ status last 
fall because of an ineffective ground game and a 
porous defense that lost its identity. And Bill 
Walsh knows that he must strengthen both of 
those areas if he’s to get this team back on the 
winning track. 

One area Coach Walsh won't have to fortify 
is Stanford’s potent passing game, the catalyst 
of which is senior quarterback Steve Stenstrom 
(6-3, 205), who’s bidding to become Stanford's 
first QB All-American since John Elway back in 
782. Last year, the Heisman Trophy candidate 
connected on 300 of 455 aerial attempts (65.9 
percent) for 3,627 yards and 27 touchdowns 
against 14 interceptions. He led the Cardinal to 
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337.2 yards per game up top and set PAC-10 
records for most yards passing in a season, total 
offense yards and completed passes. 

Stanford welcomes back its top five receivers 
from a year ago, including A-A candidate Justin 
Armour (6-6, 220, sr.), who had 51 receptions 
for 764 yards, a 15-yard average and six scores 
despite being slowed by a mid-season injury. 
Senior David Shaw (6-1, 185) is the incumbent at 
flanker where he ran under 32 tosses for 429 
yards and four scores, while senior Tony Cline 
(6-5, 240) returns at tight end after catching 42 
passes for 465 yards and two TDs a year ago. 
Senior Mark Harris (6-4, 190) is a solid wide 
receiver backup as attested by his 35 catches for 
580 yards and four TDs in '93. Other skilled pass 
catchers on call are soph Brian Manning (5-11, 
170), who had 17 catches for 382 yards 
(22.5-yard average!) and four scores, plus junior 
Andre Kirwan (6-2, 185), who averaged 18 yards 
on his dozen catches with one TD grab. 

Stanford’s number one receiver from a year 
ago will again line up at the running back posi- 
tion where senior Ethan Allen (6-1, 205) had 52 
receptions for 313 yards and one score in’93. 
Allen also ran for 260 yards and one TD, averag- 
ing 5.7 yards per carry. Soph Mike Mitchell (6-0, 
210), who ran for three touchdowns in °93, 
backstops Allen, while Greg Comella (6-1, 215, 
so.) is the incumbent at fullback. Comella scored 
three times on 18 receptions last fall. Soph 
Adam Salina (6-3, 240) is the backup fullback. 

Coach Walsh has high hopes for his offensive 
line, which returns four starters from a year ago 
with the promise of being one of the league’s top 
blocking contingents in "94. Senior T.J, Gaynor 
(6-5, 275) will again handle the pivot, with senior 
Mike Jerich (6-6, 285) and junior Jeff Buckey 
(6-5, 285) at the guards. Senior tackle Seth Ditt- 
man. (6-7, 280) is the other returning regular, 
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with junior Ken Loncar (6-7, 290) and senior 
Ryan Waters (6-5, 270) locked in combat to fill 
the vacancy at the other tackle. 

Over on the other side of the scrimmage line, 
the Cardinal defensive front is also well set, led 
by nose tackle Jason Fisk (6-4, 280, sr.), who 
should be one of the PAC-10’s top defenders 
this year. Last fall, Fisk rang up 67 tackles, in- 
cluding six hits behind enemy lines and one QB 
sack. Senior David Carder (6-5, 270) holds over 
at one end slot, with junior Pete Swanson (6-5 
280) due to man the other terminal. Senior John 
Hebert (6-5, 255) provides letter-winning sup- 
port at nose tackle. 

Stanford's leader in the second line of defense 
comes about his talent naturally as senior Coy 
Gibbs (6-0, 220) is the son of former 
Washington Redskins Coach Joe Gibbs, Coy, 
who will be starting for the fourth year at Stan- 
ford, made 92 tackles with three hits for minus 
yardage from his inside backer berth a year ago. 
The most likely candidate to join Gibbs at ILB is 
soph Justin Strand (6-2, 220). At the outside 
slots, soph Brian Batson (6-4, 220) and junior 
Jason White (6-3, 235) are returning regulars, 
with Nick Watts (6-4, 215, so.) expected to see 
plenty of game time in a reserve role. 

A trio of veteran headhunters return to their 
posts in the Stanford secondary -- cornerback 
Eliel Swinton (5-11, 190, so.), free safety Kevin 
Garnett (5-11, 190, sr.) and strong safety David 
Walker (5-10, 190, jr.). Last fall, Garnett had 76 
tackles, Swinton 57 and Walker 53 while the trio 
racked up a combined 12 hits for negative yar- 
dage and three pass pickoffs. Walker also 
recovered three fumbles. Junior Kwame Ellis 
(5-10, 175) is the choice to fill the vacancy at the 
other corner. 

The Cardinal kicking game is on solid ground 
with the return of punter Aaron Mills (6-0, 175,

sr.) and placekicker Eric Abrams (5-7, 160, jr.). 
Last year, Mills punted to a 42.2-yard average 
while Abrams is well on his way to being the 
most productive placekicker in Stanford history. 
GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With another 
relentless aerial attack being complemented by 
what we believe will be a more productive 
ground game, Stanford's offense will exceed its 
1993 output of 401 yards and 27 points per 
game. But it’s the defense that holds the key to 
this team's fortunes in 1994, If the stop troops 
prove to be a lot stingier than they were a year 
ago, Stanford’s legions will have a big campaign 
this year. But if they don’t, then they won't!

A late-season tailspin relegated the Ducks to 
losers’ status last fall, which is a fate that could 
await them in 1994 if Head Coach Rich Brooks 
is unable to successfully rebuild his offensive line 
and linebacking corps. 

Hoping that Brooks is highly successful in the 
former endeavor is super quarterback Danny 
O’Neil (6-2, 185, sr.), who was simply sensa- 
tional last year when he hit on 223 of 360 passes 
(62 percent) for 3,224 yards and 22 touchdowns. 
He’s one of just four quarterbacks to throw for 
more than 3,000 yards in PAC-10 action last 
fall, 

O'Neil will be playing catch with an excellent 
group of receivers once more, with the best of 
this bunch being junior flanker Cristin 
McLemore (5-11, 180) and senior tight end Willy 
Tate (63, 240). McLemore is the Ducks’ top 
returning ball catcher with 50 catches in '93 good 
for 791 yards and 10 TDs, one of ‘em a 
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(5-6-0) 


65-yarder. Tate averaged 16 yards on his 32 cat- 
ches, four of which he carried for Oregon 
scores. Operating at split end once more will be 
Kory Murphy (6-0, 175, jr.), who suffered 
through an injury-plagued *93 season but still 
managed 18 catches with one scoring grab. 

With graduation having claimed Oregon’s se- 
cond leading all-time rusher, Sean Burwell, the 
most experienced ball toter available is tailback 
Ricky Whittle (5-9, 190, jr.), who a year ago ran 
for 284 yards with one score. He also pulled 
down 15 tosses, one of which he turned into a 
touchdown. Senior Dino Philyaw (5-10, 180) 
will press Whittle for game time. At fullback, 
soph Pulou Malepeai (5-11, 220) is battling 
senior three-year letterman Dwayne Jones (6-2, 
235) for the starting job. That duo had just 16 
combined carries a year ago. 

Coach Brooks has plenty of work to do in his 
blocking contingent, where senior three-year let- 
ter winner Steve Hardin (6-7, 315) at tackle is the 
only returning incumbent. Sophs Paul Wiggins 
(6-3, 290) and Willy Rife (6-5, 315) are duking it 
out for the opening at the other tackle. In the 
middle, soph Mark Gregg (6-3, 270) and junior 
Tim DeGroote (6-2, 265) are the leading can- 
didates to handle center responsibilities, while 
senior Heath Howington (6-3, 315), another 
three-year monogram owner, and junior Eric 
Reid (6-4, 295) are the frontrunners to fill the 
guard slots. 

Over on the defensive side, Coach Brooks has 
a bit more stability with six returning regulars 
from a year ago. Nonetheless, there’s work to be 
done here as well since Oregon slipped into 
seventh place in total defense in the PAC-10 last 
year after six straight years having been rated in 
the league’s top five defensive units. Graduation 
claimed much of Oregon’s pass rushing prowess, 
which will put added pressure on performers like 
incumbent nose tackle Silila Malepeai (5-11, 270,

sr.), a three-year letterman who had three QB 
traps a year ago. The combatants to fill the two 
vacancies at the terminals include junior Troy 
Bailey (6-3, 265), who had four sacks in 93 as a 
reserve; senior veterans Mark Slymen (6-2, 260) 
and D.J, Cabrera (6-4, 260), both of whom own 
three varsity letters; soph Mark Schmidt (6-2, 
270) and conyerted tight end Christian Anderson 
(6-5, 250, so.). 

Oregon’s biggest loss at outside linebacker 
was Ernest Jones, who a year ago piled up a 
team-best 13 sacks and 20 stops behind enemy 
lines. Letter winners looking to take up the slack 
at OLB include junior Paul Jensen (6-2, 220) 
and sophs Reggie Jordan (6-3, 235) and Derrick 
Bames (6-1, 235). Incoming JUCO transfer 
Matt Sailors (6-2, 230, jr.) brings a reputation as 
a big play guy who could earn a starting role 
right away on the outside. The chief honcho for 
Oregon at inside linebacker is junior Jeremy 
Asher (6-2, 225), a second team All-PAC-10 
selection in 93 when he registered 65 tackles and 
three sacks. Junior Rich Ruhl (6-2, 230) is the 
most likely choice to open as Asher’s inside 
backer partner. 

The leader in the Ducks’ deep defense that 
returns intact from a year ago is senior strong 
safety Chad Cota (6-1, 190), a three-year letter 
winner who was a second team all-league pick 
last year. The Ducks’ number one tackler, Cota 
had 86 stops to go with his four pass thefts in 
*93. Classmate Dante Lewis (6-0, 180) is the 
holdover at free safety, with junior Brian Collins 
(6-0, 200) and JUCO transplant Kip East (5-11, 
180) providing strong backup relief at the safety 
slots, At the corners, juniors Alex Molden (5-10, 
180) and Isaac Walker (5-11, 180) are the return- 
ing regulars, but it’s likely that one will be 
relegated to the second team due to the return of 
a healthy Herman O’Berry (5-11, 180, jr.). 
O’Berry was an all-star candidate in '92 who 
missed all of last fall's action with a foot injury. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: O'Neil is the 
triggerman of a potent passing attack that'll be 
even more effective if Oregon’s overland forces 
make a bigger offensive contribution than they 
did last season. With just moderate improve- 
ment by their ground game, the Ducks should 
easily average over 400 yards and 28 points per 
game while in possession of the pig. As for 
Oregon’s stop troops, they should be a bit 
stingier than they were in '93, primarily because 
of a veteran secondary that returns intact. This 
team may not win the PAC-10 championship in 
"94, but GAMEPLAN has a hunch that the 
Ducks will have a helluya lot to say about who 
does!

STARTERS RETURNING Offense 7

The Beavers gave a very good account of 
themselves last season as they fell just seven 
points short of posting their first winning record 
in 23 years! This time around, the Beavers may 
very well grab that elusive brass ring -- but only 
if Head Coach Jerry Pettibone is able to suc- 
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cessfully rebuild his first two lines of defense. 

Offensively, OSU’s potent run-oriented at- 
tack will again be spearheaded by all-star 
halfback J.J. Young (5-10, 195, jr.), a three-year 
letterman who last year rushed for 955 yards at 
7.0 yards per carry and eight TD runs, His 
backup, Cameron Reynolds (5-11, 205, jr.), also 
did an excellent job, gaining 240 yards with four 
TDs and posting a 6.2-yard average. The 
Beavers are also loaded at fullback, where senior 
John Young (6-0, 215) and juniors Sedrick 
Thomas (5-11, 240) and J.D. Stewart (6-0, 225) 
are a great 1-2-3 punch. That trio accounted for 
922 yards and three scores a year ago. 

Soph Rahim Muhammad (5-9, 180) returns as 
the Beavers’ incumbent at quarterback, but he 
could lose his job to incoming frosh recruit Tim 
Alexander (6-1, 175), who earned prep All- 
America honors as he averaged 10 yards per 
carry and gained more than 1,000 yards as one 
of the nation’s very best high school option QBs. 
Alexander chose Oregon State over Oklahoma 
and Nebraska. Muhammad ran for 400 yards 
and one score a year ago and was OSU’s 
“‘leading’’ passer with a total of 124 aerial yards. 
The Beavers gained just 311 yards up top as a 
team all of last season. Also in the QB picture is 
soph Don Shanklin (5-11, 195). 

With that emphasis on the ground game, 
OSU’s top receiver, wideout Chris Cross (6-3, 
210, jr.), hardly broke a sweat as he made eight 


catches for the campaign. Tight end incumbent 
Brad Barcroft (6-3, 240, jr.) didn’t have a single 
catch to his credit in 93. Barcroft will be 
backstopped this season by JUCO redshirt 
Justin Moore (6-8, 260, jr.). 

The leader of the Beaver forward wall is 
senior center Johnny Feinga (6-1, 315), who 
already owns three varsity letters and is starting 
his third campaign as OSU’s regular pivot. 
Senior Adam Thomas (6-2, 280) will relieve Fe- 
inga. Senior guard Starling Latu (6-1, 300) is the 
only other returning regular in the O-line. Let- 
terman Brad Thompson (6-2, 325, so.) is 
scheduled to move into the other guard spot, 
while Darin Borter (6-3, 295, jr.) and soph Jar- 
rod Owens (6-5, 305) are also guard candidates. 
At the tackles, senior three-year letter winner 
John Garrett (6-4, 280) has earned one starting 
role, while it appears either Tim Camp (6-7, 295, 
jr.) or Phil Lafler (6-5, 285, jr.) will fill the other 
tackle vacancy. 

There’s a lot of rebuilding that needs to be 
done on the defensive side, except in the Beaver 
secondary where all four regulars from a year 
ago are back in action, led by senior three-year 
lettermen William Ephraim (5-10, 165) at one 
corner and strong safety Michael Hale (5-11, 
195). Ephraim rang up 82 tackles and two pass 
pickoffs a year ago, while Hale made 78 stops, 
seven hits for negative yardage, two sacks, two 
fumble recoveries and a pair of INTs. Soph 
Basheer Elahee (6-0, 170), who had two pass 
thefts in '93, returns at the other corner, with 
junior Reggie Tongue (6-0, 200) again stationed 
at free safety. Tongue got his pads in on 82 
tackles a year ago, covered three fumbles and 
picked off three passes, one of which he return- 
ed for an Oregon State touchdown. 

Up front, the only *93 holdover in the three-

Junior David Kiepke (6-7, 280) and senior Packy 
Ena (6-1, 275) are due to man the terminals, with 
junior Clint Rust (6-4, 270) and soph Tony Huot 
(6-4, 265) also looking for game time at defen- 
sive end. 

Senior three-year letterman Rico Petrini (6-1, 
225) is the lone returnee to the linebacking con- 
tingent, where it’s likely he'll be paired at inside 
backer with junior Kane Rogers (6-0, 220), who 
rolled up 74 ball carriers a year ago, had eight 
tackles for minus yardage and three sacks. 
Junior John Fairbank (6-2, 220) and soph Bryan 
Ludwick (6-2, 220) are lettermen reservists at 
ILB. On the outside, senior three-year letter win- 
ners Cory Huot (6-3, 240) and Eric Hale (6-3, 
230) appear to have locks on those jobs, but in- 
coming JUCO All-American Robert Gilmore 
(6-4, 250, jr.) seems to have all the tools 
necessary to win a starting assignment at OLB. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: OSU’s pow- 
erful overland thrusts will ensure that its 1994 
strike force won't miss a beat while equalling or 
surpassing its 1993 output of 324 yards and 21 
points per game, Defensively, the Beavers’ 
stingy secondary will make life miserable for 
enemy passers, but this unit may be a bit more 
susceptible to the run than it was a year ago. All 
told, however, this is a good football team that is 
quite capable of finishing on the plus side 
of 500.

SOUTHWESTERN LOUISIANA (8-3-0, 
5-1-0 in Big West) -- The Ragin’ Cajuns surpris- 
ed in their first year as Big West members by 
winning a share of the league title. USL won’t 
sneak up on anybody this season, but then they 
shouldn’t have to with a passle of starters and 
lettermen back in tow. 

Sophomore Jake Delhomme (6-2, 190), who 
claimed the starting quarterback job as a true 
freshman in '93 and completed 145 of 259 passes 
for 1,842 yards and 14 TDs, is at the offensive 
throttle again. Missing are last year’s top four 
pass catchers (WRs Marcus Carter and Myron 
Robinson, TEs Buck Moncia and Ryan 
McGrath), and those voids will have to be filled 
if the passing game is to flourish again. The only 
letterman back for action here is wideout Ron 
Thomas (6-0, 205, jr.), with Garrick 
Mayweather (6-3, 235, so.) and converted 
linebacker Greg Baker (6-3, 220, jr.) vying for 
tight end honors. 

Senior Steve Mocek (5-10, 205) and junior 
Marcus Prior (5-8, 180) return to share tailback 
duties after rushing for a combined 890 yards 
last Season. Bruising sophomore Kenyon Cotton 
(6-0, 250) is the incumbent fullback. The Cajuns 
go deep in quality and experience in the offen- 
sive line, with tackles Keno Hills (6-6, 300, jr.) 
and Ronald Gunner (6-2, 290, sr.) plus guard 
Brian Sansalone (6-5, 280, jr.) being holdover 
regulars, Two '93 injury victims, Sam Heinen 
(6-5, 285, jr.) and Don Paul (6-2, 280, sr.), along 
with seasoned vets Brett Yarbro (6-5, 275, sr.) 
and Jeff Dupre (6-7, 300, jr.) will also be O-line 
stalwarts. 

Last year’s Cajuns led the Big West in virtual- 
ly every defensive category and welcome back all 
but a few of the top players on this side of the 
ball. End Jeff Mitchell (6-1, 250, jr.) and tackle 
Clifton Sylvester (6-2, 285, jr.) anchor the front 
wall. Mitchell last season made 72 tackles and 11 
sacks. Senior end Joe Bailey (6-2, 260) and 
sophomore tackle Paul Cabble (6-1, 275) figure 
to round out the starting D-line. 

Senior Patrice Alexander (6-1, 255), who got 
in on 62 tackles in "93 including seven for minus 
yardage, has moved front and center at 
linebacker, with lettermen Casey Brabham (6-2, 
220, jr.) and Pat Brennan (6-1, 230, so.) also in 
the LB mix. JUCO transfer Marlon Goff (6-0, 
215, jr.) and ’93 academic casualty James Penn- 
ington (6-2, 235, sr.) will also contribute at 
linebacker, as might converted defensive back 
John Harris (5-11, 210, sr.), Speaking of defen- 
sive backs, the Cajuns boast one of the best in

210), who a year ago made 96 tackles and nine 
pass interceptions! Rejoining him in the starting 
rotation are Fernando Thomas (6-0, 190, sr.), 
Lerodric Gilmore (5-10, 200, jr.) and Tim 
Sensley (5-9, 175, jr.), making the secondary the 
swongest area of the USL defense.

And 
they'll look to a plethora of JUCO transfers, 
mixed with a handful of veterans, to improve 
even more this season.

195) will again assume the offensive controls. 
He’s coming off a solid ’93 season when he 
found the mark on 158 of 300 passes with 13 
scoring tosses and a like number of intercep- 
tions. Sophomore Lucious Davis (5-11, 170) and 
junior David Osborne (6-1, 185) are holdover 
regulars at the two wide receiving spots.

PACIFIC (3-8-0, 2-4-0 in Big West) -- The 
Tigers closed last season on a high note with 
wins over Arkansas State (20-6) and San Jose 
State (24-20). With a passle of starters holding 
over, Coach Chuck Shelton looks to this season 
with ungaurded optimism, commenting, ‘‘We 
should be a top division club, I think.” 

Running the UOP offense once more will be 
senior Craig Whelihan (6-5, 200), who didn’t 
take the starting job until late in the ’93 cam- 
paign but ended up completing 132 of 248 passes 
with nine touchdown tosses and just five in- 
terceptions. Most all the top receivers are back 
from last season, including wideouts Kerry

statesmen of football coaches. On the college 
level, Ralston has also served as mentor of Utah 
State and Stanford, while his pro football 
background includes stints with the NFL's 
Denver Broncos and the USFL Oakland In- 
vaders. His first year at the SJSU helm was 
hardly what Ralston bargained for as he took 
over a team in the midst of an extensive 
rebuilding process and suffered accordingly. 

Task one for Ralston on the offensive side this 
year is choosing a new starting quarterback, with 
lettermen Alli Abrew (6-0, 190, so.) and Brent 
Evans (6-1, 190, sr.), redshirt freshman Dan 
Q’Dell (6-1, 190) and JUCG transfer Carl Dean 
(6-1, 210, jr.) the top candidates. Dean hung up 
some impressive numbers at Bakersfield JC and 
should emerge as the new man under center. The 
Spartans go three deep in quality at the wide 
receiving spots, with seniors Jerry Reece (5-11, 
180) and Jacobbi Williams (5-11, 175) plus 
junior Brian Lundy (5-9, 170) back in tow. Lun- 
dy reeled in a team-best 46 aerials with five TD 
grabs last fall, Reece had seven TD receptions 
among his 26 catches, while Williams averaged 
17,0 yards on 12 receptions. Lettermen Brian 
Roche (6-5, 235, jr.) and Aaron Jones (6-1, 235, 
jr.) are battling to fill the tight end slot. 

The Spartans will have to remodel their 
rushing attack. Tailback prospects are led by 
senior lettermen Donald Lindsey (5-10, 190), 
who ran for 290 yards in 93, Shon Ellerbe (5-10, 
170) and sophomore Patrick Walsh (5-7, 185), 
with monogram winners Charlie Adams (6-0, 
230, jr.), Tim Holliday (6-0, 200, sr.) and An- 
thony Lewis (6-1, 225, jr.) intent on taking over 
at fullback, The Spartans will undergo a massive 
overhaul in the offensive line where juniors 
Chris Hill (6-2, 260) and Salofti Tautuaa (6-2, 
315) are the only returnees with letter-winning 
savvy. JUCO transfer John Grotegoed (6-1, 190, 
jr.) comes highly regarded and will be of im- 
mediate value here. 

SJSU welcomes back both starting defensive 
tackles in Tony Gratton (6-1, 260, so.) and 
Howard Butler (6-1, 265, jr.), plus Eric Quarles 
(6-1, 235, so.) returns at one DE position. They 
will provide leadership for a defensive line which 
also includes seniors Robert Gregory (6-0, 255) 
and Evile Tuliau (6-1, 265), juniors Greg Phillips 
(6-2, 235) and Tom Sotelo (6-1, 250), and 
sophomore Eric Mitchell (6-5, 250). 

The linebacking corps will center on holdover 
regulars Don Godfrey (5-9, 220, sr.) and Theron 
Miller (6-0, 235, sr.). Godfrey had a spectacular 
'93 campaign, recording 103 tackles, including

seven for minus yardage, and also returned a 
pass interception for a touchdown. Others figur- 
ing in at LB are lettermen Khari Crowder (5-10, 
210, jr.), Keala Keanaaina (6-1, 235, so.) and 
Leighton Lang (5-11, 210, jr.), with JUCO 
recruit David Elzey (5-11, 230, jr.) also in the 
picture. Overhaul is certainly needed in the 
secondary, where seniors Dee Grayer (6-0, 200) 
and Chris Willis (5-11, 190) are foremost of the 
experienced crew, Monogram winners Beto 
Lomax (5-10, 185, jr.) and Maurice Simpson 
(5-7, 180, so.) are other experienced hands in this 
area, while JUCO transfers Darren Jones (6-1, 
210, jr.) and Tucker Setterberg (5-10, 185, jr.) 
are considered impact newcomers. 


ARKANSAS STATE (2-8-1, 1-5-0 in Big 
West) — The Indians closed out the 93 campaign 
with a stunning last-second 23-21 upset of 1992 
Big West champion Nevada. “‘That win taught 
us that if we put forth superhuman effort, give 
110 percent and get a little luck, we can go out 
and compete with anyone,"’ says ASU skipper 
John Bobo. 

Bobo will again hand the offensive reins to 
junior Johnny Covington (6-0, 185), who as a 
first-time starter last fall connected on 94 of 184 
passes but threw for just three TDs while giving 
up five interceptions. Keeping Covington on his 
toes will be fellow junior Maurice Harris (6-0, 
210). ASU's top two receivers return in wideouts 
Derrick Austin (6-2, 190, jr.) and Reginald Mur- 
phy (5-8, 165, so.), who combined for 43 catches 
last season, with Murphy snaring the game- 
winning reception versus Nevada. Junior Clark 
McBride (6-2, 235) is again lined up at tight end. 

The Indians lost top °93 rusher Marquis 
Williams (1,060 yards), leaving juniors Zoe 
Freeman (6-0, 185), DeSoto Dickson (5-8, 190) 
and Austin Tinsley (5-10, 200) as the most ex- 
perienced ball carriers. Once he's mended from 
knee surgery which kept him out of spring drills, 
sophomore speedster Corey Walker (5-10, 180) 
will also help with the rushing load. The veteran 
anchors in what will be a solid offensive line are 
seniors Lorenzo Parker (6-0, 300), Stacy Harrell 
(6-1, 290) and Jeremy Blohowiak (6-2, 270) plus 
juniors Jessie Miller (6-1, 270), Anthony 
Bowman (6-2, 290) and Roy James (6-6, 310). 

Lack of proven depth looms as the biggest 
problem in the defensive line where All-Big West 
nose guard Ed Rufus (6-0, 275, sr.) and DE 
Carlos Emmons (6-5, 250, sr.) are the veteran 
leaders. Assistance in this area comes from let- 
termen Carlo White (6-1, 270, jr.), Lucas 
Perkins (6-2, 250, jr.), Michael Mason (6-5, 235, 
so.) and Tim Williams (6-2, 230, jr.), while in- 
coming freshmen Sedrick Richardson (6-2, 245) 
and Matt Smith (6-5, 270) are projected as im- 
pacted players. 

All-Big West selection Marcus Lawson is 
missing at linebacker, and those hoping to pick

up the slack are senior Dale Carpenter (6-0, 220), 
juniors Del Ray Stephens (6-], 235) and Eric 
Linsy (6-1, 230), and sophomore Torrance Suggs 
(6-1, 210). Top-rated among the newcomers here 
are JUCO products Rodney Hawthorne (5-10, 
210, jr,) and Barry Singleton (5-11, 215, jr.). The 
deepest area of the defense is the secondary 
where seniors Brad Davis (5-10, 175) and Stacy 
Crockett (5-9, 180) as well as junior Clark 
Watkins (5-11, 180) are holdover regulars.

LOUISIANA TECH (2-9-0, 2-4-0 in Big 
West) -- Last year’s Bulldogs opened the season 
with road games versus Tennessee, South 
Carolina and Alabama, and this year’s slate is 
no cakewalk, either, with two of the first three 
contests at Baylor and South Carolina, and a 
home tilt versus Houston sandwiched between. 
But with 15 regulars back in tow, and a good 
recruiting class coming in, the ‘Dogs may be bet- 
ter equipped to battle such opposition this year. 

Offensive success seldom comes without a 
true leader at the quarterback spot, and Tech 
has just that in sophomore Jason Martin (6-3, 
220), who last season showed promise as he con- 
nected on 92 of 193 passes, but he needs to im- 
prove on his touchdown (four) to interception 
(12) ratio. The Bulldogs feature an exciting pass 
catcher in sophomore wideout Jason Mackey 
(6-2, 195), who hauled in 50 aerials last season, 
with Brian Mason (6-2, 250, jr.) back at the tight 
end spot, Incoming freshman Anthony Lucas 
(6-3, 200) has a bead on the other wideout posi- 
tion and he’s considered a real blue-chip recruit. 

Senior Jason Cooper (6-0, 215) is on line to 
become Tech’s all-time rushing leader. Last 
season, he rambled for 590 yards on 177 at- 
tempts. But after him, the Bulldogs are thin at 
running back, although frosh signee Jason Arm- 
strong (5-10, 205) comes aboard with glowing 
prep credentials. The ’Dogs are intent on getting 
better production from their offensive line where 
tackles Preston Washington (6-5, 255, jr.) and 
John Rogers (6-5, 275, jr.), guard Greg Lan- 
caster (6-5, 265, sr.) and center Brad Bull (6-3,

265, sr.) return for starting duty. Washington, 
however, may be switched to tight end. 
Foremost of the O-line newcomers are JUCO 
transfer Grant Williams (6-7, 305, jr.) and 
freshman Toriano Young (6-6, 300), while Wes 
Brewer (6-5, 280, sr.) and Chris Block (6-5, 270, 
sr.) are quality lettermen. 

Coach Joe Raymond Peace voices concern 
about depth in his team’s defensive line, where 
Thedrick Harris (6-0, 270, sr.) and Steve Roberts 
(6-5, 265, sr.) are foremost of the veteran 
returnees but there's very little after them. 
JUCO transfers who may brighten Coach 
Peace's future are Keith Washington (6-3, 250, 
jr.) and Taurick Boyd (6-3, 260, jr.), 

No such problems exist at linebacker as the 
*Dogs return all three regulars in senior Fred 
Price (6-3, 220), junior Lance Reed (6-0, 210), 
last year's top tackler with 129 stops, and junior 
Shannon Jenkins (5-11, 210). Equally as blessed 
with veteran talent is a secondary which 
welcomes back Rodney Bruce (5-11, 195, sr.), 
Chris Gray (5-11, 170, sr.) and Mark Traylor 
(6-1, 200, sr.). Bruce had three interceptions last 
season, one of Which he ran back for a touch- 
down, 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Southwestern 
Louisiana tied (with Utah State) for last year’s 
Big West title, with the Aggies getting the bid to 
the Las Vegas Bowl based on comparative for- 
mula. This season, there'll be no denying the 
veteran-rich Ragin’ Cajuns, who will field a 
strong offense built around heady sophomore 
QB Jake Delhomme and a defensive unit which 
will dominate most of its opponents, The second 
through fifth spots in the Big West forecasts as a 
real dog-fight, with GAMEPLAN predicting 
that New Mexico State will land the runnerup 
spot. The Aggies have a talented sophomore QB 
of their own in Corey Ledbetter and, while their 
defensive losses were heavy, NMSU has a horde 
of JUCO transfers coming to the rescue. The 
Pacific Tigers struggled to a 3-8 record last 
season, 2-4 in the Big West, but look primed to 
climb back up the league ladder and should 
finish no worse than third. Defending league co- 
champion Utah State suffered major graduation 
losses and is definitely in a rebuilding mode. The 
same applies to the Nevada Wolf Pack, which 
lost star QB Jeff Vargas, a goodly portion of 
their offensive line and several defensive stan- 
douts. The Pack will spring some surprises 
before the year’s out, but they don't have the 
look of a title contender. Northern Illinois lost 
super RB LeShon Johnson plus a number of 
other key performers, but the Huskies have a 
sound grid program in place and will challenge 
to break into the Big West’s first division. The 
Runnin’ Rebels of Nevada-Las Vegas have 
fallen on hard times lately, going 3-8 last season, 
and can only hope to play a spoiler’s role in this 
year’s Big West race. Veteran skipper John 
Ralston is trying to shape up his San Jose State 
Spartans after last year’s 2-9 flop, but SJSU 
looks to be headed for another down season. 
The same goes for Arkansas State and Louisiana 
Tech, who between them last year won just four 
games and don't appear to be a lot stronger this 
season.
